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CONFESSION  OF  FAITH. 


CHAPTER  I. 

OF    THE    HOLT    SCRIPTURE. 


Although  the  light  of  nature,  and  the 
works  of  creation  and  providence,  do  so  far 
manifest  the  goodness,  wisdom,  and  power  of 
God,  as  to  leave  men  inexcusable  ;  *  yet 
are  they  not  sufficient  to  give  that  knowledge 
of  God,  and  of  his  will,  which  is  necessary 
unto    salvation ;  *•    therefore    it    pleased    the 

*  Rom.  ii.  14,  15.  For  when  the  Gentiles,  which  have 
not  the  law,  do  by  nature  the  things  contained  in  the  law, 
these,  having  not  the  law,  are  a  law  unto  themselves ; 
which  show  the  work  of  the  law  written  in  their  hearts, 
their  conscience  also  bearing  witness,  and  their  thoughts 
the  meanwhile  accusing,  or  else  excusing  one  another. 
Rom.  i.  19,  20.  Because  that  which  may  be  known  of 
6od  is  manifest  in  them  :  for  God  hath  showed  it  unto 
them.  For  the  invisible  things  of  him  from  the  creation 
of  the  world  are  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the 
things  that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  and  God- 
head :  so  that  they  are  without  excuse.  Psa.  xix.  1 — '6. 
The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  firmament 
showeth  his  handiwork.  Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech, 
and  night  unto  night  showeth  knowledge.  There  is  no 
speech  nor  language  where  their  voice  is  not  heard.  See 
Bom.  i.  32,  with  Rom.  ii.  1. 

»  1  Cor.     .   21.      For  after  that  'n  the  wisdom  of  Gv  i, 
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Lord,  at  sundry  times,  and  in  divers  aanners. 
to  reveal  himself,  and  to  declare  that  his  will 
unto  his  church ; "  and  afterwards  for  the  bet- 
ter preserving  and  propagating  of  the  truth, 
and  for  the  more  sure  establishment  and  com- 
fort of  the  church  against  the  corruption  of  the 
flesh,  and  the  malice  of  Satan  and  of  the  w(  rid, 
to  commit  the  same  wholly  unto  writing ;  * 
which  maketh  the  Holy  Scripture  to  be  most 
necessary ;  •  those  former  ways  of   God's  re- 

the  world  by  wisdom  knew  not  God,  it  pleased  God  by 
the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them  that  believe 
1  Cor.  ii.  13,  14.  Which  things  also  we  speak,  not  in  the 
words  which  man's  wisdom  teacheth,  but  which  the 
Holy  Ghost  teacheth ;  comparing  spiritual  things  with 
spiritual.  But  the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things 
of  the  Spirit  of  God ;  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  him : 
neither  can  he  know  them,  because  they  are  spiritually 
discerned. 

«  Heb.  i.  1.  God,  who  at  sundry  times,  and  in  divers 
manners,  spake  in  time  past  unto  the  fathers  by  the  pro- 
phets— 

<*  Luke  i.  3,  4.  It  seemed  good  to  me  also,  having  had 
perfect  understanding  of  all  things  from  the  very  first, 
to  write  unto  thee  in  order,  most  excellent  Theophilus, 
that  thou  mightest  know  the  certainty  of  those  things 
wherein  thou  hast  been  instructed.  Rom.  xv.  4.  For 
whatsoever  things  were  written  aforetime  were  written 
for  our  learning ;  that  we,  through  patience  and  comfort 
of  the  Scriptures,  might  have  hope.  Isa.  viii.  20.  To 
the  law  and  to  the  testimony :  if  they  speak  not  accord- 
ing to  this  word,  it  is  because  there  is  no  light  in  them. 
Rev.  xxii.  18. 

«  2  Tim.  iii.  15.  And  that  from  a  child  thou  hast 
known  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  are  able  to  make  thee 
wise  unto  salvation  through  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus.  2  Pet.  i.  19.  We  have  also  a  more  sure  word 
of  prophecy  ;   whereunto  ye   dc  well  that  ye  take  heed. 
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vealing    his  will   unto  his  people   heing  now 
ceased.'

as  nnto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a  dark  place,  until  the  day 
dawn,  and  the  day-star  arise  in  your  hearts. 
'  Heb.  i.  1,   2      God    who,   at  sundry   times    and  ia 
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All  which  are  given  by  inspiration  of  God. 
to  be  the  rule  of  faith  and  life.* 

III.  The  books  commonly  called  Apocry- 
pha, not  being  of  divine  inspiration,  are- no 
part  of  the  canon  of  the  Scripture  ;  and  there- 
tore  are  of  no  authority  in  the  Church  of  God, 
nor  to  be  any  otherwise  approved,  or  made  use 
of,  than  other  human  writings.^ 

IV.  The  authority  of  the  Holy  Scripture,  for 
which  it  ought  to  be  believed  and  obeyed,  de- 


divers  manners,  spake  in  time  past  unto  the  fathers  by 
the  prophets,  hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  unto  us  by 
his  Son,  whom  he  hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by 
whom  also  he  made  the  worlds. 

?  Eph.  ii.  20.  And  are  built  upon  the  foundation 
of  the  apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself 
being  the  chief  corner-stone.  Rev.  xxii.  18,  19.  For  I 
te.-itify  unto  every  man  that  heareth  the  words  of  the  pro- 
phecy of  this  book,  if  any  man  shall  add  unto  these  things, 
God  shall  add  unto  him  the  plagues  that  are  written  in 
this  book :  and  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from  the 
words  of  the  book  of  this  prophecy,  God  shall  take  away 
his  part  out  of  the  book  of  life,  and  out  of  the  holy  city, 
and  from  the  things  which  are  written  in  this  book. 
2  Tim.  iii.  16.  All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of 
God,  and  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correc- 
tion, for  instruction  in  righteousness. 

h  Luke  xxiv.  27,  44.  And  beginning  at  Moses  and 
all  the  pro}  bets,  he  expounded  unto  them  in  all  the  Scrip- 
tures, the  things  concerning  himself.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  These  are  the  words  which  I  spake  unto  you,  whi.e 
1  was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must  be  fulfilled 
which  were  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in  the 
prophets,  and  in  the  Psalms,  concerning  me.  2  Pet.  i.  21. 
For  the  proph  >cy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the  will  of 
man  ;  biiv  noly  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were  moved  by 
th«  Holy  Ghost. 
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pendetli  not  upou  the  testimony  of  any  man  oi 
church,  but  wholly  upon  God,  (who  is  truth 
itself,)  the  author  thereof ;  and  therefore  it  is  to 
be  received,  because  it  is  the  word  of  God.* 

V.  We  may  be  moved  and  induced  by  the 
testimony  of  the  church  to  an  high  and  reve- 
rent esteem  far  the  Holy  Scripture ;  ^  and 
the  heavenliness  of  the  matter,  the  efl5cacy  of 
the  doctrine,  the  majesty  of  the  style,  the  con- 
sent of  all  the  parts,  the  scope  of  the  whole, 
(which  is  to  give  all  glory  to  God,)  the  full  dis- 
covery it  makes  of  the  only  way  of  man's  sal- 
vation, the  many  other  incomparable  excel 
lencies,  and  the  entire  perfection  thereof,  are 
arguments  whereby  it  doth  abundantly  evi- 
dence itself  to  be  the  word  of  God  ;  yet,  not- 
withstanding, our  full  persuasion  and  assurance 
of  the  infallible  truth,  and  divine  authority 
thereof,  is  from  the  inward  work  of  the  Holy 


»  2  Tim.  iii.  16.  All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspi- 
ration of  God,  and  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof, 
for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteousness.  1  John 
V.  9.  If  we  receive  the  witness  of  men,  the  witness 
of  God  is  greater :  For  this  is  the  witness  of  God  which 
he  hath  testified  of  his  Son.  1  Thess.  ii.  13,  For  this 
cause  also  thank  we  God  without  ceasing,  because,  when 
ye  received  the  word  of  God,  which  ye  heard  of  us,  ye 
received  it  not  as  the  word  of  men,  but  (as  it  is  in  truth) 
the  word  of  God,  which  effectually  worketh  also  in  y  'u 
Ikat  believe. 

1  Tim.  iii.  15.  But  if  1  tarry  long,  that  thou  mayest 
know  how  thou  oughtest  to  behave  thyself  in  the  house 
of  God,  which  is  the  church  of  the  living  God,  the  pillar 
and  ground  of  the  truth. 
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Spirit,  bearing  witness  by  and  with  the  word  in 
our  hearts.^ 

VI.  The  whole  counsel  of  God,  concerning 
all  things  necessary  for  his  own  glory,  man's 
salvation,  faith,  and  life,  is  either  expressly  set 
down  in  Scripture,  ^r  by  good  and  necessary 
consequence  may  be  deduced  from  Scripture : 
unto  which  nothing  at  any  time  is  to  be  added, 
whether  by  new  revelations  of  the  Spirit,  or 
traditions  of  men.^     Nevertheless  we  acknow- 


k  1  John  ii.  20,  27.  But  ye  have  an  unction  from  the 
Holy  One,  and  ye  know  all  things. — But  the  anointing 
which  ye  have  received  of  him  abideth  in  you,  and  ye 
need  not  that  any  man  teach  you  :  but  as  the  same  anoint- 
ing teacheth  you  of  all  things,  and  is  truth,  and  is  no  lie, 
and  even  as  it  hath  taught  you,  ye  shall  abide  in  him. 
John  xvi.  13,  14.  Howbeit  when  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
is  come,  he  will  guide  you  into  all  truth  :  for  he  shall  not 
speak  of  himself ;  but  whatsoever  he  shall  hear,  that 
shall  he  speak  ;  and  he  will  show  you  things  to  come. — 
He  shall  glorify  me :  for  he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and 
shall  show  it  unto  you. — 1  Cor  ii  10,  11.  But  God  hath 
revealed  them  unto  us  by  his  Spirit;  for  the  Spirit  search- 
eth  all  things,  yea  the  deep  things  of  God. — For  what 
man  knoweth  the  things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of  man 
which  is  in  him  ?  even  so  the  things  of  God  knoweth  oo 
man,  but  the  Spirit  of  God. 

'  2  Tim.  iii.  16,  17.  All  Scripture  is  given  by  in- 
epiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  re- 
proof, for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteousness: 
that  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished 
unto  all  good  works. — Gal.  1.  8.  But  though  we,  or  an 
angel  from  heaven,  preach  any  other  gospel  unto  you  than 
that  which  we  have  preached  unto  you,  let  him  be  ac- 
cursed.— 2  T^ess.  ii.  2.  That  ye  be  not  soon  shaken  in 
(oiad,  or   be   troubled,  neither  by   spirit,  nor  by  worl, 
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ledge  the  inward  illumination  of  the  S]-irit 
of  God  to  be  necessary  for  the  saving  under- 
standing of  such  thinors  as  are  levealed  in  the 
word;™  and  that  there  are  some  '"^icumstanceS 
concerning  the  worship  of  God,  and  govern- 
ment of  the  church,  c^'^mon  to  human  actions 
and  societies,  which  are  to  be  ordered  by  the 
light  of  nature  and  Christian  prudence,  accord- 
ing to  the  general  rules  of  the  word,  which  are 
always  to  be  observed." 

VII.  All  things  in  Scripture  are  not  alike 
plain  in  themselves,  nor  alike  clear  unto  all;" 

nor  by  letter  as  from  us,  as  that  the  day  of  Christ  ia 
at  hand. 

■»  John  vi.  45.  It  is  wntten  in  the  prophets,  And  they 
shall  be  all  taught  of  God.  Every  man  therefore  that 
hath  heard,  and  hath  learned  of  the  Father,  cometh  unto 
me.  1  Cor.  ii.  9,  10,  12.  But  as  it  is  written,  Eye  hath 
not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered  into  the 
heart  of  man,  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared  for 
them  that  love  him.  But  God  hath  revealed  them  unto 
us  by  his  Spirit :  for  the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea 
the  deep  things  of  God. — Now  we  have  received,  not  the 
spirit  of  the  world,  but  the  Spirit  which  is  of  God  ;  that  we 
might  know  the  things  that  are  freely  given  to  us  of  God. 

■  1  Cor.  xi.  13.  14.  Judge  ixi  yourselves :  Is  it 
comely  that  a  woman  pray  unto  Gtd  uncovered?  Doth 
not  even  nature  itself  teach  you,  that  if  a  man  have  long 
hail,  it  is  a  shame  unto  him?  1  Cor.  xiv.  26,  40.  How 
is  it  then,  brethren  ?  when  ye  come  together,  every  o  le 
of  you  hath  a  psalm,  hath  a  doctrine,  hath  a  iongue,  hatb 
a  revelation,  hath  an  interpretation.  Let  all  things  be 
done  unto  edifying. — Let  all  things  be  done  decently  a'd 
in  order. 

•  2  Pet.  iii.  16.  As  also  in  all  his  epistles,  speaking 
in  them  of  these  things  ;  in  which  are  some  things  hard 
to  be  understood,  whi'h  they  that  are  unlearned  ftnd  un- 
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et  tbose  things  which  are  necessary  to  b« 
nown,  believed^  and  observed,  for  salvation, 
are  so  clearly  propounded  and  opened  in  some 
place  of  Scripture  or  other,  that  not  only  the 
learned,  but  the  unlearned,  in  a  due  use  of  the 
ordinary  means,  may  attain  unto  a  suflScien* 
understanding  of  them.^ 

VIII.  The  Old  Testament  in  Hebrew, 
(which  was  the  native  language  of  the  people 
of  God  of  old,)  and  the  New  Testament  in 
Greek,  (which  at  the  time  of  the  writing  of  it 
was  most  generally  known  to  the  nations,) 
being  immediately  inspired  by  God,  and  by  his 
singular  care  and  providence,  kept  pure  in  all 
ages,  are  therefore  authentical  ;'^  so  as  in  all 
controversies  of  religion  the  church  is  finally 
to  appeal  unto  them/  But  because  these 
original  tongues  are  not  known  to  all  the  peo- 
ple of  God  who  have  right  unto,  and  inter- 
est in  the  Scriptures,  and  are  commanded,  in 

stable  wrest,  as  they  do  also  the  other  Scriptures,  unto 
iheir  own  destruction. 

p  Psa.  cxix.  105,  130.  Thy  word  is  a  lamp  unto 
my  feet,  and  a  light  unto  my  path.  The  entrance  of  thy 
words  giveth  light;  it  giveth  understanding  unto  the 
e  mple. 

1  Matt.  V.  18.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till  heaven 
and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pas" 
from  the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled, 

'  Isa.  viii.  20.  To  the  law  and  to  the  testimony  ;  if 
they  speak  not  according  to  this  word,  it  is  because  there 
is  no  light  in  them.  Acts  xv.  15.  And  to  this  agree 
the  words  of  the  prophets.  John  v.  46.  For  had  ye 
believed  Moses,  je  wouH  have  be'^eved  me:  for  he  wroU 
ttt  mo. 
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the  fear  of  God,  to  read  and  search  bhein,' 
therefore  thej  are  to  be  translated  into  the 
vulgar  language  of  every  nation  unto  which 
they  come,*  that  the  word  of  God  dwelling 
plentifully  in  all,  they  may  worship  him  in  an 
acceptable  manner,"  and,  through  patience 
and  comfort  of  the  Scriptui'es,  may  have 
hope/ 

»  John  V.  39.  Search  the  Scriptures ;  for  in  them  ye 
think  ye  have  eternal  life :  and  they  are  they  which  testify 
0/  me. 

»  1  Cor.  xiv.  6,  9,  11,  12,  24,  27,  28.  Now,  brethren, 
if  I  come  unto  you  speaking  with  tongues,  what  shall 
I  profit  you,  except  I  shall  speak  to  you  either  by 
revelation,  or  by  knowledge,  or  by  prophesying,  or  by 
doctrine  ? — So  likewise  ye,  except  ye  utter  by  the  tongue 
words  easy  to  be  understood,  how  shall  it  be  known 
what  is  spoken?  for  ye  shall  speak  into  the  air. — There- 
fore if  I  know  not  the  meaning  of  the  voice,  1  shall  be, 
unto  him  that  speaketh,  a  barbarian,  and  he  that  speak- 
eth  shall  be  a  barbarian  unto  me.  Even  so  ye,  for  as 
much  as  ye  are  zealous  of  spiritual  gifts,  seek  that  ye 
may  excel  to  the  edifying  of  the  church. — But  if  all  pro- 
phesy, and  there  come  in  one  that  believeth  not,  or  one 
unlearned,  he  is  convinced  of  all,  he  is  judged  of  all. — 
If  any  man  speak  in  an  unknown  tongue,  let  it  be  by  two, 
or  at  most  by  three,  and  that  by  course ;  and  let  one  in- 
terpret. But  if  there  be  no  interpreter,  let  him  keep 
silence  in  the  church  ;  and  let  him  speak  to  himself,  and 
to  God. 

•  Col.  iii.  16.  Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you 
richly  in  all  wisdom ;  teaching  and  admonishing  one 
another  in  psalms,  and  hymns,  and  spiritual  songs,  sing- 
ing with  grace  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord. 

'  Rom.  XV.  4.  For  whatsoever  things  rere  written 
aforetime  were  written  for  our  learning ;  thf.t  we,  through 
patience  and  comfort  of  the  Scriptures,  might  hav« 
hope.

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IX.  The  infallible  rule  of  interpretation  of 
Scripture,  is  the  Scripture  itself;  and  there- 
fore, when  there  is  a  question  about  the  true 
and  full  sense  of  any  scripture,  (which  is  not 
manifold,  but  one,)  it  may  be  searched  and 
known  by  other  places  that  speak  more  clearly.* 

X.  The  Supreme  Judge,  by  which  all  con- 
troversies of  religion  are  to  be  determined,  and 
all  decrees  of  councils,  opinions  of  ancient 
writers,  doctrines  of  men,  and  private  spirits, 
are  to  be  examined,  and  in  whose  sentence 
we  are  to  rest,  can  be  no  other  but  the  Holy 
Spirit  speaking  in  the  Scripture.^ 


CHAPTER  II. 

OF    GOD,    AND    OF    THE    HOLY    TRINITY. 

There   is  but  one    only^  living   and  true 

^  Acts  XV.  15.  And  to  this  agree  the  words  of  the 
prophets.  John  v.  46.  For  had  ye  believed  Moses,  ye 
would  have  believed  me :  for  he  wrote  of  me. 

«  Matt.  xxii.  29,  31.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto 
them.  Ye  do  err,  not  knowing  the  Scriptures,  noi  the 
power  of  God. — But  as  touching  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead,  have  ye  not  read  that  which  was  spoken  unto 
you  by  God.  Eph.  ii.  20.  And  are  built  upon  the  founda- 
tion of  the  apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself 
being  the  chief  corner-stone.  Acts  xxviii.  25.  And  when 
they  agreed  not  among  themselves,  they  departed,  after 
that  Paul  had  spoken  one  word.  Well  spake  the  Holy 
Ghost  by  Esaias  the  prophet  unto  our  fathers. 

y  Deut.  vi.  4.  Hear,  0  Israel;  the  Lord  our  God  is  one 
Lord.  1  Cor.  viii.  4,  6.  As  concerning  therefore  the  eat- 
ing of  those  things  that  are  offered  in  sacrifice  unto  idols, 
we  knaw  tl^at  an  ido'  's  nothing   "n  the  world,  'vntJ  that 
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God,"  who  is  infinite  in  being  and  perfec- 
tion,* a  most  pure  spirit,^  invisible,*  with- 
out   body,     parts,  ^     or    passions, "     immuta- 


there  is  none  other  God  but  one. — But  to  us  there  is  but 
one  God,  the  Father,  of  whom  are  all  things,  and  we  in 
him  ;  and  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  are  all  things, 
and  we  by  him. 

«  1  Thess.  i.  9. — Ye  turned  to  God  from  idols,  to  serve 
the  living  and  true  God.  Jer  x.  10. — But  the  Lord  is 
the  true  God,  he  is  the  living  God,  and  an  everlasting 
King. 

»  Job  xi.  7,  8,  9,  and  xxvi.  14.  Canst  thou  by  search- 
ing find  out  God?  Canst  thou  find  out  the  Almighty  unto 
perfection  ?  It  is  as  high  as  heaven  ;  what  canst  thou  do  ? 
deeper  than  hell ;  what  canst  thou  know  ?  The  measure 
thereof  's  longer  than  the  earth,  and  broader  than  the 
sea.  — Lo  these  are  parts  of  his  ways  ;  but  how  little  a 
portion  is  heard  of  him  !  but  the  thunder  of  his  power, 
who  can  understand? 

•»  John  iv.  24.  God  is  a  Spirit,  and  they  that  worship 
him,  must  worship  him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

*  1  Tim.  i.  17.  Now  unto  the  King  eternal,  immortal, 
invisible,  the  only  wise  God,  be  honour  and  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.     Amen. 

*  Deut.  iv.  15,  16.  Take  ye  therefore  good  heed  unto 
yourselves,  (for  ye  saw  no  manner  of  similitude  on  the 
day  that  the  Lord  spake  unto  you  in  Horeb  out  of  the 
midst  of  the  fire,)  lest  ye  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make 
you  a  graven  image,  the  similitude  of  any  figure,  the  like- 
ness of  male  or  female.  Luke  xxiv.  39.  Behold  my  han'ln 
and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself  handle  me  and  see  :  fui 
a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me  have.

his  works,  and  in  all  his  commands.^  To  him 
is    due    from    angels    and    men,   and    every

III.  In  the  unity  of  the  Godhead  there  be 
three  persons  of  one  substance,  power,  and 
eternity;  God  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  and 
God  the  Holy  Ghost.J  The  Father  is  of  none, 
neither  begotten  nor  proceeding ;  the  Son  is 
eternally  begotten   of  the  Father ;  ^  the  Holy

CHAPTER  III. 
OF  god's  eternal  decrees. 

Gor  from  all  eternity  did  by  the  most  wise 
and  holy  counsel  of  his  own  will,  freely  and 
unchangeably  orduin  whatsoever  comes  to 
pass  ;  "^  yet  so  as  thereby  neither  is  God  the 
author  of  sin ; "  nor  is  violence  offered  to  the 

1  John  XV.  26.  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come, 
whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from  the  Father,  even  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the  Father,  he 
shall  testify  of  me.  Gal.  iv.  6.  And  because  ye  are  sons, 
God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into  your  hearts, 
crying,  Abba,  Father. 

■»  Eph.  i.  11.  In  whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  in- 
heritance, being  predestinated  according  to  the  purpose 
of  him  who  worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own 
will.  Rom.  xi.  33.  0  the  depth  of  the  riches  both  of 
the  wisdom  and  knowledge  of  God  !  how  unsearchable 
are  his  judgments,  and  his  ways  past  finding  out!  Heb. 
vi.  17.  Wherein  God,  willing  more  abundantly  to  show 
unto  the  heirs  of  promise  the  immutability  of  his  counsel, 
confirmed  it  by  an  oath.  Rom.  ix.  15,  18  For  he  saitb 
to  Moses,  I  will  have  mercy  on  whom  I  will  have  mercy, 
and  I  will  have  compassion  on  whom  I  will  have  compas- 
sion.— Therefore  hath  he  mercy  on  whon  he  will  have 
mercy,  and  whom  he  will  he  hardeneth. 

"  Jam  i.  13,  17.  Let  no  man  say,  when  he  is  tempted, 
I  am  tempted  of  God ;  for  God  cannot  he  tempted  with 
evil,  neither  tempteth  he  any  man. — Every  good  gift, 
and  every  perfect  gift  is  fi  ^m  above,  and  cometh  down 
from  the  Father  of  lights,  with  whom  iri  no  variable- 
Q«88,  neither  shadow  of  turning.  I  John  i.  5.  This 
8 
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will  of  the  creatures,  nor  is  the  liberty  or  con- 
tingency of  secon  i  causes  taken  away,  but 
rather  established." 

II.  Although  God  knows  whatsoever  may 
or  can  come  to  pass,  upon  all  supposed  con- 
ditions;  ^  yet  hath  he  not  decreed  any   thing 


then  is  the  message  which  we  have  heard  of  him,  and  de- 
clare unto  you,  that  God  is  light,  and  in  him  is  no  dark- 
ness at  all.     Eccl.  vii.  29. 

o  Acts  ii.  23.  Him,  being  delivered  by  the  deter- 
minate counsel  and  foreknowledge  of  God,  ye  have  taken, 
and  by  wicked  hands  have  crucified  and  slain.  Matt 
xvii.  12.  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  Elias  is  come  already, 
and  they  knew  him  not,  but  have  done  unto  him  whatso- 
ever they  listed ;  likewise  shall  also  the  Son  of  man  suf- 
fer of  them.  Acts  iv.  27,  28.  For  of  a  truth  against  thy 
holy  child  Jesus,  whom  thou  hast  anointed,  both  Herod 
and  Pontius  Pilate,  with  the  Gentiles  and  the  people  of 
Israel,  were  gathered  together,  for  to  do  whatsoever  thy 
hand  and  thy  counsel  determined  before  to  be  done.  Jolin 
rix.  11.  Jesus  answered,  Thou  couldst  have  no  power 
at  all  against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee  from  above  : 
therefore  he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater 
sin.  Prov.  xvi.  33,  The  lot  is  cast  into  the  lap ;  but 
the  whole  disposing  thereof  is  of  the  Lord.  Acts  xxvii. 
23,  24,  compared  with  v.  34. 

p  Acts  XV.  18.  Known  unto  God  are  all  his  worka 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world.  1  Sam.  xxiii.  11,  12. 
Will  the  men  of  Keilah  deliver  me  up  into  his  hsind? 
Will  Saul  come  down,  as  thy  servant  hath  heard  ?  0 
Lord  God  of  Israel,  I  beseech  thee,  tell  thy  servant. 
And  the  Lord  said.  He  will  cume  down.  Then  said 
David,  Will  the  men  of  Keilah  deliver  me  and  my  men 
•nto  the  hand  of  Saul?  And  the  Lord  said,  They  will 
deliver  thee  up.  Matt.  xi.  21,  23.  Woe  unto  thee, 
Chorazin  !  woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida!  for  if  the  mighty 
works  which  were  done  in  you  had  been  done  in  Tyre 
and  Sidon,  they  w  ~ul  J  have  repented  long  ago  in  sftck- 
eloth   aniJ    a^hes.—  *  id   thou    Capernaum,  which  art  ex- 
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because  he  foresaw  it  is  future,  or  At  that 
which  would  come  to  pass,  upon  such  Cindi- 
tinns.*" 

III.  By  the  decree  of  God,  for  the  mani- 
festation of  his  glory,  some  men  and  angels' 
are  predestinated  unto  everlasting  life,  and 
others  fore-ordained  to  everlastinur  death.* 

IV.  These  angels  and  men,  thus  predesti- 
nated and  fore-ordained,  are  particularly  and 
unchangeably  designed;  and  their  number   is 

alted  unto  heaven,  shalt  be  brought  down  to  hell ;  for  if 
the  mighty  works  which  have  been  done  in  thee,  had  been 
done  in  Sodom,  it  would  have  remained  until  this  day. 

1  Rom  ix.  11,  13,  16,  18.  For  the  children  being  not 
yet  born,  neither  having  done  any  good  or  evil,  that  the 
purpose  of  God  according  to  election  might  stand,  not  of 
works,  but  of  him  that  calleth  ; — As  it  is  written,  Jacob 
have  I  loved,  but  Esau  have  I  hated. — So  then,  it  is  not 
of  him  that  willeth,  nor  of  him  that  runneth,  but  of  God 
that  showeth  mercy. — Therefore  hath  he  mercy  on  whom 
he  will  have  mercy,  and  whom  he  will  he  hardeneth. 

'  1  Tim.  v.  21.  I  charge  thee  before  God  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  elect  angels.  Matt.  xxv.  41. 
Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left  hand.  De- 
part from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared 
for  the  devil  and  his  angels. 

'  Rom.  ix.  22,  23.  What  if  God,  willing  to  show  hia 
wrath,  and  to  make  his  power  known,  endured  with  much 
long-suffering  the  vessels  of  wrath  fitted  to  destructiou  . 
And  that  he  might  make  known  the  riches  of  his  glory 
on  the  vessels  of  mercj  which  he  had  afore  prepared 
unto  glory  ?  Eph.  i.  5,  6.  Having  predestinated  us 
unto  the  adoption  of  children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself, 
according  to  the  good  pleasure  of  his  will,  to  the  praise 
of  the  glory  of  his  grace,  wherein  he  hath  made  us  ac- 
cepted in  the  Beloved.  Prov.  xvi.  4  The  Lord  hath 
made  all  things  for  himself;  yea,  even  the  wicked  for  th« 
Jay  of  evil. 
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80  certain  and  definite  that  it  cannot  be  either 
increased  or  diminished.* 

V.  Those  of  mankind  that  are  predestinated 
unto  life,  God,  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world  was  laid,  according  to  his  eternal  and 
immutable  purpose,  and  the  secret  counsel  and 
good  pleasure  of  his  will,  hath  chosen  in  Christ, 
untc  everlasting  glory,"  out  of  his  mere  free 
grace  and  love,  without  any  foresight  of  faith 
or  good  works,  or  perseverance  in  either  of 
them,  or  any  other  thing  in  the  creature,  as 
conditions,  or  causes  moving  him  thereunto;' 
and  all  to  the  praise  of  his  glorious  grace.'' 

'  2  Tim.  ii.  19.  Nevertheless,  the  foundation  of  God 
etandeth  sure,  having  this  seal,  The  Lord  knoweth  them 
that  are  his.  John  xiii.  18.  I  speak  not  of  you  all ;  1 
know  whom  I  have  chosen. 

o  Eph.  i.  4,  9,  11.  According  as  he  hath  chosen  us  in 
him,  before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  that  we  should 
be  holy  and  without  blame  before  him  in  love  ; — Having 
made  known  unto  us  the  mystery  of  his  will,  according 
to  his  good  pleasure,  which  he  hath  purposed  in  himself. 
— In  whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inheritance,  being 
predestinated  according  to  the  purpose  of  him  who  worketh 
all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will.  Rom.  viii. 
30.  Moreover,  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  he  also 
called;  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also  justified;  and 
whom  he  justified,  them  he  also  glorified.  2  Tim.  i.  'J 
Who  hath  saved  us,  and  called  us  with  an  holy  calling, 
not  according  to  our  works,  but  according  to  his  own 
purpose  and  grace,  which  was  given  us  in  Christ  Je.su- 
before  the  world  began.  1  Thess.  v.  9.  Fot  (iod  hmli 
not  appointed  us  to  wrath,  but  to  obtain  salvation  by  uur 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.

elect  only.**

What  if  God,  willing  to 
ihow  his  wrath,  and  to  make  his  power  known,  endured 
with  much  long-suflFeriug  the  vessels  of  wrath  fitted  to 
destruction.  2  Tim.  ii.  20. — But  in  a  great  house  there 
are  not  only  vessels  of  gold  and  silver,  but  also  of  wood 
and  of  earth ;  and  some  to  honour,  and  some  to  dishonour. 
Jude  4.  For  there  are  certain  men  crept  in  unawares, 
who  were  before  of  old  ordained  to  this  condemnation ; 
ungodly  men,  turning  the  grace  of  our  God  into  lascivious- 
ne«8.  and  denying  th?  only  Lord  Ood,  and  our  Lord  .Jesua 
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VIIT.  The  doctrine  of  this  high  mystery 
of  preiestination  is  to  be  handled  with  special 
prudence  and  care/  that  men  attending  the 
will  of  God  revealed  in  his  word,  and  yielding 
obedience  thereunto,  may,  from  the  certainty 
of  their  effectual  vocation,  be  assured  of  their 
eternal  election.*  So  shall  this  doctrine  af- 
ford matter  of  praise,  reverence,  and  admira- 
tion of  God  ;  ^  and  of  humility,  diligence,  and 
abundant  consolation  to  all  that  sincerely  obey 
the  gospel.^

16,  For  by  him 
were  all  things  created,  that  are  in  heaven,  and  that  are 
ill  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether  they  be  thrones, 
or  dominions,  or  principalities,  or  powers:  all  thing* 
were  created  by  him  and  for  him. 

'  Gen.  i.  27.     So  God  created  man  in  his  own  imag*, 
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reasonable  and  immortal  souls,*  endued  with 
knowledge,  righteousness,  and  true  holiness, 
after  his  own  image,*^  having  the  law  of  God 
written  in  their  hearts,''  and  power  to  fulfil 
it;°  and  yet  under  a  possibility  of  transgre^- 
aing,  being  left  to  the  liberty  of  their  own 
will,  which  was  subject  unto  change. ^  Beside 
this  law  written  in  their  hearts,  they  received 
a  command  not  to  eat  of  the  tree  of  the 
knowledge  of  good  and  evil ;  which  while  they 

in  the  image  of  God  created  he  him ;  male  and  female 
created  he  them. 

And  the  Lord  God  formed  man  of  the 
dust  of  the  ground,  and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the 
breath  of  life ;  and  man  became  a  living  soul.

them  to  fall  out  according  to  the  nature  of

counsel  anfl  foreknowledge  of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and 
by  wicked  hands  have  crucified  and  slain. 

^  Gen.  viii.  22.  While  the  earth  remaineth,  seedtime 
and  harvest,  and  cold  and  heat,  and  summer  and  winter, 
and  day  and  night,  shall  not  cease.  Jer.  xxxi.  35. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord,  which  giveth  the  sun  for  a  light  by 
day,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  moon  and  of  the  stars 
for  a  light  by  night,  which  divideth  the  sea  when  the 
waves  thereof  roar  ;  the  Lord  of  hosts  is  his  name.  Ex. 
xxi.  13.  If  a  man  lie  not  in  wait,  but  God  deliver  him 
iuto  his  hand,  then  I  will  appoint  thee  a  place  whither 
he  shall  flee.  1  Kings  xxii.  34.  And  a  certain  man 
drew  a  bow  at  a  venture,  and  smote  the  king  of  Israel 
between  the  joints  of  the  harness  :  wherefore  he  said 
uuto  the  driver  of  his  chariot,  Turn  thine  hand,  and  carry 
me  out  of  the  host;  for  I  am  wounded.  Isa.  x.  6,  7.  I 
will  send  him  against  an  hypocritical  nation  ;  and  against 
the  people  of  my  wrath  will  I  give  him  a  charge,  to  take 
the  spoil,  and  to  take  the  prey,  and  to  tread  them  down. 

Howbeit,  he  meaneth  not  so,  neither  doth  his  heart 

think  so ;  but  it  is  in  his  heart  to  destroy,  and  cut  off  na- 
tions not  a  few.

For  as  the 
ruin  cometh  down,  and  the  snow,  from  heaven,  and  re- 
turneth  not  thither,  but  watereth  the  earth,  and  maketh 
it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that  it  may  give  seed  to  the 
sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater:  so  shall  my  word  be 
that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth  ;  it  shall  not  return 
unto  me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish  that  which 
I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the  thing  whereto  I 
sent  it. 
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without,"   above/    and    against    them,    at    his 
pleasure/ 

IV.  The  almighty  power,  unsearchable  wis- 
dom, and  infinite  goodness  of  God,  so  far  ma- 
nifest themselves  in  his  providence,  that  it 
extendeth  itself  even  to  the  first  fall,  and  all 
other  sins  of  angels  and  men,'  and  that  not  bj 

c  Hos.  i.  7.  But  I  will  have  mercy  upon  the  house  of 
Judah,  and  I  will  save  them  by  the  Lord  their  God,  and 
will  not  save  them  by  bow,  nor  by  sword,  nor  by  battle, 
by  horses,  nor  by  horsemen. 

J  Rom.  iv.  19,  20,  21.  And  being  not  weak  in  faith, 
he  considered  not  his  own  body  now  dead  ;  when  he  was 
about  au  hundred  years  old,  neither  yet  the  deaduess  of 
Sarah's  womb.  He  staggered  not  at  the  promise  of  God 
through  unbelief;  but  was  strong  in  faith,  giving  glory 
to  God.  And  being  fully  persuaded  that  what  he  had 
promised,  he  was  able  also  to  perform. 

e  2  Kings  vi.  6.  And  the  man  of  God  said.  Where 
fell  it?  And  he  showed  him  the  place.  And  he  cift 
down  a  stick,  and  cast  it  in  thither,  and  the  iron  did 
swim.  Dan.  iii.  27.  And  the  princes,  governors,  and 
captains,  and  the  king's  counsellors,  being  gathered  t<"- 
geiher,  saw  these  men.  upon  whose  bodies  the  fire  had 
no  power,  nor  was  an  hair  of  their  heads  singed,  neither 
were  their  coats  changed,  nor  the  smell  of  fire  had  passed 
on  them.

1,  with 
1  Chron.  xxi.  1.  And  again  the  anger  of  the  Lord  wai 
kindled  against  Israel,  and  he  moved  David  against 
them  to  say.  Go,  number  Israel  and  Judah.  1  Chron  x. 
4,  13,  14.  Then  said  Saul  to  his  armour-bearer.  Draw 
thy  sword,  and  thrust  me  through  therewith;  lest  these 
uncircumcised  come,  and  abuse  me.  But  his  armour- 
bearer  would  not,  for  he  was  sore  afraid.  So  Saul  took 
4 
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abaie  permission,  but  such  as  hath  joined  with 
it  a  most  wise  and  powerful  bounding,^  and 
otherwise  ordering  and  governing  of  them. 
In  a  manifold  dispensation,  to  his  own  holy 
ends;^  yet  so,  as  the   sinfulness  thereof  pro- 

a  sword,  and  fell  upon  it. — So  Saul  died,  for  his  trans- 
gression which  he  committed  against  the  Lord,  even 
Bgainst  the  word  of  the  Lord  which  he  kept  not,  and  also 
for  asking  counsel  of  one  that  had  a  familiar  spirit  to  in- 
jjuire  of  it ;  and  inquired  not  of  the  Lord  ;  therefore  he 
slew  him,  and  turned  the  kingdom  unto  David  the  son 
of  Jesse.  2  Sam.  xvi.  10.  And  the  king  said,  What 
have  1  to  do  with  you,  ye  sons  of  Zeruiah  ?  So  let  him 
curse,  because  the  Lord  hath  said  unto  him,  Curse  David. 
Who  shall  then  say.  Wherefore  hast  thou  done  so  ?  See 
also  Acts  iv.  27,  28.  For  of  a  truth  against  thy  holy 
child  Jesus  whom  thou  hast  anointed,  both  Herod  and 
Pontius  Pilate,  with  the  Gentiles  and  the  people  of  Is- 
rael, were  gathered  together,  for  to  do  whatsoever  thy 
head  and  thy  counsel  determined  before  to  be  done. 

e  Psa.  Ixxvi.  10.  Surely  the  wrath  of  man  shall  praise 
thee  ;  the  remainder  of  wrath  shalt  thou  restrain. 
2  Kings  xix.  28.  Because  thy  rage  against  me  and  thy 
tumult  is  come  up  into  mine  ears,  therefore  I  will  put 
my  hook  in  thy  nose,  and  my  bridle  in  thy  lips,  and  I 
will  turn  thee  back  by  the  way  which  thou  earnest. 

^  Gen.  1.  20.  But  as  for  you,  ye  thought  evil  against 
me  ;  but  God  meant  it  uuto  good,  to  bring  to  pass,  as  it 
is  this  day,  to  save  much  people  alive.  Isa.  x.  6,  7,  12. 
I  will  send  him  against  an  hypocritical  nation,  and 
against  the  people  of  my  wrath  will  I  give  him  a  charge, 
to  take  the  spoil,  and  to  take  the  prey,  and  to  tread  them 
down  like  the  mire  of  the  streets.  How  belt,  he  meaueth 
aot  so,  neither  doth  his  heart  think  so,  but  it  is  in  his 
heart  to  destroy  and  cut  ofi"  nations  not  a  few. — Where- 
fore it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  the  Lord  hath  per- 
formed his  whole  wi:k  upon  Mount  Zion,  and  on  Jeru- 
salem, 1  will  punish  rhe  fruit  of  the  stout  heart  of  th« 
king  of  Assyria,  and  'he  glory  of  his  high  looks. 
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ceedctli  only  from  the  creature,  an  J  net  from 
God ;  who  being  most  holy  and  righteous, 
neither  is,  nor  can  be  the  author  or  approver 
of  sin.' 

V.  The  most  wise,  righteous  and  gracious 
God,  <ioth  oftentimes  leave  for  a  season  hia 
own  children  to  manifold  temptations  and  the 
corruption  of  their  own  hearts,  to  chastise 
them  for  their  former  sins,  or  to  discover  unto 
them  the  hidden  strength  of  corruption  and 
deceitfulness  of  their  hearts,  that  they  may  be 
humbled  ;J  and  to  raise  them  to   a  more  close 

>  1  John  ii.  16.  J? ^r  all  that  is  in  the  world,  the  lust 
of  the  flesh,  and  the  lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride  of 
life,  is  not  of  the  Father,  but  is  of  the  world,  Psa.  1.  21. 
These  things  hast  thou  done,  an-d  I  kept  silence  :  thou 
thoughtest  that  I  was  altogether  such  a  one  as  thyself* 
but  I  will  reprove  thee,  and  set  them  in  order  before 
thine  eyes. — See  also,  James  i.  13,  14,  17.  Let  no  man 
say  when  he  is  tempted,  I  am  tempted  of  God:  for  God 
cannot  be  tempted  with  evil,  neither  tempteth  he  any 
man:  but  every  man  is  tempted,  when  he  is  drawn  away 
of  his  own  lust,  and  enticed. — Every  good  gift  and  every 
perfect  gift  is  from  above,  and  cometh  down  from  the 
Father  of  lights,  with  whom  is  no  variableness,  neither 
shadow  of  turning. 

J  2  Chron.  xxxii.  25,  26,  31.  But  Hezekiah  rendered 
not  again  according  to  the  benefit  done  unto  him  ;  for 
his  heart  was  lifted  up:  therefore  there  was  wrath  upon 
him,  and  upon  Judah  and  Jerusalem.  Notwit?istandiiig 
Hezekiah  humbled  himself  for  the  pride  of  his  heart, 
both  he  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerui^alem,  so  that  the 
wrath  of  the  Lord  came  not  upon  them  in  the  days 
of  Hezekiah. — Howbeit,  in  the  bui^iness  of  the  ambas- 
sadors of  the  princes  of  Babylon,  who  sent  unto  hint  to 
inquire  of  the  wonder  that  was  done  in  the  land,  God 
left  him  to  try  him,  that  he  might  know  all  taat  was  Li) 
his  heart. 
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and  constant  dependence  for  their  support 
upon  himself,  and  to  make  them  more  watchful 
against  all  future  occasions  of  sin,  and  for 
sundry  other  just  and  holy  ends/ 

yi.  As  for  those  wicked  and  ungodly  men 
whom  God,  as  a  righteous  judge,  for  former 
sins,  doth  blind  and  harden;^  from  them  he 
not  only  withholdeth  his  grace,  whereby  they 
might  have  been  enlightened  in  their  under- 
standings, and  wrought  upon  in  their  hearts  ; " 

*  2  Cor.  xii.  7,  8,  9.  And  lest  I  should  be  exalted 
above  measure  through  the  abumlnnce  of  the  revelations, 
there  was  given  t()  me  a  thorn  in  the  flesh,  the  messenger 
of  Satan  to  buffet  nie,  lest  I  should  lie  exalted  above  mea- 
sure. For  this  thing  I  hesonght  the  Lord  thrice,  that  it 
might  depart  from  me.  And  lie  said  unto  me,  My  ^race 
is  sufficient  for  thee:  for  my  strength  is  made  perfect  in 
weakness.  Most  glad!}  therefore  will  1  rather  glory  in 
my  infirmities,  that  the  power  of  Christ  may  rest  upon 
me.  Psa.  Ixxiii.  throughout.  Psa.  Ixxvii.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  (i, 
7,  8,  9,  10,  12.  Mark  xiv.  66th  ver.  to  the  end.  John 
xxi.  15,  16,  17. 

>  Rom.  i.  24,  26,  28,  and  xi.  7,  8.  Wherefore  God 
also  gave  them  up  to  uncleanness  through  the  lusts  of 
their  own  hearts,  to  dishonour  their  own  bodies  between 
themselves: — For  this  cause  God  gave  them  up  unto  vile 
affections  ;  for  even  tlieir  women  did  change  the  natural 
use  into  that  which  is  against  nature:  —  And  even  as  they 
did  not  like  to  retain  God  in  their  knowledge,  God  gave 
them  over  to  a  reprobate  mind,  to  do  those  things  which 
are  not  convenient. — What  then  ?  Israel  hath  not  ob- 
tained that  which  he  seeketh  for,  but  the  election  hath 
obtained  it,  and  the  rest  were  blinded,  (According  as  it 
is  written,  God  hath  given  them  the  spirit  of  slumbeK, 
eyes  that  they  should  not  see,  and  ears  that  they  should 
not  hear  ;)  unto  this  day. 

*  Deut.  xxix.  4.  Yet  the  Lord  hath  not  given  you  an 
aeart  to  prrcci*  e,  and  eyes  to  se^,  and  ears  to  hear,  oni'^ 
h  n  day. 
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but  sometimes  also  withdrawetli  rhe  ^ifts  "wdicb 
they  had  ;  °  and  exposeth  them  tc  such  ob 
jects  as  their  corruption  makes  "(^asion  >f 
sin ;  ^  and  withal,  gives  them  over  to  their 
own  lusts,  the  temptntions  of  the  world,  and 
the  power  of  Satan  ;  ^  whereby  it  comes  to 
pass  that  they  harden  themselves,  even  under 
those  means  which  God  useth  for  the  softening 
of  others. 


n  Matt.  xiii.  12.  But  whosoever  hath  not,  from  him 
shall  be  taken  away  even  that  he  hath.  See  Matt. 
XXV.  29. 

"  2  Kings  viii.  12,  13.  And  Hazael  said,  Why  weepeth 
my  Lord  ?  And  he  answered,  Because  I  know  the  evil 
that  thou  wilt  do  unto  the  children  of  Israel :  their 
strongholds  wilt  thou  set  on  fire,  and  their  young  men 
wilt  thou  slay  with  the  sword,  and  wilt  dash  their  child- 
reu,  and  rip  up  their  women  with  child.  And  Hazael 
said,  But  what,  is  thy  servant  a  dog  that  he  should  do 
this  great  thing  ?  And  Elisha  answered.  The  Lord  hath 
showed  me  that  thou  shalt  be  king  over  Syria. 

P  Psa.  Ixxxi.  11,  12.  But  my  people  would  not  hearken 
to  my  voice ;  and  Israel  would  none  of  me.  So  I  gave 
them  up  unto  their  own  hearts'  lust;  and  they  walked  in 
their  own  counsels.  2  Thess.  ii.  10,  11,  12.  And  with 
all  deceivableness  of  unrighteousness  in  them  that  per- 
ish ;  because  they  received  not  the  love  of  the  truth  ;  that 
iliey  might  be  saved.  And  for  this  cause  God  shall  send 
ihem  strong  delusion,  that  they  should  believe  a  lie ; 
that  they  all  might  be  damned,  who  believed  not  the 
truth,  but  had  pleasure  in  unrighteousness. 

But  when  Pharaoh  saw  that  there 
was  respite,  he  hardened  his  heart,  and  hearkened  not 
unto  them  ;  as  the  Lord  had  said  ; — and  Pharaoh  har- 
dened his  heart  at  this  time  also,  neither  would  he  let  the 
people  go  2  Cor.  ii.

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VII.  As  the  providence  of  God  doth,  in  ge- 
neral, reach  to  all  creatures;  so,  after  a  w)8t 
special  manner,  it  taketh  care  of  his  church, 
and  disposeth  all  things  to  the  good  thereof. ' 


CHAPTER  VI. 

DF    ?HE    FALL    OF     MAN,    OF     SIN,    AND     OF     f  11 E     PUNISH- 
MENT   TUEREOF. 

Our  first  parents,  being  seduced  by  the  sub- 
tilty  and  temptation  of  Satan,  sinned  in  eating 
the  forbidden  fruit.  ^  This  their  sin  God  was 
pleased,  according   to  his  wise  and  holy  coun- 


unto  death  ;  and  to  the  other,  the  savour  of  life  unto  life. 
Isa.  viii.  14.  And  he  shall  be  for  a  sanctuary;  but  for  a 
Btone  of  stumbling,  and  for  a  rock  of  offence  to  both  the 
houses  of  Israel,  for  a  gin  and  for  a  snare  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Jerusalem.  See  also  Ex  vii  3;  1  Pet.  ii.  7,  8  ; 
Isa.  vi.  9,  10.  -with  Acts  xxviii.  26,  27. 

'  Amos  ix.  8.  9.  Behold,  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  God  are 
upoL  the  sinful  kingdom,  and  1  will  destroy  it  from  off 
the  face  of  the  earth  :  saving  that  I  will  not  utterly  de- 
stroy the  house  of  Jacob,  saith  the  Lord.  For  lo,  I  will 
command,  and  I  will  sift  the  house  of  Israel  among  all 
nations,  like  as  corn  is  sifted  in  a  sieve,  yet  shall  not  the 
least  grain  fall  upon  the  earth.  Rom.  viii.  28.  And  we 
know  that  all  things  work  together  for  good  to  them  th;it 
love  God,  to  them  who  are  the  called  according  to  his 
purpose. 

•  Gen.  iii  13. — An  1  the  woman  said,  The  serpent  be- 
guiled me,  and  I  did  eat.  2  Cor.  xi.  3.  But  I  fear  lest 
by  anj  means,  as  the  serpent  begnikd  Eve  tiirough  his 
tubtilty,  so  your  minds  should  be  corrupted  from  the 
simj'licity  that  is  in  Christ. 
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sel,  to  perm.t,  having  purposed  to  order  it  to 
hifi  own  glory.  * 

II.  By  this  sin  they  fell  from  thtir  orifrin.-il 
righteousness,  and  communion  with  God,  " 
and  so  became  dead  in  sin,  ^  and  wholly  de- 
filed in  all  the  faculties  and  parts  of  soul  ami 
body.  "^ 

III.  They  being  the  root  of  all  mankind,  the 
guilt  of  this  sin  was  imputed,  ^  and  the  same 

*  Rora.  xi.  32.  For  God  hath  concluded  them  all  in 
unbelief,  that  he  might  have  mercy  upon  all. 

■  Gen.  iii.  7,  8.  And  the  eyes  of  them  both  were 
opened,  and  they  knew  that  they  were  naked  :  and  they 
sewed  fig  leaves  together,  and  made  themselves  aprons. 
And  they  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord  God  walking  in  the 
garden  in  the  cool  of  the  day:  and  Adam  and  liis  wife 
bid  themselves  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  God 
amongst  the  trees  of  the  garden.  Eccl.  vii.  29.  Lo, 
this  only  have  I  found,  that  God  bath  made  man  up- 
right; but  they  have  sought  out  many  inventions.  Rom. 
iii.  23.  For  all  have  sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory 
of  God. 

'  Eph.  ii.  1.  And  you  hath  he  quickened,  who  were 
dead  in  trespasses  and  sins.  Rom.  v.  12.  Wherefore, 
as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by 
sin  :  and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  all  have 
Binned. 

*  Gen.  vi.  5.  And  God  saw  that  the  wickedness  of 
man  was  great  in  the  earth,  and  that  every  imagination 
of  the  thouglits  of  his  heart,  was  only  evil  continually. 
Jer.  xvii.  9.  The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  things,  and 
^iesperately  wicked  ;  who  can  know  it  ?  See  also  Rom. 
iii.  10,  to  the  19th  ver. 

*  Acts  xvii.  26.  And  hath  made  of  one  blood  all 
nations  of  men,  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the  earth, 
and  hath  determined  the  times  before  appointed,  and 
the  bounds  of  their  habitation ;  and  Gen.  ii.  16,  17, 
with  Rom.  V.  12,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  and  1  Cor.  xv.  21, 
22,  45,  4d.     For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came 
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death  in  sin  and  corruptei  nature  conveyed  tc 
all  their  posterity,  descending  from  them  by 
ordinary  generation.  ^ 

IV.  From  this  original  corruption,  whereby 
we  are  utterly  indisposed,  disableJ,  and  made 
opposite  to  all  good,  *  and  wholly  inclined  to 
all  evil,*  do  proceed  ?.ll  actual  transgress 
sions.  ^ 

also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead:  for  as  in  Adam  all 
die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive  : — and  so  it 
is  written,  The  first  man  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul  ; 
the  last  Adam  was  made  a  quickening  Spirit. — And  as 
we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also 
hear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 

y  Psa.  li.  5.  Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity  ;  and  in 
sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me.  Gen.  v.  3.  And  Adam 
lived  an  hundred  and  thirty  years,  and  begat  a  sou  in  his 
own  likeness,  after  his  image  :  and  called  his  name  Seth. 
.Job  xiv.  4.  Who  can  bring  a  clean  thing  out  of  an  un- 
clean ?  not  one.  Job  xv.  14.  What  is  man  that  he 
should  be  clean  ?  and  he  which  is  born  of  a  woman,  that 
he  should  be  righteous  ? 

«  Rom.  V.  6.  For  when  we  were  yet  without  strength, 
in  due  time  Christ  died  for  the  ungodly.  Rom.  viii.  7. 
Because  the  carnal  mind  is  enmity  Mgaiust  God  ;  for  it  is 
not  subject  to  the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be.

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V.  This  corruption  of  nature,  during  this 
life,  doth  remain  in  those  that  are  regene- 
rated :  °  and  although  it  be  through  Christ 
pardoned  and  mortified,  yet  both  itself^  and 
all  the  motions  thereof,  are  truly  and  properly 
sin.*^ 

VI.  Every  sin,  both  original  and  actual, 
being  a  transgression  of  the  righteous  law  of 

is  drawn  away  of  his  own  lust,  and  enticed.  Then 
when  lust  hath  conceived,  it  bringeth  forth  sin  ;  and 
sin  when  it  is  finished,  bringeth  forth  death.  Matt,  xv 
19.  For  out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  mur- 
ders, adulteries,  fornications,  thefts,  false  witness,  blas- 
phemies. 

c  Rom.  vii.  14,  17,  18,  23.  For  we  know  that  the  law 
is  spiritual  ;  but  I  am  carnal,  sold  under  sin. — Now,  then, 
it  is  no  more  I  that  do  it,  but  sin  that  dwelleth  in  me.  Fur 
I  know  that  in  me,  (that  is,  in  my  flesh,)  dwelleth  no  good 
thing:  for  to  will  is  present  with  me,  but  how  to  perform 
that  which  is  good,  I  find  not. — But  I  see  another  law  in 
my  members,  warring  against  the  law  of  my  mind,  and 
bringing  me  into  captivity  to  the  law  of  sin  which  is  in 
my  members.  James  iii.  2.  For  in  many  things  we  offend 
all.  Prov.  XX.  9.  Who  can  say,  I  have  made  my  heart 
clean,  I  am  pure  from  my  sin  ?  Eccl.  vii.  20.  For  there 
is  not  a  just  man  upon  earth  that  doeth  good  and  sinneth 
not. 

d  Rom,  vii.  5,  7,  8,  25.  For  when  we  were  in  the  flesh, 
the  motions  of  sin,  which  were  by  the  law,  did  work  in 
our  members  to  bring  forth  fruit  unto  death. — Vv'lat  sbali 
wv.  say  then  ?  Is  the  law  sin  ?  God  forbid.  Nay  1  ba«] 
not  known  sin,  but  by  the  law  ;  for  1  had  not  known 
lust,  exct^pt  the  law  had  said,  Thou  shalt  not  covet.  But 
.<<in  Inking  occasion  by  the  commandment,  wrought  in  me 
all  manner  of  concupiscence.  For  withont  the  law  sin 
was  deittl. — So  then  with  the  mind  1  myself  serve  tlie  law 
of  Ci  id  :  hw  ^•iih  the  flesh  the  law  of  siu.

For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the 
law  are  under  the  curse  :  for  it  is  written.  Cursed  if^  every 
one  that  coutinueth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in 
the  book  of  the   law  to  do  them. 

'  Rom.  vi.  23.     For  the  wages  of  sin  is  death. 

J  Eph.  iv.  18.  Having  the  understanding  darkened, 
being  alienated  from  the  life  of  God  through  the  igno- 
rance that  is  in  them,  because  of  the  blindness  of  their 
iieart. 

k  Lam.  iii.  39.  "Wherefore  doth  a  living  man  complain, 
a  .Man  for  the  punishment  of  his  sins  ? 

Matt.  XXV.  41.  Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on 
the  left  hand,  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting 
fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels.  2  Thess.  i  9. 
Who  shall  be  punished  with  everlasting  destruction  from

II.  The  first  covenant  made  with  man  was 
a  covenant  of  works,''  wherein  life  was  pro- 
mised to  Adam,  and  in  him  to  his  posterity," 
upon  condition  of  perfect  and  personal  obe- 
dience.'' 

""  Job  ix.  32,  33.  For  he  is  not  a  man  as  I  am,  that  I 
should  answer  him,  and  we  should  come  together  in  judg- 
ment. Neither  is  their  any  days-man  betwixt  us,  that 
might  lay  his  hand  upon  us  both.  Psa.  cxiii.  5,  6.  Who 
is  like  unto  the  Lord  our  God,  who  dwelleth  on  high  ; 
who  hunibleth  himself  to  behold  the  things  that  are  in 
heaven,  and  in  the  earth.  Acts  xvii.  24,  25.  God  that 
made  the  world  and  all  things  therein,  seeing  that  he  is 
Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in  temples  made 
with  hands  ;  neither  is  worshipped  with  men's  hands,  as 
though  he  needed  any  thing,  seeing  he  giveth  to  all  life, 
and  breath,  and  all  things.  See  also  Job  xxxv.  7,  8,  and 
Luke  xvii.  10. 

■  Gal.  iii.  12.  And  the  law  is  not  of  faith  :  but  the 
man  that  doeth  them  shall  live  in  them.  Hosea  vi.  7. 
Gen.  ii.  16,  17. 

"  Rom.  X.  5.  For  Moses  describeth  the  righteousness 
which  is  of  the  law,  that  the  man  which  doeth  these 
things  shall  live  by  them. 

f  Gen.  ii.  17.  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of 
good  and  evil,  thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it ;  for  in  the  day  that 
thou  eatest  thereof,  thou  shalt  surely  die.  Gal.  iii.  10. 
For  as  many  as  are  of  the  \<  irks  of  the  law,  are  under 
the  curse  ;  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that  cou- 
linuoth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  *he  book  i» 
the  law  to  io  the'ja. 
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III.  Man,  by  his  fall,  having  made  himself 
incapable  of  life  by  that  covenant,  the  Lord 
was  pleased  to  make  a  second, "^  commonly 
called  the  covenant  of  grace  :  wherein  he 
freely  offered  unto  sinners  life  and  salvation 
by  Jesus  Christ,  requiring  of  them  faith  in  him, 
that  they  may  be  saved,""  and  promising  to  give 
unto  all  those  that  are  ordained  unto  life,  his 
Holy  Spirit,  to  make  them  willing  and  able  to 
believe." 


^  Gal.  iii.  21. — For  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  could  have  given  life,  verily  righteousness  should 
have  been  by  the  law.  Rom.  viii.  3.  For  what  the 
law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak  through  the  flesh, 
God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  likeness  of  sinful  flesh, 
and  for  sin,  condemned  sin  in  the  flesh.  Isa.  xlii.  6.  I 
the  Lord  have  called  thee  in  righteousness,  and  will 
hold  thine  hand,  and  will  keep  thee,  and  give  thee  for  a 
covenant  of  the  people,  for  a  light  of  the  Gentiles.  Gen. 
iii.   15. 

'  Mark  xvi.  15.  16.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature. 
He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  ho 
that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned.  John  iii.  IG.  For 
God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him,  should  not  perish, 
but  have  everlasting  life. 

•  Ezek.  xxxvi.  26,  27.  A  new  heart  also  will  I  givt 
you,  and  a  new  spirit  will  I  put  within  you,  and  I  wil 
take  away  the  stony  heart  out  of  your  flesh,  anl  I  will 
give  you  an  heart  of  flesh.  And  I  will  put  my  Spirit 
within  you,  and  cause  you  to  walk  in  my  statutes,  and  y* 
nhall  keep  my  judgments  and  do  them.  John  vi.  37.  41. 
All  that  the  Father  giveth  me  shall  come  to  me ; 
and  him  that  cometh  to  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast 
out. — No  man  can  come  to  me,  except  the  Father,  which 
hath  sent  me,  draw  him  ;  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the 
last  day. 
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IV.  This  covenant  of  grace  is  frequently  set 
forth  in  the  Scripture  by  the  name  of  a  testar 
ment,  in  reference  to  the  death  of  Jesus  Christ, 
the  tesrator,  and  to  the  everlasting  inheritance, 
with  all  things  belonging  to  it,  therein  be- 
queathed.* 

V.  This  covenant  was  differently  adminis- 
tered in  the  time  of  the  law,  and  in  the  time 
of  the  gospel :  ^  under  the  law  it  was  admi- 
nistered by  promises,  prophecies,  sacrifices,

See  also 
I  Cor.  xi.  25.

But  if  the  ministration  of  death  written  and  engraved  in 
stones,  was  glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel  could 
not  steadfastly  behold  the  face  of  Closes,  for  the  glory  of 
his  countenance,  which  glory  was  to  be  done  away,  how 
shall  not  the  ministration  of  the  Spirit  be  rather  glorious  ? 
For  if  the  ministration  of  ODndemnation  be  giory,  much 
mcvedoth  the  ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory.

received  the  sign  of  ci~cumcision,  a  seal  of  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  faith  which  he  had,  yet  being  uncircumcised  ; 
that  he  miglit  be  the  father  of  all  them  that  believe,  though 
they  be  not  circumcised  ;  that  righteousness  might  be 
imputed  unto  them  also.  Col.  ii.  11,  12.  In  whom  also  ye 
are  circumcised  with  the  circumcision  made  without  hands, 
in  putting  otf  the  body  of  the  sins  of  the  flesh  by  the 
circumcision  of  Christ.

For  if  the  ministration  of  condemnation  be  glory,  much 
more  doth  the  ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in 
glory.  For  even  that  which  was  made  glorious  had  nc 
glory  in  this  respect,  by  reason  of  the  glory  that  excel 
leth.  For  if  that  which  is  done  away  was  glorio  is,  muci> 
more  that  whi  ;h  remaineth  is  glorious. 
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and  administered  with  more  simplicity  and  less 
odtward  glory,  yet  in  them  it  is  held  forth  in 
more  fulness,  evidence,  and  spiritual  efficacy,  • 
to  all  nations,  both  Jews  and  Gentiles ;  ^  and 
is  called  the  New  Testament.  °  There  are  not, 
therefore,  two  covenants  of  grace  differing  in 
substance,  but  one  and  the  same  under  various 
dispensations.  ^ 


CHAPTER  YIII.

It  pleased  God,  in  hia  eternal  purpose,  to 
choose  and   ordain  the   Lord  Jesus,  his   only

piiniity  thereby  ;  and  came  and  preached  peace  to  you 
which  were  afar  oflp,  and  to  them  that  were  nigh.  For 
through  him  we  both  have  access  by  one  Spirit  unto  the 
Father.

and  full  of  grace  and  truth,''  he  might  be 
thoroughly  furnished  to  execute  the  office  of 
a  mediator  and  surety.'^     Which  office  he  took

And  the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but  left 
their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting 
chains,  under  darkness,  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great 
day.

^  Rom.  V.  19.  For  Jis  by  one  man's  disobedience  many 
Trere  made  sinners ;  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall 
many  be  made  righteous.  Ileb.  ix.  14.  How  much  more 
fihall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who  through  the  eternal  Spirit 
oflFered  himself  without  spot  to  God,  purge  your  con- 
«cience  from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living  God  ?  Rom.

As  thou  hast 
given  him  power  over  all  flesh,  that  he  should  give  eter- 
nal life  to  as  many  as  thou  hast  given  him.  See  also 
Heb.  ix.

13  We  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith, 
Recording  as  it  is  written,  I  believed,  and  thei'efore  have 
I  spoken ;  we  also  believe,  and  therefore  speak.  Rom. 
viii.  9,  14.  But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  Spirit, 
if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwell  in  you.  Now,  if 
any  man  have  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. 
— For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are 
the  sons  of  God.  See  also  Rom.  xv.  18,  19,  and  John 
XV  ii.  17. 

u  Psa.  ex.  1.  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou 
at  my  right  hand,  until  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool. 
1  Cor.  XV.  25,  26.  For  he  must  reign  till  he  hath  put  all 
enemies  under  his  feet  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be 
destroyed  is  death.

III.  Man,  by  his  fall  into  a  state  of 
sin,  hath  wholly  lost  all  ability  of  will  to 
any  spiritual  good  accompanying  salvation;' 
so  as  a  natural  man  being  altogether 
averse     from     that     good,  ^     and     dead     in 

he  is  dra^vvn  away  of  his  own  lust,  and  enticed.  Deut 
XXX.  19.  I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  record  this  da^ 
ai^ainst  you,  that  I  have  set  before  you  life  and  deatli, 
blessing  and  cursing :  therefore  choose  life,  that  both 
thou  and  thy  seed  may  live.     See  John  v.  40. 

^  Eccl.  vii.  29.  Lo,  this  only  have  I  found,  that  God 
bath  made  man  upright ;  but  they  have  sought  out  many 
inventions.  Gen.  i.  26.  And  God  said,  Let  us  make 
man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness. 

»  Gen.  ii.  16,  17.  And  the  Lord  God  commanded  the 
man,  saying,  Of  every  tree  of  the  garden  thou  mayest 
freely  eat :  but  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and 
evil,  thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it ;  for  in  the  day  that  thou 
eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die.

V.  17-  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against  the  spirit, 
and  the  spirit  against  the  flesh:  and  these  are  contrary 
the  one  to  the  other;  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things 
that  ye  would.  Rom.  vii.  15.  For  that  which  I  do,  I 
allow  not :  for  what  I  would,  that  do  I  not ;  but  what  1 
hate,  that  do  I. 

f  Eph.  iv.  13.  Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the 
faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God  unto 
a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the 
fulness  of  Christ.  Jude  24.  Now  unto  him  that  is 
able  to  keep  you  from  falling,  and  to  present  you  fault- 
less before   the  presence    of  his    glory,  with    exceeding 

joy- 

s  Rom.  viii.  30.  Moreover,  whom  he  did  predestinate, 
thorn  he  also  called;  and  whom  he  called,  them  he 
also  justified;  and  whom  he  justified,  them  he  also  glo- 
rified.

Forasmuch  as  ye  are 
manifestly  declared  to  be  the  epistle  of  Christ  ministered 
by  us,  written  not  with  ink,  but  with  the  Spirit  of  the 
living  God  ;  not  in  tables  of  stone,  but  in  fleshly  tables  of 
the  heart.  Who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers  of  the 
New  Testament;  not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit :  for 
the  letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life. 

i  Rom.  viii.  2.  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in 
Christ  Jesus,  hath  made  me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and 
death.  2  Tim.  i.  9,  10.  Who  hath  saved  us,  and  called 
us  with  an  holy  calling,  not  according  to  our  works,  but 
according  to  his  own  purpose  and  grace,  which  was  given 
us  in  Christ  .Jesus,  before  the  world  began  ;  but  is  now 
made  manifest  by  the  appearing  of  our  Saviour  Je.sus 
Christ,  who  hath  abolished  death,  and  hath  brought  life 
and  immortality  to  light  through  the  gospel.  See  alsc 
Eph.  ii.  1,  2.  3,  4,  5. 

J  Acts  xxvi.  18.  To  open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn  them 
from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Sa^an  unto 
God,  that  they  may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  in- 
heritance among  them  which  are  sanctified  by  fajth  that 
is  in  me.  1  Cor.  ii.  10, 12.  But  God  hath  revealed  them 
unto  us  by  his  Spirit :  for  the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things, 
yea,  the  deep  things  of  God.  Now  we  have  received,  not 
the  spirit  of  the  world,  but  the  Spirit  which  is  of  God; 
that  we  might  know  the  things  that  are  freely  given  to  us 
of  God. 

*  Fxek.  xxxvi.  26.     A  ne^t  heart  also  will  I  give  you. 
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and  by  his  almighty  power  determining  them 
to  that  which  is  good  ;  ^  and  effectually  draw- 
ing them  to  Jesus  Christ ;  "^  yet  so  as  they 
come  most  freely,  being  made  willing  by  his 
grace.  ' 

II.  This  effectual  call  is  of  God's  free  and 
special  grace  alone,  not  from  any  thing  at  all 
foreseen   in  man,  °  who  is  altogether  passive 

and  a  new  spirit  will  I  put  within  you  ;  and  I  will  take 
away  the  stony  heart  out  of  your  flesh,  and  I  will  give 
you  an  heart  of  flesh. 

1  Ezek.  xi.  19.  And  I  will  give  them  one  heart,  and 
I  will  put  a  new  spirit  within  you,  Deut.  xxx.  6.  And 
the  Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise  thine  heart,  and  the 
heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live.  See 
also  Ezek   xxxvi.

fered and  conveyed  in  it.  '^

Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Re- 
pent, and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the  promise  is  unto 
you,  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off, 
even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  Grd  shall  call. 

•  John  iii.  8.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth, 
and  thou   hearest  the   sraud  thereof,  bit  ranst   net  teU 
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elect  persons,  who  are  incapable  of  being  out- 
wardly ca'levi  by  the  ministry  of  the  word.* 

IV.  Others,  not  elected,  although  they  may 
be  called  by  the  ministry  of  the  word,°  an(i 
may  have  some  common  operations  of  the 
Spirit,^  yet  they  never  truly  come  to  Christ, 
and  therefore  cannot  be  saved :  "^  much  less 
can  men,  not  professing  the  Christian  religion, 
be  saved  in  any  other  way  whatsoever,  be  they 
never  so  diligent  to  frame  their  lives  according 
to  the  light  of  nature,  and  the  law  of  that 
religion  they   do   profess;^  and  to  assert  and 

whence  it  coraeth,  and  whither  it  goeth ;  so  is  every  one 
that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 

*  Acts  iv.  12.  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other  : 
for  there  is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  among 
men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved. 

•  Matt.  xxii.  14.  For  many  are  called,  but  few  are 
chosen. 

»  Matt.  xiii.  20,  21.  But  he  that  received  the  seed  into 
stony  places,  the  same  is  he  that  heareth  the  word,  and 
anon  with  joy  receiveth  it:  yet  hath  he  not  root  in  him- 
self, but  dureth  for  a  while ;  for  when  tribulation  or 
persecution  ariseth  because  of  the  word,  by  and  by  he  is 
offended. 

^  John  vi.  64,  65,  66.  But  there  are  some  of  you  tk^t 
believe  not.  For  Jesus  knew  from  the  beginning  who 
they  were  that  believed  not,  and  whc  should  betray 
him.

CHAPTER  XI. 

OP   JUSTIFICATION. 


Those  whom  God  effectually  calloth,  be  also 
freely  justifieth;'  not  by  infusing  righteous- 
ness into  them,  but  by  pardoning  their  sins, 
and  by  accounting  and  accepting  their  persons 
as  righteous :  not  for  any  thing  wrought  in 
them,  or  done  by  them,  but  for  Christ's  sake 
alone :  not  by  imputing  faith  itself,  the  act  of 
believing,  or  any  other  evangelical  obedience 
to  them,  as  their  righteousness ;  but  by  impu- 
ting the  obedience  and  satisfaction  of  Christ 
unto    them,*   they   receiving    and    resting    on 


saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  and  the  life  : 
no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by  me.  John  xvii. 
3.  And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might  know  thee 
the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ,  whom  thou  hast 
sent. 

y  2  John  10,  11.  If  there  come  any  unto  3'ou,  an<l 
bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive  him  not  into  your  house, 
neither  bid  him  God  speed:  for  he  that  biddeth  him  God 
speed,  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds.  Gal  i.  8.  But  though 
we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven,  pi^ach  any  other  gospel 
unto  you,  than  that  which  we  have  preached  unto  you,  let 
him  be  accursed. 

•  Koin.  viii.  30.  Whom  he  called,  them  he  also  jnsti- 
Sed.  Rom.  iii.  24.  Being  justified  freely  by  his  grace, 
through  the  redemption  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

^  Rom.  iv.  5,  6,  7,  8.  But  to  him  that  worketh  not,  but 
believeth  on  him  that  justitieth  the  ungodly,  hii*  faith 
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him  and  his  lighteousness  by  faith  ;  which 
faith  they  have  not  of  themselves,  it  is  the 
gift  of  God. »» 

II.  Faith,  thus  receiving  and  resting  on 
Christ  and  his  righteousness,  is  the  alone  in- 
strument of  justification ;  **  yet  is  it  not  alone  iri 
ihe  person  justified,  but  is  ever  accompanied 


is  counted  for  righteousness.  Even  as  David  also  de- 
scribeth  tiie  blessedness  of  the  man  to  whom  God  ii..- 
puteth  righteousness  without  works,  saying,  Blessed  are 
they  whose  iniquities  are  forgiven,  and  whose  sins  are 
covered.  Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord  v/ill  no: 
impute  sin.  2  Cor.  v.  19,  21.  To  wit,  that  God  was  ir 
Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto  himself,  not  imputing 
their  trespasses  unto  them  ;  and  hath  committed  unto  us 
the  word  of  reconciliation. — For  he  hath  made  him  to  be 
sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin  ;  that  we  might  be  made  the 
righteousness  of  God  in  him.  Rom.  iii.  22,  24,  25,  27, 
28.  Tit.  iii.  5,  7.  Not  by  works  of  righteousness  which 
we  have  done,  but  according  to  his  mercy  he  saved  us  by 
the  washing  of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  that,  being  justified  by  his  grace,  we  should  be 
made  heirs,  according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life.  Eph. 
i.  7.  In  whom  we  have  redemption  through  his  blood. 
the  forgiveness  of  sins,  according  to  the  riches  of  hia 
grace.  Jer.  xxiii.  6.  In  his  days  .Judah  shall  be  saved, 
and  Israel  shall  dwell  safely  ;  and  this  is  his  name  where- 
by he  shall  be  called.  The  Lord  our  Righteousness. 
See  also  1  Cor.  i.  30,  31,  and  Rom.  v.  17,  18,  19. 

b  Phil.  iii.  9.  And  be  found  in  him,  not  having  mice 
own  righteousness,  which  is  of  the  law,  but  that  which  is 
through  the  faith  of  Christ,  the  righteousness  which  is  of 
God  by  faith.  Acts  xiii.  38,  39.  Eph.  ii.  8.  For  by 
grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith ;  and  that  not  of  your- 
selves :  it  is  the  gift  of  God. 

e  John  i.  12.  But  as  many  as  received  him,  to  thein 
gave  he  power  to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  therr. 
that  believe  on  his  name.  Rom.  iii.  28.  Therefore 
wes  conclude     that    :>    man   is  justified    bj*  faith   withtut 
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with  all  other  saving  graces,  and  is  no  dead 
faith  ,but  worketh  by  love.  ^ 

III.  Christ,  by  his  obedience  and  death,  did 
fully  discharge  the  debt  of  all  those  that  are 
thus  justified,  and  did  make  a  proper,  real,  and 
full  satisfaction  to  his  Father's  justice  in  their 
behalf.  '  Yet  in  as  much  as  he  was  given 
by  the  Father  for  them,  ^  and  his  obedience 
and  satisfaction  accepted  in  their  stead,  ^  and 

(he  deeds  of  the  law.  Rom.  v.  1.  Therefore,  being  jus- 
tified by  faith,  we  have  peace  with  God,  through  oui 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

<i  Jam.  ii.  17,  22,  26.  Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not 
works,  is  dead,  being  alone. — Seest  thou  how  faith 
wrought  with  his  works,  and  by  works  was  faith  made 
perfect? — For  as  the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so 
faith  without  works  is  dead  also.  Gal.  v.  6.  For  in 
Jesus  Christ  neither  circumcision  availeth  any  thing,  nor 
uucircumcisiou  ;  but  faith  which  worketh  by  love. 

0  Rom.  V.  8,  9,  10,  19.  But  God  commendeth  his  love 
towards  us,  in  that  while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ 
died  for  us  ;  much  more,  then,  being  now  justified  by  his 
blood,  we  shall  be  saved  from  wrath  through  him.  For 
if,  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God  by 
the  death  of  his  Son,  much  more,  being  reconciled,  we 
shall  be  saved  by  his  life. — For  as  by  one  man's  disobe 
dience  many  were  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of 
one  shall  many  be  made  righteous.  1  Tim  ii.  6.  Who 
gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all,  to  be  testified  in  due  time. 
Heb.  X.  10,  14.  By  the  which  will  we  are  sanctified, 
tlirough  the  oflfering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for 
all. — For  by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them 
that  are  sanctified.  See  also  Dan.  ix.  24,  26,  and  Isa. 
"iii.  4,  5,  6,  10,  11,  12. 

'  Rom.  viii.  32.  He  that  spared  not  his  own  Son,  but 
delivered  him  up  foi  as  all,  how  shall  he  not  with  him  also 
freely  give  us  all  things  ? 

«  2  Cor.   V.  21.     Kor    he    hath    made    him    to    be  sin 
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both  freely,  not  for  R,ny  thing  in  tliera,  their 
justification  is  only  of  free  ^race  ;  ^  that  both 
rhe  exaot  justice,  and  rich  grace  of  G-od,  might 
be  glorified  in  the  justification  of  sinners.' 

IV.  God  did,  from  all  eternity,  decree  to 
justify  all  the  elect  ;•"  and  Christ  did  in  the 
fulness  of  time,  die  for  their  sins,  and  rise  again 
for  their  justification:^  nevertheless  they  are 


for  us,  who  knew  no  sin  ;  that  we  might  be  made  the 
righteousness  of  God  in  him.  Matt.  iii.  17.  And,  lo,  a 
voice  from  heaven,  saying.  This  is  my  beloved  Son.  in 
whom  I  am  well  pleased.  Eph.  v.  2.  And  walk  in  love, 
as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and  hath  given  himself  for 
us,  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God,  for  a  sweet  smelling 
savour. 

h  Rom.  iii.  24.  Being  justified  freely  by  his  grace, 
vhrough  the  redemption  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  Eph.  i. 
7.  In  whom  we  have  redemption  through  his  blood,  the 
forgiveness  of  sins,  according  to  the  riches  of  his  grace. 

'  Rom.  iii.  26.  To  declare,  I  say,  at  this  time  his 
righteousness;  that  he  might  be  just,  and  the  justifier 
•of  him  which  believeth  in  Jesus.  Eph.  ii.  7.  That  ia 
the  ages  to  come  he  might  show  the  exceeding  riches  of 
his  grace  in  his  kindness  towards  us  through  Christ 
Jesus. 

J  Gal.  iii.  8.  And  the  Scripture  foreseeing  that  God 
would  justify  the  heathen  through  faith,  ijreached  before 
the  gospel  unto  Abraham,  saying.  In  tliee  shall  all  nations 
J  e  blessed.  1  Pet.  i.  2,  19,^20.  Elect  according  to  the 
loreknowledge  of  God  the  Father,  through  sanctifica- 
tion  of  the  Spirit,  unto  obedienee  and  sprinkling  of  tho 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ. — But  with  the  precious  blood  of 
Christ,  as  of  a  lamb  without  blemisn  and  without  spot : 
who  verily  was  foreordained  before  the  foundation  Df  the 
world,  but  was  manifest  in  these  last  times  for  you.  See 
Rum.  viii.  30. 

k  Gal.  iv.  4.  But  when  the  fulnefs  of  the  time  waa 
come,  God  sent  fo-  th  his  Son,  made  jf  a  w.iman,  made 
7 
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not  justified,  until  thr  Holv  Spirit  doth,  in  due 
time,  actually  apply  Christ  unto  them.^ 

V.  God  doth  continue  to  forgive  the  sins  of 
those  that  are  justified:™  and  although  they 
can  never  fall  from  the  state  of  justification/ 
yet  they  may  by  their  sins  fall  under  God's 
fatherly  displeasure,  and  not  have  the  light  of 
his  countenance  restored  unto  them,  until  they 
humble  themselves,  confess  their  sins,  beg  par- 
don, and  renew  their  faith  and  repentance.*

If  we  confess  our  .sins, 
he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleimse 
us  from  all  unrighteousness.  1  John  ii.  1.  If  any  man 
fcin,  we  have  an  advocate  with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ 
the  righteous. 

n  Luke  xxii.  32.  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thj 
faith  fail  not ;  and  when  thou  art  converted,  sti-engtht-r 
thy  brethren.

YI.  The  justification  of  believers  under  the

CHAPTER    XII. 

OF    ADOPTION. 


All  those  that  are  justified,  God  vouch- 
safeth,  in  and  for  his  only  Son  Jesus  Christ,  to 
make    partakers  of   the    grace   of  adoption :  *• 

xxxii.  5.  I  acknowledged  my  sia  unto  thee,  and  mine 
iniquity  have  I  not  hid.  I  said,  I  will  confess  my  trans- 
gressions unto  the  Lord  ;  and  thou  forgavest  the  iniquity 
of  my  sin.  Matt.  xxvi.  75.  And  Peter  remembered  the 
word  of  Jesus — and  he  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly.  See 
also  Psa.  li.  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  and  1  Cor.  xi.  30,  32. 

p  Gal.  iii.  9,  13,  14.  So  then  they  which  be  of  faith 
are  blessed  with  faithful  Abraham. — Christ  hath  re- 
deemed us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse 
for  us  :  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth 
on  a  tree:  that  the  blessing  of  Abrahacai  might  come  on 
the  Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ;  that  we  might  re- 
ceive the  promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith.  Rom.  iv. 
22,  23,  24.  And  therefore  it  was  imputed  to  him  for 
righteousness.  Now,  it  was  not  written  for  bis  sake 
alone,  that  it  was  imputed  to  him  ;  but  for  us  also,  to 
whom  it  shall  be  imputed,  if  we  1  elieve  on  him  that 
raised  up  Jesus  our  Lord  from  the  dead. 

1  Eph.  i.  5.  Having  predestinated  us  unto  the  adop- 
tion of  children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according  to 
the  good  pleasure  of  his  will.  Gal.  iv.  4,  5.  God  sent 
forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law,  to 
redeem  them  that  were  under  the  law,  that  we  might  re- 
ceive the  adoption  <f  sons. 
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by  whicli  they  are  taken  into  the  number,  and 
enjoy  the  liberties  and  privilei^es  of  the  child- 
ren of  God;'"  hive  his  name  put  upon 
chem ;  '  receive  the  Spirit  of  adoption;' 
have  access  to  ihe  throne  of  grace  with  bold- 
ness;" are  enabled  to  cry,  Abba,  Father;* 
Are    pitied,  ^    protected, ''    provided    for  ^  and 

■■  Rom.  viii.  17.  And  if  children,  then  heirs;  heira 
of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with  Christ.  John  i.  12.  But 
as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  g.ive  he  power  to  be-

name. 

•  Jer.  xiv.  9.  Yet  thou,  0  Lord,  art  in  the  midst  of 
us,  and  we  nre  called  by  thy  name  ;  leave  us  not.

They  who  are  effectually  called  and  regene- 
rated, having  a  new  heart  and  a  new  spirit 
created  in  them,  are  further  sanctified,  really 
and  personally,  through  the  virtue  of  Christ's 
death  and  resurrection,  ®  by  his  word  and  Spirit

eth,  and  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  receiveth.

Whereby  ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of 
redemption. 

«  Heb.  vi.  12.  That  ye  be  not  slothful,  but  follow- 
ers of  them  who  through  faith  and  patieuce  inherit  the 
promises. 

d  1  Pet.  i.  4.  To  an  inheritance  incorruptible,  and  un- 
defiled,  and  that  fadeth  not  away,  resei-ved  in  heaven  for 
you.  Heb.  i.  14.  Are  they  not  all  ministering  spirits, 
sent  forth  to  minister  for  them  who  shill  be  heirs  of  sal- 
vation?

tified, "  and  they  more  and  more  quickened 
and  strengthened,  in  all  saving  graces, '  to  the 
practice  of  true  holiness,  without  which  no  man 
shall  see  the  Lord.  J 

the  fellowship  of  his  suflFerings,  being  n»ade  conformable 
unto  his  death.  Rom.  vi.  5,  6.  For  if  we  have  been 
planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be 
also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection :  knowing  this,  that 
our  old  m;\n  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin 
might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  should  not  serve 
sin. 

^Eph.  f.  26  That  he  might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it 
with  the  washing  of  water  by  the  word.  2  Thess.  ii.  13. 
But  we  are  bound  to  give  thanks  alway  to  God  for  you, 
brethren  beloved  of  the  Lord,  because  God  hath  from  the 
beginning  chosen  you  to  salvation,  through  sanctification 
of  tie  Spirit,  and  belief  of  the  truth. 

eRom.  vi.  6,  14.  Knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is 
crucified  with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed, 
that  henceforth  we  should  not  serve  sin. — For  sin  shall 
not  have  dominion  over  you:  for  ye  are  not  under  the 
law,  but  under  grace. 

•»Gal.  V.  24.  And  they  that  are  Christ's  have  cru- 
cified the  flesh,  with  the  alfections  and  lusts.  Rom. 
viii.  13.  For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die :  but 
if  ye  through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body, 
ye  shall  live. 

Col.  i.  11.  Strengthened  with  all  might  accordin;-;  to 
his  glorious  power,  unto  all  patience  and  long-suft'ering 
with  joyfulness.  Eph.  iii.  16.  That  he  would  grant  you, 
according  to  the  riches  of  his  glory,  to  be  strengthened 
with  might  by  his  Spii'it  in  the  inner  man.

CHAPTER   XIV.

The  grace  of  faith,  whereby  the  elect  arc 
enabled  to  believe  to  the  saving  of  their 
souls, '  is  the  work  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ  in 
their  hearts  ; '  and  is  ordinarily  wrought  by 
the  ministry  of  the  word:*  by  which  also, 
and  by  the  administration  of  the  sacraments, 

working  in  the  measure  of  every  part,  make'.h  increase 
of  the  body,  unto  the  edifying  of  itself  in  love. 

P  2  Pet.  iii.  18.  But  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Je-sus  Christ.  2  Cor. 
iii.  18.  But  we  all,  with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a 
glass  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  are  changed  into  the  same 
iuiage,  from  glory  to  glory,  even  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord. 

<\  2  Cor,  vii.  1.  Having  therefore  these  promises, 
dearly  beloved,  let  us  cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filthine.'^g 
of  the  flesh  and  spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in  the  fear  of 
God. 

'  Heb.  X.  39.  But  we  are  not  of  them  who  draw  back 
unto  perdition  ;  but  of  them  that  believe  to  the  saving 
of  the  soul. 

»  2  Cor.  iv.  13.  We  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith, 
according  as  it  is  written,  I  believed,  and  therefore  have 
I  spoken ;  we  also  believe,  and  therefore  speak.  Eph. 
ii.  8.  For  by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith  :  and  that 
lot  of  yourselves :   it  is  the  gift  of  God. 

*  Rom.  X.  14,  17.  How  shall  they  believe  in  hiu* 
ot  whom  they  have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  tjiey  bear 
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and  prayer,  it  is  increased  and  strength- 
ened. " 

II.  By  this  faith,  a  Christian  believeth  to 
be  true,  whatsoever  is  revealed  in  the  word, 
for  the  authority  of  God  himself  speaking 
theieii. ; "  and  acteth  differently,  upon  that 
which  each  particular  passage  thereof  con- 
laiiieth  ;  yielding  obedience  to  the  commands,  " 
trembling  at  the  threatenings,  *  and  embrac- 
ing the  promises  of  God  for  this  life,  and  that 

without  a  preacher  ? — So,  then,  faith  cometh  by  hearing, 
and  hearing  b}'  the  word  of  God. 

«  1  Pet.  ii.  2.  As  new-born  babes,  desire  the  sincere 
milk  of  the  word,  that  ye  may  grow  thereby.  Luke 
xvii.  .5.  And  the  apostles  said  unto  the  Lord.  Increase 
our  faith.  Kom.  i.  16,  17.  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the 
gosjiel  of  Christ:  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salva- 
tion to  every  one  that  believeth  :  to  the  Jew  first,  and 
also  to  the  Greek.  For  therein  is  the  righteousness  of 
God  revealed  from  faith  to  faith  :  as  it  is  wi'itten,  The 
just  shall  live  by  faith.     See  also  Acts  xx.  32. 

'  1  Thess.  ii.  13.  For  this  cause  also  thank  we  God, 
without  ceasing,  because,  when  ye  received  the  word  of 
God  which  ye  heard  of  us,  ye  received  it  not  as  the  word 
of  men,  but  as  it  is  in  truth,  the  word  of  God,  which 
dffectually  worketh  also  in  you  that  believe.  1  John  v. 
10.  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God,  hat^  the  \«n- 
ness  in  himself:  he  that  believeth  not  God,  hath  made 
him  a  liar,  because  he  believeth  not  the  record  that  God 
gave  of  his  Son.  Acts  xxiv.  14.  Believing  all  things 
v\-iiich  are  written  in  the  law  and  in  the  prophets. 

"  Kom.  xvi.  26.  But  now  /s  made  manifest,  and  by 
tlie  Scriptures  of  the  prophets,  according  to  the  command- 
•nent  of  the  everlasting  God,  made  known  to  all  nations 
for  the  obedience  of  faith. 

«  Isa.  Ixvi.  2.  To  this  man  will  I  look,  even  to  him 
that  is  poT,  and  of  »  :ontrito  spirit,  and  trembletb  at  m,y 
word 
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which  is  to  corae.  ^  But  the  pi  fncipal  acta 
of  saving  fjiith  are,  accepting,  receiving,  and 
resting  upon  Christ  ;ilone  for  justification, 
snnctilication,  and  etoi-nal  life,  by  virtue  of 
the  covenant  of  grace.  * 

III.   Tliis  faith  is  different  in  degrees,  weak 
or    strong;*  may    be    often    and    many  ways 


y  11  eh.  xi.  13.  These  nil  died  in  faith,  not  having  re- 
ceived the  promises,  but  h.iving  seen  them  afar  off,  and 
wt-re  per.suade<l  of  them,  niid  embraced  them,  and  con- 
fes'^ed  that  tliey  were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on  the 
earth.  1  Tim.  iv.  8.  But  godliness  is  profitable  unto  all 
things,  having  promise  of  tlie  life  that  now  is,  and  of 
that  which  is  to  come. 

z  John  i.  12.  But  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave 
he  power  to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that 
V>elieve  on  his  name.  Acts  xvi.  31.  And  they  said,  Be- 
lieve on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be  saved, 
nnd  thy  house.  Gal.  ii.  20.  I  am  crucified  with  Christ; 
nevertheless,  I  live  ;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in  me : 
and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the 
faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave  himself 
f.ir  me.  Acts  xv.  11.  But  we  believe  that  through  the 
grsice  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  shall  be  saved,  even 
an  they. 

a  Heb.  v.  13,  14.  For  every  one  that  useth  milk  is 
unskilful  in  the  word  of  righteousness  ;  for  he  is  a  babe. 
But  strong  meat  belongeth  to  them  that  are  of  full  age, 
even  those  who  by  reason  of  use  have  their  senses  exer- 
cised to  discern  both  good  and  evil.  Rom.  iv.  19,  20. 
And  being  not  weak  in  faith,  he  considered  not  his  own 
body  now  dead,  when  he  was  about  an  hundred  years  old, 
neither  yet  the  deadness  of  Sarah's  womb.  He  staggered 
not  at  the  promise  of  God  through  unbelief ;  but  was 
strong  in  faith,  giving  glory  to  God.  Matt.  vi.  30.  Shall 
he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  0  ye  of  little  faith  ?  Matt, 
viii.  10.  When  Jesus  heard  it,  he  marvelled,  and  said 
to  them  that  followed.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not 
found  so  great  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel. 
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assailed  and  weakened,  but  gets  the  victory;* 
growing  up  in  many  to  the  attainment  of  a  full 
assurance  through  Christ,  *  who  is  both  the 
author  and  finisher  of  our  faith.  ** 


CHAPTER   XV.

Repextance    unto    life    is    an    evangelical 
^!  ace,  *  the  doctrine  whereof  is  to  be  preached 


b  Luke  xxii.  31,  82.  And  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Si- 
mon, behold,  Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may 
sift  you  as  wheat:  but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy 
faith  fail  not:  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen 
thy  brethren.  Eph.  vi.  16.  Above  all,  taking  the  shield 
of  faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the 
fiery  darts  of  the  wicked.  1  John  v.  4,  5.  For  whatso- 
ever is  born  of  God,  overcometh  the  world:  and  this  is 
the  victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  even  our  faith. 
Who  is  he  that  overcometh  the  world,  but  he  that  be- 
lieveth  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God? 

«  Heb.  vi.  11,  12.  And  we  desire  that  every  one  of 
you  do  show  the  same  diligence,  to  the  full  assurance  of 
hope  unto  the  end  :  that  ye  be  not  slothful,  but  follow- 
ers of  them  who  through  faith  and  patience  inherit  the 
promises.  Heb.  x.  22.  Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart,  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprin- 
kled from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water. 

<i  Heb.  xii.  2.  Looking  unto  Jesus,  the  author  and  fin- 
isher of  our  faith. 

•  Acts  xi.  18.  When  they  heard  these  things,  they 
h(;ld  the'r  peace,  and  glorified  God,  saying,  Then  hatb 
'jid  also  to  the  Gentiles  granted  rep  entauce  unto  life 
See  also  Zech.  sii.  10.

by  every  minister  of  the  gospel,  as  well  as  thai 
of  faith  in  Christ. ' 

II.  By  it  a  sinner,  out  of  the  si^jht  and  sense. 
not  only  of  the  danger,  but  also  of  the  filthines? 
and  odiousness  of  his  sins,  as  contrary  to  the 
holy  nature  and  righteous  law  of  God,  and 
upon  the  apprehension  of  his  mercy  in  Christ 
to  such  as  are  penitent,  so  grieves  for,  and 
hates  his  sins,  as  to  turn  from  them  all  unto 
God,  ^  purposing   and   endeavouring    to   walk 

'  Luke  xxiv.  47.  And  that  repentance  and  remission 
of  sins  should  be  preached  in  his  name  among  all  na- 
tions, beginning  at  Jerusalem.  Mark  i.  15.  And  say- 
ing, The  time  is  fulfilled,  and  the  kingdom  of  God  is  at 
hand  :  repent  ye,  and  believe  the  gospel.  Acts  xx.  21. 
Testifying  both  to  the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  re- 
pentance toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesuri 
Christ. 

s  Ezek.  x^^ii.  30,  31.  Repent,  and  turn  yourselves 
from  all  your  transgressions;  so  iniquity  shall  not  be 
your  ruin.  Cast  away  from  you  all  your  transgres- 
sions, whereby  ye  have  transgressed ;  and  make  you  a 
new  heart  and  a  new  spirit:  for  why  will  ye  Jie,  0 
house  of  Israel?  Ezek.  xxxvi.  31.  Then  shall  ye  re- 
member your  own  evil  ways,  and  your  doings  that  were 
not  good,  and  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your  own  sight, 
for  your  iniquities,  and  for  your  abominations.  Psa.  li.  4 
Against  thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned,  and  done  this  evil 
in  thy  sight;  that  thou  mightest  be  justified  when  thou 
speakest,  and  be  clear  when  thfiu  judgest.  Jer.  xxxi. 
lb,  19.  I  have  surely  heard  Ephraim  bemoaning  him- 
self thus:  Thou  hast  chastised  nie,  and  I  was  chastised, 
as  a  bullock  unaccustomed  to  the  yoke  :  turn  thou  me,  and 
1  shall  be  turned  ;  for  thou  art  the  Lord  my  God.  Surely 
after  that  I  was  turned,  I  repented  ;  and  after  that  I  was 
instructed,  1  smote  upon  my  thigh:  I  was  ashamed,  yea, 
even  confounded,  because  I  did  bear  the  re{>roach  of  m;^ 
youth.      2    Cor.    vii.    11.       For    behold    this    self-same 
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with  him,  in  all  the  ways  of  his  conimand- 
ments.^ 

III.  Although  repentance  be  rot  to  be  rested 
in  as  any  satisfaction  for  sin,  or  any  cause  of 
the  pardon  thereof,^  which  is  the  act  of  God's  * 
free  grace  in  Christ;^  yet  is  it  of  such  neces- 

thing,  that  ye  sorrowed  after  a  godly  sort,  what  careful- 
ness it  wrought  in  you,  yea,  what  clearing  of  yourselves, 
yea,  what  indignation,  yea,  what  fear,  yea,  what  vehe- 
ment desire,  yea,  what  zeal,  yea,  what  revenge !  In  all 
things  ye  have  approved  yourselves  to  be  clear  in  this 
matter.  See  also  Joel  ii.  12,  13.  Amos  v.  15,  and  Psa. 
cxix.  128. 

ii  Psa.  cxix.  6,  59,  106.  Then  shall  I  not  be  ashamed, 
when  I  have  respect  unto  all  thy  commandments. — 1 
thought  on  my  ways  and  turned  my  feet  unto  thy  testi- 
monies.— I  have  sworn  and  I  will  perform  it,  that  I  will 
keep  thy  righteous  judgments.  Luke  i.  6.  And  they  were 
both  righteous  before  God,  walking  in  all  the  command- 
ments and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blameless.  See  also 
2  Kings  xxiii.  25. 

»  Ezek.  xxxvi.  31  32.  Then  shall  ye  remember  your 
own  evil  ways,  and  your  doings  that  were  not  good, 
and  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your  own  sight,  for  your 
iniquities,  and  for  your  abominations.

V.  Men  ought  not  to  content  themselves 
with  a  general  repentance,  but  it  is  every 
man's  duty  to  endeavour  to  repent  of  his  par- 
ticular sins,  particularly.'*

repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise  perish.  See  also  Acts 
xvii   30.

18   a  faitlr.  'ul  <iiij\l  ^    and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that 
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yi.  As  every  man  is  bound  to  mafee  prirate 
confession  of  his  sins  to  God,  praying  for  the 
pardon  thereof,  °  upon  which,  and  the  forsak- 
ing of  them,  he  shall  find  mercy  :  ''  so  he  that 
scandalizeth  his  brother,  or  the  church  of  Christ, 
ought  to  be  willing,  by  a  private  or  public  con- 
fession and  sorrow  for  his  sin,  to  declare  his 
repentance  to  those  that  are  offended ;  ^  who 
are  thereupon  to  be  reconciled  to  him,  and  in 
love  to  receive  him.  "^ 

Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners ;  of 
whom  I  am  chief. 

oPsa.  xxxii.  5,  6.  I  acknowledged  my  sin  unto  thee, 
and  mine  iniquity  have  I  not  hid.  I  said,  I  will  con- 
fess my  transgressions  unto  the  Lord ;  and  thou  for- 
gavest  the  iniquity  of  my  sin.  Selah.  For  this  shall 
every  one  that  is  godly,  pray  unto  thee  in  a  time  when 
thou  mayest  be  found :  surely  in  the  floods  of  great  wa- 
ters they  shall  not  come  nigh  unto  him.  See  also  Psa. 
li.  4,  5,  7,  9,  14. 

P  Prov.  xxviii.  13.  He  that  covereth  his  sins  shall  not 
prosper:  but  whoso  confesseth  and  forsaketh  them  shall 
have  mercy.  1  John  i.  9.  If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is 
faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins. 

<i  James  v.  16  Confess  your  faults  one  to  another,  am* 
pray  one  for  another,  that  ye  may  be  healed.  The  ef- 
fectual fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous  man  availeth  much. 
Luke  xvii.  3,  4.  Take  heed  to  yourselves  :  if  thy  bro- 
ther ti-espass  against  thee,  rebuke  him  ;  and  if  he  repent, 
forgive  him.  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee  seven  times 
iu  a  day,  and  seven  times  in  a  day  turn  again  to  the^', 
saying,  I  repent;  thou  shalt  forgive  him.  Josh.  vii.  19. 
And  Joshua  said  unto  Achan,  My  son,  give,  I  pray  thee, 
glory  to  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  and  make  confession  unto 
him  ;  and  tell  me  now  what  thou  hast  done  ;  hide  it  not 
from  me.     Psa.  li.  throughout. 

'  2  Cor.  ii.  8.  Wherefore  I  beseech  you,  that  ye  woulJ 
confirm  your  love  toward  him.     See  Gal.  vi.  1,  2. 
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CHAPTER  XVI. 

OF    GOOD    WORKS. 

Good  works  are  only  such  as  God  hath  com- 
manded in  his  holy  word, "  and  not  such  as, 
without  the  warrant  thereof,  are  devised  by 
men  out  of  blind  zeal,  or  upon  any  pretence  of 
good  intention.  * 

II.  These  good  works,  done  in  obedience  to 
God's  commandments,  are  the  fruits  and  evi- 
dences of  a  true  and  lively  faith :  "  and  by 
them   believers  manifest   their   thankfulness, ' 

»  Micah  vi.  8.  He  hath  showed  thee,  0  man,  what  is 
good ;  and  what  doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee,  but  to  dc 
justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy 
God  ?  Rom.  xii.  2.  And  be  not  conformed  to  this  world  ; 
but  be  ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind, 
that  3'e  may  prove  what  is  that  good,  and  acceptable,  and 
perfect  will  of  God.  Heb.  xiii.  21.  Make  you  perfect  in 
every  good  work  to  do  his  will. 

«  Matt.  XV.  9.  But  in  vain  they  do  worship  me, 
teaching  for  doctrines  the  commandments  of  men.  Isa. 
xxix.  13.  Wherefore  the  Lord  said.  Forasmuch  as  this 
people  draw  near  me  with  their  mouth,  and  with  tlieir 
lips  do  honour  me,  but  have  removed  their  heart  far  from 
me,  and  their  fear  toward  me  is  taught  by  the  precepte 
of  men.  John  xvi.  2.  They  shall  put  you  out  of  the 
eynagogues  :  yea,  the  time  cometh,  that  whosoever  killeth 
you,  will  think  that  he  doeth  God  service.

III.  Their  ability  to  do  good  works  is  i?ot 
at  all  of  themselves,  but  wholly  from  the  Spirit 
of  Christ.  ^  And  that  they  may  be  enabled 
thereunto,  besides  the  graces  they  have  already 
received,  there  is  required  an  actual  influence 
of  the  same  Holy  Spirit  to  work  in  them  to 
will  and  to  do  of  his  good  pleasure ;  ®  yet  are 
they  not  hereupon  to  grow  negligent,  as  if  they 
were  not  bound  to  perform  any  duty  unles8 
upon  a  special  motion  of  the  Spirit;  but  they 
ought  to  be  diligent  in  stirring  up  the  grace 
of  God  that  is  in  them. ' 

b  Eph.  ii.  10.  For  we  are  his  workmanship,  created 
in  Christ  Jesus  unto  good  works,  which  God  hath  before 
ordained  that  we  should  walk  in  them. 

c  Rom.  vi.  22.  But  now,  being  made  free  from  sin, 
and  become  servants  to  God,  ye  have  your  fruit  unto 
holiness,  and  the  end  everlasting  life. 

d  John  XV.  5,  6.  I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches ;

They,  who  in  their  obedience,  attain  to 
the  greatest  height  which  is  possible  in  this 
life,  are  so  far  from  being  able  to  supererogate 
and  to  do  more  than  God  requires,  that  they 
fall  short  of  much,  which  in  duty  they  are 
bound  to  do/ 

V.  We  cannot,  by  our  best  works,  merit 
pardon  of  sin,  or  eternal  life,  at  the  hand  of 
God,  by  reason  of  the  great  disproportion  that 
is  between  them  and  the  glory  to  come,  and 
the  infinite  distance  that  is  between  us  and 
God,  whom  by  them  we  can  neither  profit, 
nor  satisfy  for  the  debt  of  our  former  sins  ;  ** 

sire  that  every  one  of  you  do  show  the  same  diligence,  to 
the  full  assurance  of  hope  unto  the  end  ;  that  ye  be  not 
slothful,  but  followers  of  them  who  through  faith  and 
patience  inherit  the  promises.  Isa.  Ixiv.  7.  And  there 
is  none  that  calleth  upon  thy  name,  that  stirreth  up  him- 
self to  take  hold  of  thee :  for  thou  hast  hid  thy  face  from 
us,  and  hast  consumed  us,  because  of  our  iniquities.  See 
also  2  Pet.  i.  3,  5,  10,  11,  and  2  Tim.  i.  6,  and  Acts  xxvi 
6,  7,  together  with  Jude  20  and  21  verses. 

s  Luke  xvii.  10.  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  shall  have 
done  all  those  things  which  are  commanded  you,  say,  We 
are  unprofitable  servants  ;  we  have  done  that  which  was 
our  duty  to  do.  Job  ix.  2,  3.  But  how  should  man  be 
just  with  God  ?

vants ;  *  and  because,  as  they  are  good,  they 
proceed  from  his  Spirit  ;J  and  as  they  are 
wrought  by  us,  they  are  defiled  and  mixed 
with  so  much  weakness  and  imperfection,  that 
they  cannot  endure  the  severity  of  God'f 
judgment. '^ 

VI.  Yet  notwithstanding,  the  persons  of  be- 
lievers being  accepted  through  Christ,  their 
good   works    also   are    accepted   in    him,^    not 

reckoned  of  grace,  but  of  debt.  Even  as  David  also 
describeth  the  blessedness  of  the  man,  unto  whom  God 
iniputeth  righteousness  without  works.  Eph.  ii.  8,9.  For 
by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith  ;  and  that  not  of  your 
selves :  it  is  the  gift  of  God  :  not  of  works,  lest  any  man 
should  boast.  Psa.  xvi.  2.  0  my  soul,  thou  hast  said 
unto  the  Lord,  Thou  art  my  Lord:  my  goodness  extendeth 
not  to  thee.  See  also  Tit.  iii.  6,  6,  7.  Rom.  viii.  18,  22, 
23,  and  Job  xxxv.  7,  8.

W(^rks  done  by  unregenerate  men,  al- 
though for  the  matter  of  them  they  may  be 
things  which  God  commands,  and  of  good  use 
both  to  themselves  and  others  ;  °  yet  because

When  ye  come  to  appear  before  me,  who  hath  reouired 
this  at  your  hand,  to  tread  my  courts  ? 

'  Matt.  vi.  2,  5,  16.  Therefore,  when  thou  doest  thine 
alms,  do  not  sound  a  trumpet  before  thee,  as  the  hypo- 
crites do  in  the  synagogues,  and  in  the  streets,  that  they 
may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  They 
have  their  reward. — And  when  thou  prayest,  thou  shalt 
not  be  as  the  hypocrites  are:  for  they  love  to  pray  stand- 
ino'  in  the  synagogues,  and  in  the  corners  of  the  streets, 
that  they  may  be  seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
They  have  their  reward. — Moreover,  when  ye  fast,  be  not 
as  the  hypocrites,  of  a  sad  countenance:  for  they  dis- 
figure their  faces,  that  they  may  appear  unto  men  to  fast 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  They  have  their  reward. 

•  Hag-  ii.  14.  So  is  this  people,  and  so  is  this  na- 
tion before  me,  saith  the  Lord  ;  and  so  is  every  work  of 
their  hands  ;  and  that  which  they  otfer  there  is  unclean. 
Tit.  i.  15.  Unto  them  that  are  defiled  and  unbelieving 
is  nothing  pure ;  but  even  their  mind  and  conscience  is 
defiled.  Amos  v.  21,  22.  I  hate,  1  despise  your  feast- 
lays,  and  I  will  not  smell  in  your  solemn  assemblies, 
fhough   ye   offer   me   burnt-offerings,    and    your  meat- 
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neglect  of  them  is  more  sinful,  and  displeasing 
unto  God.  * 


CHAPTER  XVII. 

OF  THE  PEB  SEVERANCE  OF  THE  SAINTS. 

They  whom  God  hath  accepted  in  his  Be- 
loved, effectually  called  and  sanctified  by  his 
Spirit,  can  neither  totally  nor  finally  fall  away 
from  the  state  of  grace ;  but  shall  certainly 
persevere  therein  to  the  end,  and  be  eternally 
saved.  "^ 

II.  This  perseverance  of  the  saints  depends, 
not  upon  their  own  free-will,  but  upon  the  im- 
mutability of  the  decree  of  election,  flowing 

offerings,  I  will  not  accept  them ;  neither  will  I  regard 
the  peace-otferings  of  your  fat  beasts.  See  also  Hos.  i.  4  ; 
Rom.  ix.  16,  and  Tit.  iii.  5. 

•  Psa  xiv.  4.  Have  all  the  workers  of  iniquity  no  know- 
ledge ?  who  eat  up  my  people  as  they  eat  bread,  and  call 
DDt  upon  the  Lord.  Psa.  xxxvi.  3.  The  words  of  his 
mouth  are  iniquity  and  deceit :  he  hath  left  off  to  be  wise, 
and  to  do  good.  Job  xxi.  14.  Therefore  they  say  unto 
God,  Depart  from  us  ;  for  we  desire  not  the  knowledge  of 
thy  ways.  See  also  Matt.  xxv.  41,  42,  43,  45,  and  Matt, 
xxiii.  23. 

■Phil.  i.  6.  Being  confident  of  this  very  thing,  that  he 
which  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  you,  will  perform  it 
until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ.  John  x.  28,  29.  And  I 
give  unto  them  eternal  life;  and  they  shall  never  perish. 
neither  shall  any  plu  ik  them  out  of  my  hand.  My  Father 
which  gave  them  me  is  greater  than  all :  and  none  is  able 
to  pluck  them  out  of  my  Father's  hand.  See  also  1  JohD 
iii   0;  1  Pet.  i.  5,  9,  and  Job  svii.  9. 
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from  the  free  and  unchangeable  love  of  Go<i 
the  Father ;  ^  upon  the  efficacy  of  the  merit 
and  intercession  of  Jesus  Christ ;  ^  the  abiding 
of  the  Spirit  and  of  the  seed  of  God  within 
them ; ^  and  the   nature   of   the   covenant  of 

▼  2  Tim.  ii.  19.  Nevertheless  the  foundation  of  God 
standeth  sure,  having  this  seal,  The  Lord  knoweth  them 
that  are  his.  Jer.  xxxi.  3.  The  Lord  hath  appeared  of 
old  unto  me,  saying,  Yea,  I  have  loved  thee  with  an  ever- 
lasting love  ;  therefore  with  loving-kindness  have  I  drawo 
thee. 

"  Heb.  X.  10,  14.  By  the  which  will  we  are  sanctified, 
through  the  offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for 
all. — For  by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them 
that  are  sanctified.  John  xvii.  11,  24.  And  now  I  am  n« 
more  in  the  world,  but  these  are  in  the  world,  and  I  C(  me 
to  thee.  Holy  Father,  keep  through  thine  own  name 
those  whom  thou  hast  given  me,  that  they  may  be  one, 
as  we  are. — Father,  I  will  that  they  also  whom  thou  hast 
given  me  be  with  me  where  I  am :  that  they  may  behold 
my  glory,  which  thou  hast  given  me  ;  for  thou  lovedst  me 
before  the  foundation  of  the  world.  Heb.  vii.  25.  Where- 
fore he  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the  uttermost  that 
come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make  in- 
tercession for  them.  Heb.  ix.  12,  13,  14,  15.  Rom.  viii. 
83,  to  the  end.     Luke  xxii.  32. 

«John  xiv.  16,  17.  And  1  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he 
shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with 
you  for  ever ;  even  the  Spirit  of  truth  ;  whom  the  world 
cannot  receive,  because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth 
him  ;  but  ye  know  him  ;  for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  and 
shall  be  in  you.  1  John  ii.  27.  But  the  anointing  which 
ye  have  received  of  him  abideth  in  you,  and  ye  need  not 
that  any  man  teach  you :  but  as  the  same  anointing  teach* 
eth  you  of  all  things,  and  is  truth,  and  is  no  lie,  and  even 
as  it  hath  taught  you,  ye  shall  abide  in  him.

iii.  9.  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin  ; 
for  ills  seed  remaineth  in  him  ;  and  he  cannot  sin,  because 
he  is  born  of  God. 
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grace :  ^  from  all  which   ariseth  also  the   eer- 

tainty  and  infallibility  thereof.  " 

III.  Nevertheless  they  may,  through  the 
temptations  of  Satan  and  of  the  world,  the 
prevalency  of  corruption  remaining  in  them, 
and  the  neglect  of  the  means  of  their  preser- 
vation, fall  into  grievous  sins ;  *  and  for  a 
time  continue  therein :  **  whereby  they  in- 
cur God's  displeasure,  °  and  grieve   his  Holy 

y  Jer.  xxxii.  40.  And  I  will  make  an  everlasting 
covenant  with  them,  that  I  will  not  turn  away  from  them, 
to  do  them  good  ;  but  I  will  put  my  fear  in  their  hearts, 
that  they  shall  not  depart  from  me.  With  Heb.  viii.  10, 
11,  12. 

«  2  Thess.  iii.  3.  But  the  Lord  is  faithful,  who  shall 
stablish  you,  and  keep  you  from  evil.  1  John  ii.  19. 
They  went  out  from  us,  but  they  were  not  of  us ;  for  if 
they  had  been  of  us,  they  would  no  doubt  have  continued 
with  us :  but  they  went  out,  that  they  might  be  made 
manifest,  that  they  were  not  all  of  us.

certainly  assured  that  they  are  in  a  state  of 
grace,^  and    may  rejoice  in  the   hope  of   the

CHAPTER  XIX. 

OP    THE    LAW   OF   GOD. 


God  gave  to  Adam  a  law,  as  a  covenant  of 
works,  by  which  he  bound  him  and  all  his  pos- 
terity to  personal,  entire,  exact,  and  perpetual 
obedience  ;  promised  life  upon  the  fulfilling, 
and  threatened  death  upon  the  breach  of  it ; 
and  endued  him  with  power  and  ability  to 
keep  it.  * 

y  1  John  iii.  9.  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth  not 
commit  sin  ;  for  his  seed  remaineth  in  him ;  and  he  can- 
not sin,  because  he  is  born  of  God.  Luke  xxii.  32.  But 
I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not.  Job  xiii. 
16.  Though  he  slay  me,  yet  will  I  trust  in  him  :  but  1 
will  maintain  mine  own  ways  before  him.  Psa.  Ixxiii. 
15,  and  li.  8,  12,  with  Isa.  1.  10. 

»  Micah  vii.  7,  8,  9.  Therefore  I  will  look  unto  the 
Lord  ;  I  will  wait  for  the  God  of  m,v  salvation ;  my  God 
will  hear  me.  Rejoice  not  against  me,  0  mine  enemy  • 
when  I  fall,  I  shall  arise  ;  when  I  sit  in  darkness,  the 
Lord  shall  be  a  light  unto  me.

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II.  This  law,  after  his  fall,  continued  to  be 
a  perfect  rule  of  righteousness  ;  and  as  such, 
was  delivered  by  God  upon  mount  Sinai  in 
ten  commandments,  and  written  in  two  ta- 
bles ;  ^  the  first  four  commandments  contain- 

the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt 
not  eat  of  it :  ft)r  in  the  day  that  thou  eatest  thereof  thou 
shalt  surely  die.  Rom.  ii  14,15.  For  when  the  Gentiles, 
which  have  not  the  law,  do  by  nature  the  things  contained 
in  the  law,  these,  having  not  the  law,  are  a  law  unto 
themselves  ;  which  show  the  work  of  the  law  written  in 
their  hearts,  their  conscience  also  bearing  witness,  and 
their  thoughts  the  mean  while  accusing  or  else  excusing 
one  another.  Rom.  x.  5.  For  Moses  describeth  the  right- 
eousness which  is  of  the  law,  that  the  man  which  doeth 
those  things  shall  live  by  them.  Rom.  v.  12,  19.  Where- 
fore, as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and  death 
by  sin  ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  all 
have  sinned. — For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience  many 
were  made  sinners  ;  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  many 
bo  made  righteous.  See  also  Gal.  iii.  10,  12.  Eccl.  vii. 
id,  and  Job  xxviii.  28. 

b  James  i.  25.  But  whoso  looketh  into  the  perfect  law 
if  liberty,  and  continueth  therein,  he  being  not  a  forgetful 
aearer,  but  a  doer  of  the  work,  this  man  shall  be  blessed 
in  his  deed.  James  ii.  8,  10.  If  ye  fulfil  the  royal  law 
according  to  the  Scripture,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour 
as  thyself,  ye  do  well. — For  whosoever  shall  keep  the 
whole  law,  and  yet  offend  in  one  point,  he  is  guilty  of  all. 
Rom.  iii.  19.  Now  we  know,  that  what  things  soever  the 
law  saith,it  saith  to  them  who  are  under  the  law.  Dent. 
V.  32  Ye  shall  observe  to  do  therefore  a?  the  Lord  your 
God  hath  commanded  you  :  ye  shiiU  not  turn  aside  to  the 
right  hand  or  to  the  left.  And  chap.  x.  4.  And  he  wrote 
on  the  tables,  according  to  the  first  writing,  the  ten  com- 
mandments, which  the  Lord  spake  unto  you  iu  the  mount, 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire  iu  the  day  of  the  assembly : 
And  the  Lcrd  gave  t  lem  unto  me.  Ex.  xxxiv.  1,  and  Rom 
rii  8,  9. 
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iug  our  duty  towards   God,  and   the  other  six 
our  duty  to  man." 

III.  Beside  this  law,  commonly  called  moral, 
God  was  pleased  to  give  to  the  people  of  Israel, 
as  a  church  under  age,  ceremonial  laws,  con- 
taining several  typical  ordinances,  partly  of 
worship,  prefiguring  Christ,  his  graces,  actions, 
sufferings,  and  benefits;^  and  partly  holding 
forth  divers  instructions  of  moral  duties.* 
All  which  ceremonial  laws  are  now  abrogated 
under  the  New  Testament.' 


c  Matt.  xxii.  37,  38,  39,  40.  Jesus  said  uuto  him,  Thou 
ehalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with 
all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and 
great  commandment  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it, 
Thou  shalt  Jove  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  On  these  two 
commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets.  Ex 
XX.  3  to  18. 

*  Heb.  X.  1.  For  the  law,  having  a  shadow  of  gooa 
things  to  come,  and  not  the  very  image  of  the  things,  can 
never  with  those  sacrifices,  which  they  offered  year  by 
year  continually,  make  the  comers  thereunto  perfect.  Gal 
iv.  1,  2,  3.  Now  I  say,  that  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a 
child,  differeth  nothing  from  a  servant,  though  he  be  lord 
of  all ;  but  is  under  tutors  and  governors  until  the  time 
appointed  of  the  father.  Even  so  we,  when  we  wer« 
children,  were  in  bondage  under  the  elements  of  th« 
world.  Col.  ii.  17.  Which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to 
come  :  but  the  body  is  of  Christ.     Heb.  ix.  chap. 

e  1  Cor.  V.  7.  Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that 
ye  may  be  a  new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened.  For  even 
Christ  our  passover  is  sacrificed  for  us,  2  Cor.  vi.

V.  The  moral  law  doth  for  ever  bind  all,  a« 
well  justified  persons  as  others,  to  the  obedience 
thereof;  ^  and  that  not  only  in  regard  of  the 
matter  contained  in  it,  but  also  in  respect  of  the 
authority   of  God   the   Creator  who   gave   it. ' 

us,  and  took  it  out  of  the  way,  nailing  it  to  his  cross. —

Which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to  come  :  but  the  body  is 
of  Christ.

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Neither  doth  Christ  in  the  gospel  any  way  dis- 
solve, but  much  strengthen,  this  obligation.  ■* 

VI.  Although  true  believers  be  not  under 
the  law  as  a  covenant  of  works,  to  be  thereby 
justified  or  condemned;^  yet  is  it  of  great 
use  to  them,  as  well  as  to  others ;  in  that,  as  a 
rule  of  life,  informing  them  of  the  will  of  God 
and  their  duty,  it  directs  and  binds  them  to 
walk  accordingly;^  discovering  also  the  sin- 
ful pollutions  of  their  nature,  hearts,  and 
lives ;  ^  so  as,  examining  themselves  there- 
by, they  may  come   to  further  conviction  of, 

J  Matt.  V.  18,  19.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till 
heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no 
wise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled.  Whosoever 
therefore  shall  break  one  of  these  least  comnmndments, 
and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  :  but  whosoever  shall  do  and  teach 
them,  the  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.

courageth  to  the  one,  and  deterreth  from  the 
other,  is  no  evidence  of  his  being  under  the 
law,  and  not  under  grace. '

CHAPTER   XX. 

OF   CHRISTIAN    LIBERTY,    AND    LIBERTY    OF 
CONSCIENCE. 

The  liberty  which  Christ  hath  purchased 
for  believers  under  the  gospel  consists  in  their 
freedom  from  the  guilt  of  sin,  the  condemning 
wrath  of  God,  the  curse  of  the  moral  law;" 
and  in  their  being  delivered  from  this  present 
evil  world,  bondage  to  Satan,  and  dominion 
of  sin,  ^  from  the  evil  of  afflictions,  the  sting 

'  Ezek  xxxvi.  27.  And  I  will  put  my  Spirit  within 
you,  and  cause  you  to  walk  iu  my  statutes,  and  ye  shall 
keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them.  Heb.  viii.  10.  For 
this  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of 
Israel,  after  those  days,  taith  the  Lord;  I  will  put  my 
laws  into  their  mind,  and  write  them  in  th<  ir  hearta  ;  and 
I  will  be  to  them  a  God,  and  they  shall  be  to  me  a  pei^ 
pie.

"  Tit.  ii.  14.  Who  gave  himself  for  us,  that  he  might 
redeem  us  from  all  iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself  a 
peculiar  people,  zealous  of  good  works.

Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being 
made  a  curse  for  us  :  for  it  is  written,  Cursed,  kc. 

Who  gave  himself  for  our  sins,  that  he 
might  deliver  us  from  this  present  evil  world,  according 
to  the  will  of  God  and  our  Father.  Acts  x:tvi.  18.  To 
open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from  darkrjei^'S  to  light, 
aad  Tronj    the  power  of  Sitan  unto  6'od,  that   they  maj 
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of  death,  the  victory  of  the  grave,  and  everlast- 
ing damnation ;  ^  as  also  in  their  free  access 
to  God, '  and  their  yielding  obedience  unto 
him,  not  out  of  slavish  fear,  but  a  child-like 
love,  and  a  willing  mind.*  All  which  were 
common  also  to  believers  under  the  law  ;* 
but  under  the  New  Testament,  the  liberty  of 
Christians  is  further  enlarged  i.n  their  freedom 
from  the  yoke  of  the  ceremonial  law,  to  which 
the  Jewish  church  was  subjected;"  and  in 
greater  boldness   of  access   to   the   throne  of 

receive  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  inheritance  among  them 
which  are  sanctified  by  faith  that  is  in  me.

11.  God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience/ 
and  hath  left  it  free  from  the  doctrines 
and  commandments  of  men  which  are  in 
any  thing  contrary  to  his  word,  or  beside  it 
in  matters  of  faith  or  worship.^  So  that  to 
believe  such  doctrines,  or  to  obey  such  com- 
mandments out  of  conscience,  is  to  betray  true 

the  neck  of  the  disciples,  which  neither  our  fathers  nor 
we  were  able  to  bear?     Gal.  iv.  1,  2,  3,  6. 

<•  Heb.  iv.  14,  16.  Seeing  then  that  we  have  a  great 
high-priest,  that  is  passed  into  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  Son 
of  God,  let  us  hold  fast  our  profession. — Let  us  therefore 
come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  obtain 
mercy,  and  find  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need.

They  w'lo,  upon  pretence  of  Christian 
liberty,  do  practise  any  sin,  or  cherish  any 
lust,  do  thereby  destroy  the  end  of  Christian 
liberty  ;  which  is,  that,  being  delivered  out  of 
the  hands  of  our  enemies,  we  might  serve  the 
Lord  without  fear,  in  holiness  and  righteous- 
ness before  him,  all  the  days  of  our  life.-*

and  doctrines  of  men  ?  Which  things  have  indeed  a  show 
of  wisdom  in  will-worship,  and  humility,  and  neglecting 
of  the  body;  but  not  in  any  honour  to  the  satisfying  of 
the  flesh.  Gal.  i.  10.  For  do  I  now  persuade  men,  or 
God  ?  or  do  I  seek  to  please  men  ?  for  if  I  yet  pleased 
men,  I  should  not  be  the  servant  of  Christ.  Gal.  ii.  4. 
And  that  because  of  false  brethren  unawares  brought  in, 
who  came  in  privily  to  spy  out  our  liberty  which  we  have 
in  Christ  Jesus,  that  they  might  bring  us  into  bondage.

To  the  law  and  to  the  testimony  :  if 
they  speak  not  according  to  this  word,  it  is  because  there 
is  no  light  in  them.

opinions,  or  maintaining  of  such  practices,  as 
are  contrary  to  the  lio:ht  of  nature,  or  to  the 
known  principles  of  Christianity,  whether  con- 
cerning faith,  worship,  or  conversation  ;  or  to 
the  power  of  godliness ;  or  such  erroneous 
opinions  or  practices,  as,  either  in  their  own 
nature,  or  in  the  manner  of  publishing  or  main- 
taining them,  are  destructive  to  the  externa] 
peace  and  order  which  Christ  hath  established 

As  free,  and  not  using  your  liberty  for  a  cloak  of  mali- 
ciousness, but  as  the  servants  of  God.  Luke  i.  74,  75. 
That  he  would  grant  unto  us,  that  we  being  delivered  out 
of  the  hand  of  our  enemies,  might  serve  him  without  fear, 
in  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him,  all  the  days  of 
our  life.

CHAPTER  XXI. 

OP  RELIGIOUS  WORSHIP  AND  THE  SABBA7iI-DAT. 

The  light  of  nature  showeth  that  there  is  a 
God,  who  hath  lordship  and  sovereignty  over 
all;  is  good,  and  doeth  good  unto  all ;  and  is 
therefore  to  be  feared,  loved,  praised,  called 
upon,  trusted  in,  and  served  with  all  the  heart, 
and  with  all  the  soul,  and  with  all  the  might." 

1  Rom.  i.  32.  Who,  knowing  the  judgment  of  God, 
that  they  which  commit  such  things  are  worthy  of  death; 
not  only  do  the  same,  but  have  pleasure  in  them  that  do 
them.  1  Cor.  v.  1,  5,  11,  13.  It  is  reported  commonly 
that  there  is  fornication  among  you,  and  such  fornication 
as  is  not  so  much  as  named  among  the  Gentiles,  that  one 
should  have  his  father's  wife. — To  deliver  such  an  one 
unto  Satan  for  the  destruction  of  the  flesh,  that  the  spirit 
may  be  saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus. — But  now  I 
have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep  company,  if  any  man 
that  is  called  a  brother,  be  a  fornicator,  or  covetous,  or  an 
idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extortioner  ; 
svith  such  a  one,  no,  not  to  eat. — But  them  that  are  with- 
out, God  judgeth.  Therefore  put  away  from  among  your- 
selves that  wicked  person. 

And  if  any  man  obey  not  our  word 
by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and  have  no  company 
with  him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed.

II.  Religious  worship  is  to  be  given  to  God, 
the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost ;  and  to  him 
alone :  ^    not    to    angels,  saints,  or  any  other 

by  the  things  th.it  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  and 
godhead  ;  so  that  they  are  without  excuse.  Psa.  cxix. 
58.  Thou  art  good,  and  doest  good:  teach  me  thy  sta- 
tutes. Jer.-  X.  7.  Who  would  not  fear  thee,  0  King  of 
nations  ?  for  to  thee  doth  it  appertain :  forasmuch  as 
among  all  the  wise  men  of  the  nations,  and  in  all  their 
kingdoms,  there  is  none  like  unto  thee.  Psa.  xxxi.  23. 
0  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  saints  ;  for  the  Lord  pre- 
Bcrreth  the  faithful,  and  plentifully  rewardeth  the  proud 
door.

As  it  is  of  the  law  of  nature,  that,  in 
general,  a  due  proportion  of  time  be  set  apait 
for  the  worship  of  God  ;  so,  in  his  word,  by  a 
jDositive,  moral,  and  perpetual  commandment, 
binding  all  men  in  all  ages,  he  hath  particu- 
larly appointed  one  day  in  seven  for  a  Sabbath, 
to  be  kept  holy  unto  him  :  '^  which,  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world  to  the  resurrection  of 
Christ,  was  the  last  day  of  the  week  ;  and,  from 
the  resurrection  of  Christ,  was  changed  into 
the  first  day  of  the  week,^  which  in  Scripture 

♦  Isa.  Ivi.  7.  Mine  house  shall  be  called  an  house  of 
prayer  for  all  people.  Heb.  x.  25.  Not  forsaking  th« 
assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of  some 
is  ;  but  exhorting  one  another :  and  so  much  the  more,  as 
ye  see  the  day  approaching.

CHAPTER  XXII. 

OF  LAWFUL  OATHS  AND  VOWS. 

A  LAWFUL  oath  is  a  part  of  religious  wor- 
ship, ''  wherein  upon  just  occasion,  the  persoL 
swearing  solemnly  calleth  God  to  witness  what 
he  asserteth  or  promiseth ;  and  to  judge  hii. 
according  to  the  truth  or  falsehood  of  what  he 
sweareth.  ^ 

in  the  seventh  is  the  Sabbath  of  rest,  holy  to  the  Lord : 
whosoever  doeth  any  work  in  the  Sabbsith-day,  he  shaU 
surely  be  put  to  death.  Wherefore  the  children  of  Israel 
shall  keep  the  Sabbath,  to  observe  the  Sabbath  through- 
out their  generations  for  a  perpetual  covenant.  Isa.  Iviii. 
13.     Neh.  xiii.  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  21,  22. 

«  Isa.  Iviii.  13.  If  thou  turn  away  thy  foot  from  the 
Sabbath,  from  doing  thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day ;  anf 
call  the  Sabbath  a  delight,  the  holy  of  the  Lord,  honour' 
able ;  and  shalt  honour  him,  not  doing  thine  own  ways, 
nor  finding  thine  own  pleasure,  nor  speaking  thine  own 
words.

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II.  The  name  of  God  only  is  that  by  which 
men  ought  to  sweav,  and  therein  it  is  to  be 
used  with  all  holy  fear  and  reverence ;  "  there- 
fore to  swear  vainly  or  rashly  by  that  glo- 
rious and  dreadful  name,  or  to  swear  at  all  by 
any  other  thing,  is  sinful,  and  to  be  abhorred.  ^ 
Yet  as,  in  matters  of  w^eight  and  moment, 
an  oath  is  warranted  by  the  woid  of  God, 
under  the  New  Testament,  as  well  as  under 
the  Old,"  so  a  lawful  oath,  being  imposed  by 
lawful  authority,  in  such  matters  ought  to  be 
taken. 

III.  Whosoever  taketh  an  oath  ought  duly 
CO  consider  the  weightiness  of  so  solemn  an 
act,  and  therein  to  avouch  nothing  but  what 
fte  is  fully  persuaded  is  the  truth.  «     Neither

refuse  an  oath  touching  any  thing  that  is 
good  and  just,  being  imposed  by  lawful  au- 
thority. ' 

IV.  An  oath  is  to  be  taken  in  the  plain  and 
common  sense  of  the  words,  without  equivo- 
cation or  mental  reservation.-*  It  cannct 
oblige  to  sin  ;  but  in  any  thing  not  sinful,  beir.g 

Uveth,  in  truth,  in  judgment,  and  in  righteousness ;  and 
the  nations  shall  bless  themselves  in  him,  and  in  him 
shall  they  glory.     See  also  Ex.  xx.  7. 

And  Abraham  said  unto  his 
eldest  servant  of  his  house,  that  rul«d  over  all  that  he 
had,  Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy  hand  under  my  thigh  :  and  I 
will  make  thee  swear  by  the  Lord,  the  God  of  heaven,  and 
the  God  of  the  earth,  that  thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife  unto 
my  son  of  the  daughters  of  the  Canaanites,  among  whom 
I  dwell. — And  the  servant  put  his  hand  under  the  thigh 
of  Abraham  his  master,  and  sware  to  him  concerning  thai 
Matter. 

'  Num.  V.  19,  21.  And  the  priest  shall  charge  her  by 
an  oath,  and  say  unto  the  woman,  If  no  man  have  laio 
with  thee,  and  if  thou  hast  not.gone  aside  to  uncleanness 
with  another  instead  of  thy  husband,  be  thou  free  from 
this  bitter  water  that  causf*h  the  curse. — Then  the  priest 
shall  charge  the  woman  with  an  oath  of  cursing ;  and  the 
priest  shall  say  unto  the  woman,  The  Lord  make  thee  a 
curse  and  an  oath  among  thy  people,  when  the  Lord  doth 
make  thy  thigh  to  rot  and  thj  belly  to  swell.  Neh.  v. 
12.  Thei  I  called  the  priests,  and  took  an  oath  of  them, 
that  they  should  do  according  to  thip  promise.

V.  A  vow  is  of  the  like  nature  with  a  prom- 
issorj  oath,  and  ought  to  be  made  with  tlie 
like  religious  care,  and  to  be  performed  with 
the  like  faithfulness.  " 

VI.  It  is  not  to  be  made  to  any  creature,  but 
to  God  alone :  °  and  that  it  may  be  accepted, 
it  is  to  be  made  voluntarily,  out  of  faith  and 
conscience  of  duty,  in  way  of  thankfulness  for 
mercy   received,  or  for  obtaining  of  what  we

selve?  to  necessary  duties,  or  to  otlier  things, 
80  far  and  so  long  as  they  may  fitly  conduce

VII.  No  man  may  vow  to  do  any  thing  for- 
bidden in  the  word  of  God,  or  what  would  hin- 
der any  duty  therein  commanded,  or  which  is 
not  in  his  own  power,  and  for  the  performance 
whereof  he  hath  no  promise  or  ability  from 
God.  P  In  which  respects,  popish  monastical 
vows  of  perpetual  single  life,  professed  poverty, 
and  regular  obedience,  are  so  far  from  being 
degrees  of  higher  perfection,  that  they  are  su-

And  Jacob  vowed  a  vow, 
saying,  If  God  will  be  with  me,  and  will  keep  me  in  this 
way  that  I  go,  and  will  give  me  bread  to  eat,  and  raiment 
to  put  on,  so  that  I  come  again  to  mj'  father's  house  in 
peace:  then  shall  the  Lord  be  my  God:  and  this  stone, 
which  I  have  set  for  a  pillar,  shall  be  God's  house :  and 
of  all  that  thou  shalt  give  me,  I  will  surely  give  the  tenth 
unto  thee.  Compare  with  the  above  1  Sam.  i.  11,  and 
Psa.  cxxxii.  2,  3,  4,  5.

CHAPTER  XXIII. 

OF    THE    CIVIL    MAGISTRATE. 


God,  the  Supreme  Lord  and  King  of  all  the 
world,  hath  ordained  civil  magistrates  to  be 
under  him  over  the  people,  for  his  own  glory 
and  the  public  good,  and  to  this  end,  hath 
armed  them  with  the  power  of  the  sword,  for 
the  defence  and  encouragement  of  them  that 
are  good,  and  for  the  punishment  of  evil 
doers. ' 


1  1  Cor.  vii.  2,  9.  Nevertheless,  to  avoid  fornication, 
let  every  man  have  his  own  wife,  and  let  every  woman 
have  her  own  husband. — But  if  they  cannot  contain,  let 
them  marry :  for  it  is  better  to  marry  than  to  burn 
1  Cor.  vii.  23. 

•■  Rom  xiii.  1,  3,  4.  Let  every  soul  be  fubject  unto 
the  higher  powers.  For  there  is  no  power  but  of  God  : 
the  powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  God. — For  rulers 
are  not  a  terror  to  good  works,  but  to  the  evil.  Wilt 
thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power?  Do  that  which 
is  good,  and  thou  sbalt  have  praise  of  the  same.  For 
be  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if  thou 
do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid;  for  he  beareth  not  the 
sword  in  vain  :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God.  a  revenger 
to  execute  wrath  upon  him  that  doe  ".h  evil.  1  Pet.  ii.  lo 
14.  Submit  yourselves  to  every  (  rdinaiice  of  man  for 
the  Lord's  sake  :  whether  it  be  to  the  kinii,  as  supreme  ; 
or  unto  governors,  as  unto  them  that  are  fent  by  him  foi 
the  puiishment  of  evil-doers,  and  for  the  praise  of  them 
that  dj  well. 
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II.  It  is  lawful  for  Christians  to  accept  and 
er'ecute  the  office  of  a  magistrate,  when  called 
thereunto;^  in  the  managing  whereof,  as 
they  ought  especially  to  maintain  piety,  justice, 
and  peace,  according  t3  the  wholesome  laws 
of  each  commonwealth,'  so,  for  that  end,  they 
may  lawfully,  now  under  the  New  Testa 
ment,  wage  war  upon  just  and  necessary  occa- 
sions.'' 

III.  Civil  magistrates  may  not  assume  to 
themselves  the  administration  of  the  word  and 
sacraments  ;  ^  or  the  power  of  the  keys  of  the

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kingdom  of  heaven  ;  ^  or,  in  the  least,  inter 
fere  in  matters  of  faith.*  Yet  as  nursing 
fathers,  it  is  the  duty  of  civil  magistrates  to 
protect  the  church  of  our  common  Lord,  with- 
out giving  the  preference  to  any  denomination 
of  Christians  above  the  rest,  in  such  a  manner, 
that  all  ecclesiastical  persons  whatever  shall 
enjoy  the  full,  free,  and  unquestioned  liberty 
of  discharging  every  part  of  their  sacred  func- 
tions, without  violence  or  danger/  And,  as 
Jesus  Christ  hath  appointed  a  regular  govern- 
ment and  discipline  in  his  church,  no  law  of 
any  commonwealth  should  interfere  with,  let, 
or  hinder,  the  due  exei  cise  thereof,  among  the 
voluntary  members  of  any  denomination  of 
Christians,  according  to  their  own  profession 
and  belief.^  It  is  the  duty  of  civil  magis- 
trates to  protect  the  person  and  good  name  of

whatsoever :  and  to  take  order,  that  all  reli- 
orious  and  ecclesiastical  assemblies  be  held 
without  molestation  or  disturbance.* 

lY.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  people  to  pray  for 
magistrates, •*  to  honour  their  persons,"  to  pay 
*.hem  tribute  and  other  dues,**  to  obey  their 
\awful  commands,  and  to  be  subject  to  thei: 
authority,  for  conscience'  sake.®  Infidelity 
or  difference  in  religion,  doth  not  make  void 
the  magistrate's  just  and  legal  authority,  nor 
free  the  people  from  their  due  obedience 
to  him :  ^   from    which    ecclesiastical    persons

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

OF    MARRIAGE    AND    DIVORCE. 

Marriage  is  to  be  between  one  man  and 
9ne  woman  :  neither  is  it  lawful  for  any  man 
to  have  more  than  one  wife,  nor  for  any  wo- 
man to  have  more  than  one  husband  at  the 
same  time.' 

II.   Marriage  was  ordained  for  the  mutual 

and  for  the  praise  of  them  that  do  well. — As  free,  and  not 
using  your  liberty  for  a  cloak  of  maliciousness,  but  as  the 
servants  of  God. 

g  Rom.  xiii.  1.  Let  every  soul  be  subject  unto  tha 
higher  powers.  Acts  xxv.  10,  11.  Then  said  Paul,  I 
stand  at  Csesar's  judgment- seat,  where  I  ought  to  be 
judged;  to  the  Jews  have  I  done  no  wrong,  as  thou  very 
well  kuowest.  For  if  I  be  an  offender,  or  have  committed 
any  thing  worthy  of  death,  I  refuse  not  to  die :  but 
if  there  be  none  of  these  things  whereof  these  accuse 
me,  no  man  may  deliver  me  unto  tiiem.  1  appeal  unto 
Caesar. 

b  2  '?  hess.  ii.  4.  Who  opposeth  and  exalteth  himself 
Above  ail  that  is  called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped;  so 
that  .he,  a^  God^  sitteth  in  the  temple  of  God,  showing 
hinself  that  he  's  God.  Rev.  xiii  15,  16,  17,  18.  And 
hf  had  power  to  five  life  unto  the  imasre  &c.

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help  of  husband  and  wife;^  for  tht  inciease 
of  mankind  with  a  legitimate  issue,  and  of  the 
church  with  an  holj  seed ;  ^  and  for  prevent- 
inor  of  uncleanness.  ^ 

III.  It  is  lawful  for  all  sorts  of  people  t ) 
marry  who  are  able  with  judgment  to  give 
their  consent,  ™  yet  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians 
to  marry  only  in  the  Lord.  °  And,  therefore, 
such  as  profess  the  true  reformed  religion 
should  not  marrj  with  infidels,  Papists,  or 
other  idolaters :  neither  should  such  as  are 
godly  be  unequally  yoked,  by  marrying  with 
such  as  are  notoriously  wicked  in  their  life,  or 
maintain  damnable  heresies.  ° 

i  Gen.  ii.  18.  And  the  Lord  God  said,  It  is  not  good 
that  man  should  be  alone  :  I  will  make  him  an  help  meet 
for  him. 

k  Mai.  ii.  15.  And  did  not  he  make  one?  Yet  had 
he  the  residue  of  the  Spirit.  And  wherefore  one  ?  That 
he  might  seek  a  godly  seed.  Therefore  take  heed  to 
your  spirit,  and  let  none  deal  treacherously  against  the 
wife  of  his  youth.

Marriage  ought  not  to  he  within  the 
degrees  of  consa»iguinity  or  affinity  foibidden 
in  the  word ;  ^  n3r  can  such  incestuous  mar- 
riages ever  be  made  lawful  by  any  law  of  man, 
or  consent  of  parties,  so  as  those  persons  may 
live  together,  as  man  and  wife.  ^  The  man 
may  not  marry  any  of  his  wife's  kindred 
nearer  in  blood  than  he  may  of  his  own,  nor 
the  woman  of  her  husband's  kindred  nearer  in 
blood  than  of  her  own. ' 

V.  Adultery  or  fornication,  committed  after 
a  contract,  being  detected  before  marriage, 
giveth  just  occasion  to  the  innocent  party  to 
dis-iolve  that  contract.  ■     In  the  case   of  adul- 

wit'ii  unbelievers  ;  for  what  fellowship  hath  righteousness 
with  unrighteousness  ?  and  what  comnuinion  hath  light 
with  darkness?  Gen.  xxxiv.  14  Ex.  xxxiv.  16.  Com- 
pare 1  Kings  xi.  4.     Neh.  xiii.  25,  26,  27. 

P  Lev  xviii.  chap.  1  Cor.  v.  1.  It  is  reported  com- 
monly that  there  is  fornication  among  you,  and  such 
fornication  as  is  not  so  much  as  named  among  the  Gen- 
f'.les,  that  one  should  have  his  father's  wife. 

q  Mark  vi.  18.  For  John  had  said  unto  Herod,  It  is 
not  lawful  for  thee  to  have  thy  brother's  wife.  Lev. 
•iviii.  24,  25,  26,  27,  28.

cent party  to  sue  out  a  divorce,  *  and  after  the 
divorce  to  marry  another,  as  if  the  offending 
party  were  dead.  ^ 

VI.  Although  the  corruption  of  man  be  such 
as  is  apt  to  study  arguments,  unduly  to  put 
asunder  those  whom  God  hath  joined  together 
in  marriage  ;  yet  nothing  but  adultery,  or  such 
wilful  desertion  as  can  no  way  be  remedied  by 
the  church  or  civil  magistrate,  is  cause  suffi- 
cient of  dissolving  the  bond  of  marriage :  ^ 
wherein  a  public  and  orderly  course  of  proceed- 

found  with  child  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then  Joseph  her 
husband,  being  a  just  man,  and  not  willing  to  make  her 
a  public  example,  was  minded  to  put  her  away  privily. 
But  while  he  thought  on  these  things,  behold,  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  to  him  in  a  dream,  saying,  Joseph, 
thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to  take  unto  thee  Mary  thy 
wife ;  for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her,  is  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

*  Matt.  V.  31,  82.  It  hath  been  said.  Whosoever  shall 
put  away  his  wife,  let  him  give  her  a  writing  of  divorce- 
ment :  but  I  say  unto  you,  that  whosoever  shall  put  away 
his  wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of  fornication,  causeth  her 
to  commit  adultery :  and  whosoever  shall  marry  her  that 
is  divorced,  committeth  adultery.

CHAPTER  XXV. 

OF    THE    CHURCH. 


The  catholic  or  universal  church,  which  is 
invisible,  consists  of  the  whole  number  of  the 
elect,  that  have  been,  are,  or  shall  be  gathered 
into  one,  under  Christ  the  head  thereof;  and 
is  the  spouse,  the  bodj,  the  fulness  of  him  that 
filleth  all  in  all.  "^ 

II.  The  visible  church,  which  is  also  catholic 
or  universal  under  the  gospel,  (not  confined  to 
one  nation  as  before  under  the  law)  consists 
of  all  those  throughout  the  world,  that  profess 
the  true   religion,  ^  together  wdth  their  child- 

What  therefore  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put 
asunder. 

^  Ezra  X.  3.  Now  therefore  let  us  make  a  covenant 
with  our  God,  to  put  away  all  the  wives,  and  such  as  aro 
born  of  them,  according  to  the  counsel  of  my  lord,  and  of 
those  that  tremble  at  the  commandment  of  our  Gud ;  and 
let  it  be  done  according  to  the  law. 

»  Eph.  i.  10,  22,  23.  Tht.  in  the  dispensation  of  the 
».'alness  of  times,  he  might  gather  together  in  one  all  things 
in  Christ,  both  which  are  in  heaven,  and  which  are  on 
earth;  even  in  him — And  hath  put  all  things  under  his 
feet,  and  gave  him  to  be  the  head  over  all  things  to  the 
iharcL,  which  is  his  body,  the  fulness  of  him  that  filleih 
all  in  all.

III.   Unto  this  catholic  visible  church,  Christ 

called  to  be  saints,  with  all  that  in  every  place  call  upon 
the  nnme  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  both  theirs  and  ours 
1  Cor.  xii.  12,  13.  For  as  the  body  is  one,  and  hath 
many  members,  and  all  the  members  of  that  one  body, 
being  ir.any,  are  one  body ;  so  also  is  Christ.  For  by 
one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into  one  body,  whether  we 
be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond  or  free;  and 
have  been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit.  Psa.  ii.  8. 
Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine  in- 
heritance, and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy 
possession.     Rom.  xv.  9,  10,  11,  12. 

«  1  Cor.  vii.  14.  For  the  unbelieving  husband  is  sanc- 
tified b/  the  wife,  and  the  unbelieving  wife  is  sanctified 
by  the  husband :  else  were  your  children  unclean  ;  but 
now  are  they  holy.  Acts  ii.  39.  For  the  promise  is  untc 
you  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off, 
even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call.  Gen.  xvii. 
7.  And  1  will  establish  my  covenant  between  me  and 
thee,  and  thy  seed  after  thee,  in  their  generations,  for  an 
everlasting  covenant;  to  be  a  God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy 
seed  after  thee.  Rom.  xi.  16.  For  if  the  first  fruit  be 
holy,  the  lump  is  also  holy  ;  and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so 
are  the  branches.     Gal.  iii.  7,  9,  14.    Rom.  iv.  throughout. 

»  Matt.  xiii.  47.  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like 
anto  a  net  that  was  cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered  of 
every  kind.     Isa.  ix.  7. 

b  Eph.  ii.  19.  Now  therefore  ye  are  no  more  strangers 
and  foreigners,  but  fellow-citizens  with  the  saints,  and 
)f  the  household  of  God.  Eph.  iii.  15.  Of  whom  the 
whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth  is  named.  Prov.  xxix. 
18.  Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people  perish;  but  h« 
that  keepeth  the  law,  happy  is  he. 

e  j\cts  ii.  47  And  the  Lord  added  t?  the  church  dailj 
»ucb  »3  should  lo  saved. 
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hath  given  the  ministry,  oracles,  and  ordi- 
nances of  God,  for  the  ga<:hering  and  perfect- 
ing of  the  saints,  in  this  life,  to  the  end  of  the 
world :  and  doth  by  his  own  presence  and 
Spirit,  according  to  his  promise,  make  them 
effectual  thereunto.  * 

IV.  This  catholic  church  hath  been  some- 
times more,  sometimes  less,  visibl-e.  •  And 
particular  churches,  which  are  members  there- 
of, are  more  or  less  pure,  according  as  the  doc- 
trine of  the  gospel  is  taught  and  embraced,  or- 

<i  Eph.  iv.  11,  12,  13.  And  he  gave  some,  apostles; 
aad  some,  prophets;  and  some,  evangelists;  and  some, 
pastors  and  teachers  ;  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints, 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ:  till  we  all  come  in  the  inity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect 
man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  cf 
Christ.  Isa.  lix.  21.  As  for  me,  this  is  ray  covenant 
with  them,  saith  the  Lord :  My  Spirit  that  is  upon 
thee,  and  my  words  which  I  have  put  in  thy  mouth,  shall 
not  depart  out  of  thy  mouth,  nor  out  of  the  mouth  of  thy 
seed,  nor  out  of  the  mouth  of  thy  seed's  seed,  saith  the 
Lord,  from  henceforth  and  for  ever.  Matt,  xxviii 
19,  20. 

e  Kom.  xi.  3,  4.  Lord,  they  have  killed  thy  prophets, 
and  digged  down  thine  altars ;  and  I  am  left  alone, 
and  they  seek  my  life.  But  what  saith  the  answer  of 
God  unto  him?  I  have  reserved  to  myself  seven  thou- 
sand men,  who  have  not  bowed  the  knee  to  the  image  of 
Baal.  Rev.  xii.  6,  14.  And  the  woman  fled  into  the 
wilderness,  where  she  hath  a  place  prepared  of  God,  that 
they  should  feed  her  there  a  thousand  two  hundred  and 
three  score  days. — And  to  the  woman  were  given  twr 
wings  of  a  great  eagle,  that  she  might  fly  into  the  wilder- 
ness, into  her  place;  where  she  is  nourished  foi  a  time, 
and  tittes,  ;tud  half  a  time,  from  the  face  of  the  seipen^ 
Lets  ix   31. 
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iinances  administered,  and  public  worship  pei'- 
formed  more  or  less  purely  in  them/ 

V.  The  purest  churches  under  heaven  are 
subject  both  to  mixture  and  error  :  ^  and  some 
have  so  degenerated,  as  to  become  no  churches 
of  Christ,  but  synagogues  of  Satan. ^  Never- 
theless, there  shall  be  always  a  church  on  earth, 
to  worship  God  according  to  his  will.* 

VI.  Tliere  is  no  other  head  of  the  church 

f  1  Cor.  V.  6,  7.  Your  glorying  is  not  good.  Know  ye 
not,  that  a  little  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump  ? 
Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a 
new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ  our 
passover  is  sacrificed  for  us.  Rev.  ii.  and  iii.  chapters 
throughout. 

6  1  Cur.  xiii.  12.  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass  darkly  ; 
but  then  face  to  face  :  now  I  know  in  part;  but  then  shall 
I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known.  Matt.  xiii.  24,  25,  26, 
27,  28,  29,  30,  47.  Another  parable  put  he  forth  unto 
them,  saying.  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  likened  unto  a 
man  which  sowed  good  seed  in  his  field  ;  but  while  men 
slept,  his  enemy  came  and  sowed  tares  among  the  wheat, 
and  went  his  way.  But  when  the  blade  was  sprung  up, 
and  brought  forth  fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares  also,  &c.— 
Again  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  net  that  was 
cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered  of  every  kind.  Rev.  ii. 
and  iii.  chapters. 

h  Rev.  xviii.  2.  And  he  cried  mightily  with  a  strong 
voice,  saying,  Babylon  the  great  is  fallen,  is  fallen,  and  ia 
become  the  habitation  of  devils,  and  the  hold  of  every  fou'. 
spirit,  and  a  cage  of  every  unclean  and  hateful  bird. 
'Xom.  xi.  18,  19,  20,  21,  22. 

•  Matt.  xvi.  18.  And  I  say  also  unto  thee,  that  thcu 
art  Peter  ;  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church,  and 
the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.

The  children  of  thy  servants  shall  continue,  and  theiT 
seei  shall  bff  established  o  I'jve  thee.

of  Rome,  in  any  sense  be  bead  thereof;  but  is 
that  antichrist,  that  man  of  sin,  and  son  of 
pcrdi:ion,  that  exalteth  himself,  in  the  church, 
aixainst  Chri:it,  and  all  that  is  called  God.'' 


CHAPTER  XXVI. 

OF    THE    COMMUNION    OF   SAINTS. 

All  saints  that  are  united  to  Jesus  Christ 
their  head,  by  his  Spirit  and  by  faith,  have  fel- 
lowship with  him  in  his  graces,  sufferings,  death, 
resurrection,   and  glory  :^    and,   being   united 

^  Col.  i.  18.  And  he  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the  church  : 
who  is  the  beginning,  the  first-born  from  the  dead  ;  that 
in  all  things  he  might  have  the  pre-eminence,  Eph.  i.  22. 
And  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet,  and  gave  him  to 
be  the  head  over  all  things  to  the  church. 

^  Matt,  xxiii.  8,  9,  10.  But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi  ; 
for  one  is  your  master,  even  Christ ;  and  all  ye  are  breth- 
ren. And  call  no  man  your  father  upon  the  earth  ;  for 
one  is  your  Father,  which  is  in  heaven.  Neither  be  ye 
called  masters;  for  one  is  your  Master,  even  Christ. 
'i  Thess.  ii.  3,  4,  &c.  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any 
means  :  for  that  day  shall  not  come,  except  there  come  a 
falling  away  first,  and  that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  s«n 
of  perdition  ;  who  opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  above 
all  that  is  called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped  ;  so  that  he 
st^  God,  sitteth  in  the  temple  of  God,  showing  himself  that 
he  is  God. 

'  1  John  i.  3.  That  which  we  have  seen  and  heard 
declare  we  unto  you,  that  ye  also  may  have  fellowship 
with  us  ;  and  truly  our  fellowship  is  with  the  Father, 
and  with  his  Son  Jesus  Christ.  Eph.  iii.  16,  17  That 
he    would   grant    yoi    according   to    the    ricbe?    of  his 
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to  one  another  in  love,  they  have  communion 
in  each  other's  gifts  and  graces, ""  and  are 
obliged  to  the  performance  of  such  duties,  pub- 
lic and  private,  as  do  conduce  to  their  mutual 
good,  both  in  the  inward  and  outward  man.  " 

II.  Saints,  by  profession,  a»*e  bound  to  main 
tain  an  holy  fellowship  and  communion  in  the 
worship  of  God,  and  in  performing  such  other 
spiritual  services  as  tend  to  their  mutua)  edifi- 
cation ;  *  as  also  in  relieving  each  other  in  out- 
glory,  to  be  strengthened  with  might  by  his  Spirit  in  the 
inner  man  ;  that  Christ  may  dwell  in  your  hearts  bj  faith. 
John  i.  16.  And  of  his  fulness  have  all  we  received,  avd 
grace  for  grace.  Phil.  iii.  10.  That  I  may  know  hira, 
and  the  power  of  his  resurrection,  and  the  fellowship  %f 
bis  sufferings,  being  made  conformable  unto  his  death. 

"  Eph.  iv.  15,  16,  But  speaking  the  truth  in  love, 
may  grow  up  into  hira  in  all  things,  which  is  the  head, 
even  Christ:  from  whom  tiie  whole  body  fitly  joined  to- 
gether and  compacted  by  that  which  every  joint  sup- 
plieth,  according  to  the  effectual  working  in  the  measure 
of  every  pari,  maketh  increase  of  the  body,  unto  the 
edifying  of  itself  in  love. 

"  1  Thess.  v.  11,  14.  Wherefore  comfort  yourselves 
together,  and  edify  one  another,  even  as  also  ye  do. — 
Now  we  exhort  you,  brethren,  warn  them  that  are  un- 
ruly, comfort  the  feeble-minded,  support  the  weak,  be  pri- 
tient  toward  all  men.  Gal.  vi.  10.  As  we  have  there- 
fore opportunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men,  especially 
unto  them  who  are  of  the  household  of  faith.  1  Johjh 
iii.  16,  17,  18. 

°  Heb.  X.  24,  25.  And  let  us  co.isider  c  ^e  another,  to 
provoke  unto  love,  and  to  good  works :  not  forsaking  the 
•ssembling  of  ourselves  together  as  the  manner  of  some 
is;  bat  exhorting  one  another;  and  so  much  the  more, 
as  ye  see  the  day  approaching.  Acts  ii.  42,  46.  And 
they  continued  steadfastly  in  the  apostles'  doctrine  and 
fello  vship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers. — 
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ward  things,  accordins:  to  their  several  abilities 
and  necessities.  Which  communion,  as  God 
offereth  opportunity,  is  to  be  extended  unto  all 
tliose  who,  in  every  place,  call  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus.  ^ 

III.  This  communion  which  the  saints  have 
with  Christ,  doth  not  make  them  in  any  wise 
partakers  of  the  substance  of  his  Godhead,  or 
to  be  equal  with  Christ  in  any  respect:  either 
of  which  to  affirm,  is  impious  and  blasphemous.^ 
Nor  doth  their  communion  one  with  another, 
as  saints,  take  away,  or  infringe  the  title  or 
property  which  each  man  hath,  in  his  goods 
and  possessions. ' 

And  they,  continuing  -with  one  accord  in  the  temple,  ani 
breaking  bread  from  house  to  house,  did  eat  their  meal 
with  gladness  and  singleness  of  heart.  Isa.  ii.  3.  1  Cor, 
xi.  20. 

P  1  John  iii.  17.  But  vrhoso  hath  this  world's  good, 
and  seeth  his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bow- 
els of  compassion  from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God 
in  him  ?  Acts  xi.  29,  30.  Then  the  disciples,  every  man 
according  to  his  ability,  determined  to  send  relief  unto 
the  brethren  which  dwelt  in  Judea  :  which  also  they  did, 
and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands  of  Barnabas  and 
Saul.     2  Cor.  mtki.  and  ix.  chapters. 

•»  Col.  i.  18.  And  he  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the  church  • 
who  is  the  beginning,  the  first-born  from  the  dead  ;  that 
in  all  things  he  might  have  the  pre-eminence.  1  Cor. 
viii.  6.  But  to  us  there  is  but  one  God,  the  Father,  of 
whom  are  all  things,  and  we  in  him  ;  and  one  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  by  whom  are  all  things,  and  we  by  him.

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CHAPTER  XXYII. 

OF  THE   SACRAMENTS. 

Sacraments  are  holy  signs  and  seals?  of 
the  covenant  of  grace,^  immediately  instituted 
l>y  God,*  to  represent  Christ  and  his  bene- 
fits, and  to  confirm  our  interest  in  him  :"  as 
also  to  put  a  visible  difference  between  those 
that  belong  unto  the  church,  and  the  rest 
of  the  world  f  and  solemnly  to  engage  them 

■  Rom.  iv.  11.  And  he  received  the  pis^n  of  circum- 
cision, a  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  the  faitli  whicli  he 
had,  yet  being  un circumcised  ;  that  he  might  be  the 
father  of  all  them  that  believe,  though  they  be  not  cir- 
cumcised; that  righteousness  might  be  imputed  irUo 
them  also.  Gen.  xvii.  7.  And  I  will  establish  my  cove- 
nant between  me  and  thee,  and  thy  seed  after  thee,  in 
their  generations,  for  an  everlasting  covenant;  to  be  a 
God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee. 

'  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, b.tptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  1  Cor.  xi.  23.  For  I 
liHve  received  of  the  Lord,  that  wliich  also  I  delivered 
unto  you,  that  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which 
he  was  betrayed,  took  bread. 

"  1  Cor.  X.  16.  The  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless, 
is  it  not  tlie  communion  of  the  blood  of  Christ?  The 
bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the 
body  of  Christ  ?  1  Cor.  xi.  25,  26.  After  the  same  man- 
ner also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saying, 
This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood :  this  do  ye, 
as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  For  as 
often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do 
show  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come.  Gal.  iii.  27.  For 
as  many  of  you  as  have  been  baptized  into  Christ,  have 
put  on  Christ. 

'  Ex.  xii.  48.  And  when  a  stranger  shall  sojourn  with 
13 
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to  the  service  of  God  ii  Christ,  according  to 

his  woi  L  ^ 

II.  There  -s  in  ever^  sacrameLt  a  spiritual 
relation  or  sacramental  union,  between  the 
sign  and  the  thing  signified ;  whence  it  comes 
to  pass,  that  the  names  and  effects  of  the  one 
are  attributed  to  the  other.  ^ 

III.  The  grace  which  is  exhibited  in  or  by 
the  sacraments,  rightly  used,  is  not  conferred 
by  any  power  in  them  ;  neither  doth  the  effi- 
cacy of  a  sacrament  depend  upon  the  piety  or 

thee,  and  will  keep  the  passover  to  the  Lord,  let  all  his 
males  be  circumcised,  and  then  let  him  come  near  and 
keep  it ;  and  he  shall  be  as  one  that  is  born  in  the  land  : 
for  no  uncircumcised  person  shall  eat  thereof.  1  Cor. 
X.  21.  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord,  and  the 
cup  of  devils  :  ye  cannot  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  table, 
and  of  the  table  of  devils. 

w  Rom.  vi.  3,  4.  Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  ua 
as  were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ,  were  baptized  into  his 
death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  baptism 
into  death  ;  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the 
dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should 
walk  in  newness  of  life.  1  Cor.  x.  2,  16.  And  were  all 
baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea. — Th« 
cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  communion 
of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?  The  bread  which  we  break,  is 
it  not  the  communion  of  the  Dody  of  Christ  ? 

*  Gen.  xvii.  10.  This  is  ray  covenant  which  ye  shall 
keep,  between  me  and  you,  and  thy  seed  aficr  tiiee: 
ever>  man-child  among  you  shall  be  circumcised.  Matt, 
xxvi.  27,  28.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  tlianks. 
and  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink  ye  ail  of  it:  for  tlii^^ 
18  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed  for 
many  for  the  remission  of  sins.  Tit.  iii.  5.  ^ot  by 
works  of  righteousness  which  we  have  done,  but  accord- 
ing to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regene* 
lation,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
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intention  of  him  that  doth  administor  it,  ^  but 
upon  the  work  of  the  Spirit, '  and  the  \rord 
of  institution,  which  contains,  together  with  a 
precept  authorizing  the  use  thereof,  a,  promisi. 
of  benefit  to  worthy  receivers.  " 

IV.  There  be  only  two  sacraments  ordained 
by  Christ  our  Lord  in  the  Gospel,  that  is  to 
say,  baptism  and  the  supper  of  the  Lord : 
neither  of  which  may  be  dispensed  by  any, 
but  by  a  minister  of  the  word,  lawfully  or- 
dained. ^ 

7  Roin.  ii.  28,  29.  For  he  is  not  a  Jew,  which  is  one 
outwardly  :  neither  is  that  circumcision  which  is  out- 
ward in  the  flesh :  but  he  is  a  Jew  which  is  one  in- 
wardly ;  and  circumcision  is  that  of  the  heart,  in  the 
spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter;  wliose  praise  is  not  of  men, 
but  of  God.  1  F>t.  iii.  21.  The  like  figure  whereunto, 
even  baptism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting 
away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good 
conscience  toward  God)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

«  Matt.  iii.  11.  I  indeed  baptize  you  with  water 
unto  repentance:  but  he  that  cometh  after  rae  is  mightier 
than  I,  whose  shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  bear  :  he  shall 
baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  fire.  1  Cor 
xii  13.

CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

OF    BAPTISM. 


Baptism  is  a  sacrament  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, ordained  by  Jesus  Christ,  ^  not  only 
for  the  solemn  admission  of  the  party  baptized 
into  the  visible  church,  *  but  also   to   be  unto 


not  to  eat  the  Lord's  supper. — For  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord,  that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you,  that  the  Lord 
Jei  18,  the  same  night  in  vphich  he  was  betrayed,  took 
brc  id.  1  Cor.  iv.  1.  Let  a  man  so  account  of  us,  as  of 
the  ministers  of  Christ,  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of 
Gc  i.  Heb.  V.  4.  And  no  man  taketh  this  honour  unto 
hitoself,  but  he  that  is  called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron 

1  Cor,  X.  1,  2,  3,  4.  Moreover,  brethren,  I  would 
not  that  ye  should  be  ignorant,  how  that  all  our  fathers 
were  under  the  cloud,  and  all  passed  through  the  sea  ; 
and  were  all  baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  iu  the 
sea  ;  and  did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat ;  and  did  all 
drink  the  same  spiritual  drink:  (for  they  drank  of  that 
spiritual  rock  which  followed  them  ;  and  that  rock  was 
Christ.)  1  Cor.  v.  7,  8.  Purge  out  therefore  the  old 
leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a  new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened. 
For  even  Christ  our  passover  is  sacrificed  for  U8  •  there- 
fore let  us  keep  the  feast,  not  with  old  leaven,  neither 
with  the  leaven  of  malice  and  wickedness  ;  but  with  the 
unleavened  bread  of  sincerity  and  truth.

Therefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  bap- 
tism into  death  ;  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  np  from 
tile  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  als(; 
hhould  walk  in  newness  of  life.

T  je  outward  element  to  be  used  in  thig 
sacrament  is  water,  wherewith  the  party  13  to 
be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  a 
minister  of  the  gospel,  lawfully  called  there- 
unto. ' 

III.  Dipping  of  the  person  into  the  water  is 
not  necessary;  but  baptism  is  rightly  admin- 
istered by  pouring,  or  sprinkling  water  upon 
the  person.  ™ 

IV.  Not  only  those  that  do  actually  profesa

— That  the  blessing  of  Abraham 
might  come  on  the  Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ;  that 
V  e  might  receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith. 
Koni,  iv.  11,  12.  And  he  received  the  sign  of  circum- 
cision, a  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he 
had,  yet  being  uncircumcised  ;  that  he  might  be  the  father 
of  all  them  that  believe,  though  they  be  not  circumcised  : 
that  righteousness  might  be  imputed  unto  them  also  :  and 
the  father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  are  not  of  the  cir- 
cumcision only,  but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that 
faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which  he  had,  being  yet  un- 
circumcised. Acts  ii.  38,  39.  Repent,  and  be  baptized 
every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.

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negiect  this  ordinance,  ^  yet  grace  and  salva- 
tion are  not  so  inseparably  annexed  unto  it,  as 
that  no  person  can  be  regenerated  or  saved 
without  it,  •*  or  that  all  that  are  baptized,  are 
undoubtedly  regenerated.  ' 

V^I.  The  efficacy  of  baptism  is  not  tied  to 
that  moment  of  time  wherein  it  is  adminis- 
tered ;  "  yet,  notwithstanding,  by  the  right 
use  of  this  ordinance  the  grace  promised  is  not 
only  offered,  but  really  exhibited  and  conferred 
by  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  such  (whether  of  age  or 


p  Luke  vii.  30.  But  the  Pharisees  and  lawyers  re- 
jected the  counsel  of  God  against  themselves,  being  not 
baptized  of  him.  Ex.  iv.  24,  25,  26.  And  it  came  to 
pass  by  the  way  in  the  inn.  that  the  Lord  met  him,  and 
sought  to  kill  him.

CHAPTER  XXIX. 

OF    THE    lord's    SUPPER. 


Our  Lord  Jesus,  in  the  night  wherein  he 
was  betrayed,  instituted  the  sacrament  of  his 
body  and  blood,  called  the  Lord's  Supper,  to 
be  observed  in  his  church,  unto  the  end  of  the 
wo  Jd  ;  for  the  perpetual  remembrance  of  the 
sa»  :ifice  of  himself  in  his  death,  the  sealing  all 
benefits  thereof  unto  true  believers,  their 
sp  vitual  nourishment  and  growth  in  him,  their 
fu/  ther  engagement  in,  and  to  all  duties  which 
they  owe  unto  him ;  and  to  be  a  bond  and 
pledge  of  their  communion  with  him,  and  with 
each  other,  as  members  of  his  mystical  body. ' 

*  Gal.  iii.  27.  For  as  many  of  you  as  have  been  bap- 
tized into  Christ,  have  put  on  Christ.  Eph.  v.  25,  26. 
Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and  gave  himself  for  it; 
that  he  might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it  with  the  washing  of 
»  aer  by  the  word.     Acts  ii.  38,  41. 

•*  Tit  iii.  6.  Not  by  works  of  righteousness  which  we 
flave  done,  but  according  to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by 
the  washing  of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

N.  B.  There  is  no  command,  and  no  adequate  example, 
fur  the  repetition  of  baptism.

Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took 
biend:  and  when  he  had  given  thanks  he  brake  it,  and  said. 
Take,  eat ;  this  is  uiy  body,  which  is  broken  for  you  :  thie 
do  in  remembrance  of  me.  After  the  same  manner  also 
he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saying,  This  cup  is 
the  new  testament  in  my  blood:  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye 
Jrink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup.  ye  do  show  the  Lord's 
death  till  he  come.  1  Cor.  x.  16,  17,  21.  The  cup  of 
blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the 
blood  of  Christ?  The  bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  th« 
communion  of  the  body  of  Christ?  For  we,  being  many, 
are  one  bread,  and  one  body:  for  we  are  all  partakers  of 
that  one  bread. — Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord,  and 
the  cup  of  devils:  ye  cannot  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's 
table,  and  of  the  table  of  devils.  1  Cor.  xii.  13.  For  by 
one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into  one  body,  whether  we 
be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond  or  free;  and 
have  been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit. 

w  Heb.  ix.  22,  25,  26,  28.  And  almost  all  things  are 
by  the  law  purged  with  blood  ;  and  without  shedding  of 
blood  is  no  remission. — Nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  him- 
self often,  as  the  high-priest  enteretb  into  the  holy  place 
every  year  with  blood  of  others;  for  then  must  he  often 
have  suflfered  since  the  foundation  of  vhe  world  :  but  now 
once  in  the  end  of  the  world  hath  he  appeared  to  put 
away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself. — So  Christ  was  once 
offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many  :  and  unto  tt  *m  that  look 
for  him,  shall  he  appear  the  second  time,  without  sin 
anto  salvation. 

»  Matt.  xxvi.  26,  27.  And  as  they  were  eating,  Je- 
au8   took  bread,  and  blessed  it.  and  brake   it,  aid  gav«

the  Popish  sacrifice  of  tho  mass,  as  thej  call  it, 
is  most  abominably  injuiious  to  Christ's  one 
only  sacrifice,  the  aJone  propitiation  for  all  the 
sins  of  the  elect.  ^ 

III.  The  Lord  Jesus  hath,  in  this  ordinance, 
appointed  his  ministers  to  declare  his  word  of 
institution  to  the  people,  to  pray,  and  bless  the 
elements  of  bread  and  wine,  and  thereby  to 
set  them  apart  from  a  common  to  an  holy  use ; 
and  to  take  and  break  the  bread,  to  take  the 
cup,  and  (they  communicating  also  them- 
selves)  to   give   both   to  the   communicants ;  " 

ii  to  the  disciples,  and  said,  Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body. 
And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to 
them,  saying,  Drink  ye  all  of  it.  Luke  xxii.  19,  20. 
And  he  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake  it,  and 
gave  unto  them,  saying,  This  is  my  body  which  is  given 
for  you:  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  Likewise  also 
the  cup  af^er  supper,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testa- 
ment in  my  blood  which  is  shed  for  you. 

y  Heb.  vii.  23.  24,  27.  And  they  truly  were  many 
priests,  because  they  were  not  suffered  to  continue  by 
reason  of  death :  but  this  man,  because  he  continueth 
ever,  hath  an  unchangeable  priesthood. — Who  needeth 
not  daily,  as  those  high-priests,  to  offer  up  sacrifice,  first 
for  his  own  sins,  and  then  for  the  people's :  for  this  he 
did  once,  when  he  offered  up  himself.  Heb.  x.  11,  12, 
14,  18.  And  every  priest  standeth  daily  ministering  and 
offering  oftentimes  the  same  sacrific(s,  which  can  never 
take  away  sins  :  but  this  man,  after  ae  had  offered  one 
sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat  down  on  the  right-hand  of 
God. — For  by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for  ever 
them  that  are  sanctified. — Now,  where  remission  of  thes* 
is,  th.;re  is  no  more  offering  for  sin. 

«  See  the  institution.  Matt.  xxvi.  26,  27,  28.  Mark 
xiv.  22,  23,  24.  L-  ke  xxU  19,  20,  and  1  Cor.  xi.  28

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but   to  none  who  are  not  then  present  in  the 
congregation  * 

IV.  Private  masses,  or  receiving  this  sacra- 
ment by  a  priest,  or  any  other,  alone ;  **  as 
likewise  the  denial  of  the  cup  to  the  people;* 
worshipping  the  elements,  the  lifting  them  up, 
or  carrying  them  about  for  adoration,  and  the 
reserving  them  for  any  pretended  religious  use, 
aie  all  contrary  to  the  nature  of  this  sacra- 
ment, and  to  the  institution  of  Christ.  ^ 

V.  The  outward  elements  in  this  sacrament, 
duly  set  apart  to  the  uses  ordained  by  Christ, 
have  such  relation  to  him  crucified,  as  that 
truly,  yet  sacramcntally  only,  they  are  some- 
times called  by  the  name  of  the  things  they 
represent,  to  wit,  the  body  and  blood  of 
Christ ;  ®    albeit,  in     substance     and    nature, 

»  Acts  XX.  7.  And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
when  the  disciples  came  together  to  break  bread,  Paul 
preached  unto  them,  (ready  to  depart  on  the  morrow) 
and  continued  his  speech  until  midnight.  1  Cor.  xi.  20. 
When  ye  come  together  therefore  into  one  place,  this  is 
not  to  eat  the  Lord's  supper. 

b.c  Because  there  is  not  the  least  appearance  of  a  war- 
rant for  any  of  these  things,  either  in  precept  or  exam- 
ple, in  any  part  of  the  word  of  God.  See  all  the  places 
in  which  the  ordinance  is  mentioned  ;  the  most  important 
of  which  are  cited  above. 

"*  Matt.  XV.  9.  But  in  vain  they  do  worship  me,  teach- 
ing for  doctrines  the  commandments  of  men. 

'-  Matt.  xxvi.  26,  27,  28.  And  as  they  were  eating 
Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake  it,  and  gave 
it  to  the  disciples,  and  said,  Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body. 
And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to 
them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all  of  it :  for  this  is  my  blood  of 
the  new  testament  which  is  shed  for  many  fur  the  re- 
mission of  sins. 
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they  still  remain   truly,  and   only,  bread  and 
wine,  as  they  were  before.  ' 

VL.  That  doctrine  which  maintains  a  change 
of  th3  substance  of  bread  and  wine,  into  the 
substance  of  Christ's  body  and  blood  (commonly 
called  transubstantiation)  by  consecration  of  a 
priest,  or  by  any  other  way,  is  repugnant,  not  to 
Scripture  alone,  but  even  to  common  sense  and 
reason  ;  overthroweth  the  nature  of  the  sacra- 
ment ;  and  hath  been,  and  is  the  cause  of  mam 
fold  superstitions,  yea,  of  gross  idolatries.  * 

VII.  Worthy  receivers,  outwardly  partaking 
of  the  visible  elements  in  this  sacrament,  ^  do 
then  also  inwardly  by  faith,  really  and  indeed, 
yet  not  carnally  and  corporally,  but  spiritually, 
receive  and  feed  upon  Christ  crucified,  and  all 
benefits  of  his  death :  the  body  and  blood  of 
Christ  being  then  not  corporally  or  carnally  in, 

'  1  Cor.  xi.  26,  27.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread, 
ahi  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  he 
come.  Wherefore,  whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and 
drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty 
of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord. 

8  Acts  iii.  21.  Whom  the  heaven  must  receive  until 
the  times  of  restitution  of  all  things,  which  God  hath 
spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  holy  prophets,  since  the 
world  began.  1  Cor.  xi.  24,  25,  26.  This  do  in  remem- 
brance of  me. — This  d:>  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  re- 
membrance of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread, 
and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  he 
come.  Luke  xxiv.  6,  39.  He  is  not  he:  e,  but  is  risen. 
Remember  how  he  spake  unto  you  when  he  was  yet  in 
Galilee. — Behold  my  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself; 
handle  me,  and  see ;  for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones, 
as  ye  see  me  have. 

^  1  Cor.  xi  28.  But  let  a  man  examine  himself,  and 
90  let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  1  Cor. 
T  7,  8.

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with,  or  under  the  bread  and  wine ;  yet  as 
really,  bv»t  spiritually,  present  to  the  faith  of 
believers  in  that  ordinance,  as  the  elements 
themselves  are,  to  their  outward  senses.' 

VIII.  Althougk  ignorant  and  wicked  men 
receive  the  outward  elements  in  this  sacra- 
ment, yet  they  receive  not  the  thing  signified 
thereby ;  but  by  their  unworthy  coming  there- 
unto are  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the 
Lord,  to  their  own  damnation.  Wherefore  all 
ignorant  and  ungodly  persons,  as  they  are  unfit 
to  enjoy  communion  with  him,  so  are  they  un- 
worthy of  the  Lord's  table,  and  cannot,  with- 
out great  sin  against  Christ,  while  they  remain 
such,  partake  of  these  holy  mysteries,  ^  or  be 
admitted  thereunto.  ^ 

«  1  Cor.  X.  16.  The  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is 
it  not  the  communion  of  ihe  blood  of  Christ?  The  bread 
which  we  break,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  body  of 
Christ  ?     1  Cor.  x.  3,  4. 

J  1  Cor.  xi.  27,  29.  Wherefore,  whosoever  shall  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily, 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord. — For 
he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and  drink- 
eth  damnation  (judgment)  to  himself,  not  discerning  the 
Lord's  body.  2  Cor.  vi.  H,  15,  16.  Be  ye  not  unequally 
yoked  together  with  unbelievers ;  for  what  fellowship 
lath  righteousness  with  unrighteousness  ?  and  what  com- 
munion hath  light  with  darkness  ?  And  what  concord 
hath  Christ  with  Belial  ?  or  what  part  hath  he  that  be- 
lidveth  with  an  infidel  ?  And  what  agreement  hath  the 
temple  of  God  with  idols  ?  For  ye  are  the  temple  of  the 
living  God  ;  as  God  hath  said,  I  will  dweL  in  them,  and 
walk  in  them ;  and  I  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall 
be  my  people.  1  Cor.  x.  21.  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup 
of  the  Lord,  and  the  cup  of  devils  ;  ye  cannot  be  par- 
takers of  the  Lord's  table,  and  of  the  table  of  devils.

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CHAPTER  XXX. 

OF    CHURCH     CENSURES. 

The  Lord  Jesus,  as  king  and  head  of  hia 
chUiCh,  hath  therein  appointed  a  government 
in  the  hand  of  church-officers,  distinct  from 
the  civil  magistrate.  ^ 

Know  ye  not  that  a  little  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole 
lump  ?  Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  nr.iy 
be  a  new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ 
our  pas^over  is  sacrificed  for  us. — But  them  that  are  with- 
out, God  judgeth.  Therefore  put  away  from  among  your 
selves  that  wicked  person.  2  Thess.  iii.  6,  14,  15.  Now 
we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesu? 
Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from  every  brother 
that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradUion  which 
he  received  of  us.< — And  if  any  man  obey  not  our  word 
by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and  have  no  company 
with  him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed.  Yet  count  him  not 
as  an  enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a  brother.  Matt. 
vii.  6.  Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither 
cast  ye  your  pearls  1  efore  swine,  lest  they  trample  them 
under  their  feet,  and  turn  again  and  rend  you. 

'  Isa.  ix.  6,  7.  For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,  unto  us 
&  Son  is  given  ;  and  the  government  shall  be  upon  his 
shoulder  ;  and  his  name  shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Coun- 
eellor,  The  mighty  God,  The  everlasting  Father,  The 
Prince  of  Peace.  Of  the  increase  of  his  government  and 
peace  there  shall  be  no  end,  upon  the  throne  of  David,  and 
upon  his  kingdom,  to  order  it,  and  to  establish  it  with 
judgment  and  with  justice  from  henceforth  even  for  ever. 
The  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  will  perform  this.  1  Tim. 
v.  17.  Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be  counted  worthy 
of  double  honour,  especially  they  who  labour  in  the  word 
and  doctrine.  1  Thess.  v  12.  And  we  beseech  you, 
brethren,  to  know  them  which  labour  among  you,  and 
are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  admonish  you.  1  Cor.  xii. 
28.     And  God  1. xth  set  some  in  the  church:  first,  apoa- 
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II.  To  these  officers  the  keys  of  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  are  committed,  by  virtue  whereof 
they  have  power  respectively  to  retain  and 
remit  sins,  to  shut  that  kingdom  against  the 
impenitent,  both  by  the  word  and  censures; 
and  to  open  it  unto  penitent  sinners,  by  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel,  and  by  absolution  from 
censures,  as  occasion  shall  require.  ™ 

III.  Church  censures  are  necessary  for  the 
reclaiming  and  gaining  of  offending  brethren  ; 
for  deterring  of  others  from  like  offences  ;  for 
purging  out  of  that  leaven  which  might  infect 
the  whole  lump  ;    for  vindicating  the    honour 

ties;  secondarily,  prophets  ;  thirdly,  teachers;  after  that, 
miracles;  tiien  gifts  of  healings,  helps,  governments, 
diversities  of  tongues.  Psa.  ii.  6,  7,  8,  9.  John  xviii.  36. 
»  Matt.  xvi.  19.  And  I  will  give 'unto  thee  the  keys 
of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  :  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt 
bind  on  earth,  shall  be  boxind  in  heaven ;  and  whatsoever 
thou  sbalt  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 
Matt,  xviii.  17,  18.  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them 
tell  it  unto  the  church  ;  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the 
church,  let  him  be  unto  thee  as  an  heathen  man  and  a 
publican.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whatsoever  ye  shall 
bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven  ;  and  whatsoever 
ye  shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven.  John 
XX.  21,  22,  23.  Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again,  Peace 
be  unto  you :  as  mj  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I 
you.  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  du  them, 
and  saith  unto  them,  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost.  Whose 
soever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them  ;  and 
whose  soever  sins  ye  retain,  they  are  retained.  2  Cor. 
ii.  6,  7,  8.  Sufficient  to  such  a  man  is  this  punishment, 
which  was  inflicted  of  many.  So  that  contrariwise,  ye 
ought  rather  to  forgive  him,  and  comfort  him,  lest  per- 
haps suf\  an  one  should  be  swallowed  up  with  overmuch 
sorT-ow.  Whei  e-fore  I  besf-  ch  you,  that  ye  would  confirm 
your  love  towari  him 
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of  Christ,  aid  the  holj  profession  of  the  gos- 
pel ;  and  for  preventing  the  wrath  of  God, 
which  might  justly  fall  upon  the  church,  if 
they  should  suffer  his  covenant,  and  the  seals 
thereof,  to  be  profaned  by  notorious  and  ob- 
stinate offenders.  ^ 

IV.  For  the  better  attaining  of  these  ends, 
the  officers  of  the  churcb  are  to  proceed  by 
admonition,  suspension  from  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  supper  for  a  season,  and  by  ex- 
communication from  the  church,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  crime,  and  demerit  of  the 
person.  ® 

B  1  Cor.  5th  chapter  throughout.  1  Tim.  v.  20.  Them 
that  sin,  rebuke  before  all,  that  others  also  may  fear. 
Matt.  vii.  6.  Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs, 
neither  cast  ye  your  pearls  before  swine,  lest  they  tram- 
ple them  under  their  feet,  and  turn  again  and  rend 
you.  1  Tim.  i.  20.  Of  whom  is  Hymeneus  and  Alex- 
ander ;  whom  I  have  delivered  unto  Satan,  that  they 
may  learn  not  to  blaspheme.  Jude,  ver.  23.  And  others 
save  with  fear,  pulling  them  out  of  the  fire  ;  hating  even 
the  garment  spotted  bj  the  flesh.  1  Cor.  xi.  27,  to  the 
end. 

And  we  beseech  you,  brethren 
to  know  them  which  labour  among  you,  and  are  over 
you  in  the  Lord,  and  admonish  you.  2  Thess.  iii.  6,  14. 
Now  we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from 
every  brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the 
tradition  which  he  received  of  us.

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CHAPTER  XXXI 

OP   SYl  ODS    AND    COUNCILS. 

Fop.  the  better  government  and  futther  edi- 
fication of  the  church,  there  ought  to  be  such 
assemblies  as  are  commonly  called  synods  or 
councils :  ^  and  it  belongeth  to  the  overseers 
and  other  rulers  of  the  particular  churches,  by 
virtue  of  their  office,  and  the  power  which 
Christ  hath  given  them  for  edification,  and 
not  for  destruction,  to  appoint  such  assem- 
blies ;  *i  and  to  convene  together  in  them,  as 
often  as  they  shall  judge  it  expedient  for  the 
good  of  the  church.  ' 

may  be  saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus — Therefore 
put  away  from  among  yourselves  that  wicked  person. 
Matt,  xviii.  17.     Tit.  iii.  10. 

p  Acts  XV.  2,  4,  6.  When  therefore  Paul  and  Barna- 
bas had  no  small  dissension  and  disputation  with  them, 
they  determined  that  Paul  and  Barnabas,  and  certain 
other  of  them,  should  go  up  to  Jerusalem  unto  the  apos- 
tles and  elders  about  this  question. — And  when  they 
were  come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were  received  of  the  church, 
and  of  the  apostles  and  elders ;  and  they  declared  all 
things  that  God  had  done  with  them. — And  the  apostles 
and  elders  came  together  for  to  consider  of  this  matter.

'  Acts  XV.  22,  23,  25.  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles 
and  elders,  with  the  whole  church,  to  send  chosen  men 
of  their  own  company  to  Antioch,  with  Paul  and  Barna- 
bas ;  namely,  Judas,  surnamed  Barsabas,  and  Silas,  chief 
men  among  the  brethren  :  and  they  wrote  letters  by  them 
after  this  manner :  The  apostles,  and  elders,  and  breth- 
ren, send  greeting  unto  the  brethren  which  are  of  tlie 
O'^itiles  in  Antioc  h,  and  Syria,  and  Cilicia: — It  seemed 
^ood  u  ito  us,  beii  g  assembled  with  one  accord,  to  send 
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II.  It  belongeth  to  synods  %nd  councils, 
ministerial]y,  to  determine  controversies  of 
faith,  and  cases  of  conscience  ;  to  set  down 
rules  and  directions  for  the  better  ordering  of 
the  public  worship  of  God,  and  government  of 
his  church ;  to  receive  complaints  in  cases  of 
mal-administration,  and  authoritatively  to  de- 
termine the  same :  which  decrees  and  deter- 
minations, if  consonant  to  the  word  of  God, 
are  to  be  received  with  reverence  and  submis- 
sion, not  only  for  their  agreement  with  the 
word,  but  also  for  the  power  whereby  they 
are  made,  as  being  an  ordinance  of  God,  ap- 
pointed thereunto  in  his  word. ' 

III.  All  synods  or  councils  since  the  apos- 
tles' times,  whether  general  or  particular,  may 
err,  and  many  have  erred ;  therefore  they  are 
not  to  be  made  the  rule  of  faith  or  practice, 
but  to  be  used  as  a  help  in  both.  * 

IV.  Synods  and  councils  are  to  handle  or 
conclude  nothing,  but  that  which  is  ecclesiasti-

These  were  more  noble  than  those  in 
Thessalor.ica,  in  that  they  received  the  word  with  all 
readiness  of  mind,  and  searched  the  Scriptures  daily, 
whether  those  things  were  so.  1  Cor.  ii.  6.  That  your 
faith  should  not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men,  but  in  tht 
power  of  God.  2  Cor.  i.  24.  Not  for  that  we  have  do- 
nain.on  over  youf  faith,  but  are  helpers  of  your  joy  :  tor 
Oj  faith  J  e  stand.      Eph.  ii    20. 
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cal :  and  are  not  to  intermeddle  with  civil 
affairs  which  concern  the  commonwealth,  un- 
less by  wa3^  of  humble  petition  in  cases  extra- 
ordinary ;  or  by  way  of  advice  for  satisfaction 
of  conscience,  if  they  be  thereunto  required  by 
the  civil  magistrate.  "^ 


CHAPTER  XXXII. 

OF    THE    STATE    OF    MAN    AFTER    DEATH,    AND    OF    THK 
RESURRECTION    OF    THE    DEAD. 

The  bodies  of  men,  after  death,  return  to 
dust,  and  see  corruption ;  ^  but  their  souls, 
(which  neither  die  nor  sleep)  having  an  im- 
mortal subsistence,  immediately  return  to  God 
who  gave  them.  ^     The  souls  of  the  righteous, 

■  Luke  xii.  13,  14.  And  one  of  the  company  said 
unto  him,  Master,  speak  to  my  brother,  that  he  divide 
the  inheritance  with  me.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Man, 
who  made  me  a  judge,  or  a  divider  over  you?  John 
xviii.  36.  Jesus  answered,  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world.  If  my  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then  would 
my  servants  fight,  that  I  should  not  be  delivered  to  the 
Jews:   but  now  is  my  kingdom  not  from  hence. 

"  Gen.  iii.  19.  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face,  shalt  thou 
eat  bread,  till  thou  return  unto  the  ground  :  for  out  of 
it  wast  thou  taken :  for  dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust 
shalt  thou  return.  Acts  xiii.  36.  For  David,  after  he 
had  served  his  own  generation  by  the  will  of  God,  fell 
on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his  fathers,  and  saw  cor- 
ruption. 

w  Luke  xxiii.  43.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Verily, 
[  say  unto  thee.  To-day  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  Para- 
iise.     Ecu'    "vii.  7.     Then  shall   the  dust  return  t<    th« 
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being  ther.  made  perfect  in  holiness,  are  re^ 
ceived  into  the  highest  heavens,  where  they 
behold  the  face  of  God  in  light  and  glory, 
waiting  for  the  full  redemption  of  their  bodies:  * 
and  the  souls  of  the  wicked  are  cast  into 
hell,  where  they  remain  in  torments  and  utter 
darkness,  reserved  to  the  judgment  of  the 
great  day.  ^  Besides  these  two  places  for 
souls  separated  from  their  bodies,  the  Scrip- 
ture acknowledgeth  none. 

II.  At  the  last  day,  such  as  are  found  alive 
shall  not  die,  but  be   changed :  ■    and  all  the 

earth  as  it  •was :  and  the  spirit  shall  return  unto  God  who 
gave  it. 

»  Heb.  xii.  23.  To  the  general  assembly  and  church 
of  the  first-born,  which  are  written  in  heaven,  and  to  God 
the  judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits  of  just  men  made  per- 
fect. Phil.  i.  23.  For  I  am  in  a  strait  betwixt  iwo, 
having  a  desire  to  depart,  and  to  be  with  Christ ;  which 
s  far  better.  1  John  iii.  2.  Beloved,  now  are  we  the 
sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall 
be ;  but  we  know,  that  when  he  shall  appear,  we  shall 
be  like  him ;  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is.  2  Cor.  v. 
1,  6.  8. 

y  Luke  xvi.  23,  24.  And  in  hell  he  lifted  up  his 
eyes,  being  in  torments,  and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and 
Lazarus  in  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and  said.  Father 
Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he 
may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my 
tongue  ;  for  I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.

Behold,  I  show 
you  a  mystery  ;  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all 
be  I  hanged,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at 
th^  'asl   trump;    for    the   trumpet  shall  sound;  and  the 
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dead    shall   be   raised   up   with  the   self- same 
bodies,    and  none   other,  although  with  differ 
ent  qualities,  which  shall   be   united   again  to 
their  souls  for  ever.  * 

III.  The  bodies  of  the  unjust  shall,  by  the 
power  of  Christ,  bo  raised  to  dishonour  ;  the 
i)odies  of  the  just,  by  his  Spirit,  unto  honour, 
;ind  be  made  conformable  to  his  own  glorioua 
body.  ^ 


CHAPTER  XXXIII. 

OF    tflE    LAST    JUDGMENT. 


God  hath  appointed  a  day,  wherein  he  will 
judge   the  world   in   righteousness   by  Jesus 


dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed. 

And  though  after  my  skin,  worms 
uestroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesli  shall  I  see  God:  whom 
I  shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not 
another ;  though  my  reins  be  consumed  within  me.

And  have  hope  toward  God,  which 
they  themselves  also  allow,  that  there  shall  be  a  re- 
surrection of  the  dead,  both  of  the  just  and  unjust. 
John  V.  28,  29.  Marvel  not  at  this :  for  the  hour  is 
3oming,  in  the  which  all  that  are  in  thf  graves  shall  hear 
his  voice,  and  shall  come  forth ;  they  that  have  done 
^ood.,  unto  the  resurreiiion  of  life  ;  and  they  that  hav« 
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Christ,  •  to  whoTn  all  power  and  judgment  is 
given  of  the  Father.  ^  In  which  day,  not 
only  the  apostate  angels  shall  be  judged  ;  • 
but  likewise  all  persons,  that  have  lived  upon 
earth,  shall  appear  before  the  tribunal  of 
Christ,  to  give  an  account  of  their  thoughts 
words,  and  deeds  ;  and  to  receive  according  to 
what  they  have  done  in  the  body,  whether 
good  or  evil.  ^ 

done  evil,  unto  the  resurrection  of  damnation.  Phil  iii. 
21.  Who  shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be 
fashioned  like  unto  his  glorious  body,  according  to  the 
working  whereby  he  is  able  even  to  subdue  all  things 
unto  himself. 

c  Acts  xvii.  31.  Because  he  hath  appointed  a  day,  in 
the  which  he  will  judge  the  world  in  righteousness,  by 
that  man  whom  he  hath  ordainea  ;  whereof  he  hath  given 
assurance  unto  all  men,  in  that  he  hath  raised  him  from 
the  dead.

but  hath  committed  all  judgment  unto  the  Son :  and 
hath  given  him  authority  to  execute  judgment  also,  be- 
cause he  is  the  Son  of  man. 

e  1  Cor.  vi.  3.  Know  ye  not  that  we  shall  judge  an- 
gels ?  How  much  more,  thiugs  that  pertain  to  this  life? 
Jude,  verse  6.  And  the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first 
estate,  but  left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in 
everlasting  chains  under  darkness,  unto  the  judgment  of 
the  great  day.  2  Pet.  ii.  4.  For  if  God  spared  not 
the  angels  that  sinned,  but  cast  them  down  to  hell,  vnd 
delivered  them  into  chains  of  darkness,  ti  be  reserved 
unto  judgment. 

f  2  Cor.  V.  10.  For  we  must  all  appear  before  the 
judgment-se-xt  of  Christ;  that  every  one  may  receive  the 
things  done  in  his  body,  according  to  that  he  hath  done, 
whether  it  be  good  or  bad.

A.  God,  by  an  eternal  and  immutable  de- 
cree, out  of  his  mere  love,  for  the  praise  of  his 
glorious  grace,  to  be  manifested  in  due  time, 
hath  elected   some  angels  to   glory ; '  and,  in 

nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
o:  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  2  Cor.  xiii.  14.  The 
grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God,  and 
the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all. — 
Amen.

estates,  relations,  and  employments ;  ^  together 
with  death  itself.  *

Q.  30.  Doth  Cfod  leave  all  mankind  to  per- 
ish  in  tlie  estate  ojsin  and  misery  ? 

A.  God  doth  not  leave  all  men  to  perish  in 
the  estate  of  sin  and  misery,  ^  into  which  they 
fell  by  the  breach  of  the  first  covenant,  com- 
monly called  the  covenant  of  works  ;  ^  but  of 
his  mere  love  and  mercy  delivereth  his  elect 
out  of  it,  and  bringeth  them  into  an  estate  of 
salvation  by  the  second  covenant,  commonly 
called  the  covenant  of  grace.  *

A.  The  grace  of  God  is  manifested  in  the 
second  covenant,  in  that  he  freely  provideth 
and  offereth  to  sinners  a   mediator,  ^  and  life 

and  love  of  God  our  Saviour  toward  man  appeared,  not 
by  works  of  righteousuess  which  we  have  done,  but  ac- 
cording to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of 
regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  which  he 
shed  on  us  abundantly,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour  : 
that  being  justified  by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made 
heirs  according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life.  Tit.  i.  2.  In 
hope  of  eternal  life,  which  God,  that  cannot  lie,  prom- 
ised before  the  world  began.  Gal.  iii.  21.  Rom.  iii.  20,

How  was  the  covenant  of  grace  ad- 
ministered under  the  Old  Testament  ? 

A.  The  covenant  of  grace  was  administered 
under  the  Old  Testament,  by  promises,  ^  pro- 
phecies, ^  sacrifices,  *  circumcision,  ^  the  pass- 
over,  ■  and  other  types  and  ordinances ;  which 
did  all  fore-signify  Christ  then  to  come,  and 
were  for  that  time  sufficient  to  build  up  the  elect 
in  faith  in  the  promised  Messiah,  *  by  whom

A.  Our  Mediator  was  called  Jesus,  because 
he  saveth  his  people  from  their  sins.  ^ 

Q.  42.  Why  was  our  Mediator  called  Christ  f 
A,  Our  Mediator  was  called  Christ,  because 
he  was  anointed  with  the   Holy  Ghost  above 
measure  ;  ®  and    so    set  apart,   and  fully  fur- 
nished  with    all    authority    and    ability, '  to

Q.  45.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of 
a  king  ? 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  king,  in 
calling  out  of  the  world  a  people  to  himself;  * 

things  that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father,  I  have  made 
known  unto  you.

A.  The  estate  of  Christ's  humi!liation  was 
that  low  condition,  wherein  he,  for  our  sakes, 
emptying  himself  of  his  glory,  took  upon  him 
the  form  of  a  servant,  in  his  conception  and 
birth,  life,  death,  and  after  his  death  until  hia 
resurrection.  ^ 

Q.  47.  How  did  Christ  humble  himself  in 
his  conception  and  birth  ? 

A.  Christ  humbled  himself  in  his  conception

knee  shall  bow  to  me,  and  every  tongue  shall  confess  to 
God.

Q.  48.  How  did  Christ  humble  himself  m 
his  life  P 

A.  Christ  humbled  himself  in  his  life,  by 
subjecting  himself  to  the  law,  ^  which  he  per- 
fectly fulfilled,  ^  and  by  conflicting  with  the 
indignities  of  the  world,  ^  temptations  of  Sa- 
tan, '  and  infirmities  in  his  flesh ;  whether 
common  to  the  nature  of  man,  or  particularly 
accompanying  that  his  low  condition.  J 

e  John  i.  14,  18.  The  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt 
among  us. — The  only  begotten  Son,  which  is  in  the  bo- 
som of  the  Father.  Luke  ii.  7.  And  she  brought  forth 
her  first-born  son,  and  wrapped  him  in  swaddling  clothes, 
and  laid  him  in  a  manger.

of  God's  wrath,  °  he  laid  down  his  life  an  offer- 
ing for  sin,  ^  enduring  the  painful,  shameful, 
and  cursed  death  of  the  cross.  ^ 

Q.  50.  Wherein  consisted  Christ's  humilia- 
tion after  his  death  ? 

A,  Christ's  humiliation  after  his  death  con-

A.  The  estate  of  Christ's  exaltation  compre- 
hendeth  his  resurrection,*  ascension,^  sitting  at 
the  right  hand  of  the  Father,^  and  his  coming 
again  to  judge  the  world. ^ 

Q.  52.  How  was  Christ  exalted  in  his  re»ur 
rection  f 

A.  Christ  was  exalted  in  his  resurrection,  ir 
that,  not  having  seen  corruption  in  death,  (of 
which  it  was  not  possible  for  him  to  be  held)  * 
and  having  the  very  same  body   in  which   he

A.  Christ  was  exalted  in  his  ascension,  in 
that  having,  after  his  resurrection,  often  ap- 
peared unto,  and  conversed  with  his  apostles, 
speaking  to  them  of  the  things  pertaining  to 
the  kingdom  of  God,  ^  and  giving  them  com- 
mission to  preach  the  gospel  to  all  nations ;  "• 
forty  days  after  his  resurrection,  he,  in  our 
nature,  and  as  our  head,  °  triumphing  over 
enemies,  °  visibly   went   up   into   the    highest

up  on  high,  he  led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto 
men.

A.  Justifying  faith  is  a  sav".ng  gr-ace,* 
wrought  in  the  heart  of  a  sinner,  by  the  Spi- 
rit' and  word  of  God ;  ™  whereby  he,  being 
convinced  of  his  sin  and  misery,  and  of  the 
disability  in  himself  and  all  other  creatures  to 
recover  him  out  of  his  lost  condition,"*  not 
only  assenteth  to  the  truth  of  the  promise  of 
'he  gospel,*'  but  recei\eth  and  resteth  upon 
Christ  and  his  righteousness  therein  held  forth, 
for  pardon  of  sin,^  and  for  the  accepting  and 
accounting  of  his  person  righteous  in  the  sight 
of  God  for  salvation.**

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Q.   73.   How  doth  faith  juatify  a  sinner  in 

the  sight  ^f  God  ^ 

A.  Faith  jusiifies  a  sinner  in  the  sight  of 
God,  not  bocause  of  those  other  graces  which 
do  always  accompany  it,  or  of  good  woiks  that 
are  the  fruits  of  it ; '  nor  as  if  the  grace  of 
faith,  or  any  act  thereof,  were  imputed  to  him 
for  justification  ; '  but  only  as  it  is  an  instru- 
ment, by  which  he  receiveth  and  applieth 
Christ  and  his  righteousness.' 

Q.   74.    What  is  adoption  ? 

A.  Adoption  is  an  act  of  the  free  grace  of 
God,"  in  and  for  his  only  Son  Jesus  Christ,' 
whereby  all  those  that  are  justified  are  received 

God  by  faith.  Acts  xv.  11.  But  we  believe  that  through 
the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  shall  be  saved,  even 
as  they.

3Iay  not  true  believers,  by  7'eason  of 
their  imperfections,  and  the  many  temptation% 
and  sins  they  are  overtaken  with,  fall  away 
from  the  state  of  grace  P 

A  True  believers,  by  reason  of  the  un- 
changeable love  of  God/  and  his  decree  and 
covenant  to  give  them  perseverance,®  their  in- 
separable union  with  Christ,^  his  continual  in- 
tercession for  them,^  and  the  Spirit  and  seed 
of  God  abiding  in  them,^  can  neither  totally 

ring  agftinst  the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me  into 
captivity  to  the  law  of  sin  which  is  in  my  menjbers.

A.  Such  as  truly  believe  in  Christ,  and  en- 
deavour to  walk  in  all  good  conscience  before 
him,^  may,  without  extraordinary  revelation, 
by  faith  grounded  upon  the  truth  of  God's 
promises,  and  by  the  Spirit  enabling  them  to 
discern  in  themselves  those  graces  to  which 
the   promises  of  life  are    made/  and  bearing 

commit  sin  ;  for  his  seed  remaineth  in  him  ;  and  he  can- 
not sin,  because  he  is  born  of  God.  1  John  ii.  27.  But 
the  anointing,  which  ye  have  received  of  him,  abideth  in 
you  :  and  ye  need  not  that  any  man  teach  you  ;  but  as 
the  same  anointing  teacheth  you  of  all  things,  and  is  truth, 
and  is  no  lie,  and  even  as  it  hath  taught  you,  ye  shall 
abide  in  him.

A.  Assurance  of  grace  and  salvation  not 
being  of  the  essence  of  faith,**  true  believers 
may  wait  long  before   they  obtain  it ;  ^    and, 

(Iwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us,  because  he  hath  given  us  of 
iiis  Spirit. — And  we  have  known  and  believed  the  love 
that  God  hath  to  us.  God  is  love  ;  and  he  that  dwelleth 
in  love,  dwelleth  in  God,  and  God  in  him.  1  .John  iii.  14, 
18,  19,  21,  24,  We  know  that  we  have  passed  from  death 
unto  life,  because  we  love  the  brethren. — Let  us  not  love 
in  word,  neither  in  tongue,  but  in  deed  and  in  truth.  And 
hereby  we  know  that  we  are  of  the  truth,  and  shall  assure 
our  hearts  before  him.

A.  The  members  of  the  invisible  church 
have  communicated  to  them,  in  this  life,  the 
first-fruits  of  glory  with  Christ,  as  they  are 
members  of  him  their  head,  and  so  in  him  are 
interested  in  that  glory  which  he  is  fully  pos- 
sessed of;^  and  as  an  earnest  thereof,  enjoy 
the  sense  of  God's  love,''  peace  of  conscience, 
joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  hope  of  glory.* 
As,  on  the  contrary,  sense  of  God's  revenging 
wrath,  horror  of  conscience,  and  a  fearful  ex- 
pectation of  judgment,  are  to  the  wicked  the 
beginning  of  the  torments,  which  they  shall 
endure  after  death.^

dies,J  which  even  in  death  continue  united  to

then  again  united  to  their  souls  for  ever,  shall 
be  raised   up  by  the  power  of  Christ. p     The

to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air :  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with 
the  Lord.

For  since  by  man 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  he 
made  alive.  [It  is  evidently  the  scope  of  the  apostle's 
argument  in  this  passage,  to  prove,  that  as  all  the  natural 
seed  of  Adam,  their  covenant-head,  were  subjected  to 
death  by  his  offence  ;  so  all  the  spiritual  seed  of  Christ, 
their  new  covenant-head,  shall  be  raised  from  death,  to 
an  immortal  life  of  glory  and  blessedness,  by  virtue  of 
his  resurrection.  It  is  therefore  a  perversion  of  the  Scrip- 
ture, to  adduce  this  text  as  a  proof  of  universal  redemp- 
tion.] But  every  man  in  his  own  order  :  Christ  the  first- 
fruits ;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at  his  coming. — 
So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  :  it  is  sown  in  cor- 
ruption, it  is  raised  in  incorruption :  it  is  sown  in  dishon- 
our, it  is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  ie 
raised  in  power :  it  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a 
spiritual  body.  Phil.  iii.  21.  Who  shall  change  our  viie 
body,  that  it  ma;  be  fashioned  I  ke  unto  his  glorious  bcij. 
Put.  xii  2 
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and  the  bodies  of  the  wicked  shall  be  raised  up 
in  dishonour  by  him  as  an  offended  judge/ 

Q.  88.  What  shallimmediately  follow  after 
the  resurrection  ? 

A.  Immediately  after  the  resurrection  shall 
follow  the  general  and  final  judgment  of  angels 
and  men  : "  the  day  and  hour  whereof  no 
man  knoweth,  that  all  may  watch  and  pray, 
and  be  ever  ready  for  the  coming  of  the 
Lord.' 

Q.  89.  What  shall  he  done  to  the  wicked  at 
the  day  of  judgment  ? 

A.  At  the  day  of  judgment,  the  wicked  shall 
be  set  on  Christ's  left  hand,"  and  upon  clear

A.  At  the  day  of  judgment,  the  righteous, 
being  caught  up  to  Christ  in  the  clouds,^ 
shall  be  set  on  his  right  hand,  and  there 
openly  acknowledged  and  acquitted,^  shall  join

Having  seen  what  the  Scriptures  principa'  y 

teach  us  to  believe  concerning  G-od^  it  follows 

to  consider  what  they  require  as  the  duty  of 

man. 

Q.  91.  What  is  the  duty  which  God  *•«- 
quireth  of  man  ? 

A.  The  duty  which  God  requireth  of  man  is 
obedience  to  his  revealed  will.^ 

Q.  92.  What  did  God  at  first  reveal  unto 
man  as  the  rule  of  his  obedience  ? 

A.  The  rule  of  obedience  revealed  to  Adam 
in  the  estate  of  innocence,  and  to  all  mankind 
in  him,  beside  a  special  command,  not  to  eat 
of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of 
good  and  evil,  was  the  moral  law.^ 

Q.  93.    What  is  the  moral  law  ? 

»m  known.  1  Thess.  iv.  17,  18. — So  shall  we  ever  be 
with  the  Lord.  Wherefore,  comfort  one  another  with  these 
words.     Rev.  xxii.  3,  4,  5. 

?  Deut.  xxix.  29.  The  secret  things  belong  unto  the 
Lord  our  God  ;  but  those  things  which  are  revealed 
belong  unto  us,  and  to  our  children  fcr  ever,  that  we 
may  do  all  the  words  of  this  law.

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A.  The  D  oral  law  is  the  declaration  of  the 
will  of  God  to  mankind,  directing  and  binding 
every  one  to  personal,  perfect,  and  perpetual 
confoimitj  and  obedience  thereunto,  in  the 
frame  and  disposition  of  the  whole  man,  soul 
and  body,'  and  in  performance  of  all  tho.«e 
duties  of  holiness  and  righteousness  which  he 
oweth  to  God  and  man :  J  promising  life  upon 
the  fulfilling,  and  threatening  ieath  upon  tiie 
breach  of  it.'^ 

Q.  94.  Is  there  any  use  of  the  moral  law  to 
man  since  the  fall  ? 

A.  Although  no  man  since  the  fall  can  at- 
tain to  righteousness  and  life  by  the  moral 
law,^  yet  there  is  great  use  thereof,  as   well

Q.  95.  Of  what  use  is  the  moral  laiv  to  all 
men  f 

A.  The  moral  law  is  of  use  to  all  men,  to 
inform  them  of  the  holy  nature  and  will  of 
God,**  and  of  their  duty  binding  them  to 
walk  accordingly ;  '^  to  convince  them  of  their 
disability  to  keep  it,  and  of  the  sinful  pollution 
of  their  nature,  hearts,  and  lives,^  to  humble 
them   in  the    sense  of  their  sin  and  raiser}^,** 


that  it  was  weak  through  the  flesh,  God  sending  his  owu 
Son  in  the  likeness  of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  condemned 
sin  in  the  flesh.  Gal.  ii.  16. — For  by  the  works  of  the 
law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified. 

■»  1  Tim.  i.  8.  But  we  know  that  the  law  is  good,  if  a 
man  use  it  lawfully.

Q.  96.  Whai  particular  use  is  there  of  che 
mora,  law  to  unregenerate  men  ? 

A.  The  moral  law  is  of  use  to  unregenerate 
men,  to  awaken  their  consciences  to  flee  from 
the  wrnth  to  come,*  and  to  drive  them  to 
Christ  ;  °  or,  upon  their  continuance  in  the 
estate  and  way  of  sin,  to  leave  them  inexcu- 
sable,'' and  under  the  curse  thereof.*" 

Q.  97.  What  special  use  is  there  of  the  moral 
law  to  the  regenerate. 

A.  Although  they  that  are  regenerate  and 
believe  in  Christ,  be  delivered  from  the  moral 

and  I  died. — That  sin  by  the  commandment  might  become 
exceeding  sinful. 

'  Gal.  iii.  21,  22.  Is  the  law  then  against  the  promises 
of  God?  God  forbid  :  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  could  have  given  life,  verily  righteousness  should 
have  been  by  the  law.  But  the  Scripture  hath  concluded 
all  under  sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ 
might  be  given  to  them  that  believe.

Q.  98.  WJierein  is  the  moral  law  sumTna- 
rily  comprehended  ? 

A.  The  moral  law  is  summarily  compre- 
hended in  the  ten  commandments,  which  were 
delivered  by  the  voice  of  God  upon  mount 
Sinai,  and  written  by  him  on  two  tables  of 
stone;**  and  are  recorded  in  the  twentieth 
chapter  of  Exodus  ;  the  first  four  command- 
ments containing  our  duty  to  God,  and  the 
other  six  our  duty  to  man." 

Q.  99.  What  rules  are  to  he  observed  for 
the  right  understanding  of  the  ten  command- 
ments ? 

A,  For  the  right  understanding  of  the  ten

2.  That  it  is  spiritual,  and  so  reacheth  the 
understanding,  will,  affections,  and  all  other 
powers  of  the  soul ;  as  well  as  words,  works, 
and  gestures.^ 

3.  That  one  and  the  same  thing,  in  divers 
respects,  is  required  or  forbidden  in  several 
commandments.^

A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  ia 
contained  in  these  words,  /  am  the  Lord  thy 
God^  which  have  brought  thee  out  of  the  land 
o/ Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  bondage.^  Where- 
in God  manifesteth  his  sovereignty,  as  being 
Jehovah,  the  eternal,  immutable,  and  almighty 

For  I  know  him,  that 
he  will  command  his  children,  and  his  household  after 
him  ;  and  they  shall  keep  the  way  of  the  Lord,  to  uo 
justice  and  judgment.

and  thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy  children, 
and  shalt  talk  of  them  when  thou  sittcst  in  thy  house, 
and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou  lies* 
down,  and  when  thou  risest  up.

A.  These  words  {before  me^  or  before  my 
face,)  in  the  first  commandment,  teach  us,  that 
God,  who  seeth  all  things,  taketh  special  notice 

him,  and  lightly  esteemed  the  Rock  of  his  salvation.  Prov. 
xiii.  13.  Whoso  despiseth  the  word  shall  be  destroyed: 
but  he  that  feareth  the  commandment  shall  be  rewarded. 
2  Sam.  xii.  9. 

••  Acts  vii.  51.  Ye  stiflf-necked,  and  uncircumcised 
in  heart  and  ears,  ye  do  always  resist  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Eph.  iv.  30.  And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God. 

p  Psa.  Ixxiii  2,  3,  13,  14,  15,  22.  But  as  for  me,  my 
foet  were  almost  gone  ;  my  steps  had  well  nigh  slipped. 
Tor  I  was  envious  at  the  foolish,  when  I  saw  the  prosperity 
if  the  wicked,  &c.

Q.  107.  Which  18  the  second  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  second  commandment  is,  Thou  shall 
not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image ^  or  any 
likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in  heaven  above^ 
or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath^  or  that  is  in  the 
water  under  the  earth :  thou  shalt  not  bow  down 
thyself  to  them  nor  serve  them  ;  for  I  the  Lord 
thy  God  am  a  jealous  Grod,  visiting  the  ini- 
quity of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  unto 
the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that 
hate  me :  and  showing  mercy  unto  thousands 
of  them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my  command- 
ments. ^ 

Q.  108.  What  are  the  duties  required  in 
the  second  commandment? 

"  Psa.  xliv.  20,  21.  If  we  have  forgotten  the  name  of 
our  God,  or  stretched  out  our  hands  to  a  strange  god  • 
shall  not  God  search  this  out?  for  he  knoweth  the  secrets 
af  the  heart.  Ezek.  viii.  5,  to  the  end  of  the  chapter. — 
And,  behold  northward  at  the  gate  of  the  altar  ihis  image 
of  jealousy  in  the  entry. — But  turn  thee  yet  again,  and 
thou  shalt  see  greater  abominations,  &c.

giving in  the  name  of  Christ ;  ^  the  reading, 
pleaching,  and  hearing  of  the  word;*  the 
administration  and  receiving  of  the  sacra- 
ments ;  *  church  government  and  disci- 
pline ;  ^  the  ministry  and  maintenance  there-

A,  The  sins  forbidden  in  the  second  com- 
mandment are,  all  devising,'  counselling,^ 
commanding,  ^  using,  ^  and  any  wise  approv- 
ing any  religious  worship  not  instituted  by 
God  himself;™  the  making  any  represen 
tation  of  God,  of  all,  or  of  auv  of  the  three

that  ye  may  look  upon  it,  and  remember  all  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord,  and  do  them  ;  and  that  ye  seek  not 
after  your  own  heart,  and  your  own  eyes,  after  which  ye 
use  to  go  a  whoring.

besides  God's  sovereignty  over  us,  and  pro- 
priety in  us,  *  his  fervent  zeal  for  his  own  wor- 
ship, J  and  his  revengeful  indignation  again-^t 
all  false  worship,  as  being  a  spiritual  whore- 
dom ;  ^  accounting  the  breakers  of  this  com- 

tudes,  they  were  filled  with  envy,  and  spake  against  those 
things  which  were  spoken  by  Paul,  contradicting  and  blas- 
pheming.

takelh  his  name  in  vain.^ 

Q.  112.  What  is  required  in  the  third  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  third  commandment  requires,  that 
the    name    of     God,    his    titles,    attributes,' 

of  the  table  of  devils.  Do  we  provoke  the  Lord  tc 
jealousy  ?  Are  we  strons^er  than  he  ?  Deut.  xxxii. 
16,  17,  18,  19.  Jer.  vii.  18,  19,  20.  Ezek.  xvi. 
26,  27.

Sabbath-day,  neither  do  ye  any  work;  but  hallow  ye  the 
Sabbath-day  as  I  commanded  your  fathers.  Neh.  xiii.  15 
to  23.  In  those  days  saw  I  in  Judah  some  treading  wine- 
presses on  the  Sabbath,  and  bringing  in  sheavej^,  and 
lading  asses  ;  as  also  wine,  grapes,  and  figs,  and  all  man- 
ner of  burdens. — Then  I  contended  with  the  nobles  of  Ju- 
dah, and  said  unto  them,  What  evil  thing  is  this  that  ye 
do,  and  profane  the  Sabbath-day  ? 

b  Matt,  xii.  1  to  14.  At  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the 
Sabbath-day,  through  the  corn  ;  and  his  disciples  were  an 
hungered,  and  began  to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  to 
eat.  But  when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  him, 
Behold,  thy  disciples  do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do 
upon  the  Sabbath-day.     But  he  said  unto  them,  &c. 

c  Lev.  xxiii.  3.  Six  days  shall  work  be  done  ;  but  the 
seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath  of  rest,  a  holy  convocation. 
Isa.  Ivii-  13. — And  call  the  Sabbath  a  delight,  the 
holy  of  the  Lord,  honourable  :  and  shalt  honour  him, 
not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor  finding  thine  own  pleas- 
ure, nor  speaking  thine  own  words.

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Q.  118.  Why  is  the  charge  of  kvepint^  the 
Sabba  th  more  specially  directed  to  governors  of 
families  and  other  superiors  ? 

A.  The  charge  of  keeping  the  Sabbath  is 
more  specially  directed  to  governors  of  fami- 
lies and  other  superiors,  because  they  are  bound 
not  only  to  keep  it  themselves,  but  to  see  that 
it  be  observed  by  all  those  that  are  under  their 
charge  ;  and  because  they  are  prone  oft-times 
to  hinder  them  by  employments  of  their  own/ 

Q.  119.  What  are  the  sins  forbidden  in  the 
fourth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  sins  forbidden  in  the  fourth  com- 
mandment are,  all  omissions  of  the  duties  re- 
quired,^ all  careless,  negligent,  and  unprofita- 
ble performing  of  them,  and  being  weary  of 
them ;  ^  all  profaning  the  day  by  idleness, 
and    doing   that    which  is    in    itself   sinful ;  ''

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  fourth  com- 
mandment, the  more  to  enforce  it,  are  taken 
from  the  equity  of  it,  God  allowing  us  six  days 
of  seven  for  our  own  aifairs,  and  reserving  but 
one  for  himself,  in  these  words,  six  days  shalt 
thou  labour  and  do  all  thy  work:^  from 
God's  challenging  a  special  propriety  in  that 
day,  the  seventh  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord 
thy  Cfod:^  from  the  example  of  God  who  in 
six  days  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and 
all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day  : 
and  from  that  blessing  which  God  put  upon 
that  day,  not  only  in  sanctifying  it  to  be  a  day 
for  his  service,  but  in  ordaining  it  to  be  a 
means  of  blessing  to  us  in  our  sanctifying  it, 
wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  Sabbath-day  and 
hallowed  it} 

Q.  121.  Why  is  the  word  remember  set  in 
the  beginning  of  the  fourth  commandment  f 

me  ;  they  have  defiled  my  sanctuary  in  the  same  day,  and 
have  profaned  my  Sabbaths.

Sabbath,  and  commandedst  them  precepts,  statutes,  and 
laws,  by  the  hand  of  Moses  thy  servant. 

21,  Six  days  thou  shalt  work  :  but  on  the 
seventh  day  thou  shalt  rest :  in  earing- time  and  in  harvest 
thou  shalt  rest.

A  son  honoureth  Ms  father,  and  a  servant 
his  master:  if  then  I  be  a  father,  where  is  my  honour? 

Ye 
shall  fear  every  man  his  mother  and  his  father. 

•  Prov.  xxxi.  28.  Her  children  arise  up,  and  call  her 
blessed  ;  her  husband  also,  and  he  praiseth  her.

of  them :  they  shall  not  be  ashamed,  but  they  shall  speak 
with  the  enemies  in  the  gate.  Prov.  xxxi  23.  Her  liun 
band  is  known  in  the  gates,  when  he  sitteth  among  the 
elders  of  the  land.

Q.  155  How  is  the  word  made  effectual  to 
nalvation  ? 

A.  The  Spirit  of  God  maketh  the  reading, 
but  especially  the  preaching  of  the  word,  an 
effectual  means  of  enlightening, «  convinc- 
ing and  humbling  sinners,  ^  of  driving  them  out

A.  Although  all  are  not  permittted  to  read 
the  word  publicly  to  the  congregation,  ®  yet 
all  sorts  of  people  are  bound  to  read  it  apart 
by  themselves,  ^  and  with  their  families :  ^  to

For  he  established  a 
testimony  in  Jacob,  and  appointed  a  law  in  Israel,  which 
he  commanded  our  fathers,  that  they  should  make  them 
known  to  their  children  ;  that  the  generation  to  come 
might  know  them,  even  the  children  which  should  be 
born  ;  who  should  arise  and  declare  them  to  their  children. 

I  thank  my  God, 
I  speak  with  tongues  more  than  ye  all ;  yet  in  the  church 
I  had  rather  speak  five  words  with  my  understanding, 
that  by  my  voice  I  might  teach  others  also,  than  ten  thou- 
sand words  in  an  unknown  tongue.

by the  parties  baptized  are  solemnly  admitted

thereby,  and  our  solemn  vow  made  therein  ;  • 
by  being  humbled  V^r  our  sinful  defilement, 
our  falling  short  of,  and  walking  contrary  to, 
the  grace  of  baptism  and  our  engagements  ; 
h^j  growing  up  to  assurance  of  pardon  of  sin, 
and  of  all  other  blessings  sealed  to  us  in  that 
sacrament ;  *  by  drawing    strength    from    the 

band  is  sanctified  by  the  wife  ;  and  the  unbelieving  wife 
is  sanctified  by  the  husband  :  else  were  your  children 
andean  :  but  now  are  they  holy.

remembrance  that  the  body  of  Christ  was  bro- 
ken and  given,  and  his  bhiod  shed  for  them. ' 

Q.  170.  How  do  they  that  worthily  commu- 
nicate in  the  Lord^s  supper  feed  upon  the  body 
and  blood  of  Christ  therein  ? 

A.  As  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ  are  not 
corporally  or  carnally  present  in,  with,  or  un- 
der the  bread  and  wine  in  the  Lord's  supper ;  * 
and  yet  are  spiritually  present  to  the  faith  of

A.  The  sacraments  of  baptism  and  the 
Lord's  supper  agree,  in  that  the  author  of  both 
is  God  ;  "  the  spiritual  part  of  both  is  Christ 
and  his  benefits  ;  ^  both  are  seals  of  the  same 
covenant,  "^  are   to   be   dispensed  by  ministers

A.  The  sacraments  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's 
supper  diflfer,  in  that  baptism  is  to  be  adminis- 
tered but  once,  with  water,  to  be  a  sign  and 
seal  of  our  regeneration  and  ingrafting  into 
Dhrist, ■  and  that  even  to  infants;*  whereas 

oflF  the  body  of  the  sins  of  the  flesh  by  the  circumcision 
of  Christ ;  buried  with  him  in  baptism  wherein  also  ye  are 
risen  with  him  through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God, 
who  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead.  Compared  with 
Rom.  iv.  11.  Matt.  xxvi.  27,  28.  And  he  took  the  cup 
and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying.  Drink  ye 
all  of  it ;  for  this  is  my  blood  of  the  New  Testament 
which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.

A.  The  word  of  God,  which  is  contained  in 
the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments, 
is  the  only  rule  to  direct  us  how  we  may  glorify 
and  enjoy  him. 

Q.  3.  What  do  the  Scriptures  principally 
teach  ? 

A.  The   Scriptures   principally  teach,  what

Q.  4.    What  is  a  OB  f 

A.  God  is  a  Spirit,  infinite,  eternal,  and  un 
changeable,  in  his  being,  wisdom,  power,  holi- 
ness, justice,  goodness,  and  truth. 

Q.  5.  Are  there  more  Gods  than  one  ? 

A.  There  is  but  one  only,  the  living  and  trut» 
God. 

Q.  6.  How  many  persons  are  there  in  the 
Godhead f 

A.  There  are  three  persons  in  the  Godhead  ; 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and 
these  three  are  one  God,  the  same  in  substance, 
equal  in  power  and  glory. 

Q.  7.    What  are  the  decrees  of  God  f 

A.  The  decrees  of  God  are,  his  eternal  pur- 
pose, according  to  the  counsel  of  his  will,  where- 
by, for  his  own  glory,  he  hath  fore-ordained 
whatsoever  comes  to  pass. 

Q.  8.  How  doth  God  execute  his  de- 
crees ? 

A.  God  executeth  his  decrees  in  the  works 
of  creation  and  providence. 

Q.  9.    What  is  the  work  of  creation  f 

A.  The  work  of  creation  is,  God's  making 
all  things  of  nothing,  by  the  word  of  his  power, 
in  the  space  of  six  days,  and  all  very  good. 

Q.  10.  How  did  God  create  man? 

A.  God  created  man,  male  and  female,  after 
his  own  image,  in  knowledge,  righteousness, 
and  holiness,  with  dominion  over  the  creatures. 
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Q.   11.    What  are    Ood*8  works    of   prov% 

notice  f 

A .  God's  works  of  providence  are,  his  most 
t\o\y,  wise,  and  powerful  preserving  and  govern- 
ing all  his  creatures,  and  all  their  actions. 

Q.  12.  What  special  act  of  providence  did 
God  exercise  towards  man,  in  the  estate  wherein 
he  was  created  f 

A.  When  God  had  created  man,  he  entered 
into  a  covenant  of  life  with  him,  upon  condition 
of  perfect  obedience ;  forbidding  him  to  eat  of 
the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  upon 
pain  of  death. 

Q.  ]  3.  Did  our  first  parents  continue  in  the 
estate  wherein  they  were  created  f 

A.  Our  first  parents,  being  left  to  the  free- 
dom of  their  own  will,  fell  from  the  estate  where- 
in they  were  created,  by  sinning  against  God. 

Q.  14.    What  is  sin  ? 

A.  Sin  is  any  want  of  conformity  unto,  or 
transgression  of,  the  law  of  God. 

Q.  15.  What  was  the  sin  whereby  our  first 
parents  fell  from  the  estate  wherein  they  were 
created  ? 

A.  The  sin,  whereby  our  first  parents  fell 
from  the  estate  wherein  they  were  created,  was 
their  eating  the  forbidden  fruit. 

Q.  16.  Did  all  mankind  fall  in  Adam's  first 
transgression  f 

A.  The  covenant  being  mad?  with  Adam, 
not  only  for  himself,  but  for  his  posterity,  all 
mankind, descending  from  him  by  ordinary  gen- 
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eration,  sinned  in  him,  and  fell  with  him   in  hif 
first  transgression. 

Q.  17.  Into  what  estati  did  the  fall  bring 
mankind  f 

A.  The  fall  brought  mankind  into  an  estate 
of  sin  and  misery. 

Q.  18.  Wherein  consists  the  sinfulness  of 
that  estate  whereinto  man  fell  f 

A.  The  sinfulness  of  that  estate  whereinto 
man  fell,  consists  in,  the  guilt  of  Adam's  first 
sin,  the  want  of  original  righteousness,  and  the 
corruption  of  his  whole  nature,  which  is  com- 
monly called  original  sin  ;  together  with  all 
actual  transgressions  which  proceed  from  it. 

Q.  19.  What  is  the  misery  of  that  estate 
whereinto  man  fell  f 

A.  All  mankind,  bytheir  fall, lost  communion 
with  God,  are  under  his  wrath  and  curse,  and 
so  made  liable  to  all  miseries  in  this  life,  to 
death  itself,  and  to  the  pains  of  hell  for  ever. 

Q.  20.  Did  God  leave  all  mankind  to  perish 
in  the  estate  of  sin  and  misery  f 

A.  God,  having,  out  of  his  mere  good  plea- 
sure, from  all  eternity,  elected  some  to  everlast- 
ing life,  did  enter  into  a  covenant  of  grace,  to 
deliver  them  out  of  the  estate  of  sin  and  misery, 
and  to  bring  them  into  an  estate  of  salvation, 
by  a  Redeemer. 

Q.   21.    Who  is  the  Redeemer  of  God's  elect? 

A.  The  only  Redeemer  of  God's  elect  is  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who,  being  the  eternal  Son 
of  God,  became  man,  and  sc  was,  and  contin- 
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aeth  to  be,  God  and  man,  in   two  distinct  na- 
tures, and  one  person, for  e\er. 

Q.  22  How  did  Christ,  being  the  Son  of 
(jrod,  become  man  f 

A.  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  became  man,  by 
taking  to  himself  a  true  body  and  a  reasonable 
soul,  being  conceived  by  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  in  the  womb  of  the  Virgin  Mary, 
and  born  of  her,  yet  without  sin. 

Q.  23.  What  offices  doth  Christ  execute  at 
our  Redeemer  f 

A.  Christ,  as  our  Redeemer,  executeth  the 
offices  of  a  prophet,  of  a  priest,  and  of  a  king, 
both  in  his  estate  of  humiliation  and  exalta- 
tion. 

Q.  24.  IIow  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of 
a  prophet  f 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  prophet, 
in  revealing  to  us,  by  his  word  and  Spirit,  the 
will  of  God  for  our  salvation. 

Q.  25.  JIow  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of 
a  priist? 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  priest,  in 
his  once  offering  up  of  himself  a  sacrifice  to 
satisfy  divine  justice,  and  reconcile  us  to  God, 
and  in  making  continual  intercession  for  us. 

Q.  26.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of 
a  king  ? 

A.   Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  king,  in 

subduing  us  to  himself,  in  ruling  and  defending 

us,  and  in  restraining   and    ^onqueriujT    \\    hi« 

and  our  enemies.

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Q.  27  Wherein  did  Christ's  humiliation 
V  >nsi%t  f 

A,  Christ's  humiliation  consisted  in  his  being 
boi^,  and  that  in  a  low  condition,  made  under 
ihe  law,  undergoing  the  miseries  of  this  life, 
the  wrath  of  God,  and  the  cursed  death  of  tht 
cross  ;  in  being  buried,  and  continuing  under 
the  power  of  death  for  a  time. 

Q.  28.  Wherein  consiateth  Clirisfs  exalta- 
tion ? 

A.  Christ's  exaltation  consisteth  in  his  rising 
again  from  the  dead  on  the  third  day,  in  as- 
cending up  into  heaven,  in  sitting  at  the  right- 
hand  of  God  the  Father,  and  in  coming  to  judge 
the  world  at  the  last  day. 

Q.  29.  How  are  we  made  partakers  of  the 
redemption  purchased  by   Christ  f 

A.   We  are  made   partakers  of  the  redemi^- 
tion  purchased  by  Christ,  by  the  effectual  apph 
ration  of  it  to  us  by  his  Holy  Spirit. 

Q.  30.  How  doth  the  Spirit  apply  to  us  the 
redemption  purchased  by  Christ  f 

A,  The  Spirit  applieth  to  us  the  redemption 
purchased  by  Christ,  by  woiking  faith  in  us, 
and  thereby  uniting  us  to  Christ  in  our  effectual 
callinor. 

Q.   31.    What  is  effectual  calling  ? 

A.  Effectual  calling  is  the  work  of  God'p 
Spirit,  whereby,  convincing  us  of  our  sin  and 
misery,  enlightening  our  minds  in  the  know- 
edge  of  Christ,  and  renewing  our  wills,  he  d<>th 
persuade  and  enable  us  to  embrace  Jesus  Ci'i"'-''*^^- 
freel.v  offered  to  us  in  thfi  ^rosDel 
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Q.  32.  What  benefits  do  they  that  are  effec- 
tually called  partake  of  in  this  life. 

A.  They  that  are  eifectuallj  called  do  in  this 
life  partake  of  justification,  adoptioii,  sanctifi- 
cation,  and  the  several  benefits  which,  in  this 
life,  do  either  accompany  or  flow  from  them. 

Q.  33.    What  is  justification  ? 

A.  Justification  is  an  act  of  God's  free  grace, 
wherein  he  pardoneth  all  our  sins,  and  accept- 
eth  us  as  righteous  in  his  sight,  only  for  the 
righteousness  of  Christ,  imputed  to  us,  and  re- 
ceived by  faith  alone. 

Q.  34.    What  is  adoption  f 

A.  Adoption  is  an  act  of  God's  free  grace, 
whereby  we  are  received  into  the  number,  and 
have  a  right  to  all  the  privileges,  of  the  sons 
of  God. 

Q.  35.    What  is  sanctification  ? 

A.  Sanctification  is  the  work  of  God's  free 
grace,  whereby  we  are  renewed  in  the  whole 
-man  after  the  image  of  God,  and  are  enabled 
more  and  more  to  die  unto  sin,  and  live  unto 
righteousness. 

Q.  36.  What  are  the  benefits  which  in  this 
life  do  accompany  or  flow  from  justification, 
adoption,  and  sanctification  P 

A.  "^^°'  benefits  which  in  this  life  do  accom- 
pany OT  tiow  from  justification,  adoption,  and 
sanctificacion,  are,  assurance  of  God's  love, 
peace  of  conscience,  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost, 
increase  of  grace,  and  perseverance  therein  ti 
be  end. 
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Q.  87-  What  hem  fits  do  believers  recei'^ 
from   Christ  at  death  ? 

A.  The  souls  of  believers  are  at  their  death 
made  perfect  in  holiness,  and  do   immediately 
pass  into  glory  ;   and  their   bodies,   being  stil 
united  to  Christ,  do  rest  in  their  graves  till  the 
resurrection. 

Q.  38.  What  benefits  do  believers  receive 
from  Christ  at  the  resurrection? 

A,  At  the  resurrection,  believers,  being 
raised  up  in  glory,  shall  be  openly  acknow- 
ledged, and  acquitted  in  the  day  of  judgment, 
and  made  perfectly  blessed  in  the  full  enjoying 
of  God  to  all  eternity. 

Q.  39.  What  is  the  duty  which  Crod  re- 
quireth  of  man  f 

A.  The  duty  which  God  requireth  of  ipan, 
is, obedience  to  his  revealed  will. 

Q.  40.  What  did  God  at  first  reveal  to  man 
for  the  rule  of  his  obedience  ? 

A.  The  rule  which  God  at  first  revealed  to 
man   for  his  obedience,  was  the  moral  law. 

Q.  41.  Wherein  is  the  moral  law  sum- 
marily  comprehended  f 

A.  The  moral  law  is  summarily  compre- 
hended in  the  ten  commandments. 

Q.  42.  What  is  the  sum  of  the  ten  com 
mandments  f 

A.  The  sum  of  the  ten  commandments  is, 
to  love  the  Lord  our  God,  with  all  our  heart,  with 
all  our  soul,  with  all  our  strength,  and  with 
aP.  our  min^  :  and  our  ncic'hbour  as  onrselveH. 
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Q.  43.  What  is  the  preface  to  the  ten  oom- 
mandments  f 

A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments 
Is  in  these  words,  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God, 
which  have  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt^ 
out  of  the  house  of  bondage. 

Q.  44.  What  doth  the  preface  to  the  ten 
commandments  teach  us  ? 

A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments 
teacheth  us,  that  because  God  is  the  Lord,  and 
our  God,  and  Redeemer,  therefore  we  are 
bound  to  keep  all  his  commandments. 

Q.  45.    Which  is  the  first  commandment  f 

A.  The  first  commandment  is,  Thou  shah 
have  no  other  gods  before  me. 

Q.  46.  What  is  required  in  the  first  comr 
mandment  f 

A.  The  first  commandment  requireth  us  tc 
know  and  acknowledge  God,  to  be  the  oxAy 
true  God,  and  our  God  ;  and  to  worship  and 
glorify  him  accordingly. 

Q.  47.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  first  com- 
mandment P 

A.  The  first  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
denying,  or  not  worshipping  and  glorifying, the 
true  God,  as  God,  and  our  God  ;  and  the  giving 
that  worship  and  glory  to  any  other,  which  ia 
due  to  him  alone. 

Q.  48.  What  are  we  espfcially  tang  \t  hy 
these  words,  "before  me,"  m  the  first  com- 
mandment f 

A,  Tliese  words,  *'  before   me,*'  in  the  first 
83* 
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commanvlment,  teach  us,  that  God,  who  seeth 
all  things,  Uketh  notice  of,  and  is  much  dis- 
pleased with,  the  sin  of  having  any  other  God. 

Q.  49.  Which  is  the  second  commandment  ? 
A.  The  second  commandment  is,  Thou  shall 
not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image^  or  any 
/ikeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in  heaven  above^ 
or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath^  or  that  is  in 
the  water  under  the  earth  :  thou  shall  not  bow 
down  thyself  to  them,,  nor  serve  them  ;  for  /, 
the  Lord  thy  God^  am  a  jealous  God^  visiting 
the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children 
unto  the  third  ayid  fourth  generation  of  them 
that  hate  me:  and  showing  mercy  unto  thou- 
sands of  them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my  com- 
mandments. 

Q.  50.  What  is  required  in  the  second  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  second  commandment  requireth  the 
receiving,  observing,  and  keeping  pure  and  en- 
tire, all  such  religious  worship  and  ordinances 
as  God  hath  appointed  in  his  word. 

Q.  51.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  second 
:ommandment  f 

A.  The  second  commandment  forbiddeth 
the  worshipping  of  God  by  images,  or  any 
other  way  not  appointed  in  his  word. 

Q.  52.  What  a7'e  the  reasons  annexed  to  the 
tecond  commandment  f 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  second  com- 
mandment are,  God's  sovereignty  over  us,  his 
propriety  in  us,  and  the  zeal  he  hath  to  his 
own  worsi^i^:. 
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Q.  53.    Which  is  the  third  eommandraent  f 

A.  The  third  commandment  is,  Thou  shali 
ntt  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  Grod  in  vain  ; 
for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  thai 
taketh  his  name  in  vain, 

Q.  54.  What  is  required  in  the  third  com^ 
mandment  ? 

A.  The  third  commandment  requireth  the 
holy  and  reverent  use  of  God's  names,  titles, 
attributes,  ordinances,  word,  and  works. 

Q.  ^t).  What  is  forbidden  in  the  third  com- 
mandment f 

A.  The  third  commandment  forbiddeth  all 
profaning  or  abusing  of  any  thing  wherebj 
God  maketh  himself  known. 

Q.  bQ.  What  is  the  reason  annexed  to  the 
third  commandment  ? 

A.  The  reason  annexed  to  the  third  com- 
mandment is,  that  however  the  breakers  '^f 
this  commandment  may  escape  punishment 
from  men,  yet  the  Lord  our  God  will  not  suffer 
them  to  escape  his  righteous  judgment. 

Q.  57.  Which  is  the  fourth  command- 
ment f 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  is,  Remember 
th^  Snhbath-day,  to  keep  it  holy  Six  day^ 
%halt  thou  labour^  and  do  all  thy  work:  but 
the  seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord 
thy  God:  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work, 
thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy 
man-servant,  nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor  thy 
rattle,  nor  thy  strange'^   that   is   within   thy 
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gates :  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  vmde  heaven 
and  earthy  the  sea^  and  all  that  in  them  is^ 
and  rested  the  seventh  day:  wherefore  the 
Lord  blessed  the  Sabbath-day,  and  halloived  it. 

Q.  58.  What  is  required  in  the  fourth 
commandment  f 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  requireth  the 
keeping  holy  to  God  such  set  times  as  he  hath 
appointed  in  his  word  ;  expressly  one  whole  da'^ 
in  seven,  to  be  a  holy  Sabbath  to  himself. 

Q.  59.  Which  day  of  the  seven  hath  God 
appointed  to  be  the  weekly  Sabbath  ? 

A.  From  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the 
resurrection  of  Christ,  God  appointed  the 
seventh  day  of  the  week  to  be  the  weekly 
Sabbath ;  and  the  first  day  of  the  week,  ever 
since,  to  continue  to  the  end  of  the  world, 
which  is  the  Christian  Sabbath. 

Q.  60.  How  is  the  Sabbath  to  be  sanctified? 

A.  The  Sabbath  is  to  be  sanctified  by  a  holy 
resting  all  that  day,  even  from  such  worldly 
employments  and  recreations  as  are  lawful  on 
other  days ;  and  spending  the  whole  time  in 
the  public  and  private  exercises  of  God's  wor- 
ship, except  so  much  as  is  to  be  tiken  up  in 
the  wo-rks  of  necessity  and  mercy. 
u  Q.  61.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  fourth 
commandment  ? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
omission,  or  careless  performance,  of  the  duties 
required,  and  the  profaning  the  day  by  idleness, 
or  doina:  that  which  is  in  itself  sinful,  or  by  un- 
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uecessary  thoughts,  words,  or  works,  about  our 
worldly  employments  or  recreations. 

Q.  62.  What  are  the  reasons  annexed  t4> 
the  fourth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  fourth  com 
mandment  are,  God's  allowing  us  six  days  of 
the  week  for  our  own  employments,  his  chal 
lenging  a  special  propriety  in  the  seventh,  liis 
own  example,  and    his  blessing  the  Sabbath- 
day. 

Q.  68.    Which  is  the  ffth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  fifth  commandment  is,  Honour  thy 
father  and  thy  mother ;  that  thy  days  may 
he  long  upon  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy 
God  giveth  thee. 

Q.  64.  What  is  required  in  the  fifth  com- 
mandment f 

A.  The  fifth  commandment  requireth  the 
preserving  the  honour,  and  performing  the 
duties,  belonging  to  every  one  in  their  several 
places  and  relations,  as  superiors,  inferiors,  or 
equals. 

Q.  Qb.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  fifth  'Com- 
mandment ? 

A,  The  fifth  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
neglecting  of,  or  doing  any  thing  against,  the 
honour  and  duty  which  belongeth  to  every  one 
in  their  several  places  and  relations. 

Q.  QQ.  What  is  the  reason  annexed  to  thi 
fifth  commandment  f 

A.  The  reason  annexed  to  the  fifth  com 
UMidme.'jt  is,  'i  promise  of  long  life  and  pro&

perity  (as  far  as  it  shall  serve  f  \r  Goa  8  g'Or>^, 
and  their  own  good)  to  all  such  as  keep  this 
commandment. 

Q.   67.    Which  in  the  sixth  commandment  f 
A.  The  sixth  commandment  is,  Thou  shali 
not  kill. 

Q.  68.  What  is  required  in  the  sixth  com- 
nand.ment  f 

A.  The  sixth  commandment  requireth  all 
lawful  endeavours  to  preserve  our  own  life, 
and  the  life  of  others. 

Q.  69.  Whai  is  forbidden  in  the  sixth  com- 
mandment f 

A.  The  sixth  commandment  forbiddeth  the 
taking  away  of  our  own  life,  or  the  life  of  our 
neighbour  unjustly,  or  whatsoever  tendeth 
thereunto. 

Q.  70.  Which  is  the  seventh  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  seventh  commandment  is,  Thou 
shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

Q.  71.  What  is  required  in  the  seventh 
commandment  f 

A.  The  seventh  commandment  requireth  the 
preservation  of  our  own  and  our  neiglibour's 
chastity,  in  heart,  speech,  and  behaviour. 

Q.  72.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  seventh 
commandment  ? 

A»    The   seventh   commandment  forbiddeth 
all  unchaste  thoughts,  words,  and  actions. 
Q.  73.    Which  is  the  eighth  commandment  f 
A.  The  eighth  commandment  is.  Thou  shah 
Hot  steal. 
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Q.  74.    What  is  required  in  the  eighth  com 

fiMndment  ? 

A.   The  eighth  commandment  requireth  the 
jiwful  procuring  and  furthering  the  wealth  an'I 
outward  estate  of  ourselves  and  others. 

Q.  75.    What  is  forbidden  in  the  eighth  com 
mnndment  f 

A.  The  eighth  commandment  forbiddeth 
whatsoever  doth,  or  may,  unjustly  hinder  our 
own,  or  our  neighbour's  wealth  or  outward 
estate. 

Q.   76.    Which  is  the  ninth  cowmandmeiit  f 

A.  The  ninth  commandment  is.  Thou  shall 
not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbour. 

Q,  77.  What  is  required  in  the  ninth  oom- 
mandment  f 

A.  The  ninth  commandment  requireth  the 
maintaining  and  promoting  of  truth  between 
man  and  man,  and  of  our  own  and  our  neigh- 
bour's good  name,  especially  in  witness-bearing. 

Q.  78.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  ninth  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  ninth  commandment  forbiddeth 
whatsoever  is  prejudicial  to  truth,  or  injurious 
to  our  own   or  our  neighbour's  good  name. 

Q.  79.    Which  is  the  tenth  commandment  f 

A.  The  tenth  commandment  is,  TIlou  thalt 
x,ot  covet  thy  neighbour  s  house^  thou  shalt  not 
covet  thy  neighbour  s  wife,  nor  his  man-ser- 
vant, nor  his  maid-servant^  nor  his  ox,  nor  hu 
ass,  nor  any  thing  that  is  thy  neighbour  s. 

Q.  80.  What  is  required  in  the  tenth  com 
mav,dnient  ? 
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A.  The  tenth  commandment  reqaireth  full 
contentment  with  our  own  condition,  with  a 
right  and  charitable  frame  of  spirit  toward  our 
nciii^hbour,  and  all  that  is  his. 

Q.  81.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  tenth  com- 
mandment  ? 

A.  The  tenth  commandment  forbiddeth  all 

discontentment  with  our  own  estate,  envying 

)T  grieving  at  the  good  of  our  neighbour,  and 

all  inordinate  motions  and  affections  to  anything 

that  is  his. 

Q.  82.  1%  any  man  able  perfectly  to  keep 
the  commandments  of  God  ? 

A.  No  mere  man,  since  the  fall,  is  able,  in 
this  life,  perfectly  to  keep  the  commandments  of 
God  :  but  doth  daily  break  them,  in  thought, 
word,  and  deed. 

Q.  83.  Are  all  transgressions  of  the  law 
equally  heinous  f 

A.  Some  sins  in  themselves,  and  by  reason 
of  several  aggravations,  are  more  heinous  in 
the  sight  of  God  than  others. 

Q.  84.    What  doth  every  sin  deserve  ? 

A.  Every  sin  deserveth  God's  wrath  and 
€urse,  both  in  this  life,  and  that  which  is  to 
<3ome. 

Q.  85.  What  doth  Grod  require  of  us,  that 
we  may  escape  his  wrath  and  curj^e,  due  to  us 
for  sin  f 

A.  To  escape  thb  tvrath  and  curse  cf  God, 
due  to  us  for  sin,  God  requireth  of  us  faith  in 
Tesus  Christ,  repentance  unto   life,  with    the 
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diligent  use  of  all  the  outward  means  whereby 
Christ  communicateth  to  us  the  benefits  of  re- 
demption. 

Q.  86.    W hat  is  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  ? 

A.  Faith  in  Jesus  Christ  is  a  saving  grace, 
whereby  we  receive  and  rest  upon  him  alone  for 
salvation,  as  he  is  offered  to  us  in  the   gospel. 

Q.  87.    What  is  repentance  unto  life  f 

A.  Repentance  unto  life  is  a  saving  grace, 
whereby  a  sinner,  out  of  a  true  sense  of  his 
sin,  and  apprehension  of  the  mercy  of  God  in 
Christ,  doth,  with  grief  and  hatred  of  his  sin, 
turn  from  it  unto  God,  with  full  purpose  of. 
and  endeavour  after,  new  obedience. 

Q.  88.  What  are  the  outward  and  ordinary 
means  whereby  Christ  communicateth  to  us  the 
benefits  of  redemption  '? 

A.  The  outward  and  ordinary  means  where- 
by Christ  communicateth  to  us  the  benefits  t)f 
redemption  are,  his  ordinances,  especially  the 
word,  sacraments,  and  prayer  ;  all  which  are 
made  effectual  to  the  elect  for  salvation. 

Q.  89.  How  is  the  word  made  effectual  to 
$alvation  ? 

A.  The  Spirit  of  God  maketh  the  reading, 
but  especially  the  preaching,  of  the  word,  an 
effectual  means  of  convincing  and  converting: 
sinners,  and  of  building  them  up  in  holines^ 
and  comfort  through  faith  unto  salvation. 

Q.  90.  How    is    the    word  to  be  read  and 
heard^  that  it  may  became  effectual  to  %alva 
tionf 
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A,  That  the  word  may  become  effectual  to 
salvation,  we  must  attend  thereunto  with  dili- 
gence, preparation,  and  prayer ;  receive  it  with 
faith  and  love,  lay  it  up  in  our  hearts,  and 
practise  it  in  our  lives. 

Q.  91.  How  do  the  sacraments  heccme  effec- 
tual  means  of  salvation  ? 

A.  The  sacraments  become  effectual  means 
if  salvation,  not  from  any  virtue  in  them,  or  in 
him  that  doth  administer  them;  but  only  by  the 
blessing  of  Christ,  and  the  working  of  his  Spirit 
in  them  that  by  faith  receive  them. 

Q.  92.    What  is  a  sacrament? 

A.  A  sacrament  is  a  holy  ordinance  institu- 
ted by  Christ,  wherein,  by  sensible  signs, 
Christ  and  the  benefits  of  the  new  covenant  are 
represented,  sealed,  and  applied  to  believers. 

Q.  93.  Which  are  the  sacraments  of  the 
New   Testament  ? 

A.  The  sacraments  of  the  New  Testament 
are, baptism, and  the  Lord's  supper. 

Q.  94.    What  is  baptism  ? 

A.  Baptism  is  a  sacrament,  wherein  the 
washing  with  water,  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  doth 
signify  and  seal  our  ingrafting  into  Christ, anci 
partaking  of  the  benefits  of  the  covenant  of 
grace,  and  our  engagement  to  be  the  Loid's. 

Q.  95.  To  whom  is  baptism  to  be  adminis- 
tered ? 

A.  Baptism  is  not  to  be  administered  to  any 
that  are  out  of  the  visible  church,  till  they  pro- 
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fess  their  faith  in  Christ,  and  obedience  to  him  j 
but  the  infants  of  such  as  are  members  of  the 
visible  church,  are  to  be  baptized. 

Q.  96.    What  is  the  Lords  supper  ? 

A.  The  Lord's  supper  is  a  sacrament,  where- 
in, by  giving  and  receiving  bread  and  wine, 
according  to  Christ's  appointment,  his  death  is 
showed  forth;  and  the  worthy  receivers  are,  not 
after  a  corporal  and  carnal  manner,  but  by 
faith,  made  partakers  of  his  body  and  blood, 
with  all  his  benefits,  to  their  spiritual  nourish- 
ment and  growth  in  grace. 

Q.  97.  What  is  required  to  the  worthy  re- 
ceiving of  the  Lord's  supper  ? 

A.  It  is  required  of  them  that  would  worthily 
partake  of  the  Lord's  supper,  that  they  examine 
themselves,  of  their  knowledge  to  discern  the 
Lord's  body,  of  their  faith  to  feed  upon  him, 
of  their  repentance,  love,  and  new  obedience  ; 
lest  coming  unworthily,  they  eat  and  drink 
judgment  to  themselves. 

Q.  98.    What  is  prayer  ? 

A.  Prayer  is  an  offering  up  of  our  desires 
unto  God,  for  things  agreeable  to  his  will,  in 
the  name  of  Christ,  with  confession  of  our  sins, 
and  thankful  acknowledgment  of  his  mercies. 

Q.  99.  What  rule  hath  God  given  for  our 
direction  in  prayer  f 

A.  The  whole  word  of  God  is  of  use  to  di- 
rect us  in  prayer;  but  the  special  rule  of  direc- 
tion is  that  form  of  prayer,  which  Christ  taught 
his  disciples,  commonly  called.  The  Lord't 
prayer. 
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Q.  100.  WTiat  doth  the  preface  of  the  LorcTt 

•prayer  teach  us  ? 

A.  The  preface  of  the  Lord's  prayer,  which 
is,  "  Oi^r  Father  which  art  in  heaven^'"  teacheth 
us  to  draw  near  to  Go(i,  with  all  holy  reverence 
ynd  confidence,  as  children  to  a  father,  able 
and  ready  to  help  us  ;  and  that  we  should  pray 
>vith  and  for  others. 

Q,  101.  What  do  we  pray  for  in  the  first 
petition  ? 

A.  In  the  first  petition,  which  is,  "  Hallowed 
he  thy  name^''  we  pray,  that  God  would  enable 
US,  and  others,  to  glorify  him  in  all  that  whereby 
he  maketh  himself  known,  and  that  he  would 
dispose  all  things  to  his  own  glory. 

Q.  102.  What  do  we  pray  for  in  the  second 
petition  f 

A.  In  the  second  petition,  which  is,  "  Thy 
kingdom  come^''  we  pray,  that  Satan's  kingdom 
may  be  destroyed,  and  that  the  kingdom  of 
grace  may  be  advanced,  ourselves  and  others 
brouirht  into  it,  and  kept  in  it,  and  that  the 
kingdom  of  glory  may  be  hastened. 

Q.  103.  What  do  we  pray  for  in  the  third 
petition  ? 

A.  In  the  third  petition,  which  is,  "  Thy  will 
he  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven,"  we  pray, 
that  God, by  his  grace, would  make  us  able  and 
willing  to  ki.ow,  obey,  and  submit  to  his  will 
in  all  thingf,  as  the  angels  do  in  heaven. 

Q.  104.  What  do  wt  pray  for  in  the  fourth 
petition  - 
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A.  In  the  fourth  petition,  which  is,  ''  Crive 
U8  this  day  our  daily  bread^''  we  pray,  that  of 
God's  free  gift,  we  may  receive  a  competent 
portion  of  the  good  things  of  this  life,  and 
e.MJoy  his  blessing  with  them. 

Q.  105.  What  do  we  pray  for  in  the  fftn 
petition  ? 

A.  In  the  fifth  petition,  which  is,  *'''  And  for- 
give us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors^'' 
we  prajj  that  God,  for  Christ's  sake,  would 
freely  pardon  all  our  sins  ;  which  we  are  the 
rather  encouraged  to  ask,  because  by  his  grace 
we  are  enabled  from  the  heart  to  ^"^'orgive  others. 

Q.  106.  What  do  we  pray  for  in  the  sixth 
petition  ? 

A.  In  the  sixth  petition,  which  is,  "  And  lead 
us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil,'' 
we  pray^that  God  would  either  keep  us  from 
being  tempted  to  sin,  or  support  and  deliver  us 
when  we  are  tempted. 

Q.  107.  What  doth  the  conclusion  of  the 
Lord's  prayer  teach  us  f 

A.  The  conclusion  of  the  Lord's  prayer, 
which  is,  "  For  thine  is  the  king  don,  and  the 
powerjOnd  the  glory,  for  ever,  Amen,"  teacheth 
us  to  take  our  encouragement  in  prayer  from 
God  only,  and  in  our  prayers  to  praise  him, 
ascribing  kingdom,  power,  and  glory  to  him  : 
and  in  testimony  of  our  desire  anl   a^isuranco 

to  be  heard,  we  say,  Amen.

IV.  Remember  the  Sabbath-day,  to  keep  it 
holy.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labour,  and  do  all 
thy  work  :  but  the  seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath 
of  the  Lord  thy  God;  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do 
any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter, 
thy  man-servant,  nor  tPiy  maid-servant,  nor  thy 
cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates : 
for   in  six   days  the   Lord   made   heaven    and 
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earth,  tlie  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and 
rested  the  seveiUh  day  ;  wherefore  the  Lord 
llessed  the  Sabbath-day,  and  hallowed  it. 

V.  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother ;  that 
thy  diiys  m.iy  be  long  upon  the  land  which  the 
Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee- 

VL   Thou  shalt  not  kill. 

VII.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

VIII.  Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

IX.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness 
against  thy  neighbour. 

X.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's 
house,  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's 
wife,  nor  his  man-servant,  nor  his  maid-servant, 
nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that  is 
thy  neighbour's.

CHAPTER  I. 

PRELIMINARY    PRINCIPLES.* 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  presenting  to  the  Christian 
public  the  system  of  union,  and  the  form  of 
government  and  discipline  which  they  have 
adopted,  have  thought  proper  to  state,  by  way 
of  introduction,  a  few  of  the  general  principles 
by  which  they  have  been  govern^'d  in  the 
formation  of  the  plan.     This,  it  is  hoped,  will, 


*  Note. — This  introductory  chapter,  with  the  exception 
of  the  first  sentence,  was  first  drawn  up  by  the  Synod  of 
New  York  and  Phihidelphia.  and  prefixed  to  the  Form 
of  Government.  &c.,  as  published  by  that  body  in  1788.

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in  some  measure,  prevent  those  rasL  miscon- 
structions, and  uncandid  reflectionb,  vhich 
usually  proceed  from  an  imperfect  view  of  any 
E.ubject ;  as  well  as  make  the  several  parts  of 
the  system  plain,  and  the  whole  perspicuous 
and  iully  understood. 

Tlicy  aie  unanimously  of  opinion  : 

I.  TliJit  ''God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  c<jn 
*' science  ;  and  hath  loft  it  free  from  the  doc 
**  trine  and  commandnients  of  men,  which  are 
"in  any  thing  contrary  to  his  word,  or  beside 
**  it  in  matters  of  faith  or  worship  :"  Therefore 
they  consider  the  rights  of  private  judgment,  in 
all  matters  that  respect  religion,  as  universal 
and  unalienable :  they  do  not  even  wish  to  see 
any  religious  constitution  aided  by  the  civil 
power,  further  than  may  be  necessary  for  pro- 
tection and  security,  and,  at  the  same  time,  be 
equal  and  common  to  all  others. 

II.  That,  in  perfect  consistency  with  the 
above  principle  of  common  right,  every  Chris- 
tian church,  or  union  or  association  of  particu- 
lar churches,  is  entitled  to  declare  the  terms  of 
admission  into  its  communion^  and  the  quali- 
fications of  its  ministers  and  members,  as  well 
as  the  whole  system  of  its  internal  government 
which  Christ  hath  appointed:  that,  in  the  ex- 

,  ercise  of  this  right,  they  may,  notwithstanding, 
err,  in  making  the  terras  of  communion  either 
»;oo  lax  or  too  narrow ;  yet,  even  in  this  case, 
they  do  not  infringe  upon  the  liberty,  or  the 
rights  of  others,  but  onlj  make  an  improper 
Ube  of  their  own 
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ITT.  That  our  blessed  Saviour,  for  the  edifi» 
cation  of  the  visible  church,  which  is  his  body^ 
hath  appoirted  officers,  not  only  to  preach  the 
gospel  and  adminuter  the  sacraments;  but 
also  to  exercise  discipline,  for  the  preservation 
both  of  truth  and  duty  ;  and,  that  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  these  officers^  and  upon  the  whole 
church,  in  whose  name  they  act,  to  censure  or 
cast  out  the  erroneous  and  scandalous  ;  observ- 
ing, in  all  cases,  the  rules  contained  in  the  word 
of  God. 

IV.  That  truth  is  in  order  to  goodness  ;  and 
the  great  touchstone  of  truth,  its  tendency  to 
promote  holiness  ;  according  to  our  Saviour's 
rule,  ''  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 
And  that  no  opinion  can  be  either  more  perni- 
cious or  more  absurd,  than  that  which  brings 
truth  and  falsehood  upon  a  level,  and  repre- 
uents  it  as  of  no  consequence  what  a  man's 
opinions  are.  On  the  contrary,  they  are  per- 
suaded  that  there  is  an  inseparable  connection 
between  faith  and  practice,  truth  and  duty. 
Otherwise  it  would  be  of  no  consequence  either 
to  discover  truth,  or  to  embrace  it. 

V,  That  while  under  the  conviction  of  the 
above   principle,    they    think    it   necessary,   to 
make   effectual  provision,  that  all  who  are  ad-  \ 
mitted  as  teachers,  be  sound  in  the  faith  y  they; 
also    believe   that   there  are  truths  and  forms,* 
with  respect  to  which  men  of  good  characters 
and   principles   may  differ.     And  in   all  tlfese 
they  think  r.  the  duty  both  of  private  Chrisiiaixi -.^ 
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and  societies,  to  exercise  mutual  forbearance 
towards  each  other. 

VI.  That  though  the  character,  qualifica- 
tions, and  authority  of  church  officers,  are  laid 
down  in  the  holj  Scriptures,  as  well  as  the 
proper  method  of  their  investiture  and  institu- 
tion ;  yet  the  election  of  the  persons  to  the 
exercise  of  this  authority,  in  any  particular 
society,  is  in  that  society. 

\  II.  That  all  church  power,  whether  exer- 
cised by  the  body  in  general,  or  in  the  way  of 
representation  by  delegated  authority,  is  only 
ministerial  and  declarative ;  that  is  to  say^ 
that  the  Holy  Scriptures  are  the  only  rule  of 
faith  and  manners;  that  no  church  judicatory 
ought  to  pretend  to  make  laws,  to  bind  the 
conscience  in  virtue  of  their  own  authority  ; 
and  that  all  their  decisions  should  be  founded 
upon  the  revealed  will  of  God.  Now  though 
it  will  easily  be  admitted,  that  all  synods  and 
councils  may  err,  through  the  frailty  insepara- 
ble from  humanity  ;  yet  there  is  much  greater 
danger  from  the  usurped  claim  of  making  laws, 
than  from  the  right  of  judging  upon  laws  al- 
ready made,  and  common  to  all  who  profess 
the  gospel ;  although  this  right,  as  necessity 
requires  in  the  present  state,  be  lodged  with 
fallible  men. 

\11L  Lastly.  That,  if  the  preceding  scrip- 
tural and  rational  principles  be  steadfastly  ad- 
hered to,  the  vigour  and  strictness  of  its  dis- 
cipline will  contribute  to  the  glory  and 
happiness  of   any  church       Since  ecclesiarstical

disoipline  must  be  purely  moral  or  s^hitual  in 
Its  object,  and  not  attended  with  any  civil 
effects,  it  can  derive  no  force  whatever,  but 
from  its  own  justice,  the  approbation  of  an  im- 
partial public,  and  the  countenance  and  bles- 
sing of  the  great  Head  of  the  church  universal. 


CHAPTER  11. 

OF   THE    CHURCH. 

I.  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  now  exalted  far 
above  all  principality  and  power,*  hath  erected, 
in  this  world,  a  kingdom,  which  is  his  church.* 

II.  The  universal  church  consists  of  all  those 
persons,  in  every  nation,  together  with  their 
children  who  make  profession  of  the  holy  reli- 
gion of  Christ,  and  of  submission  to  his  laws."

Thou  hast  ascended  on  high,  thou  hast  led  captiviiy  cap- 
tive :  thou  hast  received  gifts  for  men  ;  yea,  for  the  rebel- 
lious also,  that  the  Lord  God  might  dwell  among  them.

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III.  As  this  immense  multitude  cannot  meet 
together  in  one  place,  to  hold  cocimunion,  or 
to  worship  God,  it  is  reasonable,  and  warranted 
by  Scripture  example,  that  they  should  be 
divided  into  many  particular  churches.*^ 

IV.  A  particular  church  consists  of  a  num- 
ber of  professing  Christians,  with  their  oifspring, 
voluntarily  associated  together,  for  divine  wor- 
ship and  godly  living,  agreeably  to  the  Holy 
Scriptures ;  ®  and  submitting  to  a  certain  form 
of  government.  ^

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CHAPTER  III. 

OP    THE    OFFICERS    OF    THE   CHFRCH. 

I.  Our  blessed  Lord  at  first  collectc  i  hii 
church  out  of  different  nations,  ^  and  fcrmed 
it  into  one  body,^  by  the  mission  of  men  en- 
dued with  miraculous  gifts,  which  have  lon^ 
since  ceased.* 

II.  The  ordinary  and  perpetual  officers  ir 
the    church    are    Bishops,    or    Pastors ;  J   the 

shadow  of  heavenly  things,  as  Moses  was  admonished  ol 
God  when  he  was  about  to  make  the  tabernacle  ;  for,  Sfc* 
(saith  he)  that  thou  make  all  things  according  to  the  pat* 
tern  showed  to  thee  in  the  mount.  Gal.  vi.  16.  A^d  ar 
many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule,  peace  be  oii  tnem, 
and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Israel  of  God.

CHAPTER  IV.

The  pastoral  office  is  the  first  in  the  church, 
both  for  dignity  and  usefulness.""  The  person 
who  fills  this  office,  hath,  in  Scripture,  obtained 
diff'erent  names  expressive  of  his  various  duties. 
As  he  has  the  oversight  of  the  flock  of  Christ, 
he  is  termed  bishop.*  ^  As  he  feeds  them 
with  spiritual  food,  he  is  termed  pastor."  As 
he  serves  Christ  in  his  church,  he  is  termed 
minister.^     As  it  is  his  duty  to  be  grave  and

CHAPTER  VI. 

OF    DEACONS. 

The  Scriptures  clearly  point  out  deacons 
as  distinct  officers  in  the  church,  ^  whose 
business  it  is  to  take  care  of  the  poor,  and  to 
distribute  among  them  the  collections  which 
may  be  raised  for  their  use.  *  To  them 
also  may  be  properly  committed  the  ma- 
il 1  Tim.

CHAPTER  VII.

CHAPTER  YIII. 

09   CBURCJ    GOVERNMENT,    AND   THE    SEYERAL    KINDS   Of 
•  JUDICATORIES. 

I.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  govern- 
ment of  the  church  be  exercised  under  some 
certain  and  definite  form.  ^  And  we  hold  it 
to  be  expedient,  and  agreeable  to  Scripture  and 
the  practice  of  the  primitive  Christians,  that  th'* 
church  be  governed  by  congregational,  presby- 
terial,  and  synodical  assemblies.     In  full  con-

And  we  beseech  you, 
brethren,  to  know  them  which  labour  among  you,  and  are 
over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  admonish  you ;  and  to  esteem 
them  very  highly  in  love  for  their  work's  sake.  And  be 
at  peace  among  yourselves.

Bistency  with  this  belief,  we  etnbract,  a  the 
spirit  of  charity,  those  Christians  who  differ 
from  us,  in  opinion  and  practice,  on  these  sub- 
jects. * 

II.  These  assemblies  ought  not  to  possess 
any  civil  jurisdiction,  nor  to  inflict  any  civil 
penalties.  ™  Their  power  is  wholly  moral  or 
spiritual,  and  that  only  ministerial  and  declara- 
tive. ^  They  possess  the  right  of  requiring 
obedience  to  the  laws  of  Christ ;  and  of  ex- 
cluding the  disobedient  and  disorderly  from  the 
privileges  of  the  church.  To  give  efficiency, 
however,  to  this  necessary  and  scriptural  au- 
thority, they  possess  the  powers  requisite  for 
obtaining  evidence  and  inflicting  censure. 
They  can  call  before  them  any  offender  against 
the  order  and  government  of  the  church  ;  they 
can  require  members  of  their  own  society  to 
appear  and  give  testimony  m  the  cause  ;  but 
the  highest  punishment  to  which  their  authority 
extends,  is  to  exclude  the  contumacious  and 
impenitent  from  the  congregation  of  believers. «

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CHAPTER  IX. 

3F   THE    CHURCH    SESSION. 

I.  The  Church  session  consists  of  the  paetoi 
or  pastors,  and  ruling  elders,  of  a  particular 
congregation.  ^ 

II.  Of  this  judicatory,  two  elders,  if  there  be 
as  many  in  the  congregation,  with  the  pastor, 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

III.  The  pastor  of  the  congregation  shall 
always  be  the  moderator  of  the  session  ;  except 
when,  for  prudential  reasons,  it  may  appear 
advisable  th;it  some  other  minister  should  be 
invited  to  preside ;  in  which  case  the  pastor 
may,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  session,  in- 
vite such  other  minister  as  they  may  see  meet, 
belonging  to  the  same  presbytery,  to  preside  in 

hi8  fault  between  thee  and  him  alone:  if  he  shall  hear 
thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother.  But  if  he  will  not 
hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in 
the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may  be 
established.  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell 
it  unto  the  church :  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church, 
let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a  heathen  man  and  a  publican. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on 
earth,  shall  be  bound  in  heaven  :  and  whatsoever  y« 
fihall  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven.  1  Cor 
V.  4,  6.  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  ye 
are  gathered  together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  deliver  such  an  one  unto  Satan, 
for  the  destruction  of  the  flesh,  that  the  spirit  may  be 
saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

P  1  Cor.  V.  4.  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
when  ye  are  gathered  together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the 
power  of  ou'*  Lord  Jesus  Chrst 
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that  case.     The  same  expedient  may  be  adopted 
in  case  o1  the  sickness  or  absence  of  the  pastor. 

IV.  It  is  expedient,  at  every  meeting  of  the 
session,  more  especially  when  constituted  for 
judicial  business,  that  thcT'e  be  a  prefciding 
minister.  When,  therefore,  a  church  is  with- 
out a  pastor,  the  moderator  of  tho  session  shall 
be,  either  the  minister  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  presbytery,  or  one  invited  by  the 
session  to  preside  on  a  particular  occasion.  But 
where  it  is  impracticable,  without  great  incon- 
venience, to  procure  the  attendance  of  such  a 
moderator,  the  session  may  proceed  without  it. 

V.  In  congregations  where  there  are  two  or 
more  pastors,  they  shall,  when  present,  alter- 
nately preside  in  the  session. 

VI.  The  Church  session  is  charged  with 
maintaining  the  spiritual  government  of  the 
congregation  ;  ^  for  which  purpose,  they  have 
power  to  inquire  into  the  knowledge  and 
Christian  conduct  of  the  members  of  the 
church ;  '  to  call  before  them  oflfenders  and 
witnesses,  being  members  of  their  own  congre- 
gation, and  to  introduce  other  witnesses,  where 
it  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the  process  to 
Issue,  and  when  they  can  be  procured  to  at- 
tend ;   to  receive  members  into  the  church ;   to

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admonish,  to  Tebuke,  to  suspend,  or  exclude 
from  the  sacraments,  those  who  are  found  to 
deserve  censure  ; '  to  concert  the  best  measures 
for  promoting  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  con- 
gregation ;  and  to  appoint  delegates  to  the 
higher  judicatories  of  the  church.' 

VII.  The  pastor  has  power  to  convene  the 
session  when  he  may  judge  it  requisite  ;"  and 
he  shall  always  convene  them  when  requested 
to  do  so  by  any  two  of  the  elders.  The  session 
shall  also  convene  when  directed  so  to  do  by 
the  presbytery. 

VIII.  Every  session  shall  keep  a  fair  record 
of  its  proceedings ;  which  record  shall  be,  at 
least  once  in  every  year,  submitted  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  presbytery. 

IX.  It  is  important  that  every  church  ses- 
sion keep  a  fair  register  of  marriages  ;  of  bap- 
tisms, with  the  times  of  the  birth  of  the  indi- 
viduals baptized ;  of  persons  admitted  to  the 
Lord's  table,  and  of  the  deaths,  and  other  re- 
movals of  church  members.

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CHAPTER  X. 

CF    THE    PRESBYTERY. 

1  The  Church  being  divided  into  many 
8?parate  -congregations,  these  need  mutual 
counsel  and  assistance,  in  order  to  preserve 
«ouT>dness  of  doctrine,  and  regularity  of  disci- 
pline, and  to  enter  into  common  measures  for 
promoting  knowledge  and  religion,  and  for 
preventing  infidelity,  error,  and  immorality.' 
Hence  arise  the  importance  and  usefulness  of 
presbyterial  and  synodical  assemblies.^ 

II.  A  presbytery  consists  of  all  the  min- 
isters, in  number  not  less  than  five,  and  one 
ruling  elder  from  each  congregation,  within  a 
certain  district. 

III.  Every  congregation,  which  has  a  stated 

»  The  church  of  Jerusalem  consisted  of  more  than  one, 
as  is  manifest  both  before  and  after  the  dispersion,  from 
Acts  vi.  1,  6.  Acts  ix.  31.  Acts  xxi.  20.  Acts  ii.  41, 
40,  47,  and  iv.

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pastor  has  a  right  to  be  representei  bj  on* 
elder ;  and  every  collegiate  church  by  two  or 
more  ciders,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  its 
pastors. 

IV.  Where  two  or  more  congregations  are 
united  under  one  pastor,  all  such  congregations 
shall  have  but  one  elder  to  represent  them. 

V.  Every  vacant  congregation,  which  is  reg- 
ularly organized,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  repre- 
sented by  a  ruling  elder  in  presbytery. 

VI.  Every  elder  not  known  to  the  presby- 
tery, shall  produce  a  certificate  of  his  regular 
appointment  from  the  church  which  he  repre- 
sents. ^ 

VII.  Any  three  ministers,  and  as  many 
elders  as  may  be  present  belonging  to  the  pres- 
bytery, being  met  at  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed, shall  be  a  quorum  competent  to  pro- 
ceed to  business.  ^ 

VIII.  The   presbytery  has  power  to  receive

move, and  judge  ministers  ;  **  to  examine  and 
approve  or  censure  the  records  of  church  ses- 
sions ;  to  resc've  questions  of  doctrine  or  disci- 
pline seriously  and  reasonably  proposed  ;  ^  to 

«  Acts  XV.  5,  6,  19,  20.  But  there  rose  up  certain  of 
the  sect  of  the  Pharisees,  which  believed,  saying,  that  it 
was  needful  to  circumcise  them,  and  to  command  them  to 
keep  the  law  of  Moses.

ticular churches,  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring 
into  their  state,  and  redressing  the  evils  thai 
may  have  arisen  in  them  ;  ^  to  unite  or  divide 
congregations,  at  the  request  of  the  people, 
Dr  to  form  or  receive  new  congregations,  and 
in  general  to  order  whatever  pertains  to  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  churches  under  their 
care.  * 

IX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presbytery 
to  keep  a  full  and  fair  record  of  their  proceed-

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ings,  and  to  report  to  the  synod,  every  year, 
licensurea,  ordinations,  the  receiving  or  dis- 
missing of  members,  the  removal  of  members 
by  death,  the  union  or  division  of  congrega- 
tions, or  the  formation  of  new  ones  ;  and  in 
general,  all  the  important  changes  which  may 
have  taken  place  within  then  bounds  in  the 
course  of  tbe  year. 

X  The  presbytery  shall  meet  on  its  own 
adjournment ;  and  when  any  emergency  shall 
require  a  meeting  sooner  than  the  time  to 
which  it  stands  adjourned,  the  moderator,  or, 
in  case  of  his  absence,  death,  or  inability  to 
act,  the  stated  clerk,  shall,  with  the  concur- 
rence, or  at  the  request  of  two  ministers  and 
two  elders,  the  elders  being  of  different  con- 
gregations, call  a  special  meeting.  For  thid 
purpose  he  shall  send  a  circular  letter,  specify- 
ing the  particular  business  of  the  intended 
meeting,  to  every  minister  belonging  to  the 
presbytery,  and  to  the  session  of  every  vacant 
p-ongregation,  in  due  time  previous  to  the 
meeting ;  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten 
days.  And  nothing  shall  be  transacted  at 
such  special  meeting  besides  the  particular 
business  for  which  the  judicatory  has  been  thus 
convened. 

XI.  At  every  meeting  of  presbytery,  a  scr- 
Ott'^m  shall  be  delivered,  if  convenient ;  and 
overy  particular  session  shall  be  opened  and 
slpsed  \*ith  prayer. 

XII    Mnisers  in    good   standing   in  othojr 
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presbyteries,  or  in  any  sister  churches,  who  may 
happen  to  be  present,  may  be  invited  to  sit  with 
the  presbytery,  as  corresponding  members.  Such 
members  shall  be  entitled  to  deliberate  and  ad- 
vise, but  not  to  vote  in  any  decisions  of  the  pres- 
bytery.   

CHAPTER  XI. 

OF   THE   SYNOD.* 

I.  As  a  presbytery  is  a  convention  of  the  bish- 
ops and  elders  within  a  certain  district,  so  a  synod 
is  a  convention  of  the  bishops  and  elders  within 
a  larger  district,  including  at  least  three  presby- 
teries. The  synod  may  be  composed,  at  its  own 
option,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  its  pres- 
byteries, either  of  all  the  bishops  and  an  elder 
from  each  congregation  in  its  district,  with  the 
same  modifications  as  in  the  presbytery,  or  of 
equal  delegations  of  bishops  and  elders,  elected  by 
the  presbyteries  on  a  basis  and  in  a  ratio  deter- 
mined in  like  manner  by  the  synod  itself  and 
its  presbyteries. 

II.  Any  seven  ministers,  belonging  to  the  syn- 
od, who  shall  convene  at  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting,  with  as  many  elders  as  may  be  present, 
shall  be  a  quorum  to  transact  synodical  business ; 
provided  not  more  than  three  of  the  said  min- 
isters belong  to  one  presbytery. 

III.  The  same  rule,  as  to  corresponding  me  tu- 
bers, which  was  laid  down  with  respect  to  the 
presbytery,  shall  apply  to  the  synod. 

*  As  the  proofs  already  adduced  in  favour  of  a  presbyterial  as- 
sembly in  the  government  of  the  church,  are  equally  valid  in 
support  of  a  synodical  assembly,  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the 
scriptures  to  which  reference  has  been  made  under  Chap.  X.,  or 
to  add  any  other. 
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IV.  The  synod  has  power  to  receive  {iiid  is- 
sue all  appeals  regularly  brought  up  from  pres- 
byteries ;  to  decide  all  references  made  to  them  ; 
its  decisions  on  appeals,  complaints,  and  refer- 
ences, which  do  not  affect  the  doctrine  or  consti- 
tution of  the  church,  being  final ;  to  review  the 
records  of  presbyteries,  and  approve  or  censure 
them ;  to  redress  whatever  has  been  done  by 
presbyteries  contrary  to  order  ;  to  take  effectual 
care  that  presbyteries  observe  the  constitution 
of  the  church ;  to  erect  new  presbyteries,  and 
unite  or  divide  those  which  were  before  erected  ; 
generally  to  take  such  order  with  respect  to  the 
presbyteries,  sessions,  and  people  under  their 
care,  as  may  be  in  conformity  with  the  word  of 
God  and  the  established  rules,  and  which  tend 
to  promote  the  edification  of  the  church  ;  and, 
finally,  to  propose  to  the  General  Assembly,  for 
their  adoption,  such  measures  as  may  be  of  com- 
mon advantage  to  the  whole  church. 

V.  The  synod  shall  convene  at  least  once  in 
each  year ;  at  the  opening  of  which  a  sermon 
shall  be  delivered  by  the  moderator,  or,  in  case 
of  his  absence,  by  some  other  member;  and 
every  particular  session  shall  be  opened  and 
closed  with  prayer. 

VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  synod  to  keep 
full  and  fair  records  of  its  proceedings,  to  sub- 
mit them  annually  to  the  inspection  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  to  report  to  the  Assembly 
the  number  of  its  presbyteries,  and  of  the  mem- 
bers and  alterations  of  the  presbyteries. 
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CHAPTER   XII. 

OP    rnE   G£*fERAL   ASSEMBLY.* 

I.  The  General  Assembly  is  the  highest  ju- 
dicatory of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  It  shall 
represent,  in  one  body,  all  the  particular 
churches  of  this  denomination  ;  and  shall  beai 
the  title  of  TuE  General  Assembly  op 
THE  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Uniteb 
States  of  America. 

II.  The  General  Assembly  shall  consist  of 
an  equal  delegation  of  bishops  and  elders  from 
each  presbytery,  in  the  following  proportion  ; 
viz:  each  presbytery  consisting  of  not  more 
than  twenty-four  ministers,  shall  send  one 
minister  and  one  elder ;  and  each  presbytery 
consisting  of  more  than  twenty-four  ministers, 
shall  send  two  ministers  and  two   elders;  and 

*  The  radical  principles  of  Presbyterian  church  govern- 
ment and  discipline  are : — That  the  several  different  con 
gregations  of  believers,  taken  collectively,  constitute  ont 
church  of  Christ,  called  emphatically  the  church  ; — that  & 
larger  part  of  the  church,  or  a  representation  of  it,  should 
govern  a  smaller,  or  determine  matters  of  controversj 
which  arise  therein ; — that,  in  like  manner,  a  representa 
tion  of  the  whole  should  govern  and  determine  in  regard 
to  every  part,  and  to  all  the  parts  united ;  that  is,  that  a 
majority  shall  govern:  and  consequently  that  appeals  may 
be  carried  from  lower  to  higher  judicatories,  till  they  be 
finally  decided  by  the  collected  wisdom  and  united  voice 
of  the  whole  church.  For  these  prijciples  and  this  pro- 
cedure, the  example  of  the  apostles,  and  the  practice  of 
the  primitive  church,  are  considered  as  authority.  See 
Acts  XV,  to  the  29th  veroe  :  and  the  proofs  adduced  under 
a«  last  thre^  ohaptors 
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in  the  like  proportion  for  every  Iwt  Jiy-fouf 
ministers  in  any  presbytery  :  and  these  dele- 
gates, so  appointcni,  shall  be  styled,  Commis- 
sioners to  the  General  Assembly. 

III.  Any  fourteen  or  more  of  these  commia- 
sioners,  one  half  of  whom  shall  be  ministers, 
being  met  on  the  day,  and  at  the  place  ap- 
pointed, shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

IV.  The  General  Assembly  shall  receive  and 
issue  all  appeals,  complaints,  and  references  that 
affect  the  doctrine  or  constitution  of  the  church, 
which  may  be  regularly  brought  before  them 
from  the  inferior  judicatories.  They  shall  re- 
view the  records  of  every  synod,  and  approve 
or  censure  them :  they  shall  give  their  advice 
and  instruction  in  all  cases  submitted  to  them 
in  conformity  with  the  constitution  of  the  church ; 
and  they  shall  constitute  the  bond  of  union, 
peace,  correspondence,  and  mutual  confidence, 
among  all  our  churches. 

V.  To  the  General  Assembly  also  belongs  the 
power  of  deciding  in  all  contrc  versies  respect- 
ing doctrine  and  discipline  ;  of  reproving,  warn- 
ing, or  bearing  testimony  against  error  in  dot 
ti  ine,  or  immorality  in  practice,  in  any  church, 
presbytery,  or  synod  ;  of  erecting  new  synods 
when  it  may  be  judged  necessary  ;  of  superin- 
tending the  concerns  of  the  whole  church  ;  of 
corresponding  with  foreign  churches,  on  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Assembly 
and  the  corresponding  body  ;  of  suppressing 
Bchismatical  r  mtentions  and  disputations  ;  and.

in  general,  of  recommending  and  attempting 
reformation,  of  manners,  and  the  promotiim  of 
charity,  truth,  and  holiness,  through  all  the 
nhurches  under  their  care. 

VI.  Before  any  overtures  or  regulations  pro- 
posed by  the  Assembly  to  be  established  as 
constitutional  rules,  shall  be  obligatory  on  the 
churches,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  transmit 
them  to  all  the  presbyteries,  and  to  receive  tlie 
returns  of  at  least  a  majority  of  them,  in  wii- 
ting,  approving  thereof. 

VII.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  at 
least  once  in  every  year.  On  the  day  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  the  moderator  of  the  last  As- 
sembly, if  present,  or  in  case  of  his  absence, 
some  other  minister,  shall  open  the  meeting 
with  a  sermon,  and  preside  until  a  new  mode- 
rator be  chosen.  No  commissioner  shall  have 
a  right  to  deliberate  or  vote  in  the  Assembly, 
until  his  name  shall  have  been  enrolled  by  the 
clerk,  and  his  commission  examined,  and  filed 
among  the  papers  of  the  Assembly. 

VIII.  Each  session  of  the  Assembly  shall  b( 
opened  and  closed  with  prayer.  And  the  whole 
business  of  the  Assembly  being  finished,  and  the 
vote  taken  for  dissolving  the  present  Assembly, 
the  moderator  shall  say  from  the  chair, — **By 
'*  virtue  of  the  authority  delegated  to  me,  by 
*'  the  church,  let  this  General  Assembly  be  dis- 
"  solved,  and  I  do  hereby  dissolve  it,  and  re- 
"  quire  another  General  Assembly,  chosen  in 
•*  the  same  manner,  to  meet  at 

•*  on  the  day  of  A.  D.  " — 
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after  which  he  shall  pray  and  return  thanks, 
and  pronounce  on  those  present  the  apostolifl 
benediction. 


CHAPTER   XIII. 

Ol     ELECTING    AND    ORDAINING    RULING    ELDERS    ANL 
DEACONS. 

I.  Having  defined  the  officers  of  the  church, 
and  the  judicatories  by  which  it  shall  be  gov- 
erned, it  is  proper  here  to  prescribe  the  mode 
in  which  ecclesiastical  rulers  should  be  ordained 
to  their  respective  offices,  as  well  as  some  of  the 
principles  by  which  they  shall  be  regulated  in 
discharging  their  several  duties. 

II.  Every  congregation  shall  elect  persons 
to  the  office  of  ruling  elder,  and  to  the  office  of 
deacon,  or  either  of  them,  in  the  mode  most 
approved  and  in  use  in  that  congregation.* 
But  in  all  cases  the  persons  elected  must  be 
male  members  in  full  communion  in  the  church 
in  which  they  are  to  exercise  their  office. 

III.  When  any  person  shall  have  been 
elected  to  either  of  these  offices,  and  shall  have 
declared  his  willingness  to  accept  thereof,  he 
shall  be  set  apart  in  the  following  manner: 

IV.  After  sermon,  the  minister  shall  state, 
in  a  concise  manner,  the  warrant  and  nature 
of  the  office  of  ruling  elder  or  deacon,  together 
with  the  character  proper  to  be  sustained,  and 
the  duties  to  be  fulfilled  by  the  officer  elect

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having  (lone  this,  he  shall  propose  to  the  can. 
didate,  in  the  presence  of  the  congregiition,  the 
following  questions  : — viz. 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  word  of  God, 
the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice? 

2.  Do  ycu  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the 
confession  cf  faith  of  this  church,  as  containing 
the  system  of  doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures  ? 

3.  Do  you  approve  of  the  government  and 
discipline  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  these 
United  States  ? 

4.  Do  you  accept  the  office  of  ruling  elder 
(or  deacon,  as  the  case  may  be)  in  this  congre- 
gation, and  promise  faithfullj^  to  perform  all  the 
duties  thereof? 

5.  Do  you  promise  to  study  the  peace,  unity, 
and  purity  of  the  church  ? 

The  elder,  or  deacon  elect,  having  answered 
these  questions  in  the  affirmative,  the  minister 
ghall  address  to  the  members  of  the  church  the 
following  question  : — viz. 

Do  you,  the  members  of  this  church,  acknow- 
ledge and  receive  this  brother  as  a  ruling  elder, 
(or  deacon)  and  do  you  promise  to  yield  him  all 
that  honour,  encouragement,  and  obedience,  in 
the  Lord,  to  which  his  cffice,  ace  )rding  to  the 
word  of  God,  and  the  constitution  of  this 
church,  entitles  him  ? 

The  members  of  the  church  having  answered 
this  question  in  tlie  affirmative,  by  holding  up 
their  right  hands,  tVe  minister  f  hall  proceed  to 
37 
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set  apart  the  candidate,  by  prayer,  to  the  ofliM 
jf  ruling  elder,  yor  deacon,  as  the  *  case  may 
be)  and  shall  give  to  him,  and  to  the  congrega- 
tion, an  exhortation  suited  to  the  occasion. 

V.  ^^here  there  is  an  existing  session,  it  is 
proper  that  the  members  of  that  body,  at  the 
close  of  the  service,  and  in  the  face  of  the  con- 
gregation, take  the  newly  ordained  elder  by  the 
hand,  saying  in  words  to  this  purpose, — "  We 
*'  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  to  take 
"part  of  this  oflBce  with  us." 

VI.  The  offices  of  ruling  elder  and  deacon 
are  both  perpetual,  and  cannot  be  laid  aside  at 
pleasure.  No  person  can  be  divested  of  either 
office  but  by  deposition.  Yet  an  elder  or  dea- 
con may  become,  by  age  or  infirmity,  incapable 
:>f  performing  the  duties  of  bis  office  ;  or  he 
may,  though  chargeable  vith  neither  heresy 
nor  immorality,  become  unacceptable,  in  his 
official  character,  to  a  majority  of  the  congre- 
gation to  which  he  belongs.  In  either  of  these 
cases  he  may,  as  often  happens  with  respect 
to  a  minister,  cease  to  be  an  acting  elder  or 
d.acon. 

VII.  Whenever  a  ruling  elder  or  deacon, 
from  either  of  thes3  causes,  or  from  any  other, 
r.ot  inferring  crime,  shall  be  incapallvj  of  serv- 
w.^  ihe  church  to  edification,  the  session  shall 
'.ake  order  on  the  subject,  and  state  the  fact, 
together  with  the  reasons  of  it,  on  their  re- 
cords. Provided  always,  that  nothing  of  this 
kind  s'lall  be  d«ne  without  the  concurrence  of 

I  Acts  vi.  5,  6. 
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the  individua.  in  question,  unless  by  the  advice 
of  presbytery. 

VIII.  If  any  particular  church,  by  a  votf  of 
members  in  full  communion,  shall  prefer  to  eiecl 
ruling  elders  for  a  limited  time  in  the  exercise  of 
their  functions,  this  may  be  done ;  provided,  the 
full  time  be  not  less  than  three  years,  and  the  ses- 
sion be  made  to  consist  of  three  classes,  one  of 
which  only  shall  be  elected  every  year ;  and  j)fo- 
vided,  that  elders,  once  ordained,  shall  not  be  di- 
vested of  the  office  when  they  are  not  re-elected, 
hut  shall  be  entitled  to  represent  that  particulai- 
church  in  the  higher  judicatories,  when  appointe<i 
by  the  session  or  the  presbytery 


CHAPTER  XIV. 

OF     LICENSING     CANDIDATES    OR     PROBATIONERS     TQ 
PREACH    THE    GOSPEL 

I.  The  Holy  Scriptures  require  that  8om« 
trial  be  previously  had  of  them  who  are  to  be 
ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel,  that  this 
sacred  office  may  not  be  degraded,  by  being 
committed  to  weak  or  unworthy  men ;  J  and 
that  the  churches  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
form  a  better  judgment  respecting  the  talents 
of  those  by  whom  they  are  to  be  instructed 
and  governed.  For  this  purpose  presbyteries 
shall  license  probationers  to  preach  the  gospel, 
that  after  a  competent  trial  of  their  calents,  and 
receiving    from    the    churches    a   good  report, 

i  1  Tim.  iii.  6.     2  Tim.  ii.  2 
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chej  may,  in  due  time,  ordain  them  to  the  s*- 
ered  office.  ^ 

TI.  Every  candidate  for  licensure  shall  be 
taken  on  tnais  by  that  presbytery  to  which  he 
most  naturally  belongs ;  and  he  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  most  naturally  belonging  to  that 
f  resbytery  within  the  bounds  of  which  he  has 
ordinarily  resided.  But  in  case  any  candidate 
should  find  it  more  convenient  to  put  himself 
under  the  care  of  a  presbytery  at  a  distance 
fr  )m  that  to  which  he  most  naturally  belongs, 
he  may  be  received  by  the  said  presbytery,  on 
his  producing  testimonials  either  from  the  pres- 
bytery within  the  bounds  of  which  he  has  com- 
monly resided,  or  from  any  two  ministers  of 
that  presbytery  in  good  standing,  of  his  exem- 
plary piety,  and  other  requisite  qualifications. 

III.  It  is  proper  and  requisite  that  candi- 
dates applying  to  the  presbytery  to  be  licensed 
to  preach  the  gospel,  produce  satisfactory  tes- 
timonials of  their  good  moral  character,  and 
of  their  being  regular  members  of  some  par- 
ticular church.  And  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
presbytery,  for  their  satisfaction  with  regard  to 
the  real  piety  of  such  candidates,  to  examine 
them  respecting  their  experimental  acquaint- 
ance with  religion,  and  the  motives  which  influ- 
ence them  to  desire  the  sacred  office.  ^  This 
examination  shall  be  close  and  particular,  and, 
ia   most   cases,  may  best   be  conducted  in  the

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presence  of  the  presbytery  only.  And  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  candidate  be  also  required  to 
produce  a  diploma  of  bachelor  or  master  of  arts, 
from  some  college  or  university :  or,  at  least, 
authentic  testimonials  of  his  having  gone  through 
a  regular-  course  of  learning. 

IV.  Because  it  is  highly  reproachful  to  reli 
gion,  and  dangerous  to  the  church,  to  intrust 
the  holj  ministry  to  weak  and  ignorant  men,  "■ 
the  presbytery  shall  try  each  candidate,  as  to 
his  knowledge  of  the  Latin  languafje  ;  and  the 
original  languages  in  which  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures were  written.  They  shall  also  examine 
him  on  the  arts  and  sciences ;  on  theology, 
natural  and  revealed;  and  on  ecclesiastical 
history,  the  sacraments,  and  church  govern- 
ment. And  in  order  to  make  trial  of  his  tal- 
ents to  explain  and  vindicate,  and  practically 
to  enforce,  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  the 
presbytery  shall  require  of  him, 

1.  A  Latin  exegesis  on  some  common  head 
in  divinity. 

2.  A  critical  exercise  ;  in  which  the  candi- 
date shall  give  a  specimen  of  his  taste  and 
judgment  in  sacred  criticism  ;  presenting  an 
explication  of  the  original  text,  stating  its  con- 
nection, illustrating  its  force  and  beauties,  re- 
moving its  difficulties,  and  solving  any  import- 
ant questions  which  it  may  present. 

3.  A  lecture,  or  exposition  of  several  ver8**i 
of  scripture ;   and, 

4.  A  popular  sermon.

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V.  These,  or  other  similar  exercises,  ui  the 
discretion  of  the  presbytery,  shall  be  exhibited 
until  th  jv  shall  have  obtained  satisfaction  as  to 
the  candidate's  piety,  literature,  and  aptness  to 
teach  in  the  churches."  The  lecture  and  popu 
lar  sermon,  if  the  presbytery  think  proper,  may 
be  delivered  in  the  presence  of  a  congregation 

VI.  That  the  most  effectual  measures  may 
be  taken  to  guard  against  the  admission  of  in- 
sufficient men  into  the  sacred  office,"  it  is  recom- 
mended that  no  candidate,  except  in  extraordi- 
nary cases,  be  licensed,  unless,  after  his  hav- 
ing completed  the  usual  course  of  academical 
studies,  he  shall  have  studied  divinity  at  least 
tv  0  years,  under  some  approved  divine  or  pro- 
fe  (sor  of  theology. 

VII.  If  the  presbytery  be  satisfied  with  his 
trials,  they  shall  then  proceed  to  license  him  in 
the  following  manner :  The  moderator  shall 
propose  to  him  the  following  questions :  viz. 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  word  of  God, 
and  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice  ? 

2.  Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  trie 
confession  of  faith  of  this  church,  as  contain- 
'ng  the  system  of  doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures  ? 

3.  Do  you  promise  to  study  the  peace,  unity, 
and  purity  of  the  church  ?

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4.  Do  you  promise  to  submit  yourself,  in  the 
Lord,  to  the  government  of  this  presbytery,  or 
of  any  other  presbytery  in  the  bounds  of  which 
you  may  be   called  ? 

VIII.   The  candidate  having  answered  these 
Miu'stions  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  moderator 
havincr  offered   up  a  prayer  suitable  to  the  oc- 
casion, he  shall   address  himself  to   the  candi- 
date to  the  following  purpose  * — "  In  the  name 
"  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  that  autho- 
"  rity  which  he  hath  given  to   the  church  for 
'  its  edification,  we  do  license  you  to  preach 
'  the  gospel,  wherever  God  in  his  providence 
'  may  call  you  :  and  for  this  purpose,  may  the 
''  blessing  of  God  rest  upon  you,  and  the  Spirit 
'•*(f  Christ  fill  your  heart. — Amen!''  and  re- 
co  'd  shall  be  made  of  the  licensure  \n  the  fol- 
lowing or  like  form  :  viz. 

At  the  day  of

received  testimonials  in  favour  of 
of  his  having  gone  tnrough  a  regular  course 
of  literature  ;  of  his  good  moral  character ; 
and  of  his  being  in  the  communion  of  the 
church ;  proceeded  to  take  the  usual  parts  of 
trial  for  his  licensure :  and  he  having  given 
satisfaction  as  to  his  accomplishments  in  litera- 
ture ;  as  to  his  experimental  acquaintance  with 
religion  ;  and  as  to  his  proficiency  in  divinity 
and  other  studies;  the  presbytery  did,  and 
hereby  do,  express  their  approbation  of  all 
those  part'  of  trial     an  1  he   having  adopted 
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the  confession  of  faith  of  this  church,  an i  sat- 
isfactorily answered  the  questions  appointed  to 
be  put  to  candidates  to  be  licensed  ;  the  pres- 
bytery did,  and  hereby  do  license  him,  the  said 
to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christy 
as  a  probationer  for  the  holy  ministry,  within 
the  bounds  of  this  presbytery,  or  wherever 
else  he  shall  be  orderly  called. 

IX.  When  any  candidate  for  licensure  shall 
have  occasion  while  his  trials  are  going  oi.,  to 
remove  from  the  bounds  of  his  own  presbytery 
into  those  of  another,  it  shall  be  considered  as 
regular  for  the  latter  presbytery,  on  his  produ- 
cing proper  testimonials  from  the  former  to 
take  up  his  trials  at  the  point  at  which  they 
were  left,  and  conduct  them  to  a  conclusion,  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  been  com- 
menced by  themselves. 

X.  In  like  manner,  when  any  candidate, 
after  licensure,  shall,  by  the  permission  of  his 
presbytery,  remove  without  its  limits,  an  ex- 
tract of  the  record  of  his  licensure,  accompanied 
with  a  presbyterial  recommendation,  signed  by 
the  clerk,  shall  be  his  testimonials  to  the  pres- 
bytery under  whose  care  he  shall  come. 

XI.  When  a  licentiate  shall  have  been 
preaching  for  a  considerable  time,  and  his  ser- 
vices do  not  appear  to  be  edifying  to  the 
churches,  the  presbytery  may,  if  they  think 
proper,  recall  his  license. 
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CHAPTER  XV. 

OF    THE    ELECTION    AND    ORDINATION    OF    BIS£  OPS    01 
PASTORS,    AND    EVANGELISTS. 

I.  WiiEi;  any  probationer  shall  have  preach- 
ed so  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  congre- 
gation, as  that  the  people  appear  prepared  to 
elect  a  pastor,  the  session  shall  take  measures 
to  convene  them  for  this  purpose:  and  it  shall 
always  be  a  duty  of  the  session  to  convene 
them,  when  a  majority  of  the  persons  entitled 
to  vote  in  the  case,  shall,  by  a  petition,  request 
that  a  meeting  may  be  called. 

II.  When  such  a  meeting  is  intended,  the 
session  shall  solicit  the  presence  and  counsel  of 
some  neighbouring  minister  to  assist  them  in 
conducting  the  election  contemplated,  unless 
highly  inconvenient  on  account  of  distance  ;  in 
which  case  they  may  proceed  w'xhout  such  as- 
sistance. 

III.  On  a  Lord's-day,  immediately  after  pub- 
lic worship,  it  shall  be  intimated  from  the  pul- 
pit, that  all  the  members  of  that  congregation 
are  requested  to  meet  on  ensuing, 
at  the  church,  or  usual  place  for  holiing  public 
worship ;  then  and  there,  if  it  be  agreeable  to 
them,  to  proceed  tc  the  election  of  a  pastor  for 
that  congregation. 

IV.  On  the  day  appointed,  the  minister  in- 
vited to  preside,  if  he  be  present,  shall,  if  it  be 
deemed  expediei  t,  preach  a  sermon  ;  and  after 
sern;  )n  he  shall  announce  to  the  people,  that 
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lie  will  immediately  proceed  to  tnko  tlic  lot^.s  of 
the  electors  of  that  congregation,  for  a  pastor, 
if  such  be  their  desire  :  and  when  this  desire 
shall  be  expressed  by  a  majority  of  voices,  he 
shall  then  proceed  to  take  votes  accordingly. 
In  this  election,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
"ote  who  refuses  to  >ubmit  to  the  censures  of 
the  church,  regularly  administered  ;  or  who  doea 
not  contribute  liis  just  proportion,  according  to 
his  own  engagements,  or  the  rules  of  that  con- 
gregation, to  all  its  necessary  expenses. 

V.  When  the  votes  are  taken,  if  it  appear 
that  a  large  minority  of  the  people  are  averse 
from  the  candidate  who  has  a  majority  of  votes, 
and  cannot  be  induced  to  concur  in  the  call,  the 
presiding  minister  shall  endeavour  to  dissuade 
the  congregation  from  prosecuting  it  further. 
But  if  the  people  be  nearly,  or  entirely,  unani- 
mous;  or  if  the  majority  shall  insist  upon  their 
right  to  call  a  pastor,  the  presiding  minister,  in 
that  case,  after  using  his  utmost  endeavours  to 
persuade  the  congregation  to  unanimity,  shall 
proceed  to  draw  a  call,  in  due  form,  and  to  have 
it  subscribed  by  the  electors ;  certifying  at  the 
game  time,  in  writing,  the  number  and  circum- 
stances of  those  who  do  not  concur  in  the  call ; 
all  which  proceedings  shall  be  laid  before  the 
presbytery,  together  with  the  call. 

VI.  The  call  shall  be  in  the  following  or  like 
form :  viz. 

The  congregation  of  being,  on 

duflficient  sirounds,  well  satis^ed  of  the  niiniste 
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ra^  qualifications  of  you  and 

navn.tig  good  hopes,  from  our  past  experience 
of  yotir  labours,  that  your  ministrations  in  the 
Gospei  will  be  profitable  to  our  spiritual  inter- 
ests, do  earnestly  call  and  desire  you  to  under 
take  tho  pastoral  office  in  said  cong'-egation ; 
pi-omising  you,  in  the  discharge  of  your  duty, 
all  proper  support,  encouragement,  and  obe- 
dience in  the  Lord.  And  that  you  may  be  free 
from  worldly  cares  and  avocations,  we  hereby 
promise  and  oblige  ourselves  to  pay  to  you  the 
sum  of  in  regular  quar- 

terly (or  half  yearly,  or  yearly)  payments, 
during  the  time  of  your  being  and  continuing 
the  regular  pastor  of  this  church.  In  testimony 
whereof,  we  have  respectively  subscribed  our 
names,  this  day  of  A.  D. 

Attested  by  A.  B.,  Moderator  of  the  meeting. 

VII.  But  if  any  congregation  shall  choose  to 
suTjscribe  their  call  by  their  elders  and  deacons, 
or  by  their  trustees,  or  by  a  select  committee, 
they  shall  be  at  liberty  to  do  so.  But  it  shall, 
in  such  case,  be  fully  certified  to  the  presbytery, 
by  the  minister,  or  other  person  who  presided, 
thit  the  persons  signing  have  been  appointed, 
for  this  purpose,  by  a  public  vote  of  the  con- 
gregation ;  and  that  the  call  has  been,  in  all 
other  respects,  prepared  as  above  directed. 

VIII.  When  a  call  shall  be  presented  to  any 
minister  or  candidate,  it  shall  always  be  viewed 
as  a  sufficient  petition  from  the  people  for  his 
instalnrnt.     The  acceptance  of  a  call,  by  t 
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minister  or  candidate,  shall  always  be  coi  si^ 
ered  as  a  request,  on  his  part,  to  be  installed 
at  the  same  time.  And  when  a  candidate  shall 
be  ordained  in  consequence  of  a  call  from  any 
congregation,  the  presbytery  shall,  at  the  same 
lime,  if  practicable,  install  him  pastor  of  that 
congregation. 

IX.  The  call,  thus  prepared,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  presbytery,  under  whose  care  the 
person  called  shall  be  ;  that,  if  the  presbytery 
think  it  expedient  to  present  the  call  to  him,  it 
may  be  accordingly  presented:  and  no  minister 
or  candidate  shall  receive  a  call  but  through 
the  hands  of  the  presbytery. 

X.  If  the  call  be  to  a  licentiate  of  another 
presbytery,  in  that  case  the  commissioners  de- 
puted from  the  congregation  to  prosecute  the 
call,  shall  produce,  to  that  judicatory,  a  certifi- 
cate from  their  own  presbytery,  regularly  at- 
tested by  the  moderator  and  clerk,  that  the  call 
has  been  laid  before  them,  and  that  it  is  ii 
order.  If  that  presbytery  present  the  call  tc 
their  licentiate,  and  he  be  disposed  to  accept  it. 
they  shall  then  dismiss  him  from  their  jurisdic 
tion,  and  require  him  to  repair  to  that  presby 
tery,  into  the  bounds  of  which  he  is  called  :  ano 
there  to  submit  himself  to  the  usual  trials  pre 
paratory  to  ordination. 

XL  Trials  for  ordination,  especially  in  a  dii 
ferent  presbytery  from  that  in  which  the  can 
didate  was  licensed,  shall  consist  of  a  careful 
jxamination  as  U  Ms  acquaintance  with  experi-

mental  religion  ;  as  to  his  knowledge  of  phiKfl- 
ophy,  theology,  ecclesiastical  history,  the  Greek 
and  Hebrew  languages,  and  such  t  /her  branches 
of  learning  as  to  the  presbyteiy  may  appear 
requisite ;  and  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  con- 
stitution, the  rules  and  principles  of  the  gov- 
ernment, and  discipline  of  the  church  ;  together 
with  such  written  discourse,  or  discourses, 
founded  on  the  word  of  God,  as  to  the  pres 
bytery  shall  seem  proper.  ^  The  presbytery, 
being  fully  satisfied  with  his  qualifications  for 
the  sacred  office,  shall  appoint  a  day  for  hi? 
ordination,  which  ought  to  be,  if  convenient, 
in  that  church  of  which  he  is  to  be  the  minister. 
It  is  also  recommended  that  a  fast  day  be  ob- 
served in  the  congregation  previous  to  the  day 
of  ordination.  "* 

XII.  The  day  appointed  for  ordination  being 
come,  and  the  presbytery  convened,  a  member 
of  the  presbytery,  previously  appointed  to  that 
duty,  shall  preach  a  sermon  adapted  to  the  oc- 
casion. The  same,  or  another  member  ap- 
pointed to  preside,  shall  afterwards  briefly  recite 
from  the  pulpit,  in  the  audience  of  the  people, 
the  proceedings  of  the  presbytery  preparatory 
to  this  transaction  :  he  shall  point  out  the  na- 
ture and  importance  of  the  ordinance ;  and 
endeavour  to  impress  the  audience  with  a  pro- 
per sense  of  the  solemnity  of  the  transaction. 

Then   addressing   himself   to  tl-e  candidate,

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he  shill    piopose  to  him   the   following  :iue*' 
tions,  viz : 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  word  of  God, 
the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  prac- 
tice ? ' 

2.  Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the 
confession  of  faith  of  this  church,  as  containing 
the  system  of  doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures  ?  " 

3.  Do  you  approve  of  the  government  and 
discipline  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  these 
United  States?' 

4.  Do  you  promise  subjection  to  your  breth- 
ren in  the  Lord  ?  ° 

5.  Have  you  been  induced,  as  far  as  you 
know  your  own  heart,  to  seek  the  office  of  the 
holy  ministry  from  love  to  God,  and  a  sincere 
desire  to  promote  his  glory  in  the  gospel  of 
his  Son?^ 

6.  Do  you  promise  to  be  zealous  and  faithful 
in  maintaining  the  truths  of  the  gospel,  and 
the  purity  and  peace  of  the  church ;  whatever 
persecution  or  opposition  may  arise  unto  you 
on  that  account  ?  ' 

7.  Do  you  engage  to  be  faithful  and  diligent 
n  the  exercise  of  all  private  and  personal  du-

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ties,  which  become  jou  a^  a  Christian  and  a 
liiiiiister  of  the  gospel;  as  well  as  in  all  rela- 
tive duties,  and  the  public  duties  of  your  office  ; 
endeavouring  to  adorn  the  profession  of  the 
gospel  by  your  conversation  ;  and  walking  with 
exemplary  piety  before  the  flock  over  which 
God  shall  make  you  overseer?^ 

8.  Are  you  now  willing  to  take  the  charge 
of  this  congregation,  agreeably  to  your  decla- 
ration at  accepting  their  call  ?  And  do  you 
promise  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  pastor  to 
them,  as  God  shall  give  you  strength  ?  ^ 

XIII.  The  candidate  having  answered  these 
questions  in  the  affirmative,  the  presiding 
minister  shall  propose  to  the  people  the  follow- 
ing questions : — 

1.  Do  you,  the  people  of  this  congregation, 
continue   to  profess  your  readiness  tu  receive 

whom  you  have  called 
to  be  your  minister? 

2.  Do  you  promise  to  receive  the  word  of 
truth  from  his  mouth,  with  meekness  and  love  ; 
and  to  submit  to  him  in  the  due  exercise  of 
discipline  ?  * 

3.  Do  you  promise  to  encourage  him  in  his 
arduous  labour,  and  to  assist  his  endeavours  for 
your  instruction  and  spiritual  edification?* 

4.  And  do  you  engage  to  continue  to  him,

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while  he  is  your  pastor,  that  competent  \f  orldlj 
maintenance  which  you  have  promised  ;  and 
whatever  else  you  may  see  needful  for  the 
honour  of  religion,  and  his  comfort  among 
you?" 

XIV.  The  people  having  answered  these 
questions  in  the  affirmative,  by  holding  up  their 
right  hands,  the  candidate  shall  kneel  down  in 
the  most  convenient  part  of  the  church.  Then 
the  piesiding  minister  shall,  by  prayer,  °  and 
with  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  pres- 
bytery, '^  according  to  the  apostolic  example, 
solemnly  ordain  him  to  the  holy  office  of  the 
gospel  ministry.  Prayer  being  ended,  he  shall 
rise  from  his  knees  ;  and  the  minister  who  pre- 
sides shall  first,  and  afterward  all  the  members 
of  the  presbytery  in  their  order,  take  him  by 
the  right  hand,  saying,  in  words  to  this  purpose, 
"We  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  to 
*'  take  pan  of  this  ministry  with  us."  '  After 
which  the  minister  presiding,  or  some  other 
ippointed  for  the  purpose,  shall  give  a  solemn 
charge  in  the  name  of  God,  to  the  newly 
ordained  bishop,  ^  and  to  the  people,  ^  to  per- 
severe in  the  discharge  of  their  mutual  duties  ; 
'and  shall   then,   by  prayer,  recommend  them

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both  to  the  grace  of  God,  and  his  holy  teeping, 
and  finally,  after  singing  a  psalm,  shall  dismiss 
the  congregation  with  the  usual  blessing.  And 
the  presbytery  shall  duly  record  the  trans- 
action. 

XV.  As  it  is  sometimes  desirable  and  im- 
portant that  a  candidate  who  has  not  received 
a  call  to  be  the  pastor  of  a  particular  congre- 
gation, should,  nevertheless,  be  ordained  to  the 
work  of  the  gospel  ministry,  as  an  evangelist 
to  preach  the  gospel,  administer  sealing  ordi- 
nances, and  organize  churches,  in  frontier  or 
destitute  settlements  ;  in  this  case,  the  last  of 
the  preceding  questions  shall  be  omitted,  and 
the  following  used  as  a  substitute : — viz. 

Are  you  now  willing  to  undertake  the  work 
of  an  evangelist ;  and  do  you  promise  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  which  may  be  incumbent  on 
you  in  this  character,  as  God  shall  give  you 
strength  ? 


CHAPTER  XYI. 

OF  TRANSLATION,  OR  REMOVINa  A  MINISTER  FROM  ONI 
CHARGE  TO  ANOTHER. 

I.  No  bishop  shall  be  translated  from  one 
church  to  another,  nor  shall  he  receive  any  call 
for  that  purpose,  but  by  the  permission  of  the 
presbytery. 

II.  Anv  church,  desirint?  to  call  a  settled 
minister  from  his  {resent  charge,  shall,  by  com- 
missioners   prop^^rlv  authorised,    represent    to 

38* 
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the  presbytery  the  ground  on  which  they  plead 
his  removal.  The  presbytery,  hav'ng  maturely 
considered  their  plea,  may,  according  as  it  ap- 
pears more  or  less  reasonable,  either  recom- 
mend to  them  to  desist  from  prosecuting  the 
call,  or  may  order  it  to  be  delivered  to  the 
minister  to  whom  it  is  directed.  If  the  parties 
je  not  prepared  to  have  the  matter  issued  at 
that  presbytery,  a  written  citation  shall  be 
given  to  the  minister  and  his  congregation,  tc 
appear  before  the  presbytery  at  their  next 
meeting.  This  citation  shall  be  read  from  the 
pulpit  in  that  church,  by  a  member  of  the 
presbytery  appointed  for  that  purpose,  imme- 
diately after  public  worship ;  so  that  at  least 
two  Sabbaths  shall  intervene  betwixt  the  cita- 
tion ana  the  meeting  of  the  presbytery  at 
which  the  cause  of  translation  is  to  be  consid- 
ered. The  presbytery  being  met,  and  having 
heard  the  parties,  shall,  upon  the  whole  view 
of  the  case,  either  continue  him  in  his  former 
charge,  or  translate  him,  as  they  shall  deem  to 
be  mobt  for  the  peace  and  edification  of  the 
church  ;  or  refer  the  whole  affair  to  the  synod 
at  their  next  meeting,  for  their  advice  and  di- 
rection. 

III.  When  the  congregation  calling  any  set- 
tled minister  is  within  the  limits  of  another 
presbytery,  that  congregation  shall  obtain  leave 
from  the  presbytery  to  which  they  belong,  to 
apply  to  the  presbytery  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber    and   that   pres^yrer3^    having    cited    him 
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end  his  congregation  as  before  directed,  shall 
proceed  to  hear  and  issue  the  cause.  If  they 
Agree  to  the  translation,  they  shall  release  him 
from  his  present  charge ;  and  having  given 
him  proper  testimonials,  shall  require  him  to 
repair  to  that  presbytery,  within  the  bounds  of 
which  the  congregation  calling  him  lies,  that 
the  proper  steps  may  be  taken  for  his  regular 
settlement  in  that  congregation  :  and  the  pres- 
bytery to  which  the  congregation  belongs,  hav- 
ing received  an  authenticated  certificate  of  his 
release,  under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  of  that 
presbytery,  shall  proceed  to  install  him  in  the 
congregation,  as  soon  as  convenient.  Provided 
always,  that  no  bishop  or  pastor  shall  be  trans- 
lated without  his  own  consent  previously  ob- 
taiaed. 

(V.  When  any  minister  is  to  be  settled  in  a 
congregation,  the  instalment,  which  consists  in 
constituting  a  pastoral  relation  between  him 
and  the  people  of  that  particular  church,  may 
be  performed  either  by  the  presbytery,  or  by  a 
committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  as  may 
appear  most  expedient :  and  the  following  or- 
der shall  be  observed  therein  : 

V.  A  day  shall  be  appointed  for  the  instal- 
ment at  such  time  as  may  appear  most  conve- 
nient, and  due  notice  thereof  given  to  the  con- 
gregation. 

VI.  When  the  presbytery,  or  committee 
shall  be  convened  and  constituted,  on  the  day 
a})pointed,  a  sermon  shall  be  delivered  by  some 
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one  of  tl  3  members  previously  appoirted  there 
to  ;  immediately  after  which,  the  bishop  who  is 
to  preside  shall  state  to  the  congregation  the 
design  of  their  meeting,  and  briefly  recite  the 
proceedings  of  the  presbytery  relative  thereto. 
And  then,  addressing  himself  to  the  minister  to 
be  installed,  shall  propose  to  him  the  following 
or  similar  questions : 

1.  Are  you  now  willing  to  take  the  charge 
of  this  congregation,  as  their  pastor,  agreeably 
to  your  declaration  at  accepting  their  call  ? 

2.  Do  you  conscientiously  believe  and  de- 
clare, as  far  as  you  know  your  own  heart,  that 
in  taking  upon  you  this  charge,  you  are  influ- 
enced by  a  sincere  desire  to  promote  the  glory 
of  God,  and  the  good  of  his  church  ? 

3.  Do  you  solemnly  promise,  that,  by  the 
assistance  of  the  grace  of  God,  you  will  en- 
deavour faithfully  to  discharge  all  the  dutie? 
Df  a  pastor  to  this  congregation,  and  will  be 
careful  to  maintain  a  deportment  in  all  re- 
spects becoming  a  minister  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  agreeably  to  your  ordination  engage- 
ments ? 

To  all  these  having  received  satisfactory  an- 
swers, he  shall  propose  to  the  people  the  same 
or  like  questions  as  those  directed  under  the 
head  of  ordination  ;  which,  having  been  also 
satisfactorily  answered,  by  holding  up  the  right 
hand  in  testimony  of  assent,  he  shall  solemnly 
pronounce  and  declare  the  said  minister  to  be 
regularly  constituted  th-^  pastor  of  that  congre- 
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gation.  A  chirge  shall  then  be  given  ty  both 
parties,  as  directed  in  the  case  of  ordination  ; 
and,  after  prayer,  and  singing  a  psalm  adapted 
to  the  transaction,  the  congregation  shall  be 
dismissed  with  the  usual  benediction. 

VII.  It  is  highly  becoming,  that,  after  the 
solemnity  of  the  instalment,  the  heads  of  fami- 
lies of  that  congregation  who  are  then  present. 
or  at  least  the  elders,  and  those  appointed  to 
take  care  of  the  temporal  concerns  of  that 
church,  should  come  forward  to  their  pastor, 
and  give  him  their  right  hand,  in  token  of  cor- 
d'.al  reception  and  affectionate  regard. 


CHAPTER  XVII. 

OP    RESIGNING    A   PASTORAL   CHARGE. 

When  any  minister  shall  labour  under  such 
grievances  in  his  congregation,  as  that  he  shall 
desire  leave  to  resign  his  pastoral  charge,  the 
presbytery  shall  cite  the  congiegation  to  ap- 
pear, by  their  commissioners,  at  their  next 
meeting,  to  show  cause,  if  any  they  have,  why 
the  presbytery  should  not  accept  the  resigna 
tion.  If  the  congregation  fail  to  appear,  oi 
if  their  reasons  for  retaining  their  pastor  be 
deemed  by  the  presbytery  insufficient,  he  shall 
have  leave  granted  to  resign  his  pastoral 
charge,  of  which  due  record  shall  be  made  ; 
and  that  church  shall  be  held  to  be  vacant. 
{ill  »upplird  again,  in  an  orderly  manner,  with 
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another  minister:  and  if  any  conyregatioii 
shalt  desire  to  be  released  from  their  pastor,  a 
similar  process,  mutatis  mutandis,  shall  be  ob- 
served. 


CFAPTER  XVIII. 

OF    MISSIONS. 


When  vacancies  become  so  nume^-ous  in  any 
presbytery  that  they  cannot  be  supplied  with 
the  frequent  administration  of  the  word  and 
ordinances,  it  shall  be  proper  for  such  presby- 
tery, or  any  vacant  congregation  within  their 
bounds,  with  the  leave  of  the  presbytery,  to 
apply  to  any  other  presbytery,  or  to  any  synod, 
or  to  the  General  Assembly,  for  such  assistance 
as  they  can  afford.  And,  when  any  presby- 
tery shall  send  any  of  their  ministers  or  pro- 
bationers to  distant  vacancies,  the  missionary 
shall  be  ready  to  produce  his  credentials  to  the 
presbytery  or  presbyteries,  through  the  bounds 
of  which  he  may  pass,  or  at  least  to  a  com- 
mittee thereof,  and  obtain  their  approbation. 
And  the  General  Assembly  may,  of  theii 
own  knowledge,  send  missions  to  any  part  to 
plant  churches,  or  to  supply  vacancies :  and, 
for  this  purpose,  ma}'-  direct  any  presbytery  to 
ordain  evangelists,  or  ministers  without  relation 
to  particular  churches:  provided  always,  that 
>jch  mifisions  b«  made  with  the  consent  o\   the 
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parties  appointed  ;  and  that  the  judicatory 
sending  them,  make  the  necessary  provision 
for  their  support  and  reward  in  the  performance 
of  this  service. 


CHAPTER    XIX. 

OF    MODERATORS. 


I.  It  is  equally  necessary  in  the  judicatories 
of  the  church,  as  in  other  assemblies  that  there 
should  be  a  moderator  or  president ;  that  the 
business  may  be  conducted  with  order  and 
despatch. 

II.  The  moderator  is  to  be  considered  as 
possessing,  by  delegation  from  the  whole  body, 
all  authority  necessary  for  the  preservation  of 
order;  for  convening  and  adjourning  the  judi- 
catory ;  and  directing  its  operations  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  church.  He  is  to  propose 
to  the  judicatory  every  subject  of  deliberation 
that  comes  before  thv>m.  He  may  proo#se 
what  appears  to  him  the  most  regular  and 
speedy  way  of  bringing  any  business  to  issue. 
He  shall  prevent  the  members  from  interrupt- 
ing each  other  ;  and  require  them,  in  speaking, 
always  to  address  the  chair.  He  shall  prevent 
a  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject ; 
and  from  using  personal  reflections.  He  shall 
silence  those  who  refuse  to  obey  order.  He 
shall  prevent  members  who  attempt  to  leave 
the  judicatory    w'thout    leave    obtained    from

him.  He  shall,  at  a  proper  season,  when  tb? 
deliberations  are  ended,  put  the  question  and 
call  the  votes.  If  the  judicatory  be  equallj 
divided,  he  shall  possess  the  casting  vote.  If 
he  be  not  willing  to  decide,  he  shall  put  the 
question  a  second  time;  and  if  the  judicatory 
be  again  equally  divided,  and  he  decline  to 
give  his  vote,  the  question  shall  be  lost.  In  all 
questions  he  shaP  give  a  concise  and  clear  state 
of  the  object  of  tho  vote ;  and  the  vote  being 
taken,  shall  then  declare  how  the  question  ip 
decided.  And  he  shall  likewise  be  empowered, 
on  any  extraordinary  emergency,  to  convene 
the  judicatory,  by  his  circular  letter,  before  the 
ordinary  time  of  meeting. 

III.  The  moderator  of  the  presbytery  shall 
be  chosen  from  year  to  year,  or  at  every  meet- 
ing of  the  presbytery,  as  the  presbytery  may 
think  best.  The  moderator  of  the  synod,  and 
of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  chosen  at 
each  meeting  of  those  judicatories :  and  the 
moderator,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  another 
member  appointed  for  the  purpose,  shall  open 
the  next  meeting  with  a  sermon,  and  shall  hold 
the  chaii'  till  a  new  moderator  be  chosen. 


CHAPTER  XX. 


OF    CLERKS. 


Every  judicatory  shall  choose  a  clerk,  to 
record   their   transactions,  whose   continuance 
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shall  be  during  pleasure.  It  shall  \e  the  duty 
of  the  clerk,  besides  recording  the  transactions, 
to  preserve  the  records  carefully ;  and  to  grant 
extracts  from  them,  whenever  properly  re- 
quired :  and  such  extracts,  under  the  hand 
of  the  clerk,  shall  be  considered  as  authentic 
vouchers  of  the  fact  which  they  declare,  in  any 
ecclesiastical  judicatory,  and  to  every  part  of 
the  church. 


CHAPTER  XXL 

or    VACANT    CONGREGATIONS    ASSEMBLING    FOR    PtTBLFC 
WORSHIP. 

Considering  the  great  importance  of  weekly 
assembling  the  people,  for  the  public  worship 
of  God,  in  order  thereby  to  improve  their 
knowledge  ;  to  confirm  their  habits  of  worship, 
and  their  desire  of  the  public  ordinances ; 
to  augment  their  reverence  for  the  most  high 
God  ;  and  to  promote  the  charitable  affections 
which  unite  men  most  firmly  in  society :  it  is 
recommended,  that  every  vacant  congregation 
meet  together,  on  the  Lord's  day,  at  one  or 
more  places,  for  the  purpose  of  prayer,  singing 
praises,  and  reading  the  holy  Scriptures,  toge- 
ther with  the  works  of  such  approved  divines, 
as  the  presbytery,  within  whose  bounds  they 
are,  may  recommend,  and  they  may  be  able  to 
procure ;  and  that  the  elders  or  deacons  be  the 
persons  who  shall  preside,  and  ?^lect  the  por- 
39 
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tions  of  Scnpture,  and  of  the  other  books  to  be 
read  ;  and  to  see  that  the  whole  be  conducted 
in  a  becoming  and  orderly  manner. 


CHAPTER  XXII. 

OF    COMMISSIONERS    TO    THE    GENERAL    ASSEMBLY. 

I.  The  commissioners  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  always  be  appointed  by  the  presbytery 
from  which  they  come,  at  its  last  stated  meet- 
ing, immediately  preceding  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  ;  provided,  that  there  be  a 
suflScient  interval  between  that  time  and  the 
meeting  of  the  Assembly,  for  the  commission- 
ers to  attend  to  their  duty  in  due  season ;  other- 
wise, the  presbytery  may  make  the  appointment 
at  any  stated  meeting,  not  more  than  seven 
months  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly. 
And  as  much  as  possible  to  prevent  all  failure 
in  the  representation  of  the  presbyteries,  aris- 
ing from  unforeseen  accidents  to  those  first 
appointed,  it  may  be  expedient  for  each  pres- 
bytery, in  the  room  of  each  commissioner,  to 
appoint  also  an  alternate  commissioner  to  sup- 
ply his  place,  in  case  of  necessary  absence. 

II.  Each  commissioner,  before  his  name  shall 
be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  Assembly,  shaij 
produce  from  his  presbytery,  a  commission 
under  the  hand  of  the  moderator  and  clerk,  in 
the  ''ollowing,  or  like  form     viz.

and  whenever  the  said  Assembly  may  happen 
to  sit ;  to  consult,  vote,  and  determine,  on  all 
things  that  may  come  before  that  body,  ac- 
cording to  the  principles  and  constitution  of 
this  church,  and  the  word  of  God.  And  of 
his  diligence  herein,  he  is  to  render  an  ac- 
count at  his  return.

And  the  presbytery  shall  make  record  of  the 
appointment. 

III.  In  order,  as  far  as  possible,  to  procure 
a  respectable  and  full  delegation  to  all  our  ju- 
dicatories, it  is  proper  that  the  expenses  of 
ministers  and  elders  in  their  attendance  on 
these  judicatories,  be  defrayed  by  the  bodies 
which  they  respectively  represent.

OF    DISCIPLINE. 


CHAPTER  I. 

GENERAL   PRINCIPLES   01    DISCIPLINE. 

I.  Discipline  is  the  exercise  of  that  autho- 
rity and  the  application  of  that  system  of  laws 
which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  appointed  in 
his  church. 

II.  The  exercise  of  discipline  is  highly  im 
portant  and  necessary.  Its  ends  are,  the  re- 
moval of  offences  ;  the  vindication  of  the  hon- 
our of  Christ ;  the  promotion  of  the  purity  and 
general  edification  of  the  church  ;  and  also  the 
benefit  of  the  offender  himself. 

III.  An  offence  is  any  thing  in  the  princi- 
ples or  practice  of  a  church  member,  which  is 
contrary  to  the  word  of  God  ;  or  which,  if  it 
be  not  in  its  own  nature  sinful,  may  tempt 
others  to  sin,  or  mar  their  spiritual  edification. 

IV.  Nothing,  therefore,  ought  to  be  consid- 
ered by  any  judicatory  as  an  offence,  or  ad- 
mitted as  matter  of  accusation,  which  cannot 
be  proved  to  be  such  from  Scripture ;  or  from 
the  regulations  and  practice  of  the  church, 
founded  on  Scripture;  and  which  does  not  in- 
volve those  evils,  which  discipline  is  intended 

to  prevent.

V.  Th2  txeruse  of  discipline  .n  such  a  man- 
lier as  to  edify  the  church,  requires  not  only 
much  of  the  spirit  of  piety,  but  also  much  pru- 
dence and  discretion.  It  becomes  the  rulers 
of  the  church,  therefore,  to  take  into  view  all 
the  circumstances  which  may  give  a  different 
character  to  conduct,  und  render  it  more  or  less 
offensive  ;  ind  which  may,  of  course,  require  a 
very  different  mode  of  proceeding  in  similar 
cases,  at  different  times,  for  the  attainment  of 
the  same  end, 

yi.  All  baptized  persons  are  members  of  the 
church,  are  under  its  care,  and  subject  to  its 
government  and  discipline :  and  when  they 
have  arrived  at  the  years  of  discretion,  they 
are  bound  td  perform  all  the  duties  of  church 
members. 

VII.  Offences  are  either  private  or  public 
to  each  of  which,  appropriate  modes  of  pro- 
ceeding belmg. 


CHAPTER  II. 

OP    PRIVATE    OFFENCfS. 

I.  Private  offences  are  such  as  are  known 
only  to  an  individual,  or,  at  most,  to  a  very 
few. 

II.  Private  offences  ought  not  to  be  imme- 
diately prosecuted  before  a  church  judicatory, 
because  the  objects  of  discipline  may  be  quite 
as  well,  and,  in  many  cases,  much  better  %t- 

89* 
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tain:;d,  bj  a  different  course;  atd  because  a 
public  prosecution,  in  such  circumstances,  would 
\end  unnecessarily  to  spread  the  knowledge  of 
.iffences,  to  exasperate  and  harden  offenders,  to 
(Xtend  angry  aTid  vexatious  litigation,  and  thus 
f)  render  the  discipline  of  the  church  more 
injurious  than  the  original  offence. 

III.  No  complaint  or  information,  on  the 
subject  of  personal  and  private  injuries,  shall 
be  admitted,  unless  those  means  of  reconcilia- 
tion, and  of  privately  reclaiming  the  offender, 
have  been  used,  which  are  required  by  Christ, 
Matt,  xviii.  15,  l6.  And  in  case  of  offences, 
which,  though  not  personal,  are  private,  that 
is,  known  only  to  one,  or  a  very  few,  it  is  proper 
to  take  the  same  steps,  as  far  as  circumstances 
admit. 

IV.  Those  who  bring  information  of  private 
and  personal  injuries  before  judicatories,  with- 
out" having  taken  these  previous  steps,  shall 
themselves  be  censured,  as  guilty  of  an  offence 
against  the  peace  and  order  of  the  church. 

V.  If  any  person  shall  spread  the  knowledge 
of  an  offence,  unless  so  far  as  shall  be  unavoid- 
able, in  prosecuting  it  before  the  proper  judica- 
tory, or  in  the  due  performance  of  some  other 
indispensable  d\  ty,  he  shall  be  liable  to  cen- 
sure, as  %  slaud.rer  of  his  brethren 
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CHAPTER    III. 

IF    PUBLIC    OFFENCES. 

I.  A  PUBLIC  offence  is  that  which  is  attended 
with  such  circumstances  as  to  require  the  cog- 
nizance of  a  church  judicatory. 

II.  This  is  always  the  case  when  an  offence 
is  either  so  notorious  and  scandalous,  as  that 
no  private  steps  would  obviate  its  injurious 
effects  ;  or  when,  though  originally  known  to 
one,  or  a  few,  the  private  steps  have  been  in- 
effectual, and  there  is,  obviously,  no  way  of 
removing  the  offence,  but  by  means  of  a  judi- 
cial process. 

ill.  An  offence,  gross  in  itself,  and  known  to 
sex  eral,  may  be  so  circumstanced,  that  it  plainly 
ca:inot  be  prosecuted  to  conviction.  In  such 
cases,  however  grievous  it  may  be  to  the  pious, 
to  see  an  unworthy  member  in  the  church,  it  is 
proper  to  wait  until  God,  in  his  righteous  provi- 
dence, shall  give  further  light ;  as  few  things 
tend  more  to  weaken  the  authority  of  discipline, 
and  to  multiply  offences,  than  to  commence 
process  without  sufficient  proof. 

IV.  When  any  person  is  charged  with  a 
crime,  not  by  an  individual,  or  individuals, 
coming  forward  as  accusers,  but  by  general 
rumour,  the  previous  steps  prescribed  by  our 
Lord  in  case  of  private  offences,  are  not  neces- 
sary; but  the  proper  judicatory  is  bound  to 
Uke  immediate  cojj:nizar.ce  of  the  affair. 
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V.  In  ;  rdvjr  to  render  an  offence  proper  fo? 
the  cognizance  of  a  judicatory  on  this  groun  i, 
the  rumour  must  specify  some  particular  sin  or 
sins  ;  it  must  be  general,  or  widely  spread  ;  it 
must  not  be  transient,  but  permanent,  and  rather 
gaining  strength  than  declining  :  and  it  must 
be  accompanied  with  strong  presumption  of 
truth.  Taking  up  charges  on  this  ground,  of 
course,  requires  great  caution,  and  the  exercise 
of  much  Christian  prudence. 

VI.  It  may  happen,  however,  that  in  conse- 
quence of  a  report,  which  does  not  fully  amount 
to  a  general  rumor,  as  just  described,  a  slan- 
dered individual  may  request  a  judicial  inves- 
tigation, which  it  may  be  the  duty  of  the  judi- 
catory to  institute. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

OF    ACTUAL    PROCESS. 


I.  When  all  other  means  of  removing  an 
offence  have  failed,  the  judicatory  to  which 
cognizance  of  it  properly  belongs,  shall  judi- 
cially take  it  into  consideration. 

II.  There  are  two  modes  in  which  an  offence 
may  be  brought  before  a  judicatory :  either  by 
an  individual  or  individuals,  who  appear  aa 
£«ccuser8,  and  undertake  to  substantiate  the 
charge  ;  or  by  common  fame. 

III.  In  *hf>  formei    case,    process   must   b« 
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pursued  in  the  name  of  the  accuser  or  accii- 
sers.  In  the  latter,  there  is  no  need  of  naming 
any  person  as  the  accuser.  Common  fame 
is  the  accuser.  Yet  a  general  rumor  may  be 
raised  by  the  rashness,  censoriousness,  or  mal- 
ice, of  one  or  more  individuals.  When  this 
appears  to  have  been  the  case,  such  individ- 
uals ought  to  be  censured  in  proportion  to  the 
degree  of  criminality  which  appears  attached 
to  their  conduct. 

IV.  Great  caution  ought  to  be  exercised  in 
receiving  accusations  from  any  person  who  is 
known  to  indulge  a  malignant  spirit  towards 
the  accused ;  who  is  not  of  good  character  ; 
who  is  himself  under  censure  or  process  ;  who 
is  deeply  interested,  in  any  respect,  in  the  con- 
viction of  the  accused;    or  who  is  known  to  be 

itigious,  rash,  or  highly  imprudent. 

V.  When  a  judicatory  enters  on  the  consid- 
eration of  a  crime  or  crimes  alleged,  no  more 
shall  be  done,  at  the  first  meeting,  unless  by 
consent  of  parties,  than  to  give  the  accused  a 
copy  of  each  charge  with  the  names  of  the  wit- 
nesses to  support  it;  and  to  cite  all  concerned 
to  appear  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  judicatory, 
to  have  the  matter  fully  heard  and  decided. 
Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  concerned, 
at  least  ten  days  previously  Id  the  meeting  of 
the  judicatory. 

VI.  The  citations  shall  be  issued  and  signed 
by  the  moderator  or  clork.  by  order,  and  in  th^ 
nauid  of  thp^'udJ^atory.      F^  sl>all  also  furnish 
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citations  for  such  m  itnesses  as  the  accused  shall 
nominate,  to  appear  on  his  behalf. 

YII.  Although  it  is  required  that  the  accused 
bo  informed  of  the  names  of  all  the  witnesses 
who  are  to  be  adduced  against  him,  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  time  of  trial,  (unless  he  con- 
sent to  waive  the  right  and  proceed  immedi- 
ately) it  is  not  necessary  that  he,  on  his  part, 
give  a  similar  notice  to  the  judicatory  of  all 
the  witnesses  intended  to  be  adduced  by  him 
for  his  exculpation. 

VIII.  In  exhibiting  charges,  the  times,  places, 
and  circumstances  should,  if  possible,  be  ascer- 
tained and  stated,  that  the  accused  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  prove  an  alibi,  or  to  extenu- 
ate or  alleviate  his  offence. 

IX.  The  judicatory,  in  many  cases,  may  find 
it  more  for  edification,  to  send  some  members 
to  converse,  in  a  private  manner,  with  the  ac- 
cused person  ;  and  if  he  confess  his  guilt,  to  en- 
l.eavour  to  bring  him  to  repentance,  than  to 
proceed  immediately  to  citation. 

X.  When  an  accused  person,  or  a  witness, 
refuses  to  obey  the  citation,  he  shall  be  cited 
a  second  time ;  and  if  he  still  continue  to 
refuse,  he  shall  be  excluded  from  the  commu- 
nion of  the  church,  for  his  contumacy,  until  he 
repent. 

XI.  Although,  on  the  first  citation,  the  per- 
son  cited  shall  declare  in  writing,  or  otherwise. 
his  fixed  determination  not  to  obey  it ;  this 
ieclaratinn  shall  ^n  n^  ^ase,  inducit  the  judica- 
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tcry  to  deviate  from  the  regulaiT  course  pre- 
scribed for  citations.  They  shall  proceed  as 
if  no  such  declaration  had  been  made.  The 
person  cited  may  afterwards  alter  his  mind. 

XTT.  The  time  which  must  elapse  between 
the  first  citation  of  an  accused  person,  or  a 
witness,  and  the  meeting  of  the  judicatory  at 
which  he  is  to  appear,  is  at  least  ten  days.  Biu 
the  time  allotted  for  his  appearance  in  the  sul- 
sequent  citation  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  tiie 
judicatory  ;  provided  always,  hoAvever,  that  it 
be  not  less  than  is  quite  sufficient  for  a  sea- 
sonable and  convenient  compliance  with  the 
citation. 

XIII.  The  second  citation  ought  always  to 
be  accompanied  with  a  notice,  that  if  the  per- 
son cited  do  not  appear  at  the  time  appointed, 
the  judicatory,  besides  censuring  him  for  his 
contumacy,  will,  after  assigning  some  person 
to  manage  his  defence,  proceed  to  take  the 
testimony  in  his  case,  as  if  he  were  present. 

XIV.  Judicatories,  before  proceeding  to 
trial,  ought  to  ascertain  that  their  citations 
have  been  duly  served  on  the  persons  for  whom 
they  were  intended,  and  especially  before  they 
proceed  to  ultimate  measures  for  contumacy. 

XV.  The  trial  shall  be  fair  and  impartial. 
The  witnesses  shall  be  examined  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  accused  ;  or,  at  least,  after  he 
shall  have  received  due  citation  to  attend  ;  and 
he  shall  be  permitted  to  ask  any  questioiii 
lending  t    his  own  exculpation. 
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XVI.  The  judgment  shall  be  regularly  en 
te-red  on  the  records  of  the  judicatory:  and 
the  parties  shall  be  allowed  copies  of  the  whole 
pioceedings,  at  their  own  expense,  if  they 
demand  them.  And  in  case  of  references  or 
appeals,  the  judicatory  referring,  or  appealed 
from,  shall  send  authentic  copies  of  the  whole 
process  to  the  higher  judicatory. 

XVII.  The  person  found  guilty  shall  be  ad- 
monished or  rebuked,  or  excluded  from  church 
privileges,  as  the  case  shall  appear  to  deserve, 
until  he  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  repent- 
ance. 

XVIII.  As  cases  may  arise  in  which  many 
days,  or  even  weeks,  may  intervene  before  it 
is  practicable  to  commence  process  against  an 
accused  church  member,  the  session  may,  in 
such  cases,  and  ought,  if  they  think  the  edifi- 
cation of  the  church  requires  it,  to  prevent  the 
accused  person  from  approaching  the  Lord's 
table  until  the  charge  against  him  can  be  ex- 
amined. 

XIX.  The  sentence  shall  be  published  only 
in  the  church  or  churches  which  have  been 
offended.  Or,  if  the  offence  be  of  small  im- 
portance, and  such  as  it  shall  appear  most  for 
edification  not  to  publish,  the  sentence  may 
pass  only  in  the  judicatory. 

XX.  Such  gross  offenders  as  will  not  be  re- 
claimed by  the  private  or  public  admonitions 
of  the  church,  are  to  be  cut  off  from  its  com- 
munion,   agreeably    to    our    Lord's    direction, 
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Matt,  xviii  17.  and  the  ap^^toi'ical  ^njun&- 
tion  respecting  the  incestuous  person,  1  Ccr.  ?, 
1  to  5. 

XXL  No  professional  counse'i  shall  be  piir- 
mitted  to  appear  and  plead  in  cases  of  process 
in  any  of  our  ecclesiastical  courts.  But  if  any 
accused  person  feel  unable  to  represent  and 
plead  his  own  cause  to  advantage,  he  may  re- 
quest any  minister  or  ehler,  belonging  to  the 
judicatory  before  which  he  appears,  to  prepare 
and  exhibit  his  cause  as  he  may  judge  proper. 
But  the  minister  or  elder  so  engaged,  Si.all  not 
be  allowed,  after  pleading  the  cause  of  the  ac- 
cused, to  sit  in  judgment  as  a  member  of  the 
judicatory. 

XXII.  Questions  of  order,  which  arise  in  the 
course  of  process,  shall  be  decided  by  the  mo- 
derator. If  an  appeal  is  made  from  the  chair, 
the  question  on  the  appeal  shall  be  taken  with- 
out debate. 

XXIII.  In  recording  the  proceedings,  in 
cases  of  judicial  process,  the  reasons  for  all 
decisions,  except  on  questions  of  order,  shall 
be  recorded  at  length  ;  that  the  record  may 
exhibit  every  thing  which  had  an  influence  on 
the  judgment  of  the  court.  And  nothing  but 
what  is  contained  in  the  record,  may  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  reviewi  ig  the  proceedings 
ill  a  superior  court.

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CHAPTER  V. 

OF    I'ROCESS    AGAINST    A    BISHOP    OR    MINISTER. 

I.  As  the  honour  and  success  of  the  gospo 
depend,  in  a  great  measure,  on  the  charactei 
of  its  ministers,  each  presbytery  ought,  with 
the  greatest  care  and  impartiality,  to  watch 
over  the  personal  and  professional  conduct  of 
^,11  its  members.  But  as,  on  the  one  hand,  no 
minister  ought,  on  account  of  his  office,  to  be 
screened  from  the  hand  of  justice,  nor  his  of- 
fences to  be  slightly  censured  ;  so  neither  ou;:;ht 
scandalous  charges  to  be  received  against  him, 
by  any  judicatory,  on  slight  pounds. 

II.  Process  against  a  gospel  minister  shnll 
always  be  entered  before  the  presbytery  of 
which  he  is  a  member.  And  the  same  can- 
dour, caution,  and  general  method,  substitu- 
ting only  the  presbytery  for  the  session,  aie  to 
be  observed  in  investigating  charges  against 
him,  as  are  prescribed  in  the  case  of  private 
members. 

III.  If  it  be  found  that  the  facts  with  which 
a  minister  stands  charged,  happened  withoui 
the  bounds  of  his  own  presbytery,  that  presl^y 
tery  shall  send  notice  to  the  presbyterv,  within 
!^}iose  bounds  they  did  happen,  and  desire 
them  either  (if  within  convenient  distance;  to 
cite  the  witnesses  to  appear  at  the  place  of 
trial;  ol  (if  the  distance  be  so  great  aw  to  rcn- 
dex  that   aconveni<^nt)  to  take  the  exaniinatun 
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cliMPselves,  and  tranyrait  an  iutnentu  recorj 
of  their  testimony :  always  g  ving  due  notice 
to  the  accused  person  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  examination. 

IV.  Nevertheless,  in  case  of  a  minister  being 
supposed  to  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  or  crimes,  at 
such  a  distance  from  his  usual  place  of  resi- 
dence, as  that  the  offence  is  not  likely  to  be- 
come otherwise  known  to  the  presbytery  to 
which  he  belongs  ;  it  shall,  in  such  case,  be  the 
duty  of  the  presbytery  within  whose  bounds 
the  facts  shall  have  happened,  after  satisfying 
themselves  that  there  is  probable  ground  of  ac- 
cusation, to  send  notice  to  the  presbytery  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  who  are  to  proceed 
Ligaincit  him,  and  either  send  and  take  the  tes- 
timony themselves,  by  a  commission  of  their 
own  body,  or  request  the  other  presbytery  tJ 
take  it  for  them,  and  transmit  the  same,  pr> 
perly  authenticated. 

V.  Process  against  a  gospel  minister  shall 
not  be  commenced,  unless  some  person  or  per- 
sons undertake  to  make  out  the  charge  ;  or  un- 
less common  fame  so  loudly  proclaims  the 
scandal,  that  the  presbytery  find  it  necessary, 
for  the  honour  of  religion,  to  investigate  the 
(^harge. 

VI.  As  the  success  of  the  gospel  greatly  de- 
pends upon  the  exemplary  character  of  its 
ministers,  their  soundness  in  the  faith,  and  holy 
conversation;  and  as  it  is  the  duty  of  all 
Christains  to  be  very  cauti  )ns  in  taling  up  an 
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ill  report  of  any  man,  but  espeoially  of  a  min- 
ister of  the  gospel ;  theiefore,  if  any  man  knows 
a  minister  to  be  guilty  of  a  private,  censurable 
fault,  he  should  warn  him  in  private.  But  if 
the  guilty  peison  persist  in  his  fault,  or  it  be- 
come public,  he  who  knows  it  should  apply  to 
some  other  bishop  of  the  presbytery  for  his  ad- 
vice in  the  case. 

VII.  The  prosecutor  of  a  minister  shall  be 
previously  warned,  that  if  he  fail  to  prove  the 
charcres,  he  must  himself  be  censured  as  a  slan- 
derer  of  the  gospel  ministry,  in  proportion  to 
the  malignancy  or  rashness  that  shall  appear  in 
the  prosecution. 

VIII.  When  complaint  is  laid  before  the 
presbytery,  it  must  be  reduced  to  writing  ;  and 
nuthinir  further  is  to  be  done  at  the  first  meet- 
ing,  (unless  by  consent  of  parties)  than  giving 
the  minister  a  full  copy  of  the  charges,  with 
the  names  of  the  witnesses  annexed  ;  and  citing 
all  parties,  and  their  witnesses,  to  appear  and 
be  heard  at  the  next  meeting  ;  which  meeting 
ehall  not  be  sooner  than  ten  days  after  such 
citation. 

IX.  When  a  member  of  a  church  judicatory 
is  under  process,  it  shall  be  discretionary  with 
the  judicatory  whether  his  privileges  of  de- 
liberating and  voting,  as  a  member,  in  other 
matters,  shall  be  suspended  until  the  process  is 
finally  issued,  or  not. 

X.*  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  presbytery, 
the  charires.  shall  be  read  to  l>im,  and  he  sluiii 
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be  called  upon  U  say  whethei  he  Is  gui/ty  or 
not.  If  he  confess,  and  the  matter  be  base  and 
flagitious ;  such  as  drunkenness,  uncleanness, 
or  crimes  of  a  higher  nature,  however  penitent 
he  may  appear,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all,  the 
presbytery  must,  without  delay,  suspend  him 
from  the  exercise  of  his  office,  or  depose  him 
from  the  ministry ;  and,  if  the  way  be  clear  for 
the  purpose,  appoint  him  a  due  time  to  confess 
publicly  before  the  congregation  oifended,  and 
to  profess  his  penitence. 

XI.  If  a  minister  accused  of  atrocious  crimes, 
being  twice  duly  cited,  shall  refuse  to  attend 
the  presbytery,  he  shall  be  immediately  sus- 
pended. And  if,  after  another  citation,  he  still 
refuse  to  attend,  he  shall  be  deposed  as  contu- 
macious. 

XII.  If  the  minister,  when  he  appears,  will 
not  confess  ;  but  denies  the  facts  alleged  against 
him  ;  if,  on  hearing  the  witnesses,  the  charges 
appear  important,  and  well  supported,  the  pres- 
bytery must,  nevertheless,  censure  him  ;  and 
admonish,  suspend,  or  depose  him,  according 
to  the  nature  of  the  offence. 

XIII.  Heresy  and  schism  may  be  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  infer  deposition  ;  but  errors  ought 
to  be  carefully  considered  ;  whether  they  strike 
at  the  vitals  of  religion,  and  are  industriously 
spread  ;  or,  whether  they  arise  frcim  the  weak- 
ness of  the  human  understanding,  and  are  not 
likely  to  do  much  injury. 

XIV.  A   minister  under  process  for   heresy 
40* 
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or  schism,  s  lould  be  treated  with  Christian  and 
brotherly  tenderness.  Frequent  conferences 
)ught  to  be  held  with  him,  and  proper  admoni- 
tions administered.  For  some  more  dangerous 
errors,  however,  suspension  may  become  ne- 
cessary. 

XV.  If  the  presbytery  find,  on  trial,  that 
the  matter  complained  of  amounts  to  no  more 
than  such  acts  of  infirmity  as  may  be  amended, 
and  the  people  satisfied ;  so  that  little  or 
nothing  remains  to  hinder  his  usefulness,  they 
shall  take  all  prudent  measures  to  remove  the 
ofi'ence. 

XVI.  A  minister  deposed  for  scandalous 
conduct,  shall  not  be  restored,  even  on  the 
deepest  sorrow  for  his  sin,  until  after  some 
time  of  eminent  and  exemplary,  humble  and 
edifying  conversation,  to  heal  the  wound  made 
by  his  scandal.  And  he  ought  in  no  case  to 
be  restored,  until  it  shall  appear,  that  the 
sentiments  of  the  religious  public  are  strongly 
in  his  favour,  and  demand  his  restoration. 

XVII.  As  soon  as  a  minister  is  deposed,  his 
Congregation  shall  be  declared  vacant. 


CHAPTER  VL 

OF    WITNESSES. 


1    JuDiCAT\>RiES  ouQ^ht  to  be  very  careful 
•ind  impartial  i  i  receiving  testimony.    All  per- 
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sons  are  not  competent  as  wltn^s^ess ;  and  all 
who  are  competent  are  not  credible. 

II.  A  competent  witness  is  one  who  ought 
to  be  admitted  :md  heard.  The  competency 
of  a  witness  may  be  affected  by  his  want  of 
tlie  propel-  age  ;  by  a  want  of  any  of  the  senses 
es.^ential  to  a  knowledtje  of  the  matter  which 
he  is  called  to  establish  ;  by  weakness  of  un- 
derstanding ;  by  infamy  of  character  ;  by  being 
under  church  censure  for  falsehood  or  perjury ; 
by  nearness  of  relationship  to  any  of  the  par- 
ties; and  by  a  variety  of  considerations  which 
cannot  be  specified  in  detail. 

III.  Where  there  is  room  for  doubt  with 
regard  to  any  of  these  points,  either  party  has 
i  right  to  challenge  witnesses;  and  the  judica- 
tory shall  candidly  attend  to  the  exceptions, 
and  decide  upon  them. 

IV.  The  credibility  of  a  witness,  or  the 
degree  of  credit  due  to  his  testimony,  may  be 
affected  by  relationship  to  any  of  the  parties  ; 
by  deep  interest  in  the  result  of  the  trial ;  by 
general  rasuness,  indiscretion,  or  malignky  of 
character ;  and  by  various  other  circumstances ; 
to  which  judicatories  shall  carefully  attena,  and 
for  which  they  shall  make  all  proper  allowa-nce 
in  their  decision. 

V.  A  husband  or  wife  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  bear  testimony  against  each  other  in 
any  judicatory. 

VI.  The  testimony  of  more  than  one  witness 
ti  necessary  in  order  f  establish  any  charge ; 
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yet  if  several  credible  witnesses  bear  tcstiiLOLj 
to  different  similar  acts,  belonging  to  the  same 
general  charge,  the  crime  shall  be  considered 
as  proved. 

VII.  No  witness,  afterward  to  be  examined, 
Qpccept  a  member  of  the  judicatory,  shall  be 
present  during  the  examination  of  another 
witness  on  the  same  case,  unless  by  consent  of 
parties. 

VIII.  To  prevent  confusion,  witnesses  shall 
be  examined  first  by  the  party  introducing  them, 
then  cross-examined  by  the  opposite  party : 
after  which,  any  member  of  the  judicatory,  or 
either  party,  may  put  additional  interroga- 
tories. But  no  question  shall  be  put  or 
answered,  except  by  permirjf^ion  of  the  mode- 
rator. 

IX.  The  oath  or  affirfnation  to  a  witness, 
shall  be  administered  by  tne  moderator,  in  the 
following  or  like  terms  :  "  You  solemnly  pro- 
"mise,  in  the  presence  of  the  omniscient  and 
"  heart-searching  God,  chat  you  will  declare  the 
"  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  thr 
"  truth,  according  to  tne  best  of  your  knowledge, 
"  in  the  matter  in  which  you  are  called  to  wit 
"ness,  as  you  shall  answer  it  to  the  great  Judgo 
"of  quick  and  dead." 

X.  Every  question  put  to  a  witness  shall,  if 
required,  be  reduced  to  writing.  When  an- 
swered, it  shall,  together  with  the  answer,  be 
recorded,  if  deemed  by  either  party  jf  sufficient 
importance. 
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XI.  The  records  of  a  judicatoiy,  or  \nj  part 
of  them,  whether  original  or  transcribed,  if 
regularly  authenticated  by  the  moderator  and 
clerk,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  deemed  good 
and  sufficient  evidence  in  every  other  judica- 
tory. 

XII.  In  like  manner,  testimony  taken  by 
one  judicatory,  and  regularly  certified,  shall 
be  received  by  every  otiier  judicatory,  as  no 
l«ss  valid  than  if  it  had  been  taken  by  them- 
selves. 

XIII.  Cases  may  arise  in  which  it  is  not 
convenient  for  a  judicatory  to  have  the  whole, 
or,  perh.ips,  any  part  of  the  testimony  in  a 
particular  cause,  taken  in  their  presence.  In 
this  case  a  commission  of  the  judicatory,  con- 
sisting of  two  or  three  members,  may  be  ap- 
pointed, and  authorized  to  proceed  to  the  place 
where  the  witness  or  witnesses  reside,  and 
take  the  testimony  in  question,  which  shall  be 
considered  as  if  taken  in  the  presence  of  the 
judicatoi-y  :  of  which  commission,  and  of  the 
time  and  place  of  their  meeting,  due  notice 
shall  be  given  to  the  opposite  party,  that  he 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  attending.  And 
if  the  accused  shall  desire  on  his  part  to  take 
testimony  at  a  distance,  for  his  own  exculpa- 
tion, he  shall  give  notice  to  the  judicatory  of 
the  time  and  place  when  it  is  proposed  to  take 
it,  that  a  commission,  as  in  the  former  case, 
may  be  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

y  IV.  When  the  witnesses  have  all  been  ex- 
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amined,  the  accused  and  the  prosecutor  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  commenting  on  their  tes- 
timony to  any  reasonable  extent. 

XV.  A  member  of  the  judicatory  may  be 
Ciilled  upon  to  bear  testimony  in  a  case  which 
tomes  before  it.  He  shall  be  qualified  as 
uiher  witnesses  are ;  and  after  having  given 
his  testimony,  he  may  immediately  resume  hia 
seal  as  a  member  of  the  judicatory. 

XVI.  A  member  of  the  church  summoned 
as  a  witness,  and  refusing  to  appear,  or,  hav- 
ing appeared,  refusing  to  give  testimony,  may 
be  censured  for  contumacy,  according  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  case. 

XVII.  The  testimony  given  by  witnesses^ 
must  be  faithfully  recorded,  and  read  to  them, 
for  their  approbation  or  subscription. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

or     THE     VARIOUS     WAYS     IN     WHICH    A   CAUSE     MAT    BR 
CARRIED    FROM    A  LOWER    JUDICATORY  TO  A  HIGHER. 

I.  In  all  governments  conducted  by  men, 
Tirong  may  be  done,  from  ignorance,  from  pre- 
judice, from  malice,  or  from  other  causes.  To 
prevent  the  continued  existence  of  this  wrong, 
is  one  great  design  of  superior  judicatories. 
And  although  there  must  be  a  last  resort,  be- 
yond which  there  is  no  appeal ;  yet  the  secu- 
rity against  permanent  wrong  will  be  as  great 
fts   the  nature  of  the  case  admits,  when  i.hodf 
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who  had  no  concern  in  the  origin  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, are  brought  to  review  them,  and  to 
annul  or  confirm  them,  as  they  see  cause; 
when  a  greater  number  of  counsellors  are 
made  to  sanction  the  judgments,  or  to  correct 
the  errors  of  a  smaller;  and,  finally,  when  the 
whole  church  is  called  to  sit  in  judgment  on  the 
acts  of  a  part. 

II.  Every  kind  of  decision  which  is  formed 
in  any  church  judicatory,  except  the  highest,  is 
subject  to  the  review  of  a  superior  judicatory, 
and  may  be  caKried  before  it  in  one  or  ihv, 
other  of  the  four  following  ways. 


SECTION   I. 

vffiMERAL    REVIEW   AND   CONTROL. 

I.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  judicatory  above 
a  church'  session,  at  least  once  a  year,  to  re- 
view the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  ju- 
dicatory next  below.  And  if  any  lower  judi- 
catory shall  omit  to  send  up  its  records  for  this 
purpose,  the  higher  may  issue  an  order  to  pro- 
duce them,  either  immediately,  or  at  a  particu- 
lar time,  as  circumstances  may  require. 

II.  In  reviewin;j  the  records  of  an  inferioi 
judicatory,  it  is  prcper  to  examine,  First, 
Whether  the  proceedings  have  been  constitu- 
tional and  regular:  Secondly,  Whether  they 
have  been  wise,  equitable,  and  for  the  edifica- 
tion of  the  church ;  Thirdly,  Whether  the> 
have  bern  correctly  recorded. 
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III.  In  most  cases  the  superior  judicatory 
may  be  considerei  as  fulfilling  its  duty,  by 
simply  recording,  on  its  own  minuteg,  the 
animadversion  or  censure  which  it  may  think 
proper  to  pass  on  records  under  review ;  and 
also  by  making  an  entry  of  the  same  in  the 
book  reviewed.  But  it  may  be  that,  in  the 
course  of  review,  cases  of  irregular  proceedings 
may  be  found  so  disreputable  and  injurious  as 
to  demand  the  interference  of  the  superior 
judicatory.  In  cases  of  this  kind  the  inferior 
judicatory  may  be  required  to  review  and  cor- 
rect its  proceedings. 

IV.  No  judicial  decision,  however,  of  a  judi- 
catory shall  be  reversed,  unless  it  be  regularly 
brought  up  by  appeal  or  complaint. 

V.  Judicatories  may  sometimes  entirely  neg- 
lect to  perform  their  duty ;  by  which  neglect, 
heretical  opinions  or  corrupt  practices  may  be 
allowed  to  gain  ground  ;  or  offenders  of  a  very 
gross  character  may  be  suffered  to  escape  :  or 
?ome  circumstances  in  their  proceedings,  of 
very  great  irregularity,  may  not  be  distinctly 
recorded  by  them.  In  any  of  which  cases, 
their  records  will  by  no  means  exhibit  to  the 
superior  judicatory  a  full  view  of  their  proceed- 
ings. If,  therefore,  th'^  superior  judicatory  be 
well  advised,  by  common  fame,  that  such  neg- 
lects or  irregularities  have  occurred  on  the  par* 
of  the  inferior  judicatory,  it  is  incumbent  on 
tnem  to  take  cognizance  of  the  same  ;  and  to 
examine,   deliberate,  and  judge   in   the  whole 
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matter,  as  completely  as  if  it  lad  been  re- 
corded, and  thus  brought  up  by  the  review  of 
the  records. 

VI.  When  any  important  delinquency,  or 
grossly  unconstitutional  proceedings,  appear  in 
the  records  of  any  judicatory,  or  are  charged 
against  them  by  common  fame,  the  first  step 
to  be  taken  by  the  judicatory  next  above,  is  to 
cite  the  judicatory  alleged  to  have  offended,  to 
appear  at  a  specified  time  and  place,  and  to 
show  what  it  has  done,  or  failed  to  do  in  the 
case  in  question  :  after  which  the  judicatory 
thus  issuing  the  citation,  shall  remit  the  whole 
matter  to  the  delinquent  judicatory,  with  a 
direction  to  take  it  up,  and  dispose  of  it  in  a 
constitutional  manner,  or  stay  all  further  pro- 
ceedings in  the  case,  as  circumstances  may 
require. 


SECTION  II. 

OP  REFERENCES, 

I.  A  REFERENCE  is  a  judicial  representation, 
made  by  an  inferior  judicatory  to  a  superior, 
of  a  case  not  yet  decided ;  which  representa- 
tion ought  always  to  be  in  writing. 

II.  Cases  which  are  new,  important,  difficult, 
of  peculiar  delicacy,  the  decision  of  which  may 
establish  principles  or  precedents  of  extensive 
influence,  3n  which  the  sentiments  of  the  infe- 
rior judicatory  are  greatly  divided,  or  on  which, 
for  any  rea*;on,   it  is  highly  desirable    that  k 

H 
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larger  bo«ly  should  first  decide,  are  proper  snlv 
jects  of  reference. 

III.  References  are  either  for  mere  advice, 
|,reparatory  to  a  decision  by  the  inferior  judi- 
catory ;  or  for  ultimate  trial  and  decision  by  the 
superior. 

IV.  In  the  former  case,  the  reference  only 
suspends  the  decision  of  the  judicatory  from 
which  it  comes  :  in  the  latter  case,  it  totally 
relinquishes  the  decision,  and  submits  the  whole 
cause  to  the  final  judgment  of  the  superior 
judicatory. 

V.  Although  reference  may  in  some  cases,  as 
before  stated,  be  highly  proper  ;  yet  it  is,  gene- 
rally speaking,  more  conducive  to  the  public 
good,  that  each  judicatory  should  fulfil  its  duty 
by  exercising  its  judgment. 

VI.  Although  a  reference  ought,  generally, 
to  procure  advice  from  the  superior  judicatory  ; 
yet  that  judicatory  is  not  necessarily  bound  to 
give  a  final  judgment  in  the  case,  even  if  re- 
quested to  do  so ;  but  may  remit  the  whole 
cause,  either  with  or  without  advice,  back  to 
the  judicatory  by  which  it  was  referred. 

VIT.  In  case  of  reference,  the  members  of 
the  inferior  judicatory  making  it,  retain  all  the 
privileges  of  deliberating  and  voting,  in  the 
course  of  trial  and  judgment  before  the  supe- 
rior judicatory,  which  they  would  have  had,  if 
no  reference  had  been  made. 

VIII.  References  are,  generally,  to  bo  car- 
ined  to  the  ^^ud  catory  immediately  superior 
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IX.  In  cases  of  reference,  the  Jiidijacy  re- 
ferring ought  to  have  all  the  testimony,  and 
other  documents,  duly  prepared,  produced,  and 
in  perfect  readmess ;  so  that  the  superior  judi- 
catory may  be  able  to  consiiler  and  issue  the 
case  with  as  little  difficulty  or  delay  as  possible. 


SECTION  III. 

OP  APPEALS. 

I.  An  appeal  is  the  removal  of  a  cause 
already  decided,  from  an  inferior  to  a  superior 
judicatory,  by  a  party  aggrieved. 

II.  All  persons  who  have  submitted  to  a 
regular  trial  in  an  inferior,  may  appeal  to  a 
higher  judicatory. 

III.  Any  irregularity  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  inferior  judicatory  ;  a  refusal  of  reasonable 
indulgence  to  a  party  on  trial ;  declining  to 
receive  important  testimony ;  hurrying  to  a 
decision  before  the  testimony  is  fully  taken  ; 
a  manifestation  of  prejudice  in  the  case  ;  and 
mistake  or  injustice  in  the  decision — are  all 
proper  grounds  of  appeal. 

IV.  Appeals  may  be,  either  from  a  part  of 
the  proceedings  of  a  judicatory,  or  from  a  defi- 
nitive sentence. 

V.  Every  appellant  is  bound  to  give  notice 
of  his  intention  to  appeal,  and  also  to  lay  the 
reasons  thereof,  in  writing,  before  the  judica- 
tory appealed  from,  either  before  its  rising,  or 
within  ten  days  thereafter.     II  this  notice,  or 
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these  reasons,  be  not  given  to  tt.^  judicatory 
while  in  session,  thej  shall  be  lodged  with  .ho 
moderator. 

VI.  Appeals  are  generally  to  be  carried  in 
regular  gradation,  from  an  inferior  judicatory 
to  the  one  immediately  superior. 

VII.  The  appellant  shall  lodge  his  appeal, 
and  the  reasons  of  it,  with  the  clerk  of  the 
higher  judicatory,  before  the  close  of  the  second 
day  of  their  session. 

VIII.  In  taking  up  an  appeal,  after  ascer- 
taining that  the  appellant  on  his  part  has  con- 
ducted it  regularly,  the  first  step  shall  be  to 
read  the  sentence  appealed  from  :  secondly,  to 
read  the  reasons  which  were  assigned  by  the 
appellant  for  his  appeal,  and  which  are  on 
record :  thirdly,  to  read  the  whole  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  inferior  judicatory  in 
the  case,  including  all  the  testimony,  and  the 
reasons  of  their  decision  :  fourthly,  to  hear  the 
original  parties :  fifthly,  to  hear  any  of  the 
members  of  the  inferior  judicatory,  in  explana- 
tion of  the  grounds  of  their  decision,  or  of  their 
dissent  from  it. 

IX.  After  all  the  parties  shall  have  been 
fully  heard,  and  all  the  information  gained  by 
the  members  of  the  superior  judicatory,  from 
those  of  the  inferior,  which  shall  be  deemed 
requisite,  the  original  parties,  and  all  the  mem 
ters  of  the  inferior  judicatory,  shall  withdraw  ; 
when  the  clerk  shall  call  the  roll,  that  every 
meiiber  xwy    ifve  an  opportunity  to  expiciSd 
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his  opinion  on  the  case ;  aftei  wliicL  the  final 
voti  shall  be  taken. 

X.  The  decision  may  be  either  to  confirm  or 
reverse,  in  whole,  or  in  part,  the  decision  of 
the  inierior  judicatory  ;  or  to  remit  the  cause, 
for  the  purpose  of  amending  the  record,  should 
it  appear  to  be  incorrect  or  defective;  or  for  a 
new  trial. 

XI.  If  an  appellant,  after  entering  his  appeal 
to  a  superior  judicatory,  fail  to  prosecute  it,  it 
shall  be  considered  as  abandoned,  and  the  sen- 
tence appealed  from  shall  be  final.  And  ar 
appellant  shall  be  considered  as  abandoning 
his  appeal,  if  he  do  not  appear  before  the  judi- 
catory appealed  to,  on  the  first  or  second  day 
of  its  meeting,  next  ensuing  the  date  of  his 
notice  of  appeal :  except  in  cases  in  which 
the  appellant  can  make  it  appear  that  he  was 
prevented  from  seasonably  prosecuting  his  ap- 
peal by  the  providence  of  God. 

XII.  Members  of  judicatories  appealed  from 
cannot  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  superior  judi- 
catory, on  any  question  connected  with  the 
appeal. 

XIII.  If  the  members  of  the  inferior  judi- 
catory, in  case  of  a  sentence  appealed  from, 
appear  to  have  acted  according  to  the  best  of 
their  judgment,  and  with  good  intention,  they 
incur  no  censure,  although  their  sentence  be 
reversed.  Yet,  if  they  appear  to  have  acted 
irregularly  or  corruptly,  they  shall  be  f^^nsui^d 

&s  the  case  may  require. 
43* 
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XIV.  If  an  appellant  is  found  to  manifest  a 
litigious  or  other  unchristian  spirit,  in  the  pro- 
Becution  of  his  appeal,  he  shall  be  censured 
according  to  the  degree  of  his  offence. 

XV.  The  necessary  operation  of  an  appeal 
is,  to  3uspend  all  further  proceedings  on  the 
ground  of  the  sentence  appealed  from.  But  if 
a  sentence  of  suspension,  or  excommunication 
from  church  privileges,  or  of  deposition  from 
office,  be  the  sentence  appealed  from,  it  shall 
be  considered  as  in  force  until  the  appeal  shall 
be  issued. 

XVI.  It  shall  alwiys  be  deemed  the  duty 
of  the  judicatory^  whose  judgment  is  appealed 
from,  to  send  authentic  copies  of  all  their  re- 
cords, and  of  the  whole  testimony  relating  to 
the  matter  of  the  appeal.  And  if  any  judica- 
tory shall  neglect  its  duty  in  this  respect ;  espe- 
cially, if  thereby  an  appellant,  who  has  con- 
ducted with  regularity  on  his  part,  is  deprived 
of  the  privilege  of  having  his  appeal  season- 
ably issued ;  such  judicatory  shall  be  cen- 
sured according  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
case. 

XYIT.  An  appeal  shall  in  no  case  be  en- 
tered, except  by  one  of  the  original  parties. 


SECTION  IV. 

OF   COMPLAINTS. 


I.  Another   method    by    which    a   cause 
which  has  b^eu  decided  by  an  inferior  judica- 
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torj,  may  be  carried  before  a  superior,  is  by 
complaint. 

II.  A  complaint  is  a  representation  made  tc 
a  superior,  by  any  member  or  members  of  a 
minority  of  an  inferior  judicatory,  or  by  any 
other  person  or  persons,  respecting  a  decision 
by  an  inferior  judicatory,  which,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  complainants,  has  been  irregularly 
or  unjustly  made. 

III.  The  cases  in  which  complaint  is  proper 
and  advisable,  are  such  as  the  following,  viz 
The  judgment  of  an  inferior  judicatory  may 
be  favourable  to  the  only  party  who  has  been 
placed  at  their  bar ;  or  the  judgment  in  ques- 
tion may  do  no  wrong  to  any  individual ;  or  the 
party  who  is  aggrieved  by  it  may  decline  the 
trouble  of  conducting  an  appeal.  In  any  of  these 
cases  no  appeal  is  to  be  expected.  And  yet 
the  judgment  may  appear  to  some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  judicatory,  to  be  contrary  to  the 
constitution  of  the  church,  injurious  to  the 
interests  of  religion,  and  calculated  to  degrade 
the  character  of  those  who  have  pronounced 
it.  In  this  case  the  minority  have  not  only  a 
right  to  record,  in  the  minutes  of  the  judica- 
tory, their  dissent  from  this  judgment,  or  their 
protest  against  it,  but  they  have  also  a  right 
to  complain  to  the  superior  judicatory. 

rV.  Notice  of  a  complaint  shall  always  be 
given  before  the  rising  of  the  judicatory,  or 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  as  in  case  of  an 
•tpppal 
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V.  This  complaint  brings  the  wnole  proccei- 
iiigs  in  the  case  under  the  review  of  the  supe- 
rior judicatory ;  and  if  the  complaint  appears 
to  be  well  founded,  it  may  have  the  eflfect  not 
only  of  drawing  down  censure  upon  those 
who  concurred  in  the  judgment  complained 
of;  but  also  of  reversing  that  judgment,  and 
placing  matters  in  the  same  situation  in  which 
they  were  before  the  judgment  was  pronounced. 

VI.  In  cases  of  complaint,  however,  as  in 
those  of  appeal,  the  reversal  of  a  judgment  of 
an  inferior  judicatory  is  not  necessarily  con- 
nected with  censure  on  that  judicatory. 

VII.  None  of  the  members  of  the  judica- 
tory whose  act  is  complained  of,  can  vote  in 
the  superior  judicatory,  on  any  question  con- 
nected with  the  complaint. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

OF    DISSENTS    AND    PROTESTS. 

I.  A  DISSENT  is  a  declaration  on  the  part 
of  one  or  more  members  of  a  minority,  in  a 
judicatory,  expressing  a  different  opinion  from 
that  of  the  majority  in  a  particular  case.  A 
dissent,  unaccompanied  with  reasons,  is  always 
entered  on  the  records  of  the  judicatory. 

II.  A  protest  is  a  more  solemn  and  formal 
declaration,  made  by  members  of  f  minority 
as  before-mentioned,  bearing    their  testimony 
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against  what  they  deem  a  mischievous  or  erro- 
neous judgment ;  and  is  generally  accompanied 
with  a  detail  of  the  reasons  on  which  it  is 
founded. 

III.  It  a  protest  or  dissent  be  couched  in 
decent  and  respectful  language,  and  contain 
no  offensive  reflections  or  insinuations  against 
the  majority  of  the  judicatory,  those  who  offer 
it  have  a  right  la  have  it  recorded  on  the 
minutes. 

IV.  A  dissent  or  protest  may  be  accompa- 
nied with  a  complaint  to  a  superior  judicatory, 
or  not,  at  the  pleasure  of  those  who  offer  it. 
If  not  thus  accompanied,  it  is  simply  left  to 
speak  for  itself,  when  the  records  containing 
it  come  to  be  reviewed  by  the  superior  judi- 
catory. 

V.  It  may  sometimes  happen  that  a  protest, 
though  not  infringing  the  rules  of  decorum, 
either  in  its  language  or  matter,  may  impute 
to  the  judicatory,  whose  judgment  it  opposes 
some  principles  or  reasonings  which  it  never 
adopted.  In  this  case  the  majority  of  the  ju- 
dicatory may  with  propriety  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  an  answer  to  the  protest, 
which,  after  being  adopted  as  the  act  of  the 
judicatory,  ought  to  be  inserted  on  the  records. 

VI.  When,  in  such  a  case,  the  answer  of  the 
majority  is  brought  in,  those  who  entered  their 
protest  may  be  of  the  opinion  that  fidelity  to 
their  cause  calls  upon  them  to  make  a  reply  to 
the  answ  ^r.     This,  h<  wevor    ^ught  by  no  means 
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to   be  adraitteJ ,    as   the    majority   might,   oi 
course,  rejoin,  and  litigation  might  be  pe^pe^ 
iiated,  to  the  great  inconvenience  and  disgrace 
of  the  judicatory. 

VII.  When,  however,  those  who  have  pro- 
tested, consider  the  answer  of  the  majority  aa 
imputing  to  them  opinions  or  conduct  which 
they  disavow ;  the  proper  course  is  to  ask 
leave  to  take  back  their  protest,  and  modify  it 
in  such  manner  as  to  render  it  more  agreeable 
to  their  views.  This  alteration  may  lead  to  a 
corresponding  alteration  in  the  answer  of  the 
majority ;  with  which  the  whole  affair  ought  to 
terminate. 

VIII.  None  can  join  in  a  protest  against  a 
decision  of  any  judicatory,  excepting  those 
who  had  a  right  to  vote  in  said  decision. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

NEW     TESTIMONY. 


I.  If,  after  a  trial  before  any  judicatory,  new 
testimony  be  discovered,  which  is  supposed  to 
be  highly  important  to  the  exculpation  of  the 
accused,  it  is  proper  for  him  to  ask,  and  for  the 
judicatory  to  grant,  a  new  trial. 

II.  It  sometimes  happens,  in  the  prosecution 
of  appeals,  that  testimony,  which  had  not  been 
exhibited  before  the  inferior  judicatory,  is  re- 
presented to  exist,  and  to  be  of  considerable 
importance  in  the  case. 
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III.  Representations  of  this  kind  ought  not 
to  be  lightly,  or  of  course,  sustained.  But  the 
superior  judicatory  ought  to  be  well  satisfied, 
that  the  alleged  testimony  is  of  real  importance, 
before  they  determine  to  put  the  inferior  judi- 
catory to  the  trouble  of  a  new  trial. 

IV.  When  such  testimony,  therefore,  is  al- 
leged to  exist,  either  by  the  appellant,  or  the 
judicatory  appealed  from,  it  will  be  proper  for 
the  superior  judicatory  to  inquire  into  the  na- 
ture and  import  of  the  testimony ;  what  is  in- 
tended to  be  proved  by  it ;  and,  whether  there 
iS  any  probability  that  it  will  really  establish 
the  point  intended  to  be  established. 

V.  If  it  appear  that  the  fact  proposed  to  be 
established  by  the  new  testimony  is  important  ; 
that  is,  if  it  appear  to  be  such  a  fact  as,  if 
proved,  would  materially  alter  the  aspect  of  the 
cause ;  and  if  there  be  any  probability  that  the 
testimony  in  question  will  be  sufl&cient  to  es- 
tablish the  alleged  fact ;  then  the  superior  judi- 
catory ought  to  send  the  cause  back  to  the 
inferior  for  a  new  trial. 

VI.  Cases  may  arise,  however,  in  which  the 
judicatory  appealed  from,  and  the  appellant 
may  concur  in  requesting  the  superior  judicatory 
to  take  up  and  issue  the  appeal,  with  the  ad- 
ditional ligh:  which  the  new  evidence  may 
afford.  In  this  case,  and  especially  if  very 
serious  injury  is  likely  to  happen,  either  to 
the  appellant,  or  to  the  church,  by  the  delay 
which  a  new  trial  ^ould  occasion,  the  superior 
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judicatory  may  proceed  to  hear  the   ne^  testi 
mony,  and  to  issue  the  appeal,  with  th'>  aid  of 
the  additional  light  which  that  testimony  may 
afford. 

VII.  When,  however,  the  judgment  of  the 
inferior  judicatory  is  reversed  ;  and  it  is  ap- 
parent that  the  new  testimony  had  considera- 
ble influence  in  procuring  the  reversal ;  it  ought 
to  be  so  stated  in  the  decision  of  the  superior 
judicatory ;  inasmuch  as  it  would  be  injustice 
to  the  inferior  judicatory  to  reverse  their  deci- 
sion, upon  grounds  which  were  nevf>r  before 
them,  without  explaining  the  fact. 


CHAPTER  X. 

JURISDICTION. 


I.  When  a  member  shall  be  dismissed  from 
one  church,  with  a  view  to  his  joining  another, 
if  he  commit  an  offence  previous  to  his  joining 
the  latter,  he  shall  be  considered  as  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  church  which  dismissed  him, 
and  amenable  to  it,  up  to  the  time  when  he 
actually  becomes  connected  with  that  to  which 
he  was  dismissed  and  recommended. 

II.  The  same  principle  applies  to  a  minister, 
who  is  always  to  be  considered  as  remaining 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  presbytery  which 
dismissed  him,  until  he  actually  becomes  a 
memhfitT  of  another. 
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ill.  If,  however,  either  a  minister,  or  a  pri- 
v/tte  member,  shall  be  charged  with  a  crim« 
which  appears  to  have  been  committed  during 
the  interval  between  the  date  of  his  dismission, 
and  his  actually  joining  the  new  body,  but 
cvhich  did  not  come  to  light  until  after  he  had 
joined  the  new  body,  that  body  shall  be  em- 
powered and  bound  to  conduct  the  process 
against  him. 

IV.  No  presbytery  shall  dismiss  a  minister, 
or  licentiate,  or  candidate  for  licensure,  without 
specifying  the  particular  presbytery,  or  other 
ecclesiastical  body,  with  which  he  is  to  be  con- 
nected. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

LIMITATION  OF    TIMB. 


I.  When  any  member  shall  remove  from 
one  congregation  to  another,  he  shall  produce 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  church  member- 
ship and  dismission,  before  he  be  admitted  as 
a  regular  member  of  that  church  ;  unless  the 
church  to  which  he  removes  has  other  satisfac- 
tory means  of  information. 

II.  No  certificate  of  church  membership 
shall  be  considered  as  valid  testimony  of  the 
good  standing  of  the  bearer,  if  it  be  more  than 
one  year  old,  except  where  there  has  been  no 
opportunity  of  presenting  it  to  a  church. 

III.  When    persons   remove    to   a  distance, 
42 
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and  neglect,  for  a  considerable  time,  to  applj 
for  testimonials  of  dismission,  and  good  stand- 
ing, the  testimonials  given  them  shall  testify  to 
their  character  only  up  to  the  time  of  their 
removal,  unless  the  judicatory  have  good  infor- 
mation of  a  more  recent  date. 

IV.  If  a  church  member  have  been  more 
than  two  years  absent  from  the  place  of  his 
ordinary  residence  and  ecclesiastical  connec- 
tions, if  he  apply  for  a  certificate  of  member- 
ship, his  absence,  and  the  ignorance  of  the 
church  respecting  his  demeanour  for  that  time, 
shall  be  distinctly  stated  in  the  certificate. 

V.  Process,  in  case  of  scandal,  shall  com- 
mence within  the  space  of  one  year  after  the 
crime  shall  have  been  committed ;  unless  it 
shall  have  recently  become  llagrant.  It  may 
happen,  however,  that  a  church  member,  after 
removing  to  a  place  far  distant  from  his  former 
residence,  and  where  his  connection  with  the 
church  is  unknown,  may  commit  a  crime,  on 
account  of  which  process  cannot  be  institued 
within  the  time  above  specified.  In  all  such 
cases,  the  recent  discovery  of  the  church  mem- 
bership of  the  individual,  shall  be  considered 
as  equivalent  to  the  crime  itself  having  recently 
become  flagrant.  The  same  principle  also  ap- 
plies to  minisvcrs  if  similar  circumstances  should 
occur. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

OF  THE  SANCTIFICATION  OF  THE  LORD's  DAT. 

I.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  person  to  remember 
the  Lord's  day;  and  to  prepare  for  it,  before 
its  approach.  All  worldly  business  should  be 
80  ordered,  and  seasonably  laid  aside,  as  that 
we  may  not  be  hindered  thereby  from  sancti- 
fying the  Sabbath,  as  the  Holy  Scriptures  re- 
quire. 

II.  The  whole  day  is  to  be  kept  wholly  to  the 
Lord  ;  and  to  be  employed  in  the  public  and 
private  exercises  of  religion.  Therefore,  it  is 
requisite,  that  there  be  a  holy  resting,  all  the 
(lay,  from  unnecessary  labours ;  and  an  ab- 
staining   from    those    recreations    which    may

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be  la^^fiil  on  other  days;  and  also,  a8  moch 
as  possible,  from  worldly  thoughts  and  conver' 
sation. 

III.  Let  the  provisions  for  the  support  of  the 
family  on  that  day,  be  so  ordered,  that  servants 
or  others  be  not  improperly  detained  from  the 
public  worship  of  God ;  nor  hindered  from 
eanctifj/ing  the  Sabbath. 

IV.  Let  every  person  and  family,  in  the 
morning,  b^^'  secret  and  private  prayer,  for  them- 
selves and  uthers,  especially  for  the  assistance 
of  God  to  their  minister,  and  for  a  blessing  upon 
his  ministry,  by  reading  the  Scriptures,  and  by 
holy  meditation,  prepare  for  communion  with 
God  in  his  public  ordinances. 

V.  Let  the  people  be  careful  to  assemble  at 
the  appointed  time ;  that,  being  all  present  at 
the  beginning,  thc^y  may  unite,  with  one  heart, 
in  all  the  parts  of  public  worship :  and  let  none 
unnecessarily  depait,  till  after  the  blessing  be 
pronounced. 

VI.  Let  the  time  after  the  solemn  services 
of  the  congregation  ivi  public  are  o/er,  be  spent 
in  reading,  meditation,  repeating  of  sermons, 
catechizing,  religious  conversation,  prayer  for 
a  blessing  upon  the  public  ordinances,  the  sing- 
ing of  psalms,  hymns,  or  spiritual  songs ; — 
visiting  the  sick,  relieving  the  poor,  and  in  per- 
forming such  lik  f  duties  of  piety,  charity,  aod 
ancy. 
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CHAPTER   II. 

)r  THE  ASSEMBLING  OF  THE  CONGREGATION  AND  THEIf 
BEHAVIOrB  DURING  DIVINE  SERVICE. 

I.  When  the  time  appointed  for  public  w:»r- 
ship  is  come,  let  the  people  enter  the  church, 
and  take  their  seats  in  a  decent,  grave,  and 
reverent  manner. 

II.  In  time  of  public  worship,  let  all  the 
people  attend  with  gravity  and  reverence ;  for- 
bearing to  read  any  thing,  except  what  the 
minister  is  then  reading  or  citing ;  abstaining 
from  all  whisperings,  from  salutations  of  persona 
present,  or  coming  in ;  and  from  gazing  about, 
sleeping,  smiling,  and  all  other  indecent  beha- 
viour. 


CHAPTER   III. 

OF    THE    PUBLIC    REA.DINQ    OF    THE    HOLY    SCRIPTURM. 

I.  The  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  in 
the  congregation,  is  a  part  of  the  public  wor- 
ship of  Godf  and  ought  to  be  performed  by  the 
ministers  and  teachers. 

II.  The  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament,  shall  be  publicly  read,  from  the 
most  approved  translation,  in  the  vu'gar  tongue, 
that  all  may  hear  and  understand. 

III.  How  large  a  portion  shall  be  read  at 
42* 
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once,  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  every  minister : 
however,  in  each  service,  he  ought  to  read,  at 
least,  one  chapter ;  and  more,  when  the  chap- 
ters are  short,  or  the  connection  requires  it. 
He  may,  when  he  thinks  it  expedient,  expound 
any  part  of  what  is  read  :  always  having 
regard  to  the  time,  that  neither  reading,  sing- 
ing, praying,  preaching,  or  any  other  ordi- 
nance, be  disproportionate  the  one  to  the 
other  ;  nor  the  whole  rendered  too  short,  or  too 
tedious. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

OF    THE    SINGING    OF    PSALMS. 

I.  It  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  praise  God, 
by  singing  psalms,  or  hymns,  publicly  in  the 
church,  as  also  privately  in  the  family. 

II.  In  singing  the  praises  of  God,  we  are  to 
sing  with  the  spirit,  and  with  i\e  understanding 
also  ;  making  melody  in  our  hearts  unto  the 
Lord.  It  is  also  proper,  that  we  cultivate  some 
knowledge  of  the  rules  of  music ;  that  we  may 
praise  God  in  a  becoming  mannjer  with  our 
voices,  as  well  as  with  our  hearts. 

III.  The  whole  congregation  should  be  fur- 
nished with  books,  and  ought  to  join  in  this 
part  of  worship.  It  is  proper  to  sing  without 
parcelling  out  the  psalm,  line  by  line.  The 
practice  of  reading  the  psalm,  line  by  line,  was 
introduced  in  timrs  of  ignorance,  when  munj 
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m  the  ctngregatiDi)  could  not  read:  therefore, 
it  is  recommended,  that  it  be  laid  aside,  as  far 
as  convenient. 

JV.  Th"  proportion  of  the  time  of  public 
worship  to  be  spent  in  singing,  is  left  to  the 
prudence  of  every  minister  :  but  it  is  recom- 
mended, that  more  time  be  allowed  for  this 
excellent  part  of  divine  service  than  has  been 
usual  in  most  of  our  churches. 


CHAPTER  V. 

OF   PUBLIC    PRAYER. 


I.  It  seems  very  proper  to  begin  the  public 
worship  of  the  sanctuary  by  a  short  prayer ; 
jumbly  adoring  the  infinite  majesty  of  the 
living  God  ;  expressing  a  sense  of  our  distance 
from  him  as  creatures,  and  unworthiness  as 
sinners ;  and  humbly  imploring  his  gracious 
presence,  the  assistance  of  his  Holy  Spirit  in 
the  duties  of  his  worship,  and  his  acceptance 
of  us  through  the  merits  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

II.  Then,  after  singing  a  psalm,  or  hymn,  it 
is  proper  that,  before  sermon,  there  should 
be  a  full  and  comprehensive  prayer  :  Fii'st, 
Adoring  the  glory  and  perfections  of  God,  as 
they  are  made  known  to  us  in  the  works  of 
creation,  in  the  conduct  of  providence,  and  in 
the  clear  and  full  revelation  he  hath  made  of 
bin  8«^lf    Q   kis  written  word  ;    Second^  Giving 
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thanks  to  him  for  all  his  mercies  of  c  /cry  kin  1, 
general  and  particular,  spiritual  and  temporal, 
common  and  special ;  above  all,  for  Christ  Jesus, 
his  unspeakable  gift,  and  the  hope  of  eternal 
life  through  him  :  Thirds  Making  humble  con 
fession  of  sin,  both  original  and  actual  ;  acknow- 
ledging, and  endeavouring  to  impress  the  mind 
of  every  worshipper,  with  a  deep  sense  of  the 
evil  of  all  sin,  as  such ;  as  being  a  departure 
from  the  living  God  ;  and  also  taking  a  par- 
ticular and  affecting  view  of  the  various  fruits 
which  proceed  from  this  root  of  bitterness: — 
as  sins  against  God,  our  neighbour  and  our- 
selves ;  sins  in  thought,  in  word,  and  in  deed ; 
sins  secret  and  presumptuous  ;  sins  accidental 
and  habitual.  Also,  the  aggravations  of  sin, 
arising  from  knowledge,  or  the  means  of  it ; 
from  distinguishing  mercies ;  from  valuable 
privileges  ;  from  breach  of  vows,  &c.  :  Fourth^ 
Making  earnest  supplication  for  the  pardon  of 
sin,  and  peace  with  God,  through  the  blood  of 
the  atonement,  with  all  its  important  and  happy 
fruits ;  for  the  Spirit  of  sanctification,  and  abun- 
dant supplies  of  the  grace  that  is  necessary  to 
the  discharge  of  our  duty  ;  for  support  and  com- 
fort, under  all  the  trials  to  which  we  are  liable, 
as  we  are  sinful  and  mortal;  and  for  all  tem- 
poral mercies  that  may  be  necessary,  in  oui 
passage  through  this  valley  of  tears  :  always 
remembering  to  view  thejn  as  flowing  in  the 
channel  of  covenant  love,  and  intended  to  be 
Bubs^  rvient  to  the  preservatioi   '^nd  p  -ogress  of 
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the  spiritual  life  :  I'^ifth^  Pleading  from  every 
principle  warranted  in  Scripture ;  from  our 
own  necessity  ;  the  all-sufficiency  of  God ;  the 
merit  and  intercession  of  our  Saviour;  and  the 
glory  of  God  in  the  comfort  and  happiness  of 
his  people  :  Sixth,  Intercession  for  others,  in- 
cluding the  whole  world  of  mankind  ;  the  king- 
dom of  Christ,  or  his  church  universal ;  the 
church  or  churches  with  which  we  are  more 
particularly  connected  ;  the  interest  of  human 
society  in  general,  and  in  that  community  to 
which  we  iramediatelv  belonor ;  all  that  are 
invested  with  civil  authority  ;  the  ministers  of 
the  everlasting  gospel ;  and  the  rising  genera- 
tion :  with  whatever  else,  more  particular,  may 
seem  necessary,  or  suitable,  to  the  interest  of 
that  congregation  where  divine  worship  is  cele- 
brated. 

III.  Prayer  after  sermon,  ought  generally 
to  have  a  relation  to  the  subject  that  has  been 
treated  of  in  the  discourse  ;  and  all  other  public 
prayers,  to  the  circumstances  tha.,  gave  occa- 
sion for  them. 

IV.  It  is  easy  to  perceivvj,  that  in  all  the  pre- 
ceding directions  there  is  a  very  great  compass 
and  variety  ;  and  it  is  committed  to  the  judg- 
ment and  fidelity  of  the  officiating  pastor  to 
msist  chie^y  on  such  parts,  or  to  take  in  more 
or  less  0.  ^.he  several  parts,  as  he  shall  be  led 
tc  by  the  aspect  of  Providence  ;  the  particular 
state  of  the  congregation  in  which  he  officiates; 
or  the  disposition  ^'^d  exercise  of  Jiis  own  heart

at  the  time.  But  we  think  it  necessary  to (f 
serve,  that  although  we  do  not  approve,  as  ii 
well  known,  of  confining  ministers  to  set  or 
fixed  forms  of  prayer  for  public  worship ;  yet 
.t  is  the  indispensable  duty  of  every  minister, 
previously  to  his  entering  on  his  ofiBce,  to  pre- 
pare and  qualify  himself  for  this  part  of  his 
duty,  as  well  as  for  preaching.  He  ought,  by 
a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tur^es,  by  reading  the  best  writers  on  the  sub- 
ject, by  meditation,  and  by  a  life  of  communion 
with  God  in  secret,  to  endeavour  to  acquire 
both  the  spirit  and  the  gift  of  prayer.  Not 
only  so,  but  when  he  is  to  enter  on  particular 
acts  of  worship,  he  should  endeavour  to  com- 
pose his  spirit,  and  to  digest  his  thoughts  for 
prayer,  that  it  may  be  performed  with  dignity 
and  propriety,  as  well  a?  to  the  profit  of  those 
who  join  in  it ;  and  that  he  may  not  disgrace 
that  important  service  by  mean,  irregular,  or 
extravagant  effusions. 


CHAPTER   VI. 

OF    THE    PREACHING    OF    THE    WORD. 

I.  The  preaching  of  the  word  being  an  in- 
stitution of  God  for  the  salvation  of  men,  great 
attention  should  be  paid  to  the  manner  of  per- 
forming it.  Every  minister  ought  to  give  dili- 
gent application  to  it ;  and  endeavour  to  prove 
himself  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
•^ahamod;  rightly  dl  ^idiig  the   ivord  of  truth. 
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II.  The  subject  of  a  sermon  should  be  some 
verse  or  verses  of  Scripture  ;  and  its  object,  to 
expla.n,  defend  and  apply  some  part  of  the 
system  of  divine  truth ;  or,  to  point  out  the 
nature,  and  state  the  bounds  and  obligation, 
of  some  duty.  A  text  should  not  be  merely  a 
motto,  but  should  fairly  contain  the  doctrine 
proposed  to  be  handled.  It  is  proper  also  thai 
large  portions  of  Scripture  be  sometimes  ex- 
pounded, and  particularly  improved,  for  the 
instruction  of  the  people  in  the  meaning  aiK'? 
use  of  the  Sacred  Oracles. 

III.  The  method  of  preaching  requires  much 
study,  meditation,  and  prayer.  Ministers  ought, 
in  general,  to  prepare  their  sermons  with  care ; 
and  not  to  indulge  themselves  in  loose,  extem- 
porary harangues  ;  nor  to  serve  God  with  that 
which  cost  them  naught.  Thay  ought,  how- 
ever, to  keep  to  the  simplicity  of  the  gospel  ; 
expressing  themselves  in  language  agreeab'ie 
to  Scripture,  and  level  to  the  understanding  oi 
the  meanest  of  their  hearers:  carefully  avoid- 
ing ostentation,  either  of  purts  or  learning. 
They  ought  also  to  adorn,  by  their  lives,  the 
doctrine  which  they  teach  ;  and  to  be  examples 
to  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  ir. 
charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity. 

IV.  As  one  primary  desigr  of  public  ordi- 
nances is  to  pay  social  acts  of  homnge  to  the 
most  high  God,  ministers  ought  to  be  careful 
not  to  make  their  sermons  so  long  as  to  inter- 
fere with  or  exclude  the  more  imnortant  dutit? 
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of  prayer  and  praise ;  but  preserve  a  just  proper 
tion  between  the  several  parts  of  public  worship 

V.  The  sermon  being  ended,  the  minister  is 
to  pray,  and  return  thanks  to  almighty  God : 
then  let  a  psalm  be  sung ;  a  collection  raiseil 
for  the  poor,  or  other  purposes  of  the  church ; 
and  the  assembly  dismissed  with  the  apostolic 
benediction. 

VI.  It  is  expedient  that  no  person  be  intro- 
duced to  preach  in  any  of  the  churches  under 
our  care,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  pastof 
or  church  session. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

OF   THE    ADMINISTRATION    OF    BAPTISM. 

I.  Baptism  is  not  to  be  unnecessarily  de- 
layed ;  nor  to  be  administered,  in  any  case,  by 
any  private  person  ;  but  by  a  minister  of  Christ, 
called  to  be  the  steward  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 

II.  It  is  usually  to  be  administered  in  the 
church,  in  the  presence  of  the  congregation  ; 
and  it  is  convenient  that  it  be  performed  imme- 
diately after  sermon. 

III.  After  previous  notice  is  given  to  the 
minister,  the  child  to  be  baptized  is  to  be  pre- 
sented, by  one  or  both  the  parents,  signifying 
their  desire  that  the  child  may  be  baptized. 

IV.  Before  baptism,  let  the  minister  use 
fome  words  of  instruction,  r  »specting  the  insu- 
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rotion,  nature,  use,  and  ends  of  this  ordinance ; 

showing, 

"  That  it  is  instituted  by  Christ ;  that  it  is  a 
**  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  faith:  that  the 
*'  seed  of  the  faithful  have  no  less  a  right  to  this 
"  ordinance,  under  the  gospel,  than  the  seed  of 
**  Abraham  to  circumcision,  under  the  Old  Tes- 
*'tament;  that  Christ  commanded  all  nations 
"  to  be  baptized  ;  that  he  blessed  little  child- 
"  ren,  declaring  that  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
"  heaven  ;  that  children  are  federally  holy,  and 
*'  therefore  ought  to  be  baptized  ;  that  we  are, 
*'  by  nature,  sinful,  guilty,  and  polluted,  and 
"  have  need  of  cleansing  by  the  blood  of  Christ, 
**  and  by  the  sanctifying  influences  of  the 
*^  Spirit  of  God." 

The  minister  is  also  to  exhort  the  parents 
to  the  careful  performance  of  their  duty  :  re- 
quiring, 

"  That  they  teach  the  child  to  read  the  word 
"  of  God  ;  that  they  instruct  it  in  the  principles 
"  of  our  holy  religion,  as  contained  in  the  Scrip- 
'*  tures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament ;  an 
*'  excellent  summary  of  which  we  have  in  the 
*'  Confession  of  Faith  of  this  church,  anJ  'h 
**  the  Larger  and  Shorter  Catechisms  of  the 
**  Westminster  Assembly,  which  are  to  be  re- 
*'  commended  to  them,  as  adopted  by  this 
"  church,  for  their  direction  and  assistance,  in 
*' the  discharge  of  this  important  duty;  that 
*'  they  pray  with  and  for  it ;  that  they  ser  an 
**  example   of   pie^y  And   godliness    before  it« 

43 
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"  an<l  endeavour,  by  all  the  means  of  God*i 
"appointment,  to  bring  up  their  child  n  the 
•*  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.* 

V.  Then  the  minister  is  to  pray  for  a  bless- 
ing to  attend  this  ordinance  ;  after  which,  oall- 
aig  the  child  by  its  name,  he  shall  say, 

"I  baptize  thee,  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
'*and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 

As  he  pronounces  these  words,  he  is  to  bap- 
tize the  child  with  water,  by  pouring  or  sprink- 
ling it  on  the  face  of  the  child,  without  adding 
any  other  ceremony  :  and  the  whole  shall  be 
poncluded  with  prayer. 

Although  it  is  proper  that  baptism  be  ad- 
ministered in  the  presence  of  the  congrega- 
tion ;  yet  there  may  be  cases  when  it  will  be 
expedient  to  administer  this  ordinance  in  pri- 
vate houses:  of  which  the  minister  is  to  be  th€ 
judge. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

OF    THE    ADMINISTRATION    OF    THE    IORD's    SUPFEK. 

I.   The  communion,  or  supper  of  the  Lor  1 
]fi  to  be  celebrated  frequently;  but  how  often. 
may  be  determined  by  the  minister  and  elder 
sliip  of  each  congregation,  as  they  may  Judge 
most  for  edification. 

IL  The  ignorant  and  scandalous  are  not  to 
be  adm  ttcd  tc  the  Lord's  supper. 

HI,    h  is   prober  that   pul  lie  notice  should 
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bo  gi^en  to  the  congregation,  at  least  the  Sab- 
hath  before  the  administration  of  this  ordi- 
n.ince,  and  that,  either  then,  or  on  some  day 
of  the  week,  the  pec  pie  be  inst»-Tieied  in  ita 
nature,  and  a  due  preparation  tor  it ;  that  all 
may  come  in  a  suitable  manner  to  this  holy 
feast. 

IV.  When  the  sermon  is  ended,  the  minister 
shall  show, 

"  That  this  is  an  ordinance  of  Christ ;  by 
"'  reading  the  words  of  institution,  either  from 
'*  one  of  the  evangelists,  or  from  1  Cor.  xi.  chap- 
*'ter;  which,  as  to  him  may  appear  expedient, 
*'  he  may  explain  and  apply ;  that  it  is  to  be 
"  observed  in  remembrance  of  Christ,  to  show 
"  forth  his  death  till  he  come  ;  that  it  is  of  ines- 
*'  timable  benefit,  to  strengthen  his  people 
"  against  sin  ;  to  support  them  under  troubles : 
"  to  encourage  and  quicken  them  in  duty ;  to 
*•  inspire  them  with  love  and  zeal ;  to  increase 
**  their  faith,  and  holy  resolution  ;  and  to  beget 
"  peace  of  conscience,  and  comfortable  hopes 
**of  eternal  life." 

He  is  to  warn  the  profane,  the  ignorant,  and 
scandalous,  and  those  that  secretly  indulge 
themselves  in  any  known  sin,  not  to  approach 
the  holy  table.  On  the  other  hand,  he  shall 
invite  to  this  holy  table,  such  as,  sensible  of 
their  lost  and  helpless  state  of  sin,  depend  upon 
the  atonement  of  Christ  for  pardon  and  accept- 
ance with  God ;  such  as,  being  instructed  in 
the  gospel  doitt  :.ie,  have  a  competent  know- 
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ledge  to  discern  the  Lord's  body,  and  sacb  aa 
desire  to  renounce  their  sins,  and  are  deter- 
mined to  lead  a  holy  and  godly  life. 

V.  The  table,  on  which  the  elements  are 
placed,  being  decently  covered,  the  bread  in 
jorivenient  dishes,  and  the  wine  in  cups,  and 
the  communicants  orderly  and  gravely  sitting 
around  the  table,  (or  in  their  seats  before  it,)  in 
the  presence  of  the  minister ;  let  him  set  the 
elements  apart,  by  prayei  and  thanksgiving. 

The  bread  and  wine  being  thus  set  apart  by 
prayer  and  thanksgiving,  the  minister  is  to 
take  the  bread,  and  break  it,  in  the  view  of 
the  people,  saying,  in  expressions  of  this 
sort : — 

"  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  on  the  same  night 
'*  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  having  taken  bread, 
"'  and  blessed  and  broken  it,  gave  it  to  his  dis- 
*'  ciples  ;  as  I,  ministering  in  his  name,  give  this 
''  bread  unto  you  ;  saying,  [here  the  bread  is  to 
'*be  distributed]  Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body, 
"which  is  broken  for  you:  this  do  in  remeir 
"brance  of  me." 

After  having  given  the  bread,  he  shall  take 
the  cup,  and  say — 

"After  the  same  manner  our  Saviour  also 
"took  the  cup;  and  having  given  thanks,  as 
'*hath  been  done  in  his  name,  he  gave  it  to 
•'  the  disciples ;  saying,  [while  the  minister  is 
"repeating  these  words  let  him  give  the  cupj 
"  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood, 
*  which  is  shed  for  many,  for  the  remission  of 

^in^     druik  j  e   -li  of  it 
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The  minister  himself  is  to  coramujicate,  &t 
Buch  time  as  may  appear  to  him  meat  conve- 
nient. 

The  minister  may,  in  a  few  words,  put  the 
r-"»ramunicants  in  mind — 

**  Of  the  grace  of  God,  in  Jesus  Christ,  held 
**  forth  in  this  saci-ament;  and  of  their  obliga- 
**  tion  to  be  the  Lord's  ;  and  may  exhort  them 
*'  to  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  they 
^''are  called;  and,  as  they  have  professedly 
**  received  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  that  they  be 
"careful  so  to  walk  in  him,  and  to  maintain 
*'  good  works." 

It  may  not  be  improper  for  the  minister  to 
give  a  word  of  exhortation  also  to  those  who 
have  been  only  spectators,  reminding  them — 

"  Of  their  duty ;  stating  their  sin  and  danger, 
"  by  living  in  disobedience  to  Christ,  in  neg- 
"  lecting  this  holy  ordinance  ;  and  calling  upon 
*'  them  to  be  earnest  in  ma-king  preparation  foi 
*'  attending  apon  it,  at  the  next  time  of  its  cele- 
*'  bration." 

Then  the  minister  is  to  pray  and  give  thanks 
to  God, 

"  For  his  rich  mercy,  and  invaluable  good- 
"ness,  vouchsafed  to  them  in  that  sacred  com- 
"  munion ;  to  implore  pardon  for  the  defects 
**  of  the  whole  service  ;  and  to  pray  for  the  ac- 
"  ceptance  of  their  persons  and  performances  ; 
''  for  the  gracious  assistance  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
•*  to  enable  them,  as  they  have  received  Christ 
"  J  esus  the  Lord,  so  to  walk  in  him  ;  that  thejr 
48* 
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"  may  hold  fast  that  which  they  have  received 
•*  that  no  man  take  their  crown  ;  that  their  con 
"  versation  may  be  as  becometh  the  gospel ; 
*'  that  they  may  bear  about  with  them,  con- 
"  tinually,  the  dying  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  th  ii 
''the  life  also  of  Jesus  maybe  manifested  in 
'*  their  mortal  body  ;  that  their  light  may  so 
"shine  before  men,  that  others,  seeing  their 
'•  good  works,  may  glorify  their  Father  who  is 
*  in  heaven." 

The  collection  for  the  poor,  and  to  defray 
the  expense  of  the  elements,  may  be  made 
ai'ter  this ;  or  at  such  other  time  as  may  seem 
meet  to  the  eldership. 

Now  let  a  psalm  or  hymn  be  sung,  and  the 
congregation  dismissed,  with  the  following  or 
some  other  gospel  benediction  : 

"  Now  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again 
"from  the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great 
"  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of 
"  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect 
*'in  every  good  work  to  do  his  will,  working 
"  in  you  that  which  is  well-pleasing  in  hia 
"sight,  through  Jesus  Christ;  to  whom  be 
"  glory  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen," 

VI.  As  it  has  been  customary,  in  some  parts 
of  our  church,  to  observe  a  fast  tefore  the 
Lord's  supper  ;  to  have  a  sermon  on  Saturday 
and  Monday  ;  and  to  invite  two  or  three  minis- 
ters on  such  occasions  ;  and  as  these  seasons 
have  bef  n  blessed  to  many  souls,  and  may  tend 
lo  ke  >j    uj    ^    nrcter  union  of  ministers  and 
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congregations ;  we  think  it  not  improper  that 
they  who  choose  it  may  continue  in  this  prac- 

kirn 


CHAPTER   IX. 

OF    HIE    A0M1SSJ3N    OF    PERSONS    TO     SEALING     ORDI- 
NANCES. 

I.  Children,  born  within  the  pale  of  the 
visible  church,  and  dedicated  to  God  in  bap- 
tism, are  under  the  inspection  and  government 
of  the  church  ;  and  are  to  be  taught  to  read 
and  repeat  the  catechism,  the  apostles*  creed, 
and  the  Lord's  prayer.  They  are  to  be  taught 
to  pray,  to  abhor  sin,  to  fear  God,  and  to  obey 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And,  when  they  come 
to  years  of  discretion,  if  they  be  free  from 
scandal,  appear  sober  and  steady,  and  to  have 
sufficient  knowledge  to  discern  the  Lord's 
body,  they  ought  to  be  informed  it  is  their 
dutv  and  their  privilege  to  come  to  the  Lord's 
supi  er. 

I I.  The  years  of  discretion,  in  young  Chri&- 
tiaps,  cannot  be  precisely  fixed.  This  must  l)e 
lefif  to  the  prudence  of  the  eldership.  The 
o5«  jers  of  the  church  aroj  the  judges  of  the 
qualifications  of  those  to  be  admitted  to  sealing 
or'linances;  and  of  the  time  when  it  is  proper 
to  admit  young  Christians  to  them. 

Ill    Those  who  are  to  be  admitted  to  sealing 
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ordinances,  shall  be  examined  as  to  their  knowl 
edge  and  piety. 

IV  When  unbaptized  persons  apply  for  ad- 
mission into  the  church,  they  shall,  in  ordinary 
cases,  after  giving  satisfaction  with  respect  to 
their  knowledge  and  piety,  make  a  public  pra 
fession  of  their  faith,  in  the  presence  of  thr 
congregation  ;  and  thereupon  be  baptized. 


CHAPTER  X. 

OF   THE    MODE   OF   INFLICTING   CHURCH    CENSURES. 

L  The  power  which  Christ  hath  given  the 
rulers  of  his  church  is  for  edification,  and  not 
for  destruction.  As,  in  the  preaching  of  the 
word,  the  wicked  are,  doctrinally,  separated 
from  the  good  ;  so,  by  discipline,  the  church  au- 
thoritatively makes  a  distinction  between  the 
holy  and  the  profane.  In  this,  she  acts  the 
part  of  a  tender  mother,  correcting  her  child- 
ren only  for  their  good,  that  every  one  of  thera 
may  be  presented  faultless,  in  the  day  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

II.  When  any  member  of  the  church  shall 
have  been  guilty  of  a  fault  deserving  censure, 
the  judicatory  shall  proceed  with  all  tenderness, 
and  restore  their  offending  brother  in  the  spirit 
of  meekness  ;  considering  themselves,  lesi  they 
also  be  tempted.  Censure  ought  to  be  inflicted 
with  great  solemnity  ;  that  it  may  be  ihe  means 
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di  .mpresvsing  the  mind  of  the  delinquent  with 
a  proper  sense  of  his  danger,  while  he  stand* 
excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  church  of 
the  living  God  ;  and  that,  with  the  divine  bles>- 
sing,  it  may  lead  him  to  repentance. 

III.  When  the  judicatory  has  resolved  to 
pass  sentence,  suspending  a  member  from 
church  privileges,  the  moderator  shall  address 
him  to  the  following  purpose  : 

"  Whereas  you  are  guilty  [by  your  own  con- 
*'  fession,  or  convicted  by  sufficient  proof,  as  the 
*'  case  may  be]  of  the  sin  of  [here  mention  the 
"particular  offence]  we  declare  you  suspended 
"  from  the  sacraments  of  the  church,  till  you 
•'  give  s.itisfactory  evidence  of  the  sincerity  of 
"  your  repentance."  To  this  shall  be  added 
such  advice,  admonition,  or  rebuke,  as  may  be 
judged  necessary ;  and  the  whole  shall  be 
concluded  by  prayer  to  almighty  God,  that  he 
would  follow  this  act  of  discipline  with  his 
blessing.  We  judge  it  prudent,  in  general, 
that  such  censures  be  inflicted  in  the  presence 
of  the  judicatory  only ;  but,  if  any  churi'h 
think  it  expedient  to  rebuke  the  offender  pub- 
licly, this  solemn  suspension  from  the  sacra- 
ments may  be  in  the  presence  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

IV.  After  any  person  hath  been  thus  sus- 
pended from  the  sacraments,  it  is  proper  that 
the  minister,  and  elders,  and  other  Christians, 
should  frequently  converse  with  him,  as  well  as 
pray  ''er  him   '^    private,  that  it  w  »uld   pleiise 
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(jrod  to  give  him  repentance.  And  n  niay  be 
requisite,  likewise,  particularly  on  days  pre- 
paratory to  the  dispensing  of  the  Lord's  sup- 
per, that  the  prayers  of  the  church  be  oflereAi 
Uf»  for  those  unhaf)py  persons  who,  by  their 
wickedness,  lave  shut  themselves  out  from  thia 
holy  coinmuiiion. 

V.  When  the  judicatory  shall  be  satisfied  as 
to  the  reality  of  tho  repentance  of  any  offender, 
he  shall  be  admitted  to  profess  his  repentance  * 
and  be  restored  to  the  privileges  of  the  chuich. 
Which  restoration  shall  be  declared  to  the  peni- 
tent in  the  presence  of  the  session,  or  ol  th** 
congregation,  and  followed  with  prayer  and 
thanks^ivinor. 

VI.  When  any  offender  has  been  adjudged 
to  be  cut  off  from  the  communion  of  the  church, 
it  is  proper  thai  the  sentence  be  publicly  pro- 
nounced against  him. 

VII.  The  design  of  excommunication  is,  to 
operate  upon  the  offender  as  a  means  of  re- 
claiming him ;  to  deliver  the  church  from  the 
scandal  of  his  offence  ;  and  to  inspire  all  with 
fear,  by  the  example  of  his  punishment. 

The  minister  shall  give  the  church  or  con 
gregation  a  short  narrative  of  the  several  steps 
which  have  been  taken  with  respeci  to  their 
offending  brother,  and  inform  them,  that  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  cut  him  off  from  tho 
communion:  and  shall  in  the  presence  of  the 
church  or  congregation  pronounce  this  sen 
tence,  in  the  following  or  like  form ;   v^iz. 
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He  shall  begin  by  showing  the  authority  of 
the  church  to  cast  out  unworthy  members,  from 
Matt,  xviii.  15,  16,  17,  18;  1  Cor.  v.  1,  2,  3, 
4,  5 ;  and  shall  briefly  explain  the  nature,  use, 
and  consequences  of  this  censure ;  warning  the 
people  to  avoid  all  unnecessary  intercourse  with 
him  who  is  cast  out. 

Then  he  shall  say, 

"  Whereas  A.  B.  hnth  been,  by  sufficient 
'*  proof,  convicted  of,  [here  insert  the  sin]  and 
"after  much  admonition  and  prayer,  obsti- 
'*  nately  refuseth  to  hear  the  church,  and  hath 
"manifested  no  evidence  of  repentance;  there- 
"  fore,  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority  of 
"  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  pronounce  him  to 
"be  excluded  from  the  communion  of  the 
"church." 

After  which,  prayer  shall  be  made  that  the 
blessing  of  God  may  follow  his  ordinance,  for 
the  conviction  and  reformation  of  the  excom- 
municated person,  and  for  the  establishment 
of  all  true  believers. 

VIII.  When  one  who  hath  been  excommu- 
nicated shall  be  so  affected  with  his  state  as  to 
be  brought  to  repentance,  and  to  desire  to  be 
ro-admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  church  ;  the 
session,  having  obtained  sufficient  evidence  of 
his  sincere  penitence,  shall,  with  the  advice  and 
concurrence  of  the  presbytery,  restore  him.  ^n 
jrder  to  which,  the  minister  shall,  on  two 
Lord's  days  previous  thereto,  inform  ohe  con- 
gregation of   the  measures    which   hrve  beeo 
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taken  ^ith  the  excommunicated  person,  and 
of  the  resolution  of  the  session  to  receive  him 
again  to  the  communion  of  the  church. 

On  the  day  appointed  for  his  restoration, 
whtfn  the  other  parts  of  divine  service  are 
ended,  before  pronouncing  the  blessing,  the 
minister  shall  call  upon  the  excommunicated 
person,  and  propose  to  him,  in  the  presence  of 
the  congregation,  the  following  questions: 

"  Do  you  from  a  deep  sense  of  your  great 
*'  wickedness,  freely  confess  your  sin,  in  thus 
*  rebelling  against  God,  and  in  refusing  to  hear 
"  his  church,  and  do  you  acknowledge  that  you 
"  have  been  in  justice  and  mercy  cut  off  from 
"  the  communion  of  the  saints?  Answer,  I  do. 
"  Do  you  now  voluntarily  profess  your  sincere 
*'  repentance  and  deep  contrition,  for  your  sin 
*' and  obstinacy:  and  do  you  humbly  ask  the 
**  forgiveness  of  God,  and  of  his  church  ?  An- 
"  8wer,  I  do.  Do  you  sincerely  promise,  through 
"  divine  grace,  to  live  in  all  humbleness  of  mmd 
"  and  circumspection ;  and  to  endeavour  to 
"  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour,  by 
"  having  your  conversation  as  becometh  the 
** gospel?  Answer,  I  do." 

Here  the  minister  shall  give  the  penitent  a 
suitable  exhortation,  addressing  him  in  the 
bowels  of  brotherly  love,  encouraging  and  com- 
forting him.  Then  he  shall  pronounce  the  sen- 
tence of  restoratic  n,  in  the  following  words  : 

"Whereas  you  A.  B.,  have  been  shut  out 
"from  the  communion  of  the  faithful,  hut  have 
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**  now  manifested  such  repentance  is  eatisfici 
**  the  church :  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
**  Christ,  and  by  his  authority,  I  declare  you 
**  absolved  from  the  sentence  of  excommunica- 
"  tion  formerly  denounced  against  you ;  and  1 
"do  receive  you  into  the  communion  of  the 
**  church,  that  you  may  be  a  partaker  of  all  the 
'*  benefits  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  your  eternal 
"  salvation." 

The  whole  shall  be  concluded  with  prayer, 
and  the   people  dismissed  with  the  usual  blesB- 


CHAPTER  XI. 

OF   THE    SOLEMNIZATION   OF    UARRIAOB. 

I.  Marriage  is  not  a  sacrament ;  nor  pecu- 
liar to  the  church  of  Christ.  It  is  proper  thac 
every  commonwealth,  for  the  good  of  society, 
make  laws  to  regulate  marriage  ;  which  al) 
citizens  are  bound  to  obey. 

II.  Christians  ought  to  marry  in  the  Lord: 
therefore  it  is  fit  that  their  marriage  be  solem- 
nized by  a  lawful  minister  ;  that  special  instruc- 
tion may  be  given  them,  and  suitable  prayers 
made,  when  they  enter  into  this  relation. 

III.  Marriage  is  to  be  between  one  man  and 
one  woman  only  :  and  thoy  are  not  to  be  within 
the  degrees  of  consanguinity  or  affinity  prohi- 
bited bv  the  word  of  God. 

ml 

IV.  The  parties  ought  t>  be   of  such  years 
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of  iliscretion  as  to  be  capable  of  making  tbeir 
own  choice  :  and  if  they  be  under  age,  or  live 
with  their  parents,  the  consent  of  the  parents 
or  others,  under  wh^se  care  they  are,  ought  to 
be  previously  obtained,  and  well  certified  to 
the  minister,  before  he  proceeds  to  solemnize 
the  marriage. 

V.  Parents  ought  neither  to  compel  their 
children  to  marry  contrary  to  their  inclina- 
tions, nor  deny  their  consent  without  just  ani 
important  reasons. 

VI.  Marriage  is  of  a  public  nature.  The 
f^elfare  of  civil  society,  the  happiness  of  fami- 
'ies,  and  the  credit  of  religion,  are  deeply  inter- 
ested in  it.  Therefore  the  purpose  of  marriage 
ought  to  be  suflSciently  published  a  proper  time 
previously  to  the  solemnization  of  it.  It  is 
enjoined  on  all  ministers  to  be  careful  that,  in 
this  matter,  they  neither  transgress  the  laws 
of  God,  nor  the  laws  of  the  community :  and 
that  they  may  not  destroy  the  peace  and  com* 
fort  of  families,  they  must  be  properly  certi 
fied  with  respect  to  the  parties  applying  it 
them,  that  no  just  objections  lie  against  thei- 
marriage. 

VII.  Marriage  must  always  be  performeo 
before  a  competent  number  of  witnesees  ;  and 
It  any  time,  except  on  a  day  of  public  humilia 
tion.     And  we   advise   that  it  be  not  on  il  e 
Lord's  day.    And  the  minister  is  to  give  a  ce  • 
tificate  o^  the  marriage  when  required. 

YIII    When  the  pirtiee   present  themsehe* 
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for  marriage,  the  minister  is  to  desire,  if  there 
is  itnj  person  present  who  knows  anj  iawful 
reas^on  why  these  persons  may  not  be  joined 
together  in  the  marriage  relation,  that  they  will 
now  make  it  known,  or  ever  alter  hold  their 
peace. 

No  objections  being  made,  he  is  then  sever- 
ally to  address  himself  to  the  parties  to  be  mar- 
ried, in  the  following  or  like  words  : 

"  You,  the  man,  declare  in  the  presence  of 
*'  God,  that  you  do  not  know  any  reason,  by 
"  precontract  or  otherwise,  why  you  may  not 
*Ma\\i:'ully  marry  this  woman." 

Upon  his  declaring  he  does  not,  the  minister 
Bhall  address  himself  to  the  bride,  in  the  same 
or  similar  terms  : 

"  You,  the  woman,  declare  in  the  presence 
"  of  God,  that  you  do  not  know  any  reason,  by 
*'  precontract  or  otherwise,  why  you  may  not 
*' lawfully  marry  this  man." 

Upon  her  declaring  she  does  not,  he  is  U. 
begin  with  prayer  for  the  presence  and  blessing 
of  God. 

The  minister  shall  then  proceed  to  give  them 
Bome  instruction  from  the  scriptures,  respect- 
ing the  institution  and  duties  of  this  state, 
showing — 

*''That  God  hath  instituted  marriage  for  the 
*'  comfort  and  happiness  of  mankind,  in  declar- 
**  ing  a  man  shall  forsake  his  father  and  mother, 
'*  and  cleave  unto  his  wife ;  and  that  marriage 
"is  honourable  in  all ;  that  he  hath  appointed 
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**  various  duties,  which  are  incumbiwt  npon 
"  those  \vho  enter  into  this  relation  ;  such  as,  a 
**  high  esteem  and  mutual  love  for  one  another ; 
"  bearing  with  each  other's  infirmities  and 
*'  weaknesses,  to  which  human  nature  is  sub- 
*' ject  in  its  present  lapsed  state  ;  to  encourage 
"  each  other  under  the  various  ills  of  life  ;  to 
"  comfort  one  another  in  sickness  ;  in  honesty 
*'  and  industry  to  provide  for  each  other's  tera- 
"  poral  support;  to  pray  for  and  encourage  one 
'*  another  in  the  things  which  pertain  to  God, 
*' and  to  their  immortal  souls;  and  to  live  to- 
•'  gether  as  the  heirs  of  the  grace  of  life." 

Then  the  minister  shall  cause  the  bridegroom 
and  bride  to  join  their  hands,  and  shall  pro- 
nounce the  marriage  covenant,  first  to  the  man, 
in  these  words  : 

"  You  take  this  woman,  whom  you  hold 
"by  the  hand,  to  be  your  lawful  and  married 
"wife;  and  you  promise,  and  covenant,  in  the 
*'  presence  of  God  and  these  witnesses,  that  you 
"  will  be  unto  her  a  loving  and  faithful  hus- 
*'  band,  until  you  shall  be  separated  by  death." 

The  bridegroom  shall  express  his  consent, 
by  saying,   "Yes,  I  do." 

Then  the  minister  shall  address  himself  to 
the  woman,  in  these  words : 

"  You  take  this  man,  whom  you  hold  by  the 

"  hand,  to  be  your  lawful  and  married  husband  : 

"  and   you  promise,  and  covenant  in  the  pre- 

**8e?ic^  of  God  and  these  witnesses,  that  you 

•  w  !'   be  unto  ^"b«  a  loving,  faithful,  and  obe- 
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"dientwife  until  you   shall  be  separated  l>v 
"  death." 

The  bride  shall  express  her  consent,  by 
saying,  "Yes,  I  do.'^ 

Then  the  minister  is  to  say, 

"  I  pronounce  you  husband  and  wife,  accord- 
"  ing  to  the  ordinance  of  God ;  whom  there- 
"  fore  God  hath  joined  together  let  no  man  put 
"  asunder." 

After  this  the  minister  may  exhort  them  in 
a  few  words,  to  the  mutual  discharge  of  their 
duty. 

Then  let  him  conclude  with  prayer  suitable 
to  the  occasion. 

Let  the  minister  keep  a  proper  register  for 
the  names  of  all  persons  whom  he  marries,  and 
of  the  time  of  their  marriage,  for  the  perusai 
of  all  whom  it  may  concern. 


CHAPTER   XII. 

OP    THE    VISITATION    OF    THE    SICK. 

I.  When  persons  are  sick,  it  is  their  duty, 
before  their  strength  and  understanding  fail 
them,  to  send  for  their  minister,  and  to  make 
known  to  him,  with  prudence,  their  spiritual 
state  ;  or  to  consult  him  on  the  concerns  of 
their  precious  souls.  And  it  is  his  duty  to  visit 
them,  at  their  request,  and  to  apply  himself, 
with  all  tenderness  and  love,  to  administer  spi- 
ritual good  to  their  immortal  souls. 

II.  He  shall  instruct  the  sick  out  of  the  scrip- 
41* 
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tures,  that  diseases  arise  not  out  of  the  ground, 
nor  do  they  come  by  chance  ;  but  that  they  are 
directed  and  sent  by  a  wise  and  holy  God, 
either  for  correction  of  sin,  for  the  trial  of 
grace,  for  improvement  in  religion,  or  for  other 
important  enas:  and  that  they  shall  work  to- 
gether for  good  to  all  _those  who  make  a  wise 
improvement  of  God's  visitation,  neither  de- 
spising his  chastening  hand,  nor  fainting  under 
his  rebukes. 

III.  If  the  minister  finds  the  sick  person  to 
be  grossly  ignorant,  he  shall  instruct  him  in 
the  nature  of  repentance  and  faith,  and  the 
way  of  acceptance  with  God,  through  the  me- 
diation and  atonement  of  Jesus  Christ. 

IV.  He  shall  exhort  the  sick  to  examine 
himself,  to  search  his  heart,  and  try  his  former 
ways,  by  the  word  of  God ;  and  shall  assist 
him,  by  mentioning  some  of  the  obvious  marks 
and  evidences  of  sincere  piety. 

V.  If  the  sick  shall  signify  any  scruple, 
doubt,  or  temptation,  under  which  he  labours, 
the  minister  must  endeavour  to  resolve  hie 
doubts,  and  administer  instruction  and  direc- 
tion, as  the  case  may  seem  to  require. 

VI.  If  the  sick  appear  to  be  a  stupid,  thought- 
less, and  hardened  sinner,  he  shall  endeavour 
to  awaken  his  mind  ;  to  arouse  his  conscience  ; 
to  convince  him  of  the  evil  and  danger  of  sin  , 
of  the  cur^vi  of  the  law,  and  the  wrath  of  God 
due  to  sinners ;  to  bring  him  to  an  humble  and 
penitential  sense  of  his  iniquities  ;  and  to  state 
bof^re  him  ^h  '■  fuh  iss  of  the  grace  and  mercy 
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of  Ood,  in  and  through  the  glorious  Redjemer ; 
the  absolute  necessity  of  faith  and  repentance^ 
in  order  to  his  being  interested  in  the  fa^'our 
of  God,  or  his  obtaining  everlasting  happiness. 

VII.  If  the  sick  person  shall  appear  to  have 
knowledge,  to  be  of  a  tender  conscience,  and  to 
have  been  endeavouring  to  serve  God  in  up- 
rightness, though  not  without  many  failings 
and  sinful  infirmities ;  or  if  his  spirit  be  broken 
with  a  sense  of  sin,  or  through  apprehensions 
of  the  want  of  the  divine  favour  ;  then  it  will 
be  proper  to  administer  consolation  and  encou- 
ragement to  him,  by  setting  before  him  the  free* 
ness  and  riches  of  the  grace  of  God,  the  all- 
sufficiency  of  the  righteousness  of  Christ,  and 
the  supporting  promises  of  the  Gospel. 

VIII.  The  minister  must  endeavour  to  guard 
the  sick  person  against  ill-grounded  persuasions 
of  the  mercy  of  God,  without  a  vital  union  to 
Christ ;  and  against  unreasonable  fears  of  death, 
and  desponding  discouragements ;  against  pre- 
sumption upon  his  own  goodness  and  merit, 
upon  the  one  hand,  and  against  despair  of  the 
mercy  and  grace  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ,  on  the 
other. 

IX.  In  one  word,  it  is  the  minister's  duty  to 
administer  to  the  sick  person  instruction,  con- 
viction, support,  consolation,  or  encouragement, 
as  his  cafie  may  seem  to  require. 

At  a  pi  oper  time,  when  he  is  most  c  >m- 
i>osed,  the    miniter  shall  pray  with  and  for 

WJ3\ 
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X.  Lastly,  the  minister  may  imj)r»/ve  tW 
present  occasion  to  exhort  those  about  tht 
sick,  to  consider  their  mortality ;  to  turn  tc 
the  L^rd  and  make  their  peace  with  him  ;  ir> 
health  to  prepare  for  sickness,  death  and  judg 
ment. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

OP  THE  BURIAL  OF  THE  PEAD. 

I.  When  any  person  departs  this  life,  let  the 
corpse  be  taken  care  of  in  a  decent  manner; 
and  be  kept  a  proper  and  sufficient  time  before 
interment. 

II.  When  the  season  for  the  funeral  comes, 
let  the  dead  body  be  decently  attended  to  the 
grave,  and  interred.  During  such  solemn  oc- 
casions, let  all  who  attend  conduct  themselves 
with  becoming  gravity ;  and  apply  themselves 
to  serious  meditation  or  discourse :  and  the 
minister,  if  present,  may  exhort  them  to  con 
sider  the  frailty  of  life,  and  the  importance  o( 
beino^  prepared  for  death  and  eternity. 


CHAPTER    XIV. 

OF   FASTING,  AND    OF  THE   OBSERVATION    OF    THE    DAY3 
OF    THANKSGIVING. 

1.  There  is  no  day  under  the  gospel  com- 
nian'led  to  be  kept  holy,  except  the  Lord's 
day,  which  is  the  Chri-tiaii  SabKth. 
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n.  Nevertheless,  to  observe  days  of  fasting 
and  thanksgiving,  as  the  extraordinary  dispen- 
sations of  divine  providence  may  direct,  we 
judge  both  scriptural  and  rational. 

III.  Fasts  and  thanksgivings  may  be  ob- 
served by  individual  Christians  ;  or  families, 
in  private ;  by  particular  congregations  ;  by  a 
number  of  congregations  contiguous  to  each 
other ;  by  the  congregations  under  the  care  of 
a  presbytery,  or  of  a  synod ;  or  by  all  the  con 
gregations  of  our  church. 

IV.  It  must  be  left  to  the  judgment  and  dis- 
cretion of  every  Christian  and  family  to  deter- 
mine when  it  is  proper  to  observe  a  private 
fast  or  thanksgiving ;  and  to  the  church-ses- 
sions to  determine  for  particular  congregations, 
and  to  the  presbyteries  or  synods  to  determine 
for  larger  districts.  When  it  is  deemed  expe- 
dient that  a  fast  or  thanksgiving  should  be 
general,  the  call  for  them  must  be  judged  of 
by  the  synod  or  General  Assembly.  And  if 
at  any  time  the  civil  power  should  think  it 
proper  to  appoint  a  fast  or  thanksgiving,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  ministers  and  people  of  our 
communion,  as  we  live  under  a  Christian  gov- 
ernment, to  pay  all  due  respect  to  the  same. 

V.  Public  notice  is  to  be  given  a  convenient 
time  before  the  day  of  fasting  or  thanksgiving 
comes,  that  persons  may  so  order  their  tempo- 
ral affairs,  that  they  may  properly  attend  to  the 
duties  thereof. 

VI    There  sbaU  be  public  worship  upon  all 
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such  days:  and  let  the  prayers,  psabns,  por- 
tions of  Scripture  t  >  be  read,  and  sermons, 
be  all  in  a  special  manner  adapted  to  the  occa- 
sion. 

VII.  On  fjist  days,  let  the  minister  point  out 
the  authority  and  providences  callinj]^  to  the 
observation  thereof;  and  let  him  spend  a  m«re 
tlian  usual  portion  of  time  in  solemn  prayer, 
particular  confession  of  sin,  especially  of  the 
sins  of  the  day  and  place,  with  their  aggrava- 
tions, which  have  brought  down  the  judgments 
of  heaven.  And  let  the  whole  day  be  spent 
in  deep  humiliation  and  mourning  before  God. 

VIII.  On  days  of  thanksgiving,  he  is  to  give 
the  like  information  respecting  the  authority 
and  providences  which  call  to  the  observance 
of  them  ;  and  to  spend  a  more  than  usual  part 
of  the  time  in  the  giving  of  thanks,  agreeably 
to  the  occasion,  and  in  singing  psalms  or  hymns 
of  praise. 

It  is  the  duty  of  people  on  these  days  to  re- 
joice with  holy  gladness  of  heart ;  but  lef 
trembling  be  so  joined  with  our  mirth,  that  n'. 
excess  or  unbecoming  le  ity  be  indulged. 


CHAPTER   XY. 

THE    DIRECTOer    FOR  SECRET  AND    FAMILY    fTORSDIP. 

I.  Besides  'he  public  worship  in  congrcg-i 
tions,  it  is  the  indisjensable  duty  of  each  pei

son,  alone,  in  secret;  and  of  every  fjiniily,  by 
itself  in  private,  to  pray  to,  and  worship  God. 

II.  Secret  worship  is  most  plainly  enjoin-ed 
by  our  Lord.  In  this  duty  every  one,  apart  by 
himself,  is  to  spend  some  time  in  prayer,  read- 
ing the  Scriptures,  holy  meditation,  and  serious 
uelfcxamination.  The  many  advantages  aris- 
ing from  a  conscientious  discharge  of  these 
duties,  are  best  known  to  those  who  are  found 
in  the  faithful  discharge  of  them. 

III.  Family  worship,  which  ought  to  be  per- 
formed by  every  family,  ordinarily  morning 
and  evening,  consists  in  prayer,  reading  the 
Scriptures,  and  singing  praises. 

IV.  The  head  of  the  family,  who  is  to  lead 
in  this  service,  ought  to  be  careful  that  all  the 
members  of  his  household  duly  attend ;  and 
that  none  withdraw  themselves  unnecessarily 
from  any  part  of  family  worship;  and  that  all 
refrain  from  their  common  business  while  the 
Scriptures  are  read,  and  gravely  attend  to  the 
same,  no  less  than  when  prayer  or  praise  is 
Dffered  up. 

V.  Let  the  heads  of  families  be  careful  to 
instruct  their  children  and  servants  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  religion.  Every  proper  )pportunity 
ought  to  be  embraced  fur  such  instruction. 
Bur  we  are  of  opinion,  that  ihe  Sabbath  eve- 
nings, after  public  worship,  should  be  sacredly 
preserved  for  this  putpose.  Therefore  we 
highly  disapprove  of  paying  unnecessary  pri- 
vate visits  I  n  the  Lord's  day  ;  ad'nitting  strun- 
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gers  into  the  families,  except  when  necessity 
or  charity  requires  it ;  or  any  other  practices, 
whatever  plausible  pretences  may  be  offered  in 
their  favour,  if  they  interfere  with  the  ibov» 
irn{>ortaDt  and  necessary  duty. 


Note. — The  following;  "General  Rules  for  Judica- 
tories," not  having  been  submitted  to  the  presbyteriex, 
make  no  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Presbyterian 
Ciiurch.  Yet  the  Genera!  Assembly  of  1871,  consider 
ing  uniformity  in  proceedings  in  all  the  subordinate 
judicatories  aa  greatly  conducive  to  order  and  despatch 
in  business,  having  revised  and  approved  these  rnle«i, 
recommended  them  to  all  the  lower  judicatories  of  th« 
'Church  for  adoption. 
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GENEKAL  RULES   FOR  JUDICATORIES 

ADOPTED   BY   THE   GENERAL   ASSEMBLY   OF    1871* 

I.  The  Moderator  shall  take  the  chair  pre- 
cisely at  the  hour  to  which  the  judicatory 
stands  adjourned  ;  and  shall  immediately  call 
the  members  to  order  ;  and,  on  the  appearance 
of  a  quorum,  shall  open  the  session  with  prayer. 

II.  If  a  quorum  be  assembled  at  the  time 
appointed,  and  the  Moderator  be  absent,  the 
last  Moderator  present,  being  a  commissioyier, 
or  if  there  be  none,  the  senior  member  pres- 
ent, shall  be  requested  to  take  his  place  with- 
out delay,  until  a  new  election. 

III.  If  a  quorum  be  n(»t  assembled  at  the 
liour  appointed,  any  two  members  shall  be 
competent  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  that 
an  opportunity  may  be  given  for  a  quorum  to 
assemble. 

IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator, 
at  all  times,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  endeavor 
to  conduct  all  business  before  the  judicatory  to 
a  s]>cedy  and  proper  result. 

V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator, 
rarefully  to  keep  notes  of  the  several  articles 
^'  business  which  may  be  assigned  for  par- 
ticular days,  and  to  call  them  up  at  the  tina€ 
appointed.

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VI.  The  Moderator  may  speak  to  point* 
of  order,  in  ])referonce  to  other  members^  rising 
from  his  seat  for  that  puT{)ose;  and  shall  de- 
cide questions  of  order  subject  to  an  a})peal 
U)  the  judicatory  by  any  two  members. 

YII.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  all  com- 
mittees, except  in  those  cases  in  which  the 
Judicatory  shall  decide  otherwise. 

VIII.  When  a  vote  is  taken  by  ballot  in 
any  judicatory,  the  Moderator  shall  vote  with 
the  other  members;  but  he  shall  not  vote  in 
any  other  case,  unless  the  judicatory  be  equal  1\ 
divided  ;  when,  if  he  do  not  choose  to  vote,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

IX.  The  person  first  named  on  any  com- 
mittee shall  be  considered  as  the  chairman 
thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  convene  the 
committee;  and,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  in- 
ability to  act,  the  second  named  member  shall 
take  his  place  and  perform  his  duties. 

X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  commencement  of 
the  sessions  of  every  judicatory,  to  form  a 
complete  roll  of  the  members  present,  and 
put  the  same  into  the  hands  of  the  Moderator. 
And  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk, 
whenever  any  additional  members  take  their 
seats,  to  add  their  names,  in  their  proper  places, 
lo  the  said  roll. 

XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  im- 
mediately to  file  all  papers,  in  the  order  in 
which  they  nave  been  read,  with  pi-oper  in- 
dorsenients,  an  I  to  keep  them  in  perfect  order. 
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XII.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meotlrg  of 
llie  judicatory  shall  be  presented  at  the  com- 
mencement of  its  sessions,  and,  if  requisite, 
read  and  corrected. 

XIII.  Business  left  unfinished  at  the  last 
sitting  is  ordinarily  to  be  taken  up  first. 

XIV.  A  motion  made  must  be  seconded, 
and  afterwards  repeated  by  the  Moderator,  oi 
read  aloud,  before  it  is  debated  ;  and  ever} 
motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writino^,  if  the 
Moderator  or  any  member  require  it. 

XV.  Any  member  who  shall  have  made  a 
motion,  shall  have  liberty  to  withdraw  it,  witii 
the  consent  of  his  second,  before  any  debate 
has  taken  place  thereon ;  but  not  afterwards, 
without  the  leave  of  the  judicatory. 

XVI.  If  a  motion  under  debate  contain 
several  parts,  any  two  members  may  have  it 
divided,  and  a  question  taken  on  each  part. 

XVII.  When  various  motions  are  made  with 
respect  to  the  filling  of  blanks,  with  particular 
numbers  or  times,  the  question  shall  always 
be  first  taken  on  the  highest  number  and  the 
longest  time. 

XVIII.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to 
take  up  business,  to  adjourn,  and  the  call  for 
the  previous  question,  shall  be  put  without 
debate.  On  questions  of  order,  postpone- 
ment, or  commitment,  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once.  On  all  other  questions,  each 
member  may  speak  twice,  but  not  oftener, 
without  express  leave  of  tho  judicatory. 

XIX.  When  a  question   is  ulJci  debate. 
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iK>  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  adjourn, 
tx)  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  in  which  they  are  herein 
arranged;  and  the  motion  for  adjournmoni 
shall  always  be  in  order. 

XX.  An  amendment,  and  also  an  amend- 
ment to  an  amendment,  may  be  moved  on  any 
motion ;  but  a  motion,  to  amend  an  amend- 
ment to  an  amendment,  shall  not  be  in  order. 
Action  on  amendments  shall  precede  action 
on  the  original  motion. 

XXI.  A  distinction  shall  be  observed  be- 
tween a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  for  th^ 
present^  and  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  un- 
('onditiondlly,  viz. :  A  motion  to  lay  on  the 
vMe,  for  the  present,  sha.\\  be  taken  without 
<lebate;  and,  if  carried  in  the  affirmative,  the 
ffFect  shall  be  to  place  the  subject  on  the 
<locket,  and  it  may  be  taken  up  and  consid- 
ered at  any  subsequent  time.  But  a  motion 
to  lay  on  the  table,  unconditionally,  shall  be 
taken  without  debate ;  and,  if  carried  in  the 
affirmative,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  take 
up  the  subject  during  the  same  meeting  of  the 
judicatory,  without  a  vote  of  reconsideration. 

XXII.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put 
in  this  form,  namely,  Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put?  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when 
demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  members  pres- 
ent ;  and  .  hr,  effect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to 
ill   cl^iata     ind  bring   the   body  to  a  direct 
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Vote;  Firtst,  on  a  motion  to  commit  tne  sub- 
ject under  consideration  (if  such  motion  shall 
have  been  made) ;  secondly,  if  the  motion 
for  commitment  does  not  prevail,  on  pending 
amendments;  and  lastly, 'ni  the  main  ques- 
tion. 

XXIII.  A  question  shall  not  be  again 
called  u})  or  reconsidered  at  the  same  session 
of  the  judicatory  at  which  it  has  been  decided, 
unless  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  who  were  present  at  the  decision  ; 
and  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded,  by  persons  who  voted  with  the 
majority. 

XXIV.  A  subject  which  has  been  indefi- 
nitely postponed,  either  by  the  operation  of 
the  previous  question,  or  by  a  motion  for  in- 
definite postponement,  shall  not  be  again 
called  up  during  the  same  session  of  the 
judicatory,  unless  by  the  consent  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  who  were  present  at 
the  decision. 

XXV.  Members  ought  not,  without 
weighty  reasons,  to  decline  voting,  as  this 
practice  might  leave  the  decision  of  very  in- 
teresting questions  to  a  small  proportion  of 
the  judicatory.  Silent  members,  unless  ex- 
cused from  voting,  must  be  considered  aa 
acquiescing  with  the  majority. 

XXVI.  When  the  Moderator  has  com- 
menced taking  the  vote,  no  further  debate  or 
remark  shall  be  admitted,  unless  there  has 
evidently  been  a  mistake,  in  ivrhich  case  the

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mistake  shall  be  rectified,  and  the  moderatoi 
shall  recommence  taking  the  vote. 

XXVII.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  ques- 
tion shall  not  be  recorded,  unless  required  by 
one-third  of  the  members  present. 

XXVIII.  No  member,  in  the  course  uf 
debate,  shall  be  allowed  to  indulge  in  per- 
sonal reflections. 

XXIX.  If  more  than  one  member  rise  to 
^)e2ik  at  the  same  time,  the  member  who  is 
most  distant  from  the  Moderator's  chair  shall 
s])eak  first. 

XXX.  When  more  than  three  members  of 
the  judicatory  shall  be  standing  at  the  same 
time,  the  Moderator  shall  require  all  to  take 
their  seats,  the  person  only  excepted  who  may 
be  speaking. 

XXXI.  Every  member,  when  speaking, 
shall  address  himself  to  the  Moderator,  and 
sht.ll  treat  his  fellow-members,  and  especially 
the  Moderator,  with  decorum  and  respect. 

XXXII.  No  speaker  shall  be  interrupted, 
unless  he  be  out  of  order;  or  for  the  purpose 
of  correcting  mistakes,  or  misrepresentations. 

XXXIII.  Without  express  permission, jio 
member  of  a  judicatory,  while  business  is  going 
on,  shall  engage  in  private  conversation  ;  nor 
shall  members  address  one  auother,  nor  any 
person  present,  but  through  the  Moderator. 

XXXIV".  It  is  indispensable,  that  members 
of  ecclesiastical  judicatories  maintain  great 
gravity  and  dignity  while  judicially  convened  ; 
that  they  attend  closely  in  'heir  speechcte  u; 
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the  subject  under  consideration,  and  avoid 
prolix  and  desultory  harangues;  and,  when 
thefpdeviate  from  the  subject,. it  is  the  privi- 
lege tjf»-affiy^hfeTnber,  and  the  duty  of  the 
Moderator,  to  call  them  to  order. 

XXXV.  If  any  member  act,  in  any  respect, 
in  a  disorderly  manner,  it  shall  be  the  privi- 
lege of  any  member,  and  the  duty  of  the 
Moderator,  to  call  him  to  order. 

XXXVI.  If  any  member  consider  him- 
self aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  moderator, 
it  shall  be  his  privilege  to  appeal  to  the  judi- 
catory, and  the  question  on  the  appeal  shall 
be  taken  without  debate. 

XXXVII.  No  member  shall  retire  from 
any  judicatory  without  the  leave  of  the  Mode- 
rator, nor  withdraw  from  it  to  return  hom^ 
without  the  consent  of  the  judicatory. 

XXXVIII.  All  judicatories  have  a  right 
to  sit  in  private,  on  business,  which  in  their 
judgment  ought  not  to  be  matter  of  public 
speculation. 

XXXIX.  Besides  the  right  to  sit  judicially 
in  private,  whenever  they  think  proper  to  do 
so,  all  judicatories  have  a  right  to  hold  what 
are  commonly  called  "  interlocutory  meet- 
ings," in  which  members  may  freely  converse 
together,  without  the  formalities  which  are 
usually  necessary  in  judicial  proceedings. 

XL.  Whenever  a  judicatory  is  about  t  > 
fiit  'u  a  judicial  capacity,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  th<)  Moderator  solemnly  to  anno  ince,  from 
the  .'hair,  that    he  ^ody  is  about  to  pass  to 
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the  consideration  of  the  business  assignor] 
for  trial,  and  to  enjoin  on  the  members  to 
recollect  and  regard  their  high  character  as 
judges  of  a  court  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
yolemn  duty  in  which  they  are  about  to  act. 

XLI.  In  all  cases  before  a  iudicatorv, 
where  there  is  an  accuser  or  prosecutor,  it  is 
expedient  that  there  be  a  committee  of  the 
judicatory  appointed  (provided  the  number 
of  members  be  sufficient  to  admit  i<"  without 
inconvenience),  who  shall  be  called  the  "Ju- 
dicial Committee,"  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  digest  and  arrange  all  the  pa})ers,  and  to 
j)rescribe,  under  the  direction  of  the  judica- 
tory, the  whole  order  of  proceedings.  The 
members  of  this  committee  shall  be  entitled, 
notwithstanding  their  performance  of  this 
duty,  to  sit  and  vote  in  the  cause,  as  members 
of  the  judicatory. 

XLII.  But  in  cases  of  process  on  the 
ground  of  general  rumor,  where  there  is, 
of  course,  no  particular  accuser,  there  may 
be  a  committee  appointed  (if  convenient),  who 
shall  be  called  the  '^  Committee  of  Prosecu- 
tion," and  who  shall  conduct  the  whole  course 
on  the  part  of  the  prosecution.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  committee  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  sit  in  judguient  in  the  case. 

XLIJI.  The  Moderator  of  every  judicatory
